scriptions to  be  received ;  and  said  pifesident  and  directors, 
or  a  mcyority  of  them^  if  they  deem  it  necessary,  may  bor- 
row on  the  credit  of  said  company,  sufhs  of  money  not  ex- 
eroding  at  any  time  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  at 
such  time,  and  shall  have  the  power  of  pledging  the  prop* 
oHy  of  the  company  for  the  payment  thereof,  by  deed  of 
firust,  mortgage,  or  otherwise.

^  4.  That  in  any  case  in  which  the  owner  of  any  lands      Mode  or  w 
through   which  this   road  may  be  located,   or  of  any  ma-    SSStlrfiii"'  0/ 
terialb  required  for  its  construction,  and  this  company  or   ^^^ 
its  president  cannot  agree  as  to  the  value  of  the  land  to  be 
appropriated,  or  of  the  materials  to  be  used,  and  of  all 
consequential  damages,  a  jury  shall  be  called  as  hereto- 
fore provided,  who   shall  determine  the  value  of  the  land 
or  materials  so  to  be  appropriated ;  and  if  the  owner  or    rrnnrtim 
owners  of  the  property  so  taken  shall  claim  consequential 
damages  beyond  the  value  of  the  land  or  materials  so 
taken,  that  then  the  jury  shall  take  into  the  estimate  the 
benefit  resulting  to  such  owner  or  owners  from  construct- 
ing said  railroad,  or  whether  its  construction  renders  more 
valuable  the  lands  of  such  owner  or  owners,  along  or  near 
the  line  of  such  road;  and  the  jury  shall  only  find  conse- 
quential damages  in  such  cases  as  that  in  their  judgment 
those  damages  are  greater  than  the  increased  value  of  the 
land  or  of  the  benefit  the  road  would  be  to  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  land.    This  estimate  of  benefit  or  increased 
iralne  shall  not  be  considered  in  estimating  the  value  of 
the  land,  but  only  in  fixing  the  consequential  damages,  if 
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any,  and  bow  much  more  than  the  benefit  to  the  owner  or 
the  increased  value  of  the  land. 

§  5.  That  in  all  cases  when  the  said  company  may  re-

five  miles,  three  and  a  half  mills  per  hundred  pounds  per 
mile;  over  twenty-five  miles  and  under  sixty  miles,  three 
mills  per  mile  per  hundred  pounds  ;  and  over  sixty  miles, 
two  and  a  half  mills  per  hundred  pounds  per  mile.  Silver 
and  gold  bullion,  money  of  all  descriptions,  and  mails  are 
excepted  from  the  rates  established,  and  for  which  the  com- 
pany, by  their  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  or  their  agents,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  contract  especially  for  their  transportation,  upon 
such  terms  as  the  parties  interested  may  agree  upon ;  and 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  other  company,  person  or 
persons  whatever,  to  travel  upon  or  use  any  of  the  roads 
of  said  company,  or  to  transport  persons  or  merchandize

That  tlie  govefnineot;  of  tlid  United  States,  shall  be 
and  they  are  hereby  permitted  to  hold  stock  in  this  com- 
pany on  the  same  terms  and  conditions,  and  subject  to 
the  saoie  restrictions  that  other  stockholders  are:  Provided^ 
the  amount  snbscribed  shall  not  exceed  one  fourth  of  the 
whole  amount  of  the  capital  stock.

and  the  mayor  and  board  of  cooncilmen  of  said  city,  upon 
the  talfiUment  of  the  conditions  on  which  the  vote  wae 
taken,  shall  subscribe  stock  to  said  railroad  in  ail  respects 
as  if  said  vote  had  been  taken  in  strict  conformity  to  the 
act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  and  the  poll  books 
showing  a  majority  in  favor  of  said  subscription  had  been 
returned  according  to  law.  And  that  the  subscriptions  of 
stock  to  said  railroad  company  by  the  county  courts  of 
Carter,  Bath,  Clarke,  and  Montgomery  counties,  be  and 
they  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved  by  this  General  As* 
seinbly,  and  the  couaty  courts  of  said  counties,  and  all  the

shall  assess  and  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  for  the  amount  so 
to  be  paid,  together  with  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  sher- 
iff's commission,  not  exceeding  three  per  cent,  for  collect- 
ing said  sum,  and  such  other^ums  as,  in  the  judgment  of 
said  courts,  may  be  sufficient  to  cover  the  loss  by  delinquents 
and  other  contingencies,  and  for  any  deficit  in  any  prevK 
ous  levy  for  the  same  purpose,  upon  the  real  and  personal 
estate  as  listed  for  state  purposes,  which  shall  lie  or  be 
most  usually  kept  in  said  county,  including  the  amount 
given  in  under  the  equalization  law.

on  said  company,  or  where  any  contract  made  ior  the  said 
company  has  been  signed  in  the  corporate  name  of  the 
company,  by  the  president  thereof,  the  same  shall  be  bind- 
ing aa  though  signed  in  the  name  of  the  president  as  such: 
Provided  kowever,  that  before  any   such  contract  to  be

Campbell,  J.  F.  Buckner,  D.  M.  Woolridge,  R.  Shackleford, 
Isaac  Lewis,  W.  Wallace,  and  RobH  McKee,  of  the  county 
of  Cbrisliaa ;  b6  and  Ihey  are  hereby  appointed  oommis- 
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sioneUff,  onder  the  direction  of  any  two  of  whom  books 
may  -be  opened,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  tiabscriptions 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  at  such  times  and 
places  as  they  may  prescribe^  by  advertisement  in  one  or 
more  public  newspapers,  and  jinay  continue  them  open 
for  such  t^mes  as  they  may  deem  expedient:  Provided^ 
that  any  subscription  tendered  at  any  time  and  place,  other 
than  advertised  by  said  commissioners,  if  accepted  by 
them,  shall  be  as  valid  against  the  party  subscribing  as  if 
received  at  the  time  and  place  advertised ;  and  if  any  of 
said  commissioners  shall  die,  resign,  or  neglect  to  act,  an- 
other may  be  appointed  in  his  stead  by  the  remaining  com- 
missioners, or  commii»sioher,  or  a  m^ority  of  them,  of  the 
county  or  city  for  which*  said  commissioner  not  acting  waa 

appointed. 

§  3.  Each  subscriber,  at  the  time  be  subscribes,  shall  pay 
to  the  said  commissiopers,  or  their  agents  appointed  to  re- 
ceive such  subscriptions,  one  dollar  on  each  share  sub* 
scribed  by  him,  and  the  residue  thereof  ia  such  installments, 
and  at  such  times,  as  the  directors  of  said  company  shall 
deem  proper^  lender  penalty  of  forfeiting  the  shares  of 
stock  subscribed  for,  and  all  previous  payments  thereon^  if 
payment  shall  not.be  m^ade  within  thirty  days  after  perso- 
nal demand,  or  notice  by  advertisement  in  one  or  more 
newspapers  published  in  Louisville  and  Hopkinsville : 
Provided f  that  the  stockholders  shall  not  be  required  to  pay 
more  than  thirty  per  cent,  of  their  stock  in  any  one  year, 
and  that  the  directors,  by  a  minority  of  their  whole  board, 
may  remit  any  such  forfeiture  on  such  terms  as  thay  may 
think  proper. 

§  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  five 
millions  of  dollars,  in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  eaeb, 
which  may  be  subscribed  for  by  any  individual  or  corpora- 
tion,  and  shall  be  considered  personal  property. 

§  5.  Whenever  three  thousand  or  more  shares  of  the 
capital  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed,  a  majority  of  the 
commissioners  may  close  the  books,  and  call  a  general 
meeting  of  the  sob^cribers,  for  the  election  of  directors,  at 
such  time  and  place  as  th^y  may  appoint,  and  shall  give 
twenty  day«  notice  thereof,  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspa« 
pers  published  in  Louisville  And  Hopkins  ville ;  and  at  sQcb 
meeting,  the  oommissioners,  or  three  of  them,  shall  be 
present,  and  conduct  the  election,  and  shall  lay  the  sub- 
scription books  before  the  subscribers  then  and  there  pres- 
ent ;  and  in  case  more  than  fifty  thousand  shares  of  stock 
shall  have  been  subscribed,  they  shall  strike  ofif  the  sur^ 
plus  from  the  largest  subscriptions  until  the  same  shall  be 
equalized  as  near  as  may  be ;  and  thereafter  a  majority  in 
value  of  the  subscribers  present,  shall  have  power  to  eleet 
from  ^mong  the  stockholders  nine  directors  to  manage  tb# 
affairs  of  said  company ;  and  those  nine  directors,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  ihem,  sfiall  elect  a  president  of  said  company 
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ftom  among  the  directors,  aod  may  allow  him  such  com- 
pensalion  for  his  services  as  thev  may  think  proper ;  and 
in  sQch  election  of  directors,  and  on  all  other  occasions 
whenever  a  vote  of  the  stockholders  is  to  be  taken,  each 
stockholder  shall  be  allowed  one  vote  for  every  share  of 
stock  which  shall  have  been  owned  by  him,  her,  or  it,  for 
ten  days,  and  no  other,  and  may  in  writing  depute  any 
other  person  to  vote  and  act  as  his,  her,  or  its  proxy.  The 
directors  shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
snccesaors  are  elected,  and  shall  fill  all  vacancies  in  their 
board. 

^6.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders, 
at  the  office  of  said  company,  on  the  first  Monday  in  May, 
for  the  election  of  nine  directors  to  serve  for  the  ensuing 
year :  Provided^  that  the  directors  shall  have  power  to 
change  the  time  and  place  of  holding  such  annual  meet- 
ings, upon  publishing  such  change  in  the  newspapers  afore- 
said, not  less  than  thirty  days  prior  to  the  time  previously 
appointed.  At  all  such  meetings,  the  directors  shall  choose 
thi^  judges  from  among  the  stockholders,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  receive  the  votes  of  the  stockholders  for  direc- 
tors,  and  openly  to  count  the  votes  and  declare  the  result. 

§  7.  Meetings  of  the  stockholders  may  be  called  by  the 
directors,  oj  by  stockholders  owning  not  less  than  one- 
fourth  of  the  stock,  by  giving  thirty  days  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  holding  the  same  in  the  newspapers  afore- 
said; and  whenever  any  such  meeting  is  called  by  the 
stockholders,  the  particular  object  of  such  meeting  shall  be 
stated  in  such  notice ;  and  if  at  any  such  meeting  a  major- 
ity in  value  of  the  stockholders  are  not  represented  in  per- 
son or  by  proxy,  such  meeting  shall  be  adjourned  from 
day  to  day,  not  exceeding  five  days,  without  transacting 
any  business ;  and  if  within  said  five  days  stockholders 
having  a  majority  in  valine  of  the  stock  subscribed  do  not 
attend,  sqch  meeting  shall  be  dissolved. 

§  8.  At  the  annual  meetings  of  the  stockholders,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  in  office  for  the 
preceding  year,  to  exhibit  a  clear  and  distinct  statement  of 
the  affairs  of  said  company  ;  and  at  any  meeting  of  the 
stockholders,  a  majority  in  value  of  those  present  may  re- 
qnire  a  similar  statement ;  and  at  all  general  meetings  of 
the  stockholders,  a  mcgority  of  them  in  value  may  remove 
from  office  any  president,  director,  or  other  officer  of  said 
company,  and  elect  others  in  their  stead :  Provided^  notice 
of  sach  intended  removal  shall  have  been  given  as  required 
in  the  preceding  section. 

^  0.  There  shall  be  a  president,and  secretary  and  treas- 
urer of  said  company,  who  shall  be  elected  annually  by 
the  directors,  and  the  president  from  the  directors,  except 
as  pnivided  in  the  preceding  section ;  and  also  such  other 
sabordinate  officers,  agents,  engineers,  and  servants  of  the 
company,  as  may  be  necessary ;  who  may  be  elected,  ap- 
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pointed*  or  employed  by  the  president  And  directonB ;  an^ 
officer  or  agent  of  the  company  may  be  required  to  give 
good  and  anfficient  eecarity  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
hb  duties. 

§  10.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to 
make  contracts  for  carrying  on  all  the  business  within  the 
ol:|ject  and  purposes  of  the  company,  and  to  make  such 
rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws,  not  incompatible  with  the 
laws  of  this  state,  or  of  the  United  States,  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  and  proper  for  regulating  elections,  the 
the  government  of  the  company,  the  duties  and  resposibil- 
ites  of  officers  and  agents,  directing  the  manner  of  adjust- 
ing accounts  against  the  company,  and  prescribing  in  what 
manner  and  by  what  evidence  the  capital  stock  of  the 
company  may  be  transferred  :  Provided^  that  no  shares  of 
stock  shall  be  transferable  until  all  previous  calls  thereon 
shall  have  been  fully  paid  in,  or  the  shares  shall  have  been 
forfeited  for  the  non-payment  of  the  calls  thereon  on  the 
books  of  the  company. 

§  11.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to 
open  books  and  receive  subscriptions  to  any  of  the  capital 
stock  which  shall  at  any  time  remain  unsubscribed  for,  or 
to  sell  or  dispose  of  the  same  for  tiie  benefit  of  the  com- 
pany, not  under  its  par  value ;  and  if  the  president  and 
directors  so  determine,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  tnem  to  receive 
subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock,  payable  in  contracts  well 
secured,  to  build  such  parts  of  the  railroad  and  branches, 
or  to  perform  such  work  in  the  construction  thereof,  as 
may  be  accepted  by  the  company,  or  payable  in  coal  or 
iron  lands,  or  any  lands  lying  in  convenient  proximity  to 
the  road,  or  in  the  bonds  of  the  subscribers,  secured  by 
double  the  amount  in  value  of  unincumbered  real  estate, 
redeemable  by  installments  or  otherwise,  as  may  be  speci- 
fied, within  ten  years  from  the  date  thereof,  and  bearing 
interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable 
semi-annually  in  Louisville  or  elsewhere,  as  may  be  speci- 
fied ;  and  the  president  and  directors  may,  if  necessary , 
issue  a  preferred  stock,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one- 
half  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  company,  with  such  prior- 
ity over  the  remaining  stock  in  the  payment  of  dividends 
as  they  may  determine,  and  shall  be  approved  by  a  minor- 
ity in  value  of  the  stockholders. 

§  12.  The  president  and  directors,  with  the  consent  of  a 
miyority  in  value  of  the  stockholders,  shall  have  power  to 
increase  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  from  time  to 
time,  until  it  shall  be  equal  to  the  actual  cost  of  the  road 
and  branches,  together  with  the  right  of  way,  motive  powr 
er,  and  all  appurtenances  and  expenses  necessary  to  the 
completion  and  operation  of  the  same ;  and  may  close  the 
capital  account,  and  it  shall  not  thereafter  be  increased. 
And  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  company  to  borrow  such 
sums  of  mpney  as  may  be  neoessary  for  their  legitimate 
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porpoMs ;  and  they  may  iasue  and  diflpose  of  their  bonds  1854. 
for  any  amoonts  bo  borrowed,  for  such  Bums,  and  at  Bnoh 
rates  of  interest,  as  is  allowed  by  the  laws  of  the  state 
where  each  eontract  is  made ;  and  mortgage  the  whole  or  ae^^^'by  moi^ 
any  part  of  their  corporate  property  and  franchises  to  me »« deed  or 
seeare  the  payment  of  any  debt  contracted  by  the  compa- 
ny ;  and  may  secure  the  same  by  a  deed  of  trast  on  said 
property  and  franchises,  conditioned  for  the  punctaal  pay- 
ment of  the  interest  on  said  bonds  as  the  same  may  fall 
doe,  and  the  principal  when  it  shall  become  doe,  and  with 
an Aority  for  the  trustee  to  sell  all  said  property  and  fran  • 
chises  to  raise  the  interest  and  principal,  if  not  pactually 
paid,  on  such  terms  and  notice  as  shall  be  declared  in  the 
deed  of  trust,  Mithotit  suit  and  decree  or  foreclosure :  Pro- 
vided^ that  should  said  property  and  franchises  be  sold 
under  said  deed  of  trust,  the  purchaser  shall  be  entitled  to 
all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  this  charter,  and  of  any 
amendments  which  may  be  made  thereto,  and  subject  to 
all  the  obligations  and  restrictions  of  the  same ;  and  the 
company  may  sell  their  bonds,  either  within  or  without 
this  state^  at  such  rates  and  prices  as  permitted  by  law, 
and  such  sales  shall  be  as  valid  as  if  such  bonds  should  be 
sold  at  par  value.  The  company  may  confer  on  any  hold- 
er of  any  bond  issued  for  money  borrowed  as  aforesaid, 
the  right  to  convert  the  principal  due  or  owing  thereon 
into  stock  of  said  company,  under  such  regulations  as  the 
company  may  adopt;  and  may  indorse  any  bonds  which 
they  are  authorized  by  this  act  to  receive  in  payment  for 
stock,  and  may  pledge  the  same  as  securities,  and  dispose 
of  any  such  bonds  on  such  terms,  and  at  such  rates,  as 
may  be  lawful  and  expedient. 

§  18.  The  company  may  purchase,  and  by  voluntary 
grants  receive  and  take,  and  by  their  officers,  agents,  engi- 
neers, contractors,  and  workmen,  enter  upon,  examine, 
survey,  take  possession  of  and  hold,  and  appropriate  and 
use,  any  lands  and  real  estate  and  other  property,  and  any 
earth,  waters,  timber,  gravel,  stone  or  other  materials,  and 
any  right  of  way  and  interests  which  may  be  necessary  or 
naefnl  for  the  construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of 
their  railroad  and  branches,  side  tracks,  stations,  depots, 
and  other  accommodations  necessary  to  accomplish  the 
objects  for  which  this  corporation  is  created :  Provided^  the 
company  shall  not  take  possession  of,  or  change  or  alter 
the  same,  ontil  the  compensation  therefor  as  agreed  upon 
by  the  parties^  or  ascertained  as  hereinafter  prescribed, 
shall  have  been  paid  to  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  or 
deposited  as  hereinafter  directed,  unless  the  consent  of 
snch  owner  be  given  to  enter  into  possession. 

§  14.  Upon  application  of  the  company  to  any  circuit  or 
county  court  of  any  county,  through  or  into  which  it  may 
be  proposed  to  oonstruot  sidd  road,  or  any  branch  thereof, 
it  snidi  be  the  duty  of  said  court,  or  any  jildge  thereof  in 
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1864.        vacation,  to  appoint  a  civil  engineer  and  two  diBinterested 
~  commissioners,  any  two  of  whom  may  act,  to  examine  the 

proposed  route  of  said  road  or  branch  within  said  coanQr, 
and  talce  from  the  owners  of  the  lands  over  which  it  is  to 
pass,  a  grant  of  the  right  of  way  of  such  width  as  may  be 
desired,  and  to  take  any  grants  of  real  estate  and  other 
property  or  interests  as  aforesaid,  which  may  be  required 
for  the  purposes  of  the  company ;  and  they  jointly  or  sev-. 
eraliy  shall  have  the  same  power  and  authority  to  take 
and  certify  under  tiieir  hands  and  seals  the  acknowledg- 
ments of  such  grants  in  fee,  or  right  of  way,  or  interest, 
and  the  separate  acknowledgments  of  married  women, 
tiiat  the  clerks  of  the  several  county  courts  have  ;  and  on 
the  presentation  of  the  grant,  and  acknowledgment  to  the 
clerk  of  the  county  court,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk 
to  record  the  same ;  and  they  shall  be  effectual  against  all 
In  cue  or  in>    pcrsous,  according  to  their  tenor  :  Provided,  that  when  any 
dentt  4c?'pri   ^^  ^^^  owncrs  are  infants,  or  absent,  or  fail  or  refuse  to 
ceedtnga  to  be   make  the  necessary  grant,  they  shall  hear  any  proof  that 
^^^'  may  be  adduced,  and  upon  their  own  view  proceed  to  val- 

ue any  land  required  for  the  right  of  way,  taking  into  con- 
sideration in  each  case  the  present  value  of  the  whole  of 
any  tract  or  parcel  of  land,  of  which  that  to  be  taken 
forms  a  part,  and  the  fair  prospective  value  of  the  remain- 
der, after  such  part  shall  have  been  taken  and  the  road 
constructed  and  in  useful  operation ;  and  shall  proceed  in 
like  manner  to  value  any  real  estate,  or  other  property,  ma- 
terials and  interests  as  aforesaid,  required  for  the  purposes 
of  the  company,  and  report  the  value  or  damages  they 
have  af&xed,  together  with  the  evidence  adduced,  to  the 
court  appointing  them,  with  a  map  and  profile  of  the  route, 
and  a  description  of  the  property  appropriated ;  and  said 
report  may  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  such  court,  and  a 
summons  issued  to  the  owners  to  show  cause  against  the 
confirmation  of  said  report ;  but  if  any  owner  shall  be 
out  of  the  state,  the  summons  may  be  executed  upon  his 
known  agent,  if  there  be  one  in  the  county,  and  if  there 
be  no  known  agent,  then  the  court  may  order  the  appear- 
ance of  the  party  at  a  named  day,  and  appoint  the  clerk 
to  give  the  owner  notice  by  letter ;  and  in  case  of  there 
being  infant  owners,  the  court  shall  appoint  guardians  ad 
litem  for  them,  and  cause  the  guardian  to  appear  and  act 
for  them ;  and  in  case  an  absent  defendant  does  not  ap- 
pear, the  court  shall  appoint  an  attorney  of  the  court  to 
ToAv«rM  nay  act  for  them.  It  shall  be.  lawful  for  the  company,  or  any 
?ro*SSVfBf«  owner,  or  for  both,  to  traverse  the  report,  and  lor  the  court 
thereon.  to  havo  the  traverse  tried  in  open  court  by  a  competent 

jury ;  on  which  trial  the  report  and  evidence  returned  as 
aforesaid  shall  be  heard,  together  with  such  other  proof  as 
either  party  may  produce.  A  new  trial  to  the  finding  of 
the  juiy  may  be  granted  as  in  other  cases.  The  report 
■hall  stand  for  hearing  as  to  any  owner  when  the  process 
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ha«  been  ezeouted  ten  days,  or  after  the  appearance  of  an  1854. 
owner  on  the  day  fixed  for  his  appearance ;  and  the  eonrl  " 
■hall  have  jarisdiction  to  confirm  the  report  if  no  traverse 
is  filed ;  and  in  case  a  traverse  is  filed,  to  have  the  same 
tried  by  a  jnry»  and  to  give  judgment  npon  the  report  or 
finding  of  the  jniy,  and  order  the  payment  of  the  money 
awarded,  and  the  ezecntion  of  the  grant  in  accordance 
with  the  report,  and  to  have  the  grant  executed  by  a  com- 
missioner appointed  by  the  coart,  and  order  them  to  be 
recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  coart ;  and 
either  party  may  have  an  appeal  or  writ  of  error  to  the 
proceedings,  but  no  appeal  or  writ  of  error  shall  prevent 
the  company  from  talking  and  holding  the  property  and 
interests  thus,  acquired,  and  using  the  same  according  to 
the  terms  of  the  grant ;  and  any  further  proceedings  shall 
only  Affect  the  amount  of  compensation  to  be  allowed  : 
Provided^  the  assessed  or  estimated  value  of  the  advanta- 
ges to  the  adjoining  lands  shall  in  no  case  be  deducted 
from  or  setoff  against  the  value  of  the  land  actually  taken, 
bot  the  fall  value  of  the  same  shall  be  allowed. 

§  15.  If  there  be  adverse  or  conflicting  claimants  to  any  Amount  award- 
part  of  the  money  awarded  as  aforesaid,  the  court  may  f^tJ°eSiTt?  ^^^ 
order  the  money  to  be  paid  into  the  said  court,  or  take  se- 
curity from  the  said  company,  until  it  can  determine  who 
is  entitled  to  the  same,  and  shall  direct  to  whom  the  same 
shall  be  paid  ;  and  may,  in  its  discretion,  order  a  reference 
to  ascertain  the  facts  on  which  such  determination  and  or- 
der are  to  be  made. 

(16.  Similar  proceedings  may  be  had  whenever  the  i^ko  procawi 
company  wish  to  acquire  title  by  appraisal  of  damages ;  ftl^r  dlaaSw.^ 
and  if,  at  any  time,  it  shall  be  found  that  any  title  thereby 
or  otherwise  attempted  to  be  acquired,  is  defective,  the 
company  may  proceed  anew  to  acquire  or  perfect  the  same, 
in  the  same  manner  as  if  no  appraisal  had  been  made ; 
and  at  any  stage  of  such  new  proceedings,  the  court  may 
anthorize  the  company,  if  in  possession,  to  continue  in 
possession,  and  if  not  in  possession  to  take  possession  ; 
and  may  stay  all  actions  against  the  company,  upon  the 
company  paying  into  court  a  sufficient  sum,  as  the  court 
may  direct,  to  pay  the  final  award ;  and  in  every  such  case 
the  owner  may  conduct  the  proceedings  to  a  conclusion, 
if  the  company  delays  or  omits  to  prosecute  the  same. 

(  17.  If  at  any  time  after  the  location  of  the  road,  or  mm  chtttfe 
any  branch  thereof,  in  whole  or  in  part,  it  shall  appear  ""^  °  '^  ' 
that  the  line  may  be  improved,  the  company  may,  from 
time  to  time,  alter  the  line,  and  thereupon  take  possession 
of  the  lands  embraced  in  such  new  location,  in  such  man- 
ner and  by  such  proceedings  as  are  authorized  in  the  pre- 
ceding sections  of  this  act,  and  use  the  same  in  place  of 
the  line  ibr  whieh  the  new  is  substituted. 

( 18.  The  .company  may  construct  their  railroad  and     ^^ISS^^ 
branches  across  any  navigable  river,  water  course,  road,  »*•««'••*»• 
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highway,  railroad,  or  canal,  in  Booh  manner  as  to  affi>rd 
security  to  life  and  property,  and  so  as  not  to  interfere 
with  the  free  use  of  the  same,  and  shall  restore  the  same 
to  its  former  state,  or  in  a  snffioient  manner  not  to  have 
impaired  its  usefalness  or  injured  its  franchises ;  and  may 
cross,  intersect,  or  connect  their  road  with  any  other  rail<* 
road,  at  any  point  upon  its  route,  and  upon  the  grounds  of 
such  other  railroad  company,  with  the  necessary  sidings, 
switches,  and  other  conveniencies,  upon  such  terms  as  the 
two  companies  can  agree ;  and  if  they  cannot  agree  upon 
the  amount  of  compensation  to  be  made  therefor,  or  flie 
point  or  manner  of  such  crossings  or  connections,  the  same 
shall  be  ascertained  and  determined  by  commissioners  to 
be  appointed  as  provided  in  respect  to  the  taking  of  lands; 
but  this  section  is  not  to  affect  the  rights  or  franchises  here- 
tofore granted  to  such  other  company ;  and  full  power  is 
hereby  reserved  to  the  state  to  authorize  any  other  rail- 
road company  to  cross,  intersect  or  connect  their  road,  in 
like  manner,  and  upon  like  terms,  with  the  railroad  belong- 
ing to  this  company. 

§  19.  The  president  and  directors  of  the  company  shall 
have  power  to  make  any  arrangements,  and  enter  into  ar- 
ticles of  agreement  with  any  railroad  company  for  the 
running  of  cars,  engines,  or  trains  over  their  respective 
roads,  or  for  any  other  purpose,  and  with  the  consent  of  a 
msyority  in  value  of  the  stockholders,  may  consolidate 
their  business  and  interests  with  such  other  company,  so  far 
as  may  be  deemed  expedient  and  mutually  beneficial  to 
themselves  and  the  public. 

^  20.  The  company  shall  have  the  same  power  to  con- 
struct any  branch  road  to  the  Ohio  or  Mississippi  river,  in 
a  good  direction  to  connect  with  the  most  favorable  route 
to  the  Pacific  ocean,  or  any  other  branch  said  company 
may  desire,  which  this  charter  gives  them  to  construct 
the  main  line,  and  with  the  same  rights  and  privileges,  and 
with  the  same  duties  and  restrictions. 

§  21 .  The  company  shall  have  power  to  receive,  trans- 
port, and  convey  persons  and  property  on  their  railroad, 
by  the  force  of  steam,  of  animals,  or  any  mechanical  pow- 
er, or  any  combination  of  machinery  and  powers,  and  may 
establish  and  regulate  the  time  and  manner  in  which  pas- 
sengers and  property  shall  be  transported ,  and  the  tolls 
and  compensation  to  be  paid  therefor  to  said  company : 
Pramiedy  such  compensation  shall  not  exceed,  per  ton  of 
freight  and  per  passenger,  for  tolls,  one  and  a  half  cents  per 
mile,  and  for  transportation  four  cents  per  mile,  except 
coal,  or  iron,  or  lead  ore,  which  shall  be  transported  any 
distance  over  fifty  miles  for  not  more  than  two  cents  per 
mile  per  ton. 

$  22.  The  company  shall  have  power  to  establish  a  tel- 
egraph along  the  line  of  their  road,  and  may  erect  and  nee 
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any  appanttoa  for  coaveying  intelligence  with  rapidity,  by 
oeans  of  Btgaals  or  otherwise. 

§23.  Whenever  the  company  shall  have  finished  five 
Dulea  of  their  road,  they  may  prosecute  their  business  as 
if  the  whole  work  was  completed :  Provided^  that  if  they 
do  not  eotnmence  their  road  and  expend  five  per  cent,  of 
their  c&pital  stock  thereon  within  ten  years,  this  act  of  in- 
eorp^ration  shall  be  void. 

^  24.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  willfolly,  by  any 
means  ^nfhatsoeYer^  injure,  obstmct,  impair,  or  destroy  any 
part  of  any  railroad  constructed  for  said  company  under 
this  aet,  or  any  of  their  works,  buildings,  carriages,  or 
machinery,  or  property  of  any  kind,  such  person  or  persons 
shall,  for  every  such  o^ense,  forfeit  and  pay  to  said  com- 
pany a  sum  equal  to  twice  the  amount  of  damages  sus- 
tained by  said  company  by  reason  thereof,  which  may  be 
recovered  in  the  name  of  said  company  by  action  in  the 
dfcuit  ooart  of  the  county  wherein  such  ofiense  shall  be 
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$  25.  The  president  and  directors  shall  annually  or  semi-  Dividonds  to 
aanuiUly  declare  and  make  such  dividend  as  they  may  ^<^  ^^^^i^'*^- 
deem  proper,  of  the  net  profits  arising  from  the  business 
aad  resooroes  of  the  company,  after  deducting  a  reserved 
fond  for  the  current  and  probable  contingent  expenses, 
aad  shall  divide  the  same  among  the  stockholders  in  pro^ 
portion  to  their  respective  shares:  Provided,  that  when 
stock  shall  be  subscribed  for  the  construction  of  a  branch, 
or  any  part  of  the  road  within  a  partteular  county,  they 
may  provide  that  such  stock  shall  not  be  entitled  to  draw 
dividends  until  the  said  branch  or  part  of  the  road  shall  be 
completed,  and  that  any  prefeired  stock  shall  draw  divi- 
dends according  to  the  terms  of  the  issue ;  but  in  all  cases 
the  company  shall  allow  interest,  in  the  form  of  assignable 
certificates,  redeemable  in  stock,  on  all  payments  for  stock, 
froiD  the  time  of  making  such  payments  until  an  equiva- 
lent dividend  on  the  stock  shall  be  declared :  And  it  is  fur- 
Iker  pramdedy  that  all  sums  of  money  contributed  and  ex- 
pended for  preliminary  eicaminations,  surveys,  and  pro- 
ceedings, in  furtherance  of  the  objects  of  this  charter,  pre- 
vioiis  to  the  organization  of  this  company,  may  be  duly 
certified  to  the  contributors  thereof  by  the  chairman  of  the 
exeeative  committee  appointed  by  the  railroad  conven- 
tion at  Hopkinsville,  October  3d,  1853;  and  such  certifi- 
cates shall  be  received  by  the  company  in  payment  for 
stock. 

§  26.  The  Louisville  and    Memphis  railroad  company      coiMty    and 
may  receive  subscriptions  to  thdr  capital  stock  by  any   {!^ntioM    mly 
state,  city,  county,  railroad  company,  or  other  corporation   w^wrtbe  ttock. 
whatever,  payable  in  such  manner,  and  upon  such  condi- 
tuins,  as  shall  be  aocepted  by  said  company;  and  the  board 
of  coonoiimen  of  any  city  and  the  county  courts  of  any 
county  are  hereby  authorized  to  levy  on  tne  taxable  prop^ 
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erty  of  rnxoh  city  or  county  such  nnms  of  money  *aa  shall 
be  sofficient  to  pay  tiieir  respective  snbsoriplions,  or  the 
interest  on  their  bonds,  or  the  principal  when  doe ;  hut  no

per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  and  with  coupons  attached,  under  the  seai  of 
the  county  conrti  signed  oy  the  presiding  judge  thereof. 
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and  coanterBigned  by  tiie  clerk,  in  payment  for  the  full 
amoont  of  such  snlMcription  :  Provided,  that  the  county 
coart  of  any  county  shall  have  power  to  levy  a  direct  tax, 
Bofficient  to  pay,  by  annual  installments,  in  a  specified 
nomber  of  years,  the  whole  of  such  subscription :  And 
provided  further,  that  the  county  court  of  any  county  as 
aforesaid,  shall  have  power  to  pay  such  subscription,  part- 
ly in  bonds  and  partly  in  cash,  at  such  times  and  upon  such 
conditions  as  shall  be  most  acceptable  to  said  court,  and 
to  the  company. 

§  30.  Whenever  any  county  shall  have  issued  bonds  in 
payment  for  the  whole,  or  any  part  of  such  subscription, 
until  the  dividends  on  tiie  stock  thus  paid  for  shall  be  suf- 
ficient to  pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds,  the  county  court 
shall  levy  a  tax  on  the  property,  both  real  and  personal, 
as  liBted  for  state  purposes,  whieh  shall  lie  or  be  most 
usually  kept  in  said  county,  sufi^cient  after  making  a  rea- 
sonable allowance  for  delinquencies  to  pay  said  interest, 
or  such  part  thereof  as  such  dividends  shall  be  at  any  time 
insuflicient  to  pay ;  and  said  levy  shall  include  the  amount 
given  in  under  the  equalization  law. 

§  31.  Within  twenty  days  after  any  tax  shall  have  been 
levied  in  any  county  to  pay  the  whole  or  any  part  of  such 
sQbscription,  or  to  pay  any  interest  on  any  county  bonds 
issued  to  the  company  as  aforesaid,  the  presiding  judge  of 
the  county  court  shall  sommons  the  justices  of  the  peace 
to  meet  together  on  a  day  to  be  by  him  appointed,  at  not 
more  than  sixty  days  after  tiie  time  such  levy  was  made, 
to  elect  three  persons,  who  shall  be  called  the  commission- - 
ers  of  the  sinking  fund  of  said  county.

Corporate  name  Corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  President  and  Di- 
and  parpoee.       rcctors  of  the  Augusta  Hotel  Company  ;  and  by  that  name 

made  capable  in  law  to  hold  and  acquire,  by  gift,  grant,  or 
devise,  any  real  and  personal  estate  in  the  city  of  Augus* 
ta,  Bracken  county,  necessary  to  carry  out  the  objects  of 
this  association,  and  the  same  to  sell  and  convey  at  plea- 
sure ;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and  be  defended ;  to 
have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  at 
pleasure,  and  to  do  and  perform  all  necessary  acts  to  carry 
into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
oapiui  eiock.      twenty  thousand  dollars,  which  shall  be  divided  into  shares 

of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  which  shall  be  issued  as  the 
president  and  directors  may,  by  by-laws,  determine,  and 
shall  be  held  and  considered  as  personal  estate,  and  pass 
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by  aaaignment  of  the  holder,  or  his  personal  representa- 
tive. 

^  3.  The  corporators  named  in  this  act  shall  cause  books 
to  be  opeaed  for  the  sabscription  of  stock  to  said  company, 
at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  deem  advisable,  notice 
of  which  they  shall  cause  to  be  given  in  such  manner  as 
they  may  determine ;  and  when  five  thousand  dollars  is  in 
good  faith  subscribed,  said  corporation  shall  cause  notice 
to  be  posted  up,  calling  the  stockholders  together  at  such 
time  and  place  as  they  may  indicate,  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  a  treasurer,  secretary,  and  seven  directors  from 
among  the  stockholders,  who  shall  hold  their  office  for  one 
year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected ;  and  before  en- 
tering upon  their  duties  shall  take  an  oath  to  faithfully  dis- 
diarge  the  duties  of  the  same.

AK  ACT  establishing  thi  town  of  Tilton,  in  Fleming  coant/. 

§  I.  Be  U  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth  of  Kentucky,  That  a  town,  to  be  known  and  called 
by  the  name  of  Tilton,  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  es- 
tablished in  Fleming  county,  on  the  turnpike  road  leading 
from  Flemingsburg  to  Sherburne  in  said  county ;  and  the 
trustees  hereinafter  named  are  hereby  directed  to  cause 
said  town  to  be  laid  off  into  lots,  streets,  and  alleys,  a» 
they  may  think  proper,  and  to  have  the  same  made  out 
and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  court 
of  said  county  :  Provided^  that  not  more  than  fifty  acres  of 
land  are  included  within  the  limits  of  the  town. 

§  2.  That  James  C.  Sousley,  Matthew  Thompson,  Joseph 
Overley,  John  Scott,  and  William  filaln  be  and  they  are 
hereby  appointed  trustees  of  said  town  of  Tilton,  who 
shall  possess  powers  and  authority  similar  to  those  pos- 
sessed by  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Poplar  Plains,  Flem- 
ing coun^,  and  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year  from 
and  after  the  first  day  of  April  next,  and  until  their  succes* 
sors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

§  3.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  free  white  male  citi- 
zens of  said  town,  and  those  residing  within  one  mile  of 
the  same,  who  are  twenty  one  years  of  age,  annually- to 
elect  five  trustees  for  the  government  of  said  town,  said 
election  to  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  April,  1855,  and 
on  the  same  day  thereafter  in  each  year. 

§  4.  That  said  trustees,  when  vacancies  occur  in  their 
body,  shall  have  power  to  fill  the  same  until  the  next  reg- 
ular election.  They  may  make  such  by-laws  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  for  the  good  government  of  said  town,  not 
inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  state, 
and  they  shall  keep  a  complete  and  fair  record  of  all  their 
proceedings  as  trustees.  Before  they  enter  upon  the  dis* 
charge  of  their  duties,  they  shall  take  an  oath  before  some 
justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county  faithfully  to  discharge 
their  duties  as  trustees  of  said  town. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  those  herein  entitled  to  vote 
for  trustees  of  said  town  to  vote  at  the  same  time  and 
place  for  a  town  marshal,  who  shall  serve  in  that  capacity 
Sat  the  term  of  one  year  and  until  his  successor  be  duly 
elected  and  qualified  :  Provided,  that  the  above  mentioned 
trastees  shall  have  the  right  to  appoint  a  town  marshal  to 
serve  until  the  first  election  of  town  officers  under  the  pro* 
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vitfioBs  of  this  act,  and  to  fill  any  vacancies  which  from 
time  to  time  may  occur  in  said  office  of  town  marshal. 

§  6.  Said  town  marshal  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdic- 
tion with  the  constables  of  said  county  within  the  corpor- 
ate limits  of  said  town,  but  not  beyond  said  limits,  and 
shall  at  the  time  of  his  election,  and  while  holding  said  of- 
fice, reside  in  the  said  town  of  Tilton,  and  before  enter-

Gulp,  stewards  of  the  Barren  circuit  of  the  Quarterly  Con- 
ference of  the  Methodist  Church,  South,  in  trust  for  the 
use  of  said  church ;  and  whereas,  it  is  represented  to  this

§  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common"

under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Boonsborough  Turnpike 
Road  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  turnpike, 
plank,  or  other  artificial  road  from  Stevens'  ferry,  on  the 
Kentucky  river,  near  Boonsborough,  to  intersect  the  Rich- 
mond and  Lexington  turnpike  road,  at  some  convenient 
point  north  of  Foxtown. 

§2.  The  following  persons  are  appointed  commissioneni 
to  locate,  contract  for,  and  superintend  the  building  of  said 
road,  to  wit :  Waller  Chenault,  J.  S.  White,  Thomas  Rich- 
ardson, John  Burgin,  John  Stephens,  Daniel  Bently,  and 
William  L.  Neal,  and  they  and  their  successors  are  made 
a  body  corporate.

WusBBAS,  it  is  represented  to  the  General  Assembly  that 
there  ia  a  community  of  monks  of  the  order  of  La  Trappe, 
reeiding  at  Gethsemini,  in  Nelson  county,  on  a  tract  of 
land  containing  about  fourteen  hundred  acres;  and  that 
said  community  desires  a  charter  to  enable  them  to  observe 
the  rales  of  their  order  and  pursue  their  occupations,  and 
to  support  the  aged  and  infirm,  to  educate  children,  and 
bestow  other  charities  according  to  the  rules  of  their  order. 
Therefore, 

^l.  Be  itejiocted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common" 
wealth  of  Kentucky ^  That  the  abbot  and  monks  of  said  com-  SjdKwia. 
munity,  and  their  successors  forever,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
created  and  declared  a  corporation,  by  the  title  of  the  Ab- 
bey of  Gethsemini,  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  all  courts  in  this  state. 

§  2.  That  said  corporation  may  acquire  and  hold  lands 
and  other  property,  and  sell  or  dispose  of  the  same,  in  their 
corporate  capacity  as  a  conimunity,  in  such  manner  as  roaj 
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be  provided  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  communi* 
ty ;  and  the  property  of  said  community  shall  not  be  sub- 
ject to  a  division  or  distribution  among  the  individual  mem- 
bers of  said  community  otherwise  than  as  provided  for  by 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  institution  from  time  to 
time. 

§  3.  Said  community  shall  have  power,  in  pursuance  of 
the  rules  of  their  order,  to  declare  and  create  such  officers 
or  managers  as  they  may  think  proper,  and  regulate  their 
duties.  They  shall  have  power  to  admit  or  expel  mem- 
bers, and  make  any  and  all  rules,  regulations,  or  by-laws 
for  their  own  government,  necessary  and  proper  for  the 
well  being  of  their  institution,  according  to  the  roles  of 
their  order.  They  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and 
do  any  and  all  acts  right  and  proper  for  such  institutions  :

they  are  hereby  incorporated  and  created  a  body  politic^  by 
the  name  and  style  of  "Union  Division,  No.  310,  Sons  of 
Temperance,"  with  perpetual  succession ;  and  by  that 
name  shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted 
with,  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,

manner,  as  the  president  and  directors  may  direct. 

§  3.  The  corporators  named  in  this  act,  or  any  one  or 
more  of  them,  shall,  as  soon  as  m^y  be  deemed  advisable 
by  tbem  after  the  paiasage  of  this  act,  open  books  of  sub- 
scripcion  for  four  thousand  shares  of  the  capital  stock  ot 
said  corporation,  first  giving  at  least  ten  days  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  opening  said  books -of  subscription, 
by  publication  in  one  or  more  of  the  daily  newspapers  pub- 
lished in  the  city  of  Louisville ;  and  when  four  thousand 
shares  shall  have  been  subscribed  for,  the  books  shall  be 
closed ;  and  thereafter  notice  shall  be  given,  in  like  man- 
ner as  in  case  of  opening  books,  of  a  meeting  of  the  sub- 
scribers, at  which  meeting  five  dollaris  in  money  shall  be 
paid  upon  each  share  subscribed  for,  and  the  compay  be

§  1.  Beit  enacted  6y  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commcm" 
ymlth  of  Kenivjcky^  That  J.  W«  6.  Simrall,  Samuel  Cassi- 
day,  John  W.  Anderson,  R.  K.  White  and  J.  S.  Forman, 
of  tiie  city  of  Louisville ;  J.  W.  Cochran,  J.  C.  Butler,  John 
McMurtry,  F.  Montmollin,  and  Geo.  W.  Norton,  of  the 
city  of  Lexington;  W.  B.  Robbins,  M.  M.  Benton,  C.  A. 
Withers,  J.  L.  Henderson,  and  J.  R.  Payson  of  the  city  of 
cw»jjj^»^y  Covington,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic 
tta^powera.       and  corporate  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  act 

until  the  first  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty ;  and  by  that  name  the  said  company  shall  be  com- 
petent to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded^  answer  and  be  answered  untO| 
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defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  conrts  and  places,  and  in  1854. 
all  matters  ^whatsoever,  with  full  power  and  anthority  to 
acqaire,  hold,  possess,  use,  oecapy,  and  enjoy,  and  to  sell, 
convey,  or  dispose  of,  all  sucfa  real,  personal,  or  other  pro- 
perty as  may  oe  convenient  for  die  transaction  of  its  busi-

Ihifl  ofnrporation  shall  not  for  such  cause  be  dissolved ;  hot        W54> 
it  shall  and  may  be. lawful  for  said  stockholders  to  make  '    ^ 

an  election  of  directors  on  any  other  day,  in  such  manner 
as  may  be  provided  by  the  by-laws  of  said  company.  Thie 
directors  snail  elect  from  their  own  body  a  president,  who 
shall  preside  in  the  board  until  the  next  annual  election, 
and  in  case  of  his  death,  resignation,  or  removal,  a  new  pres* 
ident  shall  be  chosen  ;  but  in  case  of  temporary  absence,  a 
president  pro  tenure  shall  be  appointed  ;  the  directors  may

president  and  directors  shsJl  hold  their  offices  until  the 
election  of  their  successors ;  and  all  elections  to  be  made 
on  a  particular  day,  if  not  then  made,  shall  be  made  with- 
in thirty  days  thereafter,  upon  notice  publicly  given  in  the 
newspapers  aforesaid.  If  any  vacancy  from  death,  resig- 
aalioo,  or  refusal  to  act,  shall  occur  in  the  presidency  or 
directory  of  said  company,  before  the  expiration  of  his 
term  of  office,  it  shall  he  me  duty  of  the  remaining  direc- 
tors and  president  to  fill  euch  vacancy  by  appointment  un- 
til the  next  regular  election. 

^  7.  Meetings  of  the  stockholders  may  be  called  by  the 
dif^DCtorsy  •r  by  stockholders  owning  one  third  of  the  stock, 
by  giving  thirty  days  notice  in  the  newspapers  aforesaid, 
of  tlie  time  and  place  of  holding  the  same ;  and  whenever 
Mieh  niMtittg  is  called  by  the  stockholders,  its  particnlar 
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object  shall  be  fitated  in  sach  notice ;  and  if  at  such  meet- 
ing a  majority  in  value  oi  the  BtockholderB  are  not  repre- 
sented -in  perdon  or  by  proxy,  such  meeting  shall  be  ad- 
journed from  day  to  day^  not  exceeding  five  days,  without 
transacting  any  business ;  and  if  within  said  five  days 
stockholders  having  »  miyorit}'  in  value  of  the  stock  sub- 
scribed do  not  attend,  such  meeting  shall  be  dissolved. 

§'8.  At  the  annual  meetings  of  the  stockholders,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  of  the  preceding 
year  to  exhibit  a  clear  and  distinct  statement  of  the  affairs 
of  said  company  ;  and  at  any  meeting  of  the  stockholders, 
a  majority  in  value  of  those  present  may  require  a  similar 
8tat«^ment ;  and  at  all  general  meetings  of  the  stockhold- 
ers, two  thirds  of  them  in  value,  may  remove  from  office 
any  officers  of  said  company,  and  elect  others  in  their  stead: 
Provided,  thirty  days  notice  of  such  intended  removal 
shall  have  been  given  in  the  newspapers  aforesaid. 

§  0.  There  shall  be  a  secretary  and  treasurer  of  said 
company  elected  annually  by  the  directors ;  and  also  such 
other  officers,  agents,  engineers,  and  servants  of  the  com- 
pany, as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  may  be  elected,  ap- 
pointed or  employed  by  the  president  and  directors ;  find 
any  officer  or  agent  of  the  company  may  be  required  to 
give  good  and  sufficient  security  for  the  faithful  perform* 
ance  of  his  duties. 

§  10.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to 
make  contracts  for  carrying  on  all  the  business  within  the 
object  and  purposes  of  the  company,  and  to  make  rules, 
regulations  and  by-laws,  not  incompatible  with  law,  for 
the  control  of  the  affairs  of  said  oompany.  They  shall 
have  power  to  open  books  and  receive  tuibscriptions  to  any 
of  the  capital  stock  which  shall  remain  unsubscribed  for  ; 
and  they  shall  have  power  to  cause  ail  necessary  exami* 
nations  and  surveys  of  routes  for  said  rocul,  and  shall  se- 
lect the  route  on  which  said  road  shall  be  constructed ; 
and  a.fter  such  selection  they  shall  have  authority  to  vary 
the  route  and  change  the  location  if  they  deem  it  proper. 
It  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the 
capital  stock,  payable  in  contracts  well  secured,  to  build 
such  parts  of  the  road,  or  to  perform  such  work  or  labor 
in  the  construction  thereof,  as  may  be  needed,  or  payable 
in  laudi*  lying  in  convenient  proximity  to  the  road. 

$11.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  borrow  such 
sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  their  legitimate 
purposes  ;  and  they  may  issue  the  bonds  of  the  company 
lor  the  sums  borrowed,  payable  at  such  times  and  at  such 
rates  of  interest  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  contracting 
parties ;  and  to  secure  the  payment  oi  debts  by  the  com- 
pany contracted,  may  mortgage  their  corporate  property 
and  franchises* 

§  12*  Said  company  shall  have  the  right  of  way  Cfvet  all 
lands,  rivers,  and  highways  throogfa  which  thi»«Md  nay 
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be  constructed,  under  the  eame  rales  and  regalations  which 
are  prescribed  in  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  sections  of  the 
act  iBcorporating  the  Lexington  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad 
Company. 

^  13.  The  said  company  shall  have  the  power  to  estab- 
lish a  telegre^b  along  the  l^ne.of  their  road. 

§  14.  Said  company  may  demand  and  receive  for  tolls 
opon  and  transportation  of  goods,  produce  or  property  of 
any  kind  whatever,  by  them  along  said  railway,  any  sum 
not  exceeding  the  following  rates  :  On  all  goods,  mer- 
chandise or  property  of  any  description,  tranttported  by 
them,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  and  a  half  cents  per  mile 
for  toll;  five  cents,  per  ton,  per  mile  for  transportation;  and 
for  the  transportation  of  passengers,  not  exceeding  four 
cents  per  mile,  for  each  passenger. 

^  15.  If  any  person  shall  willfully  injure,  obstruct,  impair 
or  destroy  any  part  of  said  road,  or  any  of  the  property  of 
said  company,  such  person  or  persons,  for  every  such  of- 
fense, shall  pay  to  such  company  a  sum  equal  to  twice  the 
amount  of  damages  sustained  by  said  company  by  reason 
thereof,  which  jnay  be  recovered  by  action  in  any  court  of 
the  county  of  competent  Jurisdiction. 

§  16.  The  president  and  directors  of  this  company  shall 
annually  or  semi-annually  declare*  and  make  sucFi  divi- 
dend as  they  may  deem  proper,  of  the  net  profits,  arising 
from  the  business  and  resources  of  the  company,  after  de- 
ducting a  reserved  lund  for  the  current  and  probable 
contingent  expenses,  and  shall  divide  the  same  among  the 
stockholders  in  proportion  to  their  respective  shares. 

^  17.  Said  company  shall  bave  power  to  unite  with  any 
company  or  companies  that  have  been  or  may  be  chartered 
by  the  legislatures  of  Virginia,  Tennessee,  North  Caroli- 
na, South  Carolina,  Georgia  or  Alabama  to  continue  said 
railroad  through  their  territories  to  Charleston  in  South 
Carolina,  Mobile  in  Alabama,  or  an\'  other  point  on  the 
South  Atlantic  shore ;  and  to  consolidate  said  railroads 
and  the  stock  of  said  companies  in  such  manner  and  on 
such  terms  as  this  company  may  deem  proper. 

$16.  The  General  Assembly  reserves  the  power  to 
ameud,  alter,  or  repeal  this  charter.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  tbe  FraiilHo  aod  Owen  Turnpike  Company. 

§  I.  Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
.  weciik  ^  Kentucky^  That  a  company  shall  be  formed  under 
tlyeoame,  style,  and  title  of  the  Franklin  and  Owen  Turn-    corpitite  v»m 
pike  Road  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turn- 
pike road  from  Frankfort  to  Owentoa. 
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^  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  slxali  be  one 
faiandred  thousand  dollars ;  and  the  company  aforesaid  is 
hereby  aathorized  to  raise,  by  subscription,  the  sum  afore- 
said, to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

§  8.  That  the  bodes  for  the  sabscription  of  stock  in  said 
company,  shall  be  opened  at  any  time  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  in  the  city  of  Frankfort,  under  the  direction  of 
Jacob  Swigert,  Henry  Giltner,  Orlando  Brown,  F.  H. 
Hodges,  Benj.  Long,  Sr.,  Sani'l  Steele,  and  Zach.  Lewis, 
and  at  the  town  of  Owenton,  under  the  direction  of  John 
D.  McClure,  R.  R.  Revill,  Tbos.  A.  Berryman»  George  R. 
Buckner,  and  W.  H.  Sanford,  or  some  one  or  more  of  them 
at  each  place.  That  such  of  the  commissioners  appoint- 
ed by  this  act  to  open  books  for  the  subscription  of  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company,  or  such  of  them  as  may  act, 
shall  procure  one  or  more  books,  and  the  subscribers  to 
the  stock  of  said  company  shall  enter  into  the  following 
obligation  in  said  book  or  books,  viz :  "  We,  whose  names 
are  hereunto  subscribed,  do  promise  to  pay  to  the  presi- 
dent, directors,  and  company  of  the  Franklin  and  Owen 
Turnpike  Road  Company  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each 
and  every  share  of  stock  in  said  company  set  opposite  to 
our  names,  in  such  manner  and  proportions,  and  at  such 
times,  as  shall  be  required  by  the  president  and  directors  of 
said  company." 

§  4.  The  books  for  subscription  of  said  stock  shall  remain 
open  until  the  whole  of  the  capital  stock  shall  have  been 
taken,  or  enough  to  complete  the  road,  and  persons  may 
subscribe  at  any  time  until  the  books  are  closed. 

§  5.  So  soon  as  two  hundred  shares  in  said  company  are 
subscribed  in  Franklin  county,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
commissioners  for  said  county,  or  such  of  them  as  may  act, 
to  give  notice  of  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said 
company  in  said  county,  to  meet  in  the  city  of  Frankfort, 
for  the  purpose  of  choosing  officers — said  notice  to  be  pub- 
lished in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  published  in  said 
city,  for  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the  day  fixed  for  said 
meeting — at  which  election  at  least  three  of  the  said  com- 
missioners for  said  county  of  Franklin  shall  be  present, 
who  shall  proceed  to  take  the  votes  of  said  stockholders, 
who  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  in  person  or  by  proxy, 
each  stockholder  to  have  one  vote  for  every  share  so  held, 
for  a  president  and  four  directors,  who  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  one  year,  and  until  others  shall  be  duly  quali- 
fied. 

§  G.  That  said  president  and  directors  shall,  before  they 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices,  take  an  oath  before 
some  Judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  that  they  will  faithfully 
and  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  ability  discharge  the  du- 
ties of  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  without 
fear,  favor,  or  affection,  according  to  law ;  a  certificate  of 
which  oath  shall  be  filed  and  kept  with  the  records  and 
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^pap«r»  of  said  company.    That  upon  the  qoalilication  of       1854. 

the  proBident  and  directors,  they  flhall  appoint  a  treasurer   '  "^ 

and  such  other  oflicers  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  who 

d^all  hold  their  offices  daring  the  pleasure  of  the  president 

and  directors  of  the  said  company.    The  said  president 

and  directors  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  take  and 

reqnire  of  the  several  officers  by  them  appointed,  such 

bond  or  bonds  as  thev  may  deem  necessary  and  proper  to 

secure  a  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  respective 

offices. 

$  7.  Upon  the  election  and  qualification  of  the  president  corporate  mim 
and  direct  jrs  as  aforesaid,  they  shall  be  a  body  politic  and  ^"^  v^^^ 
corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style,  and  title 
of  the  Franklin  and  Owen  Turnpike  Road  Company,  and 
by  the  said  name  the  said  company  shall  have  perpetual 
saccession,  and  all  the  privileges  and  franchises  incident 
to  a  corporation ;  and  shall  be  capable  of  taking  and  hold- 
ing their  said  capital  stock,  and  the  increase  and  profits 
thereof,  and  of  purchasing,  taking,  and  holding,  to  them 
and  their  successors,  and  assigns,  and  of  selling,  transfer- 
ring, and  conveying  in  fee  simple,  all  such  lands,  tene- 
ments, and  estate,  real  and  personal,  as  shall  be  deemed 
necessary  to  them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  work  ;  and 
to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  anji  be  impleaded,  answer  and 
be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all  the  courts  of 
this  commonwealth,  or  in  any  other  place  whatever ;  and 
also  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  to  do  all  and  ev- 
ery oUier  matter  and  thing  which  a  body  politic  or  corpo- 
rate mi^  do. 

§  8.  The  said  president  and  directors,  upon  their  enter-  stock,  how  p«m 
ing  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices,  may  call  upon  the 
stockholders  for  five  dollars  on  each  share  of  stock  sub- 
scribed, and  may,  if  deemed  necessary,  pall  for  ten  dollars 
on  each  share  every  thirty  days,  until  the  whole  amount 
subscribed  shall  be  paid. 

4  9.  The  annual  electioufor  president  and  directors  shall 
be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  in  April  in  each  year. 

§  10.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall 
deliver  a  certificate  signed  by  the  president  and  coanter- 
signed  by  the  treasurer,  with  the  i^eal  of  the  corporation, 
to  each  shareholder  for  each  share  subscribed  and  paid  for 
by  him,  her,  or  them,  which  certificate  shall  be  transferable 
on  the  books  of  the  company,  in  person  or  by  attorney. 

411.  The  president  may  call  meetings  of  the  directors 
at  such  tinaes  and  places  as  he  may  think  proper.  Two 
of  said  directors  and  the  president,  or  three  of  the  direc- 
tors in  the  absence  of  the  president,  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business*  They  shall  keep 
a  record  of  all  their  proceedings,  to  be  entei-ed  in  a  book 
provided  for  that  purpose,  and  they  shall  be  signed  by  the 
president ;  and  in  case  of  the  death  or  absence  of  the

§  12.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  and 
anthority  to  agree  with  and  appoint  ail  sueh  surveyors, 
engineers,  and  other  officers  and  aj^ents  necessary  to  car* 
ry  on  the  contemplated  work;  they  may  adopt  such  by» 
laws  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  management 
and  control  of  said  work  during  its  progress  and  after 
completion. 

§  13.  The  president  and  directors,  and  the  engineers, 
chain  carriers,  dec.  in  the  employ  of  said  company,  sball 
have  power  and  authority  to  enter  in  and  upon  the  lands 
and  inciosares  and  public  roads  through  and  over  which 
the  said  intended  road  may  be  thought  proper  to  pass,  and 
to  examine  and  survey  the  ground  most  proper  for  the  pur- 
pose, and  to  examine  the  quarries,  beds  of  stone,  gravel, 
and  other  materials  necessary  for  the  completion  of  said 
road. 

$  14.  The  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  the 
right  to  survey,  lay  out,  locate,  and  make  their  road 
through  any  improved  or  unimproved  lands  between  the 
city  of  Frankfort  and  Owenton,  and  take  from  the  land  oe* 
cupied  by  said  road,  when  surveyed  and  located,  as  afore- 
said, or  upon  any  lands  in  the  vicinity  thereof,  any  stone, 
grave],  timber,  or  other  materials)  necessary  to  construct  a 
good,  secure,  and  substantial  road,  as  contemplated  by  this 
act:  Pi*ovided^  the  said  materials  have  not  been -previous- 
ly quarried,  or  prepared,  or  otherwise  appropriated ;  and 
in  case  any  difference  should  arise  between  the  owner  or 
owners  of  any  ground,  or  their  agents,  from  which  materi- 
als are  sought  to  be  taken  as  aforesaid,  and  the  agents  of 
said  company,  respecting  the  value  thereof,  or  damages 
therefor,  the  same  shall  be  determined  by  condemnation  as 
now  provided  by  law  in  such  cases. 

^15.  The  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power 
and  authority  to  begin  at  the  city  limits  of  Frankfort,  and 
to  have  said  road  surveyed,  located,  and  opened,  and  have 
the  same  graded  and  macadamized  such  width  and  in  such 
manner  as  they  may  determine ;  and  to  continue  the  same 
in  the  direction  of  the  Owen  county  line,  in  the  direction 
of  the  town  of  Owenton. 

§  16.  The  president  and  directors  of  that  part  of  said 
road  which  lies  in  the  county  of  Owen,  when  elected  as 
provided  in  this  charter,  shall  proceed  in  the  same  manner 
and  have  the  same  powers  and  privileges,  and  be  subject 
to  the  same  duties  and  restrictions  as  are  conferred  and 
imposed  upon  the  president  and  directors  of  that  part  of 
the  said  road  in  Franklin  county. 

§  17.  That  the  said  pr^ident,  directors,  and  company 
shall  have  power  and  authority,  so  soon  as  they  shall  have 
completed^on  any  part  of  said  road,  five  continuous  miles 
thereof,  to  call  on  three  disinterested  house  keepers  to  ex- 
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amine  the  same;  and  if  they  shall  certify  that  said  road  has 
been  made  in  a  good  and  sabstantial  manner,  accordifigto 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  (which  certificate  shall  be  re- 
corded in  the  ofiice  of  the  clerk  of  the  county,)  the  said 
president  and  directors  may  caose  a  gate  to  be  erected 
across  said  road,  and  may  demand,  coHect,  and  receive  the 
same  rates  of  tolls  and  duties  from  all  persons  traveling 
the  same  with  horses,  cattle,  or  any  other  animals,  and 
with  carriages,  wagons,  sleds,  and  other  vehicles  of  con- 
veyance, that  are  now  charged  on  that  part  of  the  Loots* 
ville  and  Frankfort  turnpike  road  which  lies  in  Franklin 
coanty ;  and  as  said  read  progresses  to  completion,  the 
same  charges  may  be  made  for  any  additional  part  of  the 
said  road  that  may  be  completed  as  aforesaid  in  con- 
nection with  that  part  over  which  the  said  gate  may  be 
erected. 

§  18.  When  the  said  road,  or  any  continuoiis  five  miles 
thereof,  shall  be  completed,  the  president,  directors,  and 
company  may  contract  for,  purchase,  and  held,  to  them 
and  their  successors,  any  quantity  of  land  that  may  be 
deemed  necessary  for  toll  houses,  &c, ;  or  if  necessary 
may  have  a  sufficient  quantity  of  ground  for  said  purpose 
condemned  under  a  writof  ad  qfuod  dammum  from  the  coun*" 
ty  court  of  Franklin  county,  upon  application  by  the  pres- 
ideot  of  the  company. 

§  19.  If  any  person  liable  to  pay  tolls  on  said  road,  at 
either  of  the  gates  erected  in  conformity^ with  this  act^ 
shall  directly  or  indirectly  evade  the  same,  such  person  or 
persons  so  offending,  for  every  such  offense,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  to  the  president  and  directors  the  sum  of  twenty 
dollars,  recoverable  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  in  like 
manner  as  other  debts  of  equal  amount,  in  the  name  of 
the  president,  directors,  and  company  aforesaid. 

§  20.  The  commipsioners  appointed  to  receive  subscrip* 
tioos  of  stock,  or  any  one  of  them,  are  hereby  authorized 
to  take  a  release  of  the  ground  and  right  of  way  from  the 
persons  through  whose  lands  said  road  may  pass  and  be 
constructed,  and  a  grant  of  the  materials  that  may  be 
necessary  to  construct  or  repair  said  road. 

$  21.  The  county  court  of  Franklin  county  and  the  city 
corporation  of  the  city  of  Frankfort,  may  in  their  corpo- 
rate capacity  subscribe  for  and  hold,  in  such  manner  as 
may  be  agreed  upon,  any  number  of  shares  of  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company  that  they  may  determine  upon. 

§  22.  The  corporation  herein  created  may  agree  with 
any  persons  or  company  to  receive  as  stock  the  road  from 
Frankfort  to  Leestown,  as  far  as  made,  at  its  value,  if  the 
contemplated  road  shall  be  located  on  that  route. 

(  23.  The  legislature  hereby  reserves  the  right  to  alter, 
amend,  or  repeal  this  act  at  pleasure.

Owens,  jr.,  R.  C.  Prather, 
Jesse  Edmonson,  H.  G.  Catlett,  and  N.  N.  Gowgill,  and 
their  successors  and  associates  be  and  they  are  hereby  ere- 
ated  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succes-

the  remainder  of  the  directors  shall  fill  the  same  by  ap- 
pointment; and  should  the  offices  of  the  directory  become 
vacant  from  any  cause,  any  three  of  the  stockholders  may 
call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  as  above  mentioned,  to 
fill  such  vacancies  by  an  election.  The  directors  shall  ap- 
point a  treasurer  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem 
necessary;  and  the  said  treasurer,  before  he  enters  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  execute  a  bond  to  said  com- 
pany. With  security  to  be  approved  by  the  directory,  in 
such  penalty  as  they  may  deern^  necessary,  conditioned 
that  he  will  well  and  truly,  in  all  things,  perform  the  du- 
ties of  his  office,  and  whenever  a  demand  shall  be  made 
on  him  by  the  directory,  or  its  authorized  agent,  pay  over 
as  they  may  direct  all  sums  in  his  hands  as  treasurer,  and 
hand  over  all  books  and  papers  belonging  to  said  compa- 
ny; and  the  said  treasurer  shall  continue  in  office  until  the 
directory  shall  make  another  appointment:  Provided,  that 
no  person  but  a  stockholder  shall  hold  the  office  of  presi- 
dent or  director. 

§  5.  That  upon  the  election  and  qualification'  of  said 
directors,  they  shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  and 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  all  the  privileges  and 
franchises  incident  to  a  corporation  and  shall  be  capable 
of  taking  and  holding  their  capital  stock,  and  the  increase 
and  profits  thereof,  of  purchasing  and  selling  lands  and 
tenements  as  the  same  may  be  deemed  necessary  by 
said  directory  in  the  construction  and  keeping  up  of  said 
road. 

§  6.  That  the  president  and  directors,  fifter  their  election, 
shall  make  a  call'u'pon  the  different  stockholders  for  pay- 
ment upon  their  several  subscription,  which  call  may  be 
made  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  deerti  right  and  just: . 
Provid^d^  that  the  first  call  shall  not  be  over  twenty  per 
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cent,  on  the  amount  eubscribed.  and  may  be  less  in  the 
discretion  of  said  directors:  And  provided  further  ^  that  all 
aubscrlbe»  paying  as  much  as  twenty  per  cent,  as  afore* 
said  at  the  first  call  or  payment  shall  be  entitled  to  a  no- 
tice of  forty  days  upon  any  subsequent  call. 

§  7.  That  every  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  tb  one  vote 
on  each  share  owned  by  him,  to  the  number  of  four,  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  the  next  two  shares,  and 
for  every  four  shares  thereafter  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote 
only. 

§  8.  That  the  certificate  of  the  president,  countersigned 
by  the  treasurer,  shall  be  evidence  of  ownership  of  stock 
in  said  company,  and  the  same  shall  be  transferable  on  the 
books  of  the  treasurer,  in  person  or  by  attorney,  when  all 
arrearages  shall  have  been  paid,  and  not  until  then. 

§  9.  That  the  president  may  call  meetings  of  the  board 
of  directors  at  sucb'time  and  places  as  he  may  think  prop- 
er. A  majority  of  the  directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum; 
and  in  the^  absence  of  the  president  a  majority  of  said  di* 
rectors  as  aforesaid  may  elect  a  pre^XAttii  pro  tempore:'  Pro- 
vid€dj  that  if  by  the  death  of  the  president  or  other  cause 
a  meeting  should  not  so  be  called  when  the  business  of  the 
company  shall  demand  it,  any  two  of  the  directors  may 
call  the  same,  first  having  given  reasonable  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  meeting,  in  such'  manner  as  said  board 
of  directors  may  determine.  Said  board  of  directors  shaH 
have  fall  power  to  pass  all  by-laws  deemed  necessary  to 
promote  the  interest  of  the  stock  holder;},  and  to  superintend 
the  construction  of  said  road,  and  the  management  and 
government  of  the  same. 

§  10.  Whenever  five  miles  of  said  road   shall  be  com- 
pleted, said  company  shall  have  power  to  erect  a  gate,  at 
which  they  may  charge  toll,  and  which  gate  shall  not  be 
erected  within  less  than  one  mile  of  llussellville ;  and  said 
company  may  charge  the  same  rate  of  tolls  as  are  allow* 
ed  and  prescribed  by  an  act,  entitled,  an  act  regulating  the 
tolld  on  turnpike   roads  in  which  this  'commonwealth  is  a 
joint  tftock-holJor,  and. for  other  purposes,  approved  Febru- 
ary 25th,  I8r2  ;  and  all  of  the  general  iHws  of  this  com- 
monwealth relating  to  turnpike  ruacis,  and  not  incon.^ist- 
ent  with  this  act,  may  be  considered  as   a  part  hereof:  Pro- 
videJy  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  tov^n  of  Russellville,  or 
the  trustees  thereof,  to  tMabscribe  for  stock  in  said  company, 
for  the    use   and  benefit  of  said  town.     The  general  as- 
lembly  reserves  to  itself  the  power  to  alter,  amend,  or  re- 
peal this  charter  as  they  may  think  proper.

CHAPTER  464. 

AX  ACT  to  incorporate  a  company  to  improve  the  navigation  of  Rock- 

custie  River. 

Whereas,  it  is  represented  that  there  are  obstructions  in 
Rockcastle  river,  which  renders  the  navigation  thereof  im- 
practicable, and  that  there  exists  large  bodies  of  coal  near 
the  mouth  of  said  river,  and  higher  up  on  said  river,  which 
is  rendered  to  a  great  extent  valueless,  either  to  the  own* 
ers  or  the  public,  because  of  the  impracticability  of  con- 
veying it  out  by  water,  and  particularly  an  obstruction  at 
a  place  called  the  Gulf ;  and  as  no  owner  of  coal  banks  ox\ 
said  river  can  individually  incur  the  costs  of  removing 
said  obstructions  and  rendering  the  river  navigable  for 
coal  boats  alid  other  crafts,  and  great  benefit  would  result 
to  the  public  from  the  opening  of  said  navigation.  There- 
fore, 

§  1.  Be  it  encLctedby  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common'  Corporator*' 
wealth  of  Kentucky,  That  Tunstall  Quarles,  William  Wood-  JSml'Jiwew!" 
cock,  and  Brent  G.  Quarles,  and  such  persons  as  they 
think  pfoper  to  associate  with  them  in  the  enterprize,  be 
and  tbey  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate, 
ander  the  name  and  style  of  the  Rockcastle  River  Compa- 
ny, and  may  dispose  of  their  interest,  to  be  recorded  in  a 
book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose ;  and  as  such  may»  by 
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that  name,  make  contracts,  sue  and  be  sued  in  any  of  the 
judicial  tribunals  of  this  commonwealth,  either  at  law  or 
in  equity,  as  the  facts  may  require. 

§  2.  That  said  company  shall  have  power  to  remove  all 
obstructions  in  said  river  at  the  gulf,  down  to  the  level  of 
low  water  mark,  rendering  the  same  as  free  from  obstruc- 
tion and  as  navigable  at  points  where  obstructions  now 
exist  as  at  other  places  immediately  above  and  below  said 
gulf;  and  the  company  shall  have  power,  upon  the  clear- 
ing out  of  obstructions  as  aforesaid,  to  charge  for  all  coal 
boats  passing  by  the  gulf  the  following  tolls,  viz :  On 
each  coal  boat  laden  with  coal  one  cent  per  bushel  for  each 
bushel  contained  therein,  coal  measure,  that  is  each  bushel 
ot  five  pecks  ;  and  for  each  empty  boat  two  dollars  ;  but 
no  charge  shall  be  made  for  the  passage  of  saw  logs,  gun- 
nels, or  plank  in  rafts,  out  of  Rockcastle  into  the  Cumber- 
land river. 

^  4.  That  when  Rockcastle  river  shall  be  rendered  navi- 
gable as  herein  provided,  the  company  shall  appoint  a* 
person  to  guage  the  boats  w^icfa  pass,  and  a  collector  of 
tolls,  each  of  whom  shall  be  sxyorn  faithfully  and  impar- 
tially to  perform  their  duties  ;  also  to  appoint  a  treasurer 
and  a  clerk,  whose  duty  it  shall'  be  to  keep  a  faitliful  reg- 
ister of  Ihe  boats  which  pass  and  their  contents,  and  the 
amount  of  cost  on  each;  and  saM  treasurer  may  be  re- 
quired to  give. bond  faithfully  to'account  to  the  company 
for  all  tolls  received  and  to  pay  them  over  to  the  company. 

§  5.  That  upon  the  obstructions  being  removed  at  the 
gulf  in  said  river,  it  shall  be  regarded  and  held  to  be  a 
navigable  stream  as  high  up  as  the  place  known  and 
called  the  Narrows  in  said  river. 

§  6.  That  said  company  are  hereby  authorized  to  pur- 
chase and  hold  as  a  company  any  real  and  !personal  es- 
tate ;  and  foi*  all  contracts  made  by  said  company  or  their 
authorized  agent  or  agents,  the  property,  rights,  and  fran- 
chises of  the  company  shall  be  bound,  as  also  the  individ- 
ual property  of  the  members,  jointly  and  severally,  for  all 
contracts  made. 

§  7.  That  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  make  a  railroad,  beginning  at  or  near  the  head 
of  the  gulf,  and  above  the  same,  and  extending  down  the 
river,  below  the  termination  of  the  gulf ;  and  have  and  ex- 
ercise all  the  powers  given  in  the  preceding  sections  of 
this  act,  except  the  right  to  make  any  specific  charge  for 
transporting  coal  on  said  road  ;  and  may  have  condemned 
such  lands  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  at  the  beginning 
and  terminus,  and  along  the  line  of  said  road,  should  there 
be  any  objection  made  to  the  use  thereof  for  said  road  b}* 
the  owners,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  provided  by- 
law for  establishing  roads  by  the  county  court  of  Pulaski, 
the  company  paying  the  damages  and  expenses  in  lieu  of 
the  county. 
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5  8.  When  the  company  shall  be  of  opinion  that  they    

have  fully  complied  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  they     commitiiionert 
shall  call  on  Squire  Gatlifle  and  W.  Craig  Gillie,  of  Whit-    JJ^^J^S^^fn'^b^.

§  9.  The  privileges  and  franchises  hereby  granted  shall 
continue  for  twenty-five  years,  and  no  longer.

^  1 .   Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky^  That  Walter  W.  Stapp,  Ben.  C.  Trap- 
nail,  and  Beriah  Magoffin,  and  their  associates,  successors, 
and  assigns,  be  and  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  politic 
and    corporate,  by  the  name  and  style   of  the  Western 
Coal  Company,  and  under  that  name  and  style  shall  have 
perpetual  succession,  with  power  to  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  sue  and  be  sued  in  all  courts  and  places;  to 
have  a  common  seal ;  and  to  engage  in  the  mining  of  coal, 
iron,  salt,  and  all  other  materials,  and  in  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  salt,  iron,  lime,  and  other   products  of  lands 
now  owned  by  them  or  which  may  hereafter  be  own^d  by 
Ihem,  and  all  other  articles  and  commodities  whatsoever, 
and  in*  the  transportation  of  the  same,  or  any  portion  there- 
of, to  home  or  foreign  markets ;  to  hold  their  meetings 
within  or  without  this  state ;  and  to  have  all  powers  need- 
ful for  the  successful  prosecution  of  their  business,  and  for 
the  execution  of  tho  powers  herein  granted. 

§  2.  That  said  corporators  may  organize  said  company 
by  tbe  appointment  of  a  president  and  such  other  officers 
as  they  may  deem  necessary,  at  such  time  and  place  as 
they  may  designate,  by  notice  previously  given;  and  when 
thus  organized  they  and  their  successors  shall  have  power 
to  make  such  by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  from  time  to  time  for  the  government, 
management,  and  protection  of  the  business  of  said  com- 
pany. 

^  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  two 
hundred  thoQsand  dollars,  with  power  to  increase  the  same 
from  time  to  tinm. 
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§  4.  The  said  company  may  buy,  build,  and  own  boats 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  their  business,  and  may 
dispose  of  their  property  or  any  part  of  it  by  sale  or  other- 
wise. They  may  receive  real  estate  in  payment  of  such 
part  of  the  subscription  as  they  may  deem  advisable,  and 
shall  have  the  right  to  hold,  either  by  purchase  or  other- 
wise, such  real  estate,  mining  rights,  and  rights  of  way  as 
mAy  be  thought  necessary  by  them  for  the  successful  pros- 
ecution of  their  business,  and  the  same  or  any  part  there- 
of to  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  as  the  interests  of  the 
company  may  require. 

§  5.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  mana- 
gers of  the  company,  from  time  to  time  and  at  all  times, 
to  borrow  or  obtain  on  loans  such  sums  of  money,  and  on 
such  terms,  as  they  may  deedn  expedient  for  the  use  of 
said  conlpany,  and  to  pledge  or  mortgage  all  or  any  part 
of  the  estates,  improvements,  privileges,  effects,  and  as- 
sets of  said  company  for  the  repayment  o{  said  sums 
of  money  so  borrowed,  at  such  times  as  may  be  agreed 
upon. 

§  6.  That  said  compan}*^  shall  have,  possess,  and  enjoy 
all  rights,  powers,  privileges,  and  immunities  conferred  by 
law  in  this  state  upon  any  other  company  chartered  for 
similar  purposes. 

$  7.  The  right  to  repeal,  alter,  or  amend  this  act  is  re- 
served to  the  state  after  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
ten. 

$  8.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  t/ie  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentuckyy  That  all  the  right,  tith^  and  interest  which 
the  commonwealth  has  in  and  to  the  following  lands  lying 
in  the  county  of  Hart,  viz :  Two  hundred  and  sixty-xiix 
acres  surveyed  for  William  Adair,  of  said  county,  on  the 
19th  day  of  January,  1853;  and  fifty  acres  pHtented  to 
W.  D.  Lester,  of  said  county,  on  the  8th  day  of  July,  1848, 
and  twenty  acres  surveyed  lor  William  Clopton,  of  said 
county,  adjoining  a  survey  made  in  the  name  of  Adair 
Combs,  for  one  hundred  acres,  all  of  which  tracts  lie  as 
is  supposed  within  the  bounds  of  Abraham  NeUon^s  three 
thousand  acres,  be  and  the  same  is  hereb}^  released  to  the 
said  William  Adair,  W.  D.  Lester,  and  William  Clopton 
respectively:  Provided^  that  the  tax  due  the  common- 
v^ealth  on  said  three  thousand  acres,  accruing  since  the 
18th  of  February,  1846,  to  this  date,  (should  there  be  any) 
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•ball  be  paid  by  the  said  Adair,  Lentor,  and  Clopton :  Apd 
provided  furthery  that  this  release  shall  dot  operate  to  tbe 
prejudice  of  any  other  person  who  may  show  himself  en- 
titled to  said  lands  by  any  superior  claim.

§  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonicealth 
of  KeniucAjfj  That  so  much  of  an  act,  entitled,  an  act  in- 
corporating the  town  of  Crab  Orchard,  which  vests  in  the 
trotftees  of  said  town  the  power  to  licence  coffee  houses 
and  other  e^tabliiihments  or  groceries  for  the  retailing  of 
spirituous  liquors,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed, 
and  satcl  power  shall  hereafter  vest  in  the  county  court. 

§  2.  That  an  amendment  to  said  act  approved  24th 
March,  1851,  excluding  from  the  limits  of  said  town  the 
farms  of  Thomas  Welch,  J.  Gue^t,  and  Henly  Middleton, 
be  so  amended  and  modified  sla  to  subject  to  the  taxes  of 
said  town  the  dwellings  of  said  Welch,  Gue^t,  and  Middle- 
ton,  and  one  acre  of  ground  attached  thereto;  and  the 
limits  of  said  town  shall  be  so  extended  as  to  include  the 
same,  and  nubject  to  regulations  of  and  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  authorities  of  iiaid  town.

^  \.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  AssanMy  of  the  Common'      companir  ea- 
wealth   of  Kentucky,  That   a  company  be  and  the  same  is   Indarie!  "^°'* 
hereby  created  and  established  for  the  purpose  of  building, 
founding,  and  maintaining  an- institution  of  learning  in  or 
near  the  town  ot     Mayslick,  Mason  county,  hy.,  to  be 
called  the  May:<]ick  Male  and  Female  Academy. 

§  2.  The  capital  stuck  of  «aid  company  shall  be  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  to  beincreai^ed  or  diminished  at  the  plea- 
sure of  the  trustees,  and  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty 
dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  the  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said 
company  shaU  be  opened  on  the  first  Monday  in  April, 
1851,  in  the  town  of  Maysiick,  at  the  tavern  of  Edward  H, 
Hernd^n,  under  the  direction  of  Waller  Small,  John  S. 
Mitchell,  Hugh  Mcllvain,  Thomas  Forman,  George  Wells, 
Boos  Myall}  Charles  Clarke,  Alex.  C.  Shacklelonl,  A.  K. 
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Wall,  and  Miles  C.  Drake,  or  any  three  of  them.  The 
coromiasionera  shall  procure  a  well  bound  book,  and  the 
Bubscribera  to  the  stock  of  said  company  shall  enter  into 
the  following  obligation  in  said  book,  to  wit :  *^  We,  whose 
names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  do  promise  to  pay  to  the 
trustees  of  the  MaysUck  Male  and  Female  Academy,  fifty 
dollars  for  every  share  of  stock  in  said  company  which  we 
have  sot  opposite  to  our  names,  in  such  manner  and  pro- 
portion and  at  such  times  as  may  be  required  by  the  said 
trusteea."  And  the  book  shall  continue  open  such  time  aa 
the  commissioners,  or  any  three  of  them,  may  deem  ne* 
cessary. 

§  4.  'At  any  time  after  forty  shares  shall  be  subsicribed* 
the  said  commissioners,  or  any  five  of  them,  shall,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  they  may  appoint,  call  a  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  and  hold  an  elec^^ion  for  ten  trustees,  who 
shall  hold  their  ofiices  for  one  year  and  until  their  succes* 
sors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

.§  5.  The  trustees  first  elected  as  directed  in  section  four, 
and  their  successors,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  constituted  a 
body  politic  and  corporate,  to  be  known  by  the  name  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Mayslick  Male  and  Female  Academy, 
and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession  and  a 
common  seal,  and  may  break  or  alter  the  same  at  pleasure; 
and  by  sad  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  or  be  im- 
pleaded in  any  court  of  law  or  equity,  and  contract  and 
be  contracted  with ;  and  shall  be  capable  in  law  of  pur> 
chasing  and  holding,  to  them  and  their  suceessors,  any 
lands,  tenements,  money,  goods,  and  chattels  of  any  kind 
whatever,  which  shall  be  purchased,  given,  granted,  or 
devised  for  the  use  of  said  academy,  ahd  may  sell,  dispose 
of,  and  convey  the  same  in  any  manner  which  may  be  di- 
rected by  the  stockholders  :  Provided,  that  they  shall  not 
at  any  tim.e  hold  real  estate  of  greater  value  than  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars. 

§  6.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  to 
receive  additional  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock ;  they 
shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  to  establiiih  such  by- 
laws, rules,  and  ordinances,  not  inconsistent  with  the  con- 
stitution and  laws  of  this  state,  as  they  shall  deem  neces* 
sary  for  the  supervision  and  government  of  said  academy. 
A  majority  of  all  the  trustees  actually  voting  shall  concur 
in  the  election  of  a  president,  treasurer  and  clerk,  and  of 
professors  and  tutors  to  said  institution ;  and  upon  the 
disqualification,  death,  resignation,  or  removal  from  office 
of  any  of  the  trustees,  professors,  tutors,  or  other  officers 
of  said  academy,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  fill  the  va» 
cancy  by  appointment.  A  removal  from  the  county  of 
Mason,  by  any  trustee  or  other  ofiicer,  shall  vacate  his  of* 
fice.  The  president,  at  the  request  of  any  three  of  the 
boards  may  call  a  meeting  of  the  trustees.  A  miuority  of 
trustees  elected  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business, 
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and  may  decide  any  queelion,  resolution,  or  appointment 
not  otherwise  provided  in  this  act ;  but  in  all  contracts  for 
the  purchase  alienation  of  property  a  majority  of  the  trus- 
tees elected  must  concur.  T^e  clerk  and  all  officers  shall 
irubject  to  the  direction  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

§  7.  An  election  for  trustees  shall  be  held  annually,  nt 
i^uch  time  and  place  as  the  by-laws  may  direct,  at  which 
election  two  of  the  trustees  shall  preside.  The  trustees 
thus  elected  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  succest{ors> 
are  duly  elected.  Upon  the  failure  of  the  trustees  to  hold 
an  election  at  the  time  specified  in  the  by-laws,  the  per- 
Hons  holding  a  majority  of  stock  in  said  institution,  con- 
curring:, may  hold  an  election  for  trustees.  No  person 
shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  trustee  unless  he  shall  be 
owner  of  one  share  of  stock,  at  least  six  months  before 
the  regular  election.  Stockholders  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
vote  lor  each  share  of  stock  owned  by  them,  and  may  vote 
in  person  or  by  proxy  duly  appointed  in  writing.  The 
stock  may  be  negotiated  and  assigned  on  the  books  of  the 
truistees,  and  the  assignees  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges 
of  stockholders.  The  trustees  shall  annually  declare  and 
pay  Buch  dividends  as  may  be  earned. 

§  8.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  confer  all  the  hon- 
ors and  degrees  usually  conferred  by  such  institutions  or 
the  best  colleges  in  this  state. 

§  9.  The  seminary  lot  and-  building,  and  all  apparatus, 
bookn,  charts,  furniture,  &o.,  belonging  thereto,  shall  be 
exempt  from  general  or  local  taxation. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  Us  passage.

be  applied  to  the  improvement  of  the  grounds,  fixtures, 
and  buildings :  Frovidedy  the  same  is  used  in  a  manner 
not  inconsistent  with  the  reverence  and  respect  due  to  the 
cemetery  of  the  dead. 

§  4.  That  the  said  grounds,  fixtures,  shrubbery,  and  eve- 
rything growing  therein,  shall  always  be  exempt  from  state 
revenue,  or  other  taxes,  and  shall  not,  after  the  ground  has 
been  fully  paid  for,  be  subject  to  be  levied  on  or  sold,  by 
judgment,  execution,  or  decree  for  any  other  debt  or  cause 
whatsoever.  No  road  or  passway  shall  be  opened  through 
said  grounds  without  said  company  consent  thereto.  The 
said  company  may  receive  and  t^ke,  by  devise  or  bequest, 
any  legacies  that  may  be  devised  to  them  to  be  appropria- 
ted to  the  ornament,  improvement,  and  repair  of  said  cem- 
etery and  grounds,  and  may  invest  in  stocks  or  other  safe 
inveotment  any  spare  funds  that  from  time  to  time  they 
may  have,  and  shall  appropriate  the  proceeds  arising"  there- 
from to  the  improvement  and  repair  of  said  cemetery  and 
grounds;  but  they  shalll  nevei*  exercise  any  banking  pow- 
ers. 

§  5.  Oh  the  qualification  of  the  trustees  they  shall  elect 
a  treasurer,  secretary,  and  superintendent,  and  suph  other 
officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  take  from  them 
such  bond  as  may  be  required,  who  shall  hold  their  office 
for  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  ;  and 
every  such  officer  shall  be  subject  to  removal  by  said  board, 
for  the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  the 
by-laA'8  of  said  company,  or  a  non-compliance  with  the 
same,  a  majority  of  said  board  of  trustee  concurring  therein. 
The  treasurer  of  said  company  shall,  before  he  enters  on  the 
duties  of  his  office,  give  bond  with  two  or  more  sureties,  in 
soeh  penalty  aslhe  trustees  may  require  by  their  by-laws, 
payable  to  the  Eastern  Cemetery  Coropanyr  conditioned 
that  he  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  treasurer,  and 
that  he  will  when  called  on  pay  the  amount  of  moneys  in 
his  hands  to  the  order  of  the  trustees ;  and  that  he  will 
perform  the  duties  required  of  him  by  the  by-laws  of  said 
company. 

§  6.  That  the  trustees  shall  keep  a  regular  record  of 
their  proceedings,  and  all  sales,  transfers,  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements ;  they  shall  always  preserve  an  accurate  map 
and  survey  of  the  grounds  and  lots,  and  have  the  same  re- 
corded in  the  clerk's  office  of  Jefferson  county;  anil  the 
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map  and  sarvey  of  isaid  cemetery  or  the  part  thereof  which 
had  heretofore  been  surveyed  and  laid  oflT,  shall  not  be  al- 
tered or  changed  by  said  trustees  ;  but  the  same  shall  re- 
main and  be  recorded  as  the  map  and  survey  of  this  com- 
pany. And  all  sales  of  lots  or  parts  of  lots  heretofore 
made  in  said  cemetery  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
confirmed.  The  secretary  shall  at  such  times  as  may  be 
required  of  him  by  said  trustees  report  a  general  state- 
ment  of  said  accounts  to  said  board  of  trustees,  with  a  list 
of  lots  sold,  to  whom  and  at  what  price,  together  with  a 
correct  account  of  all  moneys  received,  and  of  all  gifls, 
legacies,  devises,  and  bequests  whatsoever ;  and  also  of 
all  expenditures  and  disbursements  touching  or  concern- 
ing said  grounds.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power 
and  authority  to  make  such  by-laws,  rules,  and  regula- 
tions in  relation  to  the  duties,  management,  and  appoint- 
ment of  ofiicers  and  agents  and  their  pay,  and  from  time 
to  time  to  make  all  other  rules  and  regulations  for  the  con- 
trol, management,  and  care  of  the  cemetery  grounds  and 
graves,  and  the  mode  of  ornamenting  the  same,  and  to 
regulate  the  mode  in  which  bodies  shall  be  interred,  and 
to  make  such  other  by-laws  and  regulations,  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  purposes  of  the  corporation,  and  for  the 
government  of  lot  holders  and  visitors  of  said  cemetery  ; 
they  shall  have  full  power  to  enter  upon  and  remove  any 
ornaments,  fixtures,  or  shrubbery  that  may  be  placed  on 
or  around  the  graves  against  the  by-laws  or  regulati6us  of 
the  corporation. 

§  7.  That  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  lots,  and  all  money 
that  may  come  to  the  corporation  from  any  other  source, 
shall  be  applied  to  the  reimbursement  of  those  who  have 
made,  or  may  hereafter  make,  advancements  for  the  out- 
lay, purchase,  and  improvement  of  said  grounds  and  build- 
ings; to  the  payment  of  costs  and  expenses  for  improving, 
decorating,  and  repairing  said  cemetery;  to  the  payment 
of  ofGcers  and  laborers  for  services  rendered ;  and  one 
half  the  residue  thereof  shall  be  invested  by  said  trustees 
from  time  to  time  in  safe  stocks  or  other  safe  investments, 
until  a  fund  of  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  be  created,  the 
interest  of  which  alone  shall  he  solely  applied  to  the  keep- 
ing of  said  cemetery  and  buildings,  lots,  graves,  &c.,  in 
repair  and  proper  condition;  and  all  moneys  arising  from 
said  cemetery,  not  heretofore  appropriated  and  set  apart, 
shall  at  the  end  of  each  and  every  year  be  paid  to  the 
trustees  of  the  two  respective  churches  ^  aforet>aid ;  one 
half  to  each,  and  to  be  held  by  them  in  trust  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  their  respective  societies. 

§  8.  That  when  a  burial  lot  is  purchased,  the  trustees 
shall  give  a  certificate  thereof,  under  the  ."eal  of  the  cor- 
poration, ivhich  shall  vest  the  purchase  with  title.  This 
title  may  be  transferred  according  to  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  may  be  prescribed  by  t£e  by-laws  of  the  oorpor- 
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atlon,  bat  in  no  other  manner.  If  not  trarisfcrred  by  the  1Q54. 
grantee,  it  shall  descend  or  pass  by  devise  as  other  real 
estate.  Such  lots  shall  never  be  used  for  any  other  pur- 
pose than  burial  lots,  and  if  applied  to  any  other  use,  the 
tide  shall  revert  to  the  corporation  ;  and  where  any  person 
shall  die  seized  in  fee  of  a  lot  or  lots  in  said  cemetery, 
leaving  no  heirs,  then  the  same  shall  revert  to  the  corpor- 
ation.

^  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  i/te  Common- 
wealth  of  Kentucky^  That  the  president  of  the  Bardstuwn 
and  Glasgow  turnpike  road  company  shall  commence,  by 
the  10th  day  of  March,  1854,  and  at  the  same  time  each 
year  thereafter,  pursuant  to  the  manner  hereinafter  speci- 
fied, to  let  out  the^  several  toll  gates  on  said  road,  and 
shall  continue  from  day  to  day  until  the  same  shall  be  com- 
pleted. 

§  2.  That  the  president  shall  cause  to  be  put  up  at  each 
gate  along  said  road  a  printed  notice,  ten  days  previous 
to  the  letting  out  of  the  same,  setting  out  the  condition 
upon  which  said  gates  are  to  be  let  out. 

§  3.  He  shall  let  out  each  gate  separately  to  the  high- 
est bidder,  for  a  term  of  one  year,  at  public  outcry. 

§  4.  He  shall  take  bond  from  the  person  bidding  the 
highest  and  best  bid,  in  double  the  amount  bid  for  the  gate, 
with  good  and  suflicient  security. 

§  5.  He  dhall  compel  the  several'  gate  keepers  to  pay  in- 
to himself,  as  president,  or  to  the  treasurer,  a^s  the  board 
of  directors  may  require,  one  fourth  of  the  amount  bid  for 
the  gates  every  three  months;  and  upon  a  failure  of  any 
of  the  gate  keepers  to  pay  as  is  herein  specified,  the  pres- 
ident shall  institute  a  suit  against  such  delinquent  and  his 
securities  agreeable  to  tbe  charter  of  said  road,  and  such 
delinquent  shall  forfeit  bis  right  to  bold  the  gate  any  long- 
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er ;  and  the  president  shall,  by  aad  with  the  coit^Mit  of  the 
board  of  directprs,  appoint  a  suitable  persoa  to  fill  such 
forfeiture  until  the  nej^t  regular  time  of  letting  out  the  sev- 
eral gates ;  and  the  board  of  directors  may  govern  the 
per<»on  so  appointed  by  such  rales  and  regulations  as  they 
may  see  proper. 

§  n.  The  keepers  of  the  several  gates  shall  be  governed 
by  the  same  laws  and  regulations  as  are  now  in  force  on 
said  road,  or  any  future  law^the  board  of  .directors  may 
enact,  and  shall  charge  no  higher  rale  of  toll  than  said 
board  may  direct. 

§  7.  That  when  in  the  opinion  of  the  board  of  directors 
it  be  necessary  that  any  repairs  be  made  on  said  road,  the 
president  shall  cause  to  be  put  up  along  the  road  where 
said  repnirs  are  to  be  made,  printed  notices  of  the  same, 
at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the   letting  out  of  the  same. 

§  8.  He  shall  let  out  the  repairing  of  said  road  at  pub* 
lie  outcry,  to  the  lowest  bidder,  setting  out  the  amount  of 
repairs  that  are  to  be  made,  and  the  condition  and  man- 
ner in  which  the  same  shall  be  done,  and  the  time  in  which 
it  is  to  be  completed. 

§  0.  That  when  any  person  shall  have  undertaken  to 
make  any  of  the  repairs  of  said  road  according  to  any  of 
the  preceding  sections,  and  shall  have  executed  his  bond 
to  make  said  Tepaira,  he  may  draw  from  the  board  of  di- 
rectors of  said  road  one  half  the  amount  for  which  he  has 
agreed  to  do  s^uid  work>  and  then  shall  go  on  and  complete 
the  repairing  he  has  undertaken,  and  then  shall  draw  on 
the  board  for  the  balance  due  on  said  contract. 

§  10.  The  president  shall  take  bond  with  good  secority 
from  those  who  may  undertake  to  make  said  repairs,  con- 
ditioned that  the  repairs  of  said  road  shall  be  made  agree- 
ably to  contract;  and  a  non-compliance  with,  the  same 
shall  subject  such  person  and  his  sureties  to  pay  back  to 
the  board  of  directors  all  moneys  he  may  have  drawn  from 
said  board,  with  damages. 

§11.  The  president  shall  make  out  each  year,  by  the 
tenth  day  of  October  and  the  tenth  day  of  April,  a  report 
of  all  moneys  collected  from  the  several  gates  ot  said  road, 
also  the  amount  expended  in  making  repairs  and  the 
amount  of  repairs  under  contract  on  said  road,  which  shall 
be  accessible  to  any  stockholder,  at  any  time  when  called 
for;  and  in  case  the  prestident  shall  fall  to  make  out  said 
report,  or  to  perform  any  duties  prescribed  by  this  act  at 
the  time  and  in  the  manner  herein  prescribed,  he  shall  be 
liable  to  a  fine  of  two  hundred  dollars,  which  may  be  sued 
for  and  recovered  by  the  president  of  the  board  of  inter- 
nal improvements,  or  any  stockholder  in  said  road.

Montgomery  county,  Tennessee,  oivna  a  valuable  tract  of 
land  in  Logan  county  in  this  state,  which  his  father  owned 
for  many  years,  and  upon  which  he  raised  a  large  family, 
and  whereon  he  died  a  few  years  ago  ;  and  that  said  Drane 
was  induced  to  purchase  said  farm  from  his  father  upon  his 
dying  bed,  upon  bis  urgent  request,  with  the  laudable  pur- 
pose of  preserving  sacred  the  graves  of  his  parents,  and 
retaining  the  hoiiiestpad  of  bis  family,  which  others  of  the 
family  were  not  willing  or  able  to  do.  And  whereas,  his 
employment  aiid  interests  prevent  the  said  Drane  from  be* 
coming  a  citizen  of  Kentucky,  and  further,  that  said  Drane 
owns  slaves  in  Tennessee  which  he  wishes  to  bring  into  ' 
this  state  for  the  purpose  of  working  said  farm  advantage- 
ously and  profitably,  and  by  the  present  laws  of  this  state 
said  Drane  cannot  introduce  said  slaves  into  the  state, 
without  making  himself  amenable  to  punishment  by  law. 
Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  4^ssembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky^  That  said  Walter  H.  Drane  is  hereby  permit- 
ted to  introduce  into  this  state  any  slave  or  slaves  that  he 
may  own,  or  may  purchase,  with  the  bona  fide  intention  of 
working  his  farm  in  this  state  about  ten  miles  from  Russell- 
ville,  in  Logan  county,  known  as  the  Drane  farm :  Provided, 
he  does  not  sell  or  dispose  of  said  slaves  in  this  state  :  And 
provided  further,  that  such  slaves  as  are  imported,  shall  be 
retained  and  employed  on  and  for  the  purposes  of  said 
farm  only ;  and  said  slaves  shall  be  liable  for  the  same 
taxes,  state  and  county,  as  are  imposed  by  law  upon  the 
same  description  of  property,  and  in  the  same  wa}'  as  if 
said  Drane  was  a  citizen  of  this  state.  This  act  to  take 
effect  from  its  passage.

them,  from  their  own  view,  and  such  proof  as  shall  be  pre- 
seated,  to  value  the  land  required  for  the  road  separateiv, 
and  the  advantages  the  road  will  be  to  the  proprietors' 
adjoining  lands  separately,  and  the  disadvantages  to  the 
ailjtuning  lands  separately,  and  make  report  of  the  same, 
together  with  a  map  of  the  road  through  such  county,  to 
the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  such  county,  with  the 
name  or  names  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  lands,  and 
w*hether  he,  she,  or  they  be  re^ident^f  of  the  state  or  non-res- 
idents, and  infants  or  adults;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
clerk  to  issue  a,summons  against  all  such  owners,  to  show 
cause  why  the  grant  of  the  right  of  way  shall  not  be  made 
on  the  payment  of  the  balance,  if  any,  of  the  value  of  the 
land  as  reported;  and  upon  the  service  of  said  summons 
ou  the  owner  or  owners,  if  in  the  county^  and  if  not,  on 
his,  her,  or  their  agent  in  the  county,  if  he,  she,  or  they 
have  one,  ten  days,  the  county  court  :*hall  have  jurisdiction 
on  said  report  to  order  the  balance,  if  any,  of  the  assessed 
value  of  the  land  to  be  paid,  and  the  grant  of  the  right  of 
way  to  be  executed  to  the  company,  by  a  commissioner  to 
be  appointed  by  the  ^ourt  lor  that  purpose :  Pmmdedy  that 
if  the  owner  or^owners  be  out  of  the  county  and  have  no 
known  agent  within  the  same,  it  shall  be  lawful,  to  send 
the  summons  to  any  county  within  the  state,  where  the 
owner  is,  or  his,  her,  or  their  agent  may  be;  and  if  said 
owner  or  owners  be  n  non  resident  of  the  state,  and  have 
no  known  agent,  the  coi^rt  shall  make  an  order  of  appear- 
ance to  a  named  day,  not  less  jhan  four  weeks  distant,  and 
a|ipoint  an  attorney  to  correspond  with  the  owner,  and  de- 
feud  for  him,  her,  or  them  ;  and  when  the  owner  is  an  in- 
fant, or.oiherwise  Incapacitated  in  law,  the  court  shall  ap- 
point a  guardian  €id  lUc/n  to  appear  for  such  party  ani 
make  defense;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  court  to  take 
up  the  case  a<«  to  any  one  owner  who  is  before  the  court, 
without  waiting  until  all  are  served ;  and  if  the  owners 
be  not  known  they  shall  be  brought  before  the  court  as  un- 
known heirs  or  owners. 
§  lU.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  company,  or  for  the 
Trtvmt  mey  Owner,  to  traverse  the  rep..rt,  or  for  both  to  traverse  it,  and 
li5i?*ti°W  pSi   ^''**"*  ^  i^^y  ^^^  \'nl\xe  the  land  required  for  the  road,  and 

to  asiiess  the  damages  to  the  aqjoining  land,  and  the  ad- 
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vantages  which  tfje  road  will  be  to  the  same — nM  which  1^64. 
tbnll  he  done  iinppnrately ;  nnd  thereupon  the  court  shell 
cau^e  a  jurj*  to  be  impnnnelpd  to  try  the  traverse  or  trav- 
erses in  ojsen  court,  ttnd  under  its  direction,  and  to  order 
the  damages  found  by  thf^  jury  to  be  paid,  and  h|ho  the 
damages  to   the  adjacent  landi>,  first  deducting;  therefrom  « 

the  vnlue  of  iho  estimated  advantage  the  road  will  be  to 
the  same.  And  the  court  shall  have  the  right'  to  grant  to  ^^•U,t2|'"*' 
either  pafty  a  new  trial,  lor  the  same  cause  that  new  triaU 
are  grunted  in  suits  at  iMw,  and  either  party  may  appeal 
or  take  a  writ  of  error;  but  no  appeal  or  writ  of  error 
shall  prevent  the  company  from  proceeding  to'  construct 
the  road  :  Pixtvidid^  that  the  value  of  the  estimated  ad- 
vantages  that  said  road  will  be,  dhall  in  no  ca-^e  be  de- 
ducted from,  or  set  cvif  against  the  a-^sessed  or  estimated 
value  of  the  land  taken  or  required  for  said  road. 
6  17.  That  the  county  jud  ;e  of  any  county  or  the  pres-  caomiti  a«4 
ent  or  chairman  ot  council  or  trui^tees  is  hereby  author-  nitj  uk«  ttnck 
ited  to  subscribe  for  any  number  of  ithnres  of  the  capital  {JUJ^a.^*^^***^ 
stock  of  said  company,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  three  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  fur  and  on  behalf  ol  such  county .  cit}', 
or  town  ;  for  the  paymentof  which  subscription  the  sa  d  ofii- 
cers  respectively  shall  issue  the  bonds  t'f  such  city,  county, 
or  town  having  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  thirty 
years  to  fun,  and  bearing  an  interest  not  exceeding  the 
rate  df  eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  halt  yearly,  at 
such  point  as  they  may  designate :  jHrovided,  that  1)efore 
any  such  subscription  shall  be  made,  the  said  president 
and  directors  ilhall  submit  the  question  of  such  subscription 
to  the  vote  of  the /citizens  of  said  city,  qualified  to  vote  for 
members  of  the  city  council,  having  first  advertised  the 
amount  and  terms  of  said  subrfcriptidn  for  at  least  ten

That  in  all  cases  where  said  company  shall  require 
the  temporary  occupancy  of  land,  or  the  use  of  earth,  stone, 
timber,  or  other  materials,  in  the  construction  of  said  road, 
and  shall  not  be  able  to  agree  with  the  party  or  parties 
owning  the  same  as  to  the  value  thereof,  the  same  may  be 
valued  by  the  engineer  and  commissioners  provided  in  this 
act,  and  the  value  thereof  determined,  and  the  controver- 
sy settle^  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the  same  course  of 
proceedure  provided  in  the  case  of  contest  about  the  right 
of  way. 

§  20.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  said  company 
to  contract  with  the  cour\ty  court  of  any  county  or  counties, 
and  with  any  turnpike  road  or  other  corporation,  or  with 
any  individual  person  or  persons  for  the  joint  construction 
of  any  bridge  or  bridges  necessary  in  the  building  of  said 
road;  and  such  bridge  or  bridges  may  be  erected  and  used 
for  purposes  of  other  travel,  and  such  tolls  or  fees  for 
passing  thereon  as  the  county  caurt  or  courts  of  the  county 
or  counties  in  which  said  bridge  or  bridges  may  be  located 
may.  agree  and  affix,  shall  be  charged  and  cpllected  by 
saia  company,  or  by  said  company  and  its  associates  in 
the  building  thereof. 

§21.  That  .the  said  company,  by  such  agents' as  they 
tntiy  appoint,  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  and  receive, 
or  in  their  corporate  capacity  to  collect,  for  tolls  and  the 
transportation  of  passengers,  goods,  produce  j  merchandise, 
and  property  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  transported  over 
their  road,  the  same  rates  and  prices  of  fare  and  (^'eights, 
which  the  Louisville  and  Frankfort  railroad  company  are 
now  entitled  by  law  to  charge ;  and  such  right  to  charge 
and  collect  shall  vest  in  said  company  as  soon  as  five 
miles  of  said  road  shall  be  completed. 

§  22.  That  said  company,  or  a  majority  (in  value)  of  all 
the  stockholders  concurring,  shall  have  power  to  build 
branch  railroads  to  any  point  or  points  in  or  near  the  route 
of  said  road,  on  the  same  terms  and  conditions,  and  with 
the  same  powers  and  responsibilities  hereby  vested  for  the 
purposes  of  erecting  and  maintaining  said  specified  road ; 
or  the  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to  sub-  " 
scribe  stock  to  any  branch  road  connecting  with  this  road, 
not  exceeding  in  amount  the  sum  of  three  hundred  thous- 
and dollars,  and  pay  for  the  same  out  of  the  joint  or  com- 
mon funds  of  said  cbmpany,  or  by  an  issue  of  additional 
stock  of  said  company,  or  of  its  bonds  having  not  more 
than  thirty  years  to  run,  and  bearing  a  rate  of  not  more 
than  seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  interest :  Provided^  all 
such  subscriptions  shall  first  be  submitted  to  and  receive 
the  support  of  a  jnajority  (in  value)  of  stockholders  in  said 
company. 

§  23.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company 
shall  annually,  or  semi-annually,  declare  and  make  such 
dividends  as  they  may  deem  proper,  of  the'  net  profits 
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arisiiig^  from  the  resources  of  said  company,  after  deduct- 
big  the  necessary  current  and  probable  contingent  expen- 
ses; and  they  shall  divide  the  same  among  the  stock- 
holders of  said  company,  in  proportion  to  their  respective 
shares. . 

$  24.  That  on  motion  of  the  president  of  said  coqipany, 
the  county  court  of  said  couijty  or  the  president  or  chair- 
man of  the  council  or  trustees  of  any  town  or  city,  shall 
order  tlie  vote  to  be 'taken  as  named  in  the  seventeenth 
section. 

§  25.  That  if  this  road  'fhall  not  be  commenced  within 
seven  yeafd  from  the  fir^t  opening  of  books  for  the  sub- 
scription, of  capital  stock  to  the  same,  and  shall  not  be 
finished  within  ten  years  after  the  time  of  commencement, 
then  this  act  shall  be  .null  and  void. 

§  26.  That  the  president  and  directot:s  may  receive  sub- 
seriptions  to  the  capital  stodc  of,  said  company  upon  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  to  time  and,  manner  of  payment 
as  they  may  deem  fit;  and  the  president  and  directors 
shall  have  the  right  to  take  the  obligations  pf  the  subscri- 
bers of  stock  in  said  company,  for  such  installments  upon 
the  stock  subscribed,  payable  at  such^  time,  and  secured 
by  such  direct  or  collateral  sureties  as  they  may  agree  and 
determine ;  and  to. raise  mopey  by  the  discount  and  trans- 
fer of  such  notes  or  papers, :  Provided^  that  said  company 
shall  not  issue  dertificates  of  s^ck  until  the  same  shall  be 
paid  for. 

§  27.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  ptesident  and  direc- 
tors of  said  company  to  contract  for  the  whole  or  any  part 
of  the  construction  or  materials  toward  and  for  the  con- 
struction of  said  road  on  time^  and  to  borrow  money  on 
time,  to  pay  for  the  materials  or  construction  of  said  road, 
and  to  secure  any  and  all  such  debtp  by  the  bonds  or  obli- 
gations of  eaid  company,  either  with  or  without  personal 
or  other  corporate  indorsement  >  or  to  execute  a  mortgage 
or  mortgages  upon  said  road^  or  any  or  all  tlwe  property  of 
the  same. 

§  28.  That  any  and  all  payments  made  or  to  be  made 
upon  the  stock  of  said  company  may  bear  interest  at  the 
rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum»  until  a  dividend  shall 
be  made,  and  the  president  and  directors  are  author- 
ized to  issue  to  the  persons  entitled,  cert  ideates  of  stock 
for  all  such  interest,  in  addition  to  the  shares  subscribed 
or  held  by  them. 

§  29.  That  should  said  road  ever  be  sold  by  proceedings 
on  mortgages  or  deeds  of  trust  for  debts,  or  by  other  legal 
process  thatai  upon  mortgages,. or  by  contract,  the  puitchas- 
er  or  purchasers  shall  be  eiititled  to  all  the  rights  and  priv- 
ileges of  this  act  of  incorporation  and  any  amendmentB 
wUch  may  have  been  made  thereto,  and  be  subject  to  all 
the  pb)igat|Qn0,  limitations  and  r^ftrictlons  of  the' same.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Cfeneral  AsserMy  of  ilie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky^  That  tiie  division  lines  between  'the  counties 
of  Lawrence,  Floyd,  and  Hke  be  and  the  same  ar6  hereby 
changed  to  the  following  boundary,  to-wit :  Beginning  at 
the  mouth  of  the  Pigeon  Roost  Fork  of  Wolf  creek ;  thence 
up  said  fork,  south  sixteen  degrees  east,  three  hundred  and 
thirty  poles,  to  a  sugar  tree,  two  white  oaks,  three  chest- 
nuts, a  hickory,  and  locust,  standing  on  the  top  of  the  di> 
viding  ridge  between  tbe  waters  of  said  fork  and  the  Emi- 
ly's Fork  of  Wolf  creek ;  thence  with  the  top  of  said  ridge 
to  a  white  oak,  hickory^  black  oak,  two  blacks gams|  a  dog-

Chiles,  David  Foster,  G.  J.  Stockton,  O.  S.  Tenny,  O.  Dor- 
scy,  J.  Hanna,  A.  M.  Barnes,  H.  C.  Howard,  Jack  Wilker- 
son^  J.  W.  Moore,  and  H.  Jones  be  and  they  are  hereby 
made  a  body  politic  and  corporate  in  law,  under  the  name 
Corporate  lame  &nd  style  of  the  Mount  Sterling  Cemetery  Company ;  and 
aadpowwa.        by  that  name  shall  be  able  and  capable  in  law,  to  have 

and  use  a  common  seal,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  and  do  all 
such  other  things  as  are  incident  to  a  corporation.  The 
said  company  shall  have  power  to  purchase  any  qtiantity 
«l  land  not  exceeding  one  hundred  acres,  in  the  county  of 
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Montgomery,  and  receive  a  conveyance  of  the  same,  with 
such  covenaAt  of  warranty  as  they  may  think  proper.  The 
land  and  appurtenances',  when  conveyed  to  said  corpora- 
tion,  shall  be  held  solely  and  exclusively  for  a  cemetery, 
and  ornamental  grounds  connected  therewith,  and  shall 
never  be  alienated,  sold,  or  used  by  said  corporation  for 
any  other  pur|lose  than  burial  lots  as  hereinafter  prescribe 
ed.  But  the  said  corporation  may  have  the  necessary 
houses  for  the  comfortable  residence  of  their  superintend- 
ent,  the  necessary  houses  for  the  rearing  of  plants  aiid 
flowers,  and  portions  of  the  grounds  may  be  used  by  the 
superintendent  for  horticultural,  floral,  and  other  like  pur- 
poses :  Provided,  the  same  is  used  in  a  manner  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  reverence  and  respect  due  to  the  cemetery 
of  the  dead.  The  said  grounds,  fixtures,  shrubbery,  and 
everything  growing  therein,  shall  be  subject  to  state  rev- 
enue, but  shall  not,  after  the  ground  has  been  fully  paid 
for,  be  subject  to  be  levied  on  or  sold,  by  judgment,  execu- 
tion, or  decree  for  any  other  debtor  cause  whatsoever. 
No  road  or  passway  shall  be  opened  through  said  grounds 
unless  by  the  consent  of  the  company.  The  said  company 
may  receive  and  take,  by  devise  or  bequest,  any  legacies 
that  may  be  devised  to  them,  to  be  appropriated  to  the  im- 
provement, ornament,  and  beautiTying  of  said  cemetery 
and  ground»(,  and  may  vest  in  state  stocks,  or  loan  out  any 
spare  funds  that,  from  time  to  time  they  may  have ;  but 
they  shall  never  exercise  or  attempt  to  exercise  any  bank- 
ing powers. 

§  2.  A  majority  of  the  above  named  persons,  or  of  the 
survivors  of  them,  shall  have  fuH  power  and  authority  to 
appoint  a  board  of  seven  trustees,  who  shall  elect  one  of  ***• 
their  number  a  chairman;  said  trustees  shall  remain  in  of- 
fice until  their  successors  are  qualified,  and  have  power  to 
fill  any  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  their  body,  by  death, 
resignation,  or  removal.  The  term  for  which  the  flr^t 
board  of  trustees  shall  serve,  shall  be  designated  and  limited 
by  those  who  appoint  them  as  above.  After  the  first  board 
of  trustees  have  been  appointed  and  have  qualified,  they 
and  their  successors  in  office  shall  exercise  all  the  corpor* 
ate  powers  of  the^ corporation.  The  seven  trustees  shall 
aftewards  be  elected  once  in  every  five  years,  by  a  mnjor- 
ity  of  the  shareholders  who  vote,  due  notice  ot  the  time 
and  place  of  voting  being  first  given  by  publication  in  some 
newspaper  printed  in  said  town,  or  in  some  neighboring 
town,  and  the  election  shall  be  conducted  by  judges  ap- 
pointed by  the  board  then  in  ofiice.  The  trustees  thus 
elected,  shall  remain  in  oflice  five  years,  and  uiltil  their 
successors  are  qualified.  If  anything  t«hould  prevent  an 
election  within  the  prescribed  time,  a  majority  of  the  trus- 
tees in  oflice  shall  have  the  power  and  it  shall  be  their  duty 
to  caU  a  meeting  for  and  causemn  election  of  their  socces'^ 
sors  as  soon  afterwards  as  convenient.

rates  of  interest,  as  is  allowed  by  t)ie  Jaws  of  the  state 

Bonds  to  bo   where  such  contract  is  made ;  and  mortgage  the  whole  or 

iSpMsJ^tShDi  any  part  pf  their  corporate  property  and  franchises  to 

secure  the  piiy ment  of.  any  debt  contracted  by  the  oompa* 
ny  i  ^nd  may  sepure  the  same  by  i^  deed  of  trust  on  said 
{MTopar^  and  frMohisest  conditioned  fur  the  pnnctoal  pay* 
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ment  of  the  interest  on  lald  bonds  as  the  same  may  fall 
dae,  and  the  principal  when  it  shall  become  dae»  and  with 
authority  for  the  trustee  to  sell  all  -said  property  and  fran*' 
chises  to' raise  the  interest  and  principal,  if  not  panctually 
paid,  on  such  terms  and  notice  as  shall  be  declared  in  the 
deed  of  trust,  without  suit  and  decree  or  foreclosure : 
Provided'^  that  should  said  property  and  franchisiBs  be  sold 
under  said  deed  of  trust,  the  purchaser  shall  be  entitled 
te  all  the  rights  and  privileges'  of  tbis  charter,  and  of  any 
amendments  which  may  be  made  thereto,  and  subject  to 
all  the  obligations  and  restrictions  of  the  same ;  and  the 
company  may  sell  their  bonds-,  either  within  or  without 
this  state,  at  such  rates  and  prices  as  permitted  by  laW, 
and  such  sales  shall  be  as  valid  as  if  such  bonds  should 
be  sold  at  par  value.  The  company  may  confer  on  any 
holder  of  any  bond  issued  for  money  borrowed  as  afore- 
said, the  right  to  convert  the  principal  due  or  owing  there* 
on  into  stock  of  said  company,  under  such  regulations  as 
the  company  may  adopt ;  and  may  indorse  any  bonds 
which  they  are  authorized  by  tbis  act  to  to  receive  in  pay- 
ment for  stock,  and  may  pledge'  the  same  as  securities, 
and  dispose  of  any  such  bonds  ofi  such  terms,  and  at  such 
rates,  as  may  be  lawful  and  expndient.

earthy  waters,  timber,  gravel,  stone,  or  other  materials, 
and  any  right' of  way^  and  interests  which  may  be  neces- 
sary-or  useful  for  the  construction,  maintenance  and  ope- 
ration of  their  railroad  and  branches,  side  tracks,  stations, 
depots,  and' other  accommodations  necessary  to  accomplish 
the  objects  for  which  this  corporation  is  created  :  Provided^ 
the  company  shall  not  take  possession  of,  or  change  or 
alter  the  same,  until  the  compensation  therefor  as  agreed 
upon  by  the  parties,  or  ascertained  as  hereinafter  prescrib- 
ed, shall  have  been  paid  to  the  owner  or  owners  thereof, 
or  deposited  as  faerinafter  directed,  unless  the  consent  of 
sucb  owner  be  given  to  enter  into  possession. 

§  14.  Upon  application  of  the  company  to  any  circuit 
or  county  court  of  any  county,  through  or  into  which  it 
may  be  proposed  to  construct  said  road,  or  any  branch 
thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court,  or  any  judge 
thereof  in  vacatiori,  te  appoint  a  civil  engineer  and  two 
disinterested  commissioners,  any  two  of  whom  may  act,  to 
examine  the  proposed  route  of  said  road  or  branch  withiti 
said  county,  and  take  fVom  the  owners  of  the  lands  over 
which  it  is  to  pass,  a  grant  of  the  right  of  way .  of  such 
width  as  mny  be  desi^,  and  to  take  any  grants  of  real 
estate  and  other  property  or  interests  as  aforesaid,  which 
may  be  required  for  the  purposes  of  the  oompany ;  and 
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they  Jointly  or  sererally  shal]  bave  the  8ani,e  power  and 
atttbority  to  ta||:e  and  certify  under  their  band^  apd  seals 
the  acknovfrl^dgment«  of  /sach  gri^ats  in  fee,  or  right  of 
iray,  or  interest^  and  the  separate  acknwoledgmeBts  of 
married   women,  that  the'  clerks  of  the  several  county 
cburts  have ;  and  on  the  presentation  of  the  grant,  and 
aclcnowledgment  to  the  cleric  of  the  opunty  coart,  it  shall 
be* the  duty  of  the  clerk:  to  record  the  same;  and  they 
shall  he  eSectual  against  ah  persons  according  to  their 
tenor  iJ^i'ovided,  that  yhea  any  of  (he  owners  are  infants^ 
or  f^bsent,  pr  fail  or  refuse  to  make  the  necessary  grant, 
they  shall  hear  any  proof  that  may  be  addaoed,  and  upon 
their  own  view  proceed  to  value  any  land  required  for  the 
right  of  way,  taking  into  consideration  in  each  case  the  pres- 
ent value  of  the  whole  of  any  tract  or  parcel  of  land,  of 
which  that  to  be  taken  forms  a  part,  and  the  iair  prospect- 
ive value  of  the  remainder,  after  such  part  shall  have  been 
taken  and  the  road  constructed  and  in  useful  operation ; 
and  shall  proceed  in  like  manner  to  value  any  real  estate, 
or  other  property,  materials  and  interests  as  aforesaid, 
required  for  the  purposes  of  the  company,  and  report  the 
value  or  damages  they  fhave  affijfed,  together  with  the  evi- 
dence adduced,  to  the  court  appointing  them,  with  a  map 
and  profile  of  the  route,  and  a  description  of  the  property 
appropriated  ;  and  said  report  may  be  filed  with  the  clerk 
of  such  court,  and  a  summons  issued  to  the  owners  to 
show  cause  against  the  jconfirmation  of  said  report;  but 
if  any  owner  shall  be  out  of  the  state,  the  summons  may 
be  executed  upon  his  known  agent,  if  there  be  one  rn  the 
county,  and  if  there  Jbe  no  known  agent,  then  the  court 
may  order  the  appearance  of  the  party  at  a  named  day, 
and  appoint  the  clerk  tp  give  the  owner  notice  by  letter ; 
and  in  case  of  there  being  infant  owners,  the  court  shall 
appoint  guardians  ad  lUem  for  them,  and  aause  the  guar- 
dian to  appear  and  act  for  themi  and  in  case  an  absetit 
deftndant  does  not  appear,  the  court  shall  appoint  an 
attorney  of  the  court  to  act  for  them.    It  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  company,  or  any  owner,  or  for  both,  to  traverse 
the  report,  and  for  the  court  to  have  the  traverse  tried  in 
open  court  by  a  competent  Jury;  on  which  trial  the  report 
and  evidence  returned  as  aforesaid  shall  be  heard,  together 
with  such  other  proof  as  either  party  may  prodoee.    A 
new  trial  to  the  finding  of  the  Jury  may  be  granted  as  in 
other  cases.    The  report  «hall  stand  fo^  hearing  as  to  any 
owner  when  the  process  has  been  executed  ten  days,  or 
after  the  appearance  of  an  owner  on  the  day  fixed  for  bis 
appearance ;  and  the  court  shall  have  Jurisdiction  to  oon- 
firm  the  report  if  no  traverse  is  filed  ;  and  in  case  a  trav- 
erse is  filed,  to  have  the  same  tried  by  a  Jury,  and  to  give 
Judgment  upon  the  report  or  finding  of  the  Jury,  and  order 
the  payment  of  the  money  awardi^,  and  the  execution  of 
the  grant  in  accordance  with  the  report,  and  to  have  tiue 
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grant  executed  by  a  commissioner  appointed  by  the  court.        1S54. 
and  order  them  to  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of. 
the  county  court ;  and  either  party  may  have  an  appeal  or 
writ  of  error  to  the  proceedings,  but  no  appeal  or  writ  of 
error  shall  prevent  the  company  from  taking  and  holding 
the  property  and  interests  thus  acquired,  and  using  the 
same  according  to  the  terms  of  the  grant ;  and  any  fur- 
ther proceedings  shall  only  affect  the  amount  of  compen-

or  otherwise  attempted  to  be  acquired,  is  defective,  the 
company  may  proceed  anew  to  acquire  or  perfect  the 
iame,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  no  appraisal  had  been 
made ;  and  at  any  stage  of  such  new  proceedings,  the 
court  may  authorize  the  company,  if  in  possession  to  con- 
tinue in  possession,  and  if  not  in  possession  to  take  pos- 
session; and  may  stay  all  actions  against  the  company, 
upon  the  company  paying  into  court  a  sufficient  sum,  as 
the  court  may  direct,  to  pay  the  final  award ;  and  in  every 
such  case  the  owner  may  conduct  the  proceedings  to  a 
conclusion,  if  the  company  delays  or  omits  to  prosecute 
the  same.

by  such  proceedings  as  are  authorized  in  the  preceding 
sections  of  this  act,  and  use  the  same  in  place  of  the  line 
for  which  the  new  is  substituted. 

§  18.  The  company  may  construct  their  railroad  and  ifaycnvoui. 
branches  across  any  navigable  river,  water  course,  road,  •"••^*«- 
highway,  or  canal,  in  such  mauner  as  to  afford  security  to 
life  and  property,  and  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  free 
use  of  the  same,  and  shall  restore  the  same  to  its  former 
state,  or  in  a  sufficient  manner  not  to  have  impaired  it<i 
usefulness^  or  injured  its.  franchises  ;  and  may  cross,  inter- 
sect, or  connect  their  road  with  any  other  railroad,  at  any 
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point  upon  its  route,  and  upon  the  grounds  of  such  other 
railroad  -  company,  with  the  necesBar}*'  sidings,  switches, 
and  other  conveniences,  upon  such  terms  as  the  two  com- 
panies can  agree ;  and  if  they  cannot  agree  ilpon  the 
amount  of  compensation  to  be  made  therefor,  or  the  point 
or  manner  of  such  crossings  or  connections,  the  same 
shall  be  ascertained  and  determined  by  commissioners 
to  be  appointed  as  provided  in  the  respect  to  the  taking  of 
lands  ;  but  this  section  is  not  to  affect'  the  rights  or  fran- 
chises heretofore  granted  to  such  other  company ;  and  fall 
power  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  state  to  authorize  anj- 
other  railroad  company  to  cross,  intersect,  or  connect  their 
road,  in  like  manner,  and  upon  like  terms,  with  the  raikoad 
belonging  to  this  company. 

§  19.  The  president  and  directors  of  the  company  shall 
h&ve  power  to  make  any  arrangements,  and  enter  into 
articles  of  agreement  with  any  railroad  company  for  the 
running  of  cars,  engines,  or  ti'ains  over  their  respective 
roads,  or  for  any  other  purpose,  and,  with  the  consent  of 
a  majority  in  value  of  the  stockholders,  may  eonsolidate 
their  business  and  interests  with  such  other  company,  so 
far  as  may  be  deemed  expedient  ^nd  mutually  beneficial 
to  themselves  and  the  public. 

§  20.  The  company  shall  have  power  to  receive,  trans- 

Eort,  and  conVey  persons  and  property  on  their  railroad,  , 
y  the  force  of  steam,  of  animals,  or  any  mechanical  pow- 
er, or  any  combination  of  machinery  and  powers,  and 
may  establish  and  regulate  the  time  and  manner  in  which 
passengers  and  property  shall  be  transported,  and  the  tolls 
and  compensation  to  be  paid  therefor  to  said  company : 
Provided,  such  compensation  shall  not  exceed,  per  ton  of  ^ 
freight  and  per  passenger,  for  tolls,  one  and  a  half  cents 
per  mile,  and  for  transportation  four  cents  per  mile,  except 
coal,  or  iron,  or  lead  ore,  which  shall  be  transported  any 
distance  over  fifty  miles  for  not  more  than  two  cents  per 
mile  per  ton. 

§  21.  The  cqmpany  shall  have  power  to  establish  a  tele- 
graph along  the  line  of  their  road,  and  may  erect  and  use 
any  apparatus  for  conveying  intelligence  with  rapidity,  by 
means  of  signals  or  otherwise. 

§  22.  Whenever  the  company  shall  have  finished  five 
miles  of  their  road,  they  may  prosecute  their  business  as 
if  the  whole  work  was  completed  :  Provided,  that  if  they 
do  not  commence  their  road  and  expend  five  per  cent,  of 
their  capital  stock  thereon  within  ten  years,  this  act  of 
incorporation  shall  be  void. 

§  23.  It  any  person  or  persons  shall  willfully,  by  any 
means  whatsoever,  iqjure,  obstruct,  impair,  or  destroy  any 
part  of  any  railroad  constructed  for  said  company  under 
this  act,  or  any  of  their  works,  buildings,  carriages,  or 
machineiV;  or  property  of  any  kind,  such  person  or  per- 
sons shall,  for  every  such  offense,  forfeit  and  pay  to  said 
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company  a  sum  equal  to  twice  the  amount  of  damages        1854. 
sustained  by  said  company  by  reason  thereof,  which  may 
be  recovered  in  the  name  of  said  company  by  action  in 
the  circuit  court  of  the  county  wherein  such  offense  shall 
be  committed. 

§  24.  The  president  and  directors  shall  annually  or  semi-  Dividends  to 
annually  declare  and  make  such  dividend  as  they. may  ***'*•""-'• 
deem  proper,  of  the  net  profits  arising  from  the  business 
and  resource's  of  the  company,  after  deducting  a  reserved 
fund  for  the  current  and  probable  contingent  expenses, 
and  shall  divide  the  same  among  the  stockholders  in  pro- 
portion to  their  respective  shares:  Provided^  that  when 
stock  shall  be  subscribed  for  the  construction  of  a  branch, 
or  any  part  of  the  road  within  a  particular  county, 
they  may  provide  that  such  stock  shall  not  be  entitled  to

places  and  in  all  matters  whatever :  with  foil  power  and 
authority  to  acquire,  hold  and  possess,  use,  occupy  and 
enjoy,  and  the  same  to  sell,  dispose  of,  and  convey  such 
real  estate  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the 
business  of  the  said  company ;  and  also  any  personal 
property  or  other  estate  which  may  be  necessary  in  the 
transaction  of  the  business  of  said  corporation  and  com- 
pany ;  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same 
alter,  change,  break,  and  remove  at  pleasure.  They  shall 
also  have  the  power  of  establishing  and  executing  such 
by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations  as  shall  be  necessary  and 
proper  for  the  good  government  of  the  said  company  and 
the  prudent  and  efficient  management  of  its  affairs  :  Pro- 
vided^ that  no  by-laws,  ordinances,  rules,  or  regulations, 
of  the  same  shall  in  anywise  be  contrary  to  the  constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  this  state,  and  of  the  United  States. 

§  2.  That  the  real  and  personal  estate,  business,  proper- 
ty, funds,  and  prudential  concerns  of  the  said  company 
shall  be  under  the  direction  and  management  of  five  direc- 
tors, who  shall  be  stockholders  arid  owners  of  one  share 
each,  residents  of  the  city  of  Newport,  and  citizetis  of  the 
United  States,  and  shall  be  elected  by  the  stockholders 
and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  three  months. 

§  3.  The  officers  of  this  union  shall  consist  of  a  presi- 
dent, vice-president,  recording  secretary,  financial  secre- 
tary, treasurer,  and  a  board  of  directors  to  consist  of  four 
members,  to  which  shall  be  added  the  treasurer ;  the  above 
named  officer^  shall  be  severally  chosen  by  written  ballot 
at  such  time  and  place  in  the  city  of  Newport  as  the  stock- 
holders may  direct,  and  shall  serve  for  the  term  of  three 
months  only,  unless  re-elected. 

.  §  4.  That  the  company  having  for  its  object  a  supply  of 
groceries,  merchandize,  and  fuel,  to  the  stockholders  and 
others  at  fair  and  regular  prices,  at  all  seasons  of  the 
year ;  therefore,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  di- 
rectors to  invest  any  part  of  their  funds  in  the  purchase 
of  the  same  on  the  most  advantageons^erms. 

CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE    I. 

§  1.  This  iniitituiioii  shall  be  called  the  Western  Protec- 
tive Union. 

§  2.  Its  purpose  shall  be  the  organization  of  industry 
and  commerce  on  a  system  of  equitable  exchange  between 
the  producer  and  consumer,  and  to  aid  and  promote  the 
general  interests  of  the  producing  classes. 
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ARTICLE    II.

The  said  institution  shall  have  power  to  choose  its  own    General  powers.

It  is  understood  and  agreed  between  the  members  of  the 
Western  Protective  Union,  that  should  any  member  be 
expelled  or  voluntarily  leave  this  union,  that  all  moneys 
paid  in  by  or  accruing  to  said  member  shall  be  relinquish- 
ed to  the  said  Union.

Society,  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  of 
law  or  equity  m  this  commonwealth ;  and  shall  be  capa- 
ble of  receiving  by  devise  or  in  any  other  manner,  real  or 
mixed  property  to  the  amount  of  twenty  thousand  dollars, 
and  to  receive,  hold,  and  apply  any  bequests,  legacies,  or 
donations  which  may  be  made  to  them  for  the  purposes 
indicated  in  their  corporate  name  above,  and  they  shall 
use  and  apply  said  real,  personal,  or  mixed  property  ac- 
cording to  the  directions  of  the  devise,  bequest,  or  donation, 
and  the  constitution  and  by-laws  and  regulations  of  the 
said  corporation. 

§  2.  That  the  president,  vice-president,  and  the  board  of

^  I,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
xoeaWi  of  Keniuckyy  That  there  is  hereby  incorpdrated  and 
established  in  the  city  of  Maysville  a  company,  under  the 
style  of  the  "Mason  Savings  Institute ;"  which,  by  that 
name,  shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  all 
courts  and  places ;  and  may  have  a  common  seal  and  al- 
ter the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  John  P.  Dobyns,  W.  H.  Wads  worth,  Henry  Waller, 
Charles  B.  Pearce,  H.  Taylor,  Christian  Shultz,  H.  Gray, 
Jno.  B.  Poyntz,  Tho.  A.  Matthews,  Charles  B.  Coons, 
George  Dodson,  and  M.  R.  Burgess  are  herby  appointed 
commissioners,  any  three  or  more  of  whom  may  at  any 
time  open  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock;  which  shall 
be  in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each ;  and  when  five 
hundred  shares  or  more  are  subscribed,  and  five  dollars  on 
each  share  paid  in,  the  stockholders,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
may  meet  and  elect  six  directors,  who  shall  serve  one  year, 
or  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected,  and  appoint  one 
of  their  number  president.

§  5.  This  corporation  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  the  Farmers  Bank  of  Kentucky,  except  they  shall 
not  issue  paper  as  a  circulating  medium.  They  may  loan 
money,  discodnt  promissory  notes  and  bonds,  buy  and  sell 
stocks  and  securities  of  any  kind,  and  deal  in  exchange, 
and  gold  and  silver  bullion.  They  shall  deceive  on  deposit 
any  and  all  sums  not  less  than  one  dollar  per  week ;  and 
infonts  ^vA  femes  covert  may  deposit  in  said  institute,  and 
control  the  deposits  so  made ;  and  when  any  deposit  shall 
amount  to  one  hundred  dollars,  stock  may  be  claimed 
dierefor,  provided  the  amount  of  stock  shall  not  exceed 
five  thousand  shares.  They  may  receive  on  general  or 
special  deposit  gold  and  silver  coin  and  bank  notes,  on 
such  terms  and  at  such  interest,  not  exceeding  six  per 
cent.,  as  may  be  agreed  on ;  and  may  declare  and  pay, 
semi-annually,  such  dividends  of  profits  as  the  president 
and  directors  may  determine. 

§  6.  The  election  of  directors  shall  be  annual,  and  at 
such  times  and  places  as  may  be  fixed,  from  time  to  time, 
in  the  by-laws ;  they  ^hall  be  stockholders,  with  such' qual- 
ifications, after  the  first  election,  as  the  president  and  direc- 
tors may  prescribe. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  Irom  its  passage,  ahd 
shall  continue  for  thirty  years  from  that  date.  \ 

$  8.  It  shall  be  considered  a  violation  of  this  charter  if, 
at  any  time,  the  officers  shall  charge  or  receive  a  greater 
rate  of  interest  or  discount  than  the  Farmers  Bank  of 
Kentucky  is  allowed  by  law  to  charge  and  receive. 

§  9.  This  charter,  and  all  the  privileges  and  rights  there- 
in granted,  shall  be  forfeited  by  any  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions thereof  by  any  of  the  officers  of  the  institution,  and 
also  by  the  failure  or  reftisal  of  the  officers  thereof  at  any 
time  to  pay  the  tax  (and  in  the  manner)  imposed  upon  the 
institution  by  any  general  law.

CHAPTER  608. 

AN  ACT  to  create  tli«  oflSeee  of  Police  Jadge  and  Town  Marshal  of  Love- 

laoerilU. 

§  1 .  BeU  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentuchfy  That  the  offices  of  police  judge  and 
town  marshal  are  hereby  created  and  established  in  the 
town  of  LovelaceviUe,  Ballard  county,  whose  jurisdiction 
shall  extend  one  mile  from  said  town,  south,  west,  and 
north. 

§  2.  That  all  the  provisions  of  an  act,  approved  Decem- 
ber 20,  1851,  entitled,  an  act  to  incorporate  the  town  of 
Marion,  in  Crittenden  county,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
applied,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  applicable,  to  the  town 
of  LovelaceviUe,  in  Ballard  county,  except  so  much  there- 
of as  defines  the  limits  of  the  town  of  Marion,  and  except 
also  so  much  as  relates  to  the  duties  of  John  S.  Gilliam, 
or  may  be  inconsistent  with  the  first  section  of  this  aot.

AN  ACT  iueorporating  the  SoaUi  West  Agricultnnil  and  Meehtaioal  As- 

sociatioDy  at  Paducah. 

Whereas,  divers  persons  in  the  county  of  MeGraeken, 
and  other  counties  in  this  commonwealth,  have  organiated 
an  association  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Soath  West 
Agricultural  and  Mechanical  Association,  for  the  purpose 
of  promoting  improvement  in  all  the  various  deportments 
of  agriculture,  mechanics,  and  horticulture,  and  for  that 
purpose  have  adopted  a  constitution  and  by-laws,  and 
chosen  a  president  and  ten  directors  to  control  and  man- 
age the  anairs  thereof,  and  have  applied  to  the  general  as- 
imnbly  for  an  act  of  incorporation.    Therefiire, 

^  \.  BeU  enacted  by  the  OeneTrd  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
ioeidth  of  Kentucky f  That  said  assoctatton  be  and  ia  hereby 
created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  and  with  pef|ntittil 
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■iieo«Mio9»  under  the  name  nnd  style  of  the  Soath  West 
Agricnltoral  and  Mechanical  Association,  at  Paducah^  and 
by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  implead- 
ed, defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  of  law  or  equity ; 
and  shall  be  capable  of  acquiring  by  purchase  or  other- 
wise any  quantity  of  land  not  exceeding  fiiky  acres,  and 
may  improve,  sell,  and*coavey  the  same,  or  any  part  there- 
of, at  pleasure ;  and  may  acquire,  hold,  and  dispose  of  such 
personal  estate  as  the  president  and  directors  of  said  asso- 
ciation may  deem  necessary  and  proper ;  tho  said  assooia- 
lion  may  adopt  and  use  a  corporate  seal,  or  may  use  the 
seal  of  its  president  for  the  time  being. 

§  2.  That  the  president  and  directors  already  chosen^  as

§  1.  Be  it  cTUicted  by  the  Oeneral  Assemify  of  the.  Common- 
wedth  of  Kentucky^  That  the  boundary  of  the  town  of 
Bryantsville,  in  the  county  of  Garrard,  be  extended  as 
follows :  Beginning  at  the  turnpike  road  on  the  south  side 
of  said  town,  running  thence  east  on  the  line  between 
Edmond  Smith  and  Peter  Farlee  to  John  Shipman's  com- 
er ;  thence  in  a  northerly  direction  with  said  Shipmaii's 
line,  binding  on  Peter  Farlee,  James  W.  Merrill,  Dr.  J.  C. 
Armstrong,  Mrs.  Maccha  Tuggle,  and  John  A.  Hill's,  to 
Dr.  Tillett's  line;  thence  in  a  westerly  direction,  with  said 
Tiliett's  and  Hill's  line,  to  the  turnpike ;  thence  south 
with  said  pike  to  the  coner  between  said  Tillett  and  James 
N.  Philips  ;  thence  in  a  westerly  direction  with  said  Tillett 
and  Philips'  line  to  the  Old  Hickman  road,  thence  north 
with  said  >oad,  including  Dr.  Tiliett's  residence^  to  the 
corner  between  Tillett  and  Dunn  ;  thence  west  to  £.

§  2.  That  William  Merrill,  Peter  fi\urlee,  David  C.  Als* 
paugh,  Harrison  Stephens,  and  James  M.  Philips  be  and 
are  hereby  appointed  trustees  for  the  town  of  Bryantsville, 
ana  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  first  Saturday  in 
April,  1854 ;  and  at  the  expiration  of  their  term  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  citizens  of  said  town  to  elect  five  trus- 
tees for  said  town,  the  above  named  trustees  giving  ten 
days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  election  of  their 
successors,  who  shall  remain  iii  office  one  year  after  their 
election,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  duly  elected 
and  qualified. 

§  3.  That  there  shall  be  an  election  held  for  trustees  the 
fiest  Saturday  in  April  in  every  yea^;  andwheki  any 
vacancy  shall  happen  by  death,  removal,  or  resignation^ 
the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  fill  such  vacan- 
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cy  until  the  next  aiuiual  election  of  trustees  in  and  for

§  4.  That  eadi  free  white  male  person  ci  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  being  an  actual  resident  of  said  town, 
or  holding  title  to  real  estate  therein,  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  for  trustees. 

$  5.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  sliall  have  power  to 
make  rules  and  enact  such  by-laws  for  the  regulation  and 
government  of  said  town  as  they  shall  deem  necessary, 
provided  such  by-laws  arc  not  contrary  to  the  constitution 
and  jaws  of  this  state. 

§  G.  That  for  a  breach  or  violation  of  any  of  the  by- 
laws or  ordinances  that  pay  be  passed  by  the  board  of 
trustees  of  said  town,  a  right  of  action||  shall  accrue  to 
said  trustees,  who  may  prosecute  the  same  in  their  name 
before. any  justice  of  the  peace  within  this  common- 
wealth. 

§  7.  That  the  board  of  trustees  for  said  town  shall  have 
power  to  assess  a  poll  tax  on  the  legal  titheables  of  said 
town,  not  to  exceed  in  any  one  year  one  dollar  per  head, 
and  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  on  the  real  and  personal  estate 
within  said  town,  that  is  now  taxed  by  the  revenue  laws 
of  this  commonwealth,  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  cents  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars  worth  of  property.  They  shall 
have  power  to  contract  for  the  grading  and  paving  any  of 
the  streets  and  side-Walks  of  said  town.  They  shall  have 
power  to  levy  and  collect  from  the  owner  or  manager  of  all 
exhibitions  of  animals  or  shows,  of  all  and  every  descrip- 
tion that  may  be  exhibited  within  the  limits  of  said  town, 
any  amount  that  shall  be  ordered  by  the  board  of  trustees, 
not  to  exceed  ten  dollars  for  every  twelve  hours.  They 
shall  have  power  to  pass  by-laws  to  prevent  racing  or 
running  horses  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  or  the  sup- 
pression of  all  other  disorderly  conduct  within  the  same. 
They  shall  appoint  one  of  their  own  body  as  chairman, 
who  shall  sign  the  records  and  proceedings  of  each  meet- 
ing ;  shall  have  power  to  call  a  meeting  of  said  board  at 
any  time  and  preside  over  the  meeting,  keep  order,  &c.

AN  ACT  to  ill  corporate  the   Merchantii   Savings    Bank,  in  the   tiiy  of 

Louisville. 

$1.  Be  a  enacted  Inf  t/ie  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
tcealth  of  KenJtucky,  That  George  H«  Gary,  A.  McBride, 
Philip  Thomberry,  B.  Musselman,  Thomas  W.  Patten, 
Edwanl  Holbrook,  George  W.  Morris,  H.  T.  Curd,  Joseph 
Metcalfe,  and  James  £.  Tyler,  and  all  who  may  become 
stockholders  of  a  savings  bank,  to  be  located  in  the  city 
of  Louisville,  and  state  of  Kentucky,  to  be  called  the  Mer- 
chants Savings  Bank,  by  which  name  it  shall  have  suc- 
cession, be  and  they  are  hereby  made  a  body .  corporate 
by  that  name,  and  shall  have  authority  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  defend,  be 
answered  and  defended,  in  all  courts  of  law  or  equity 
within  this  commonwealth. 

§  2.  The  stockholders  of  said  bank  shall  consist  of  not 
less  than  ten  nor  more  than  thirty  in  number,  all  of  whom 
shall  be  equal  contributors  to  its  funds  and  jointly  and 
equally  interested  in  its  gains  or  losses. 

§  3.  Said  bank  shall  be  arranged  and  governed  by  offi- 
cers appointed  from  time  to  time  by  a  majority  of  the 
stockholders,- every  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  director. 

§  4.  The  stockholders  are  empowered  by  this  act  to  pass 
such  by-laws  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  govern- 
ment and  safety  of  the  bank :  Provided^  such  by-lnws  are 
not  incompatible  with  the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of 
this  commonwealth. 

^  5.  As  soon  as  said  bank  shall  be  organized,  each  and 
every  stockholder  shall  contribute  to  its  funds  ten  dollars, 
and  a  further  sum  -of  two  dollars  per  week  each  and 
every  week  thereafter,  for  and  during  the  first  ten  years 
of  its  existence,  after  which  time  said  deposits  may  be 
dbcontinued,  provided  a  minority  of  the  whole  number  of 
stockhoklers  give  their  assent,  otherwise  it  shall  be  contin- 
ned  until  such  consent  be  obtained. 

^  6.  Said  bank  may  receive  deposits  of  money  from  all 
free  persons,  and  grant  certificates  of  deposit  therefor, 
but  in  no  case  sh^l  it  be  authorized  to  issue  paper  for 
circulation. 

§  7.  All  the  money  held  by  said  bank  shall  ^ontsitute  a 
fond  with  which  the  directors  may  discount  promissory 
aotes»  or  deal  in  bills  of  exchange,  at  rates  now  prescribed 
by  the  charters  of  the  ineorporated  banks  of  this  state. 

\  8.  It  shall  be  the  doty  of  the  officers  of  the  Merobanto 
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1854.        Savings  Bank  to  report  its  condition  to  the  general  aasem- 
bly  at  every  session  thereof. 

§  9.  The  president  and  directors  of  the  said  bank  shall. 

Tax  to  be  paid    on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  and  every  year 

'**'**  after  its  organization,  pay  to  the  auditor  the  sum  of  fity 

cents  for  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  the  capital  stock  of 
the  said  institution,  in  full  of  all  tax  or  bonus  to  the  state, 
which  said  tax  may  be  reduced  by  the  legislature,  but  not 
increased. 

§  10.  That  for  any  violation  of  this  charter,  the  same 
ForAitnre  of  and  all  the  privileges  therein  granted  shall  be  forfeited, 
garter,  how  ^^^  ^j^^  circuit  court  of  Franklin  county  shall  have  juris- 
diction to  declare  the  forfeiture  thereof  by  proceedings  on 
a  scire  facias^  alleging  and  specifying  the  acts  of  forfeiture 
relied  on,  and  shall  only  be  sued  out  by  the  attorney  gen* 
eral  and  in  the  name  of  the  commonwealth  when  directed 
to  do  so  by  the  governor,  or  general  assembly,  of  the  com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky.

CHAPTER  613. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  citijsens  of  the  town  of  Dover  in  Mason 

coanty. 

§  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AssetrMy  of  the  Common- 
voealUi  of  Kentucky^  That  all  the  road  tax  which  is  now 
owing  by  the  citizens  of  Dover,  in  Mason  county,  which 
may  remain,  after  appropriating  whatever  amount  is 
necessary  for  repairing  and  keeping  in  order  such  roads 
as  they  are  legally  taxed  to  work  and  repair,  shall  be 
devoted,  by  the  trustees  of  said  town,  to  the  opening  and 
repairing  of  the  road  running  from  Dover,  near  the  resi- 
dence of  Arther  Fox,  senior,  into  Bracken  county ;  and  to 
the  paving  and  improving  of  the  streets  and  alleys  of 
Dover,  in  such  proportions  as  the  trustees*  may  deem 
best. 

§  2.  That  such  amount  of  the  road  tax,  hereafter  coUec* 
ted  of  said  citizens  from  year  to  year,  as  shall  remain  after 
appropriating  so  much  of  the  same  as  shall  be  necessary 
to  woilc  the  roads  they  are  hound  and  taxed  to  work,  shall 
also  be  appropriated  as  above  directed.  And  said  tax  shall 
be  collected  as  their  road  tax  has  been  heretofore  collec- 
ted.

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CHAPTER  «14. 

'    AN  AOT  to  incorporale  the  TraDsylTania  Female  Institute. 

§  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tlie  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky^  That  there  is  hereby  established  in  the 
city  of  Lexington  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the 
name  of  the  Transylvania  Female  Institute,  which,  by 
that  name,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
have  perpetual  liiuccession*,  adopt,  and  from  time  to  time, 
alter  a  common  seal,  and  exercise  such  other  powers  as 
are  by  law  usually  conferred  on  corporations  for  the  main- 
tenance  of  institutions  of  learning,  but  shall  exercise  no 
banking  powers  whatever. 

§  2.  The  said  corp6ration  shall  have  authority  to  exer- 
cise such  powers  as  are  necessary  and  proper  for  the 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  female  seminary. 
It  may  acquire  by  gift,  purchase,  devise,  or  otherwise,  such 
lands  and  other  property  as  the  trustees  may  think  proper 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid ;  and  may  dispose  of  the  same 
by  such  mode  oi  alienation  as  they  may  choose.  It  may 
receive  subscriptions^  for  the  purposes  of  said  seminary, 
and  may  enforce  the  payment  thereof.

Bodley,  John  MoMurtry,  John  J.  Hunter,  Harry  Miller,  and 
Horace  B.  JHill  are  appointed  trustees  of  said  institute. 
They  shall  elect  one  of  their  own  number  president,  and 
in  his  absence  shdll  elect  a  president  pro  tern.  Four  of 
them  shall  constitute  a  board  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness. The  board  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in 
their  own  body  arising  from  death,  resignation,  or  removal; 
to  appoint  a  treasurer,  clerk,  professors  and  teachers,  and 
such  other  officers  as  they  may  think  needful,  and  to 
remove  any  of  them ;  to  require  of  any  officer  bond  and 
security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty ;  to  man* 
age  all  the  prudential  and  fiscal  affairs  of  the  corporation, 
and  exercise  all  the  powei's  hereby  conferred  on  it ;  to 
make  such  by-laws  and  rules  for  the  government  of  the 
corporation,  and  of  the  seminary,  as  they  may  think  prop- 
er, provided  the  same  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws 
of  the  land.

conrfs  of  law  and  equity  or  in  any  other  place  whatever ; 
to  make,  have,  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to 
ehahge  at  pleasure ;  and  generailly  to  do  every  other  act 
or  thing  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  this  act,  and  to  pro- 
mote the  ot^'ects  and  design  bf  this  corporatien. 

§  2.  That  after  having  given  notice,  ''by  publication  in 
one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  published  daily  in  the  city 
of  Louisville,  of  the  time  and  place  for  opening  a  book 
for  subscription  to  the  permanent  fund  of  the  said  corpor- 
ation, any  three  or  more  of -the  persons  named  in  the  first 
section  may  cause  such  book  shall  be  opened  under  the 
direction  of  any  one»or  more  of  the  persons  named  in  said 
section,  to  be  designated  in  the  notice  published,  and  sub- 
scriptions received,  in  shares  of  orre  hundred  dollars  to  the 
permanent  fund  of  said  corporation,  to  an  amount  not  less 
than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  nor  more  than  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars  ;  the  said  book  to  be  kept  open 
for  subscriptions  for  three  days,  or  until  at  least  one  thous- 
and sharies  have  been  subscribed  for,  but  to  be  closed  at 
any  time  when  three  thousand  shares  shall  have  been  sub- 
scribed. And  the  persons  subi^ribing  shall,  when  they  do 
so,  pay  to  the  person  under  whose  direction  the  book  is 
opened  twenty  dollars  on  each  share  subscribed,  for  which 
the  person  receiving  shall  grant  a  receipt  binding  upon 
said  corporatien,  and  for  which  receipts  certificates  of 
shares  shall  be  issued  after  the  organization  of  the  corpor- 
ation. The  balance  remaining  unpaid  on  shares  subscrib- 
ed shall  be  paid  after  the  organisation  of  the  said  corpor- 
ation in  such  installments  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  pres- 
ident and  directors  of  the  corporation.  The  money  paid 
by  the  subscribers  to  the  permanent  fund  of  this  corpora- 
tion shall  be  deposited  in  oiie  of  the  incori)orated  banks 
located  in  Louisville  until  the  organization  of  the  Louis- 
ville Savings  Bank,  and  after  the  organization  shall  be 
paid  over  to  the  said  corporation.    ' 

§  3.  Within  thirty  days  after  the  closing  of  the  book  for 
subscription  to  the  permanent  fund  of  said  corporation, 
the  persons  giving  the  notice  of  the  opening  of  same,  or 
any  others  of  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers  to  the  perma- 
nent fund ;  at  which  meeting  a  presidtsnt  and  six  directors 
shall  be  elected  from  amongst  said  subscribers  (sharehold- 
ers being  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  held  by  them,) 
to'  manage  the  affairs  of  the  Louisville  Savings  Bank  un- 
til the  first  Monday  in  January  next  ensuing,  and  until 
their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified ;  and  on  the 
said  first  Monday  in  January,  and  annually  thereafter,  a 
new  election  for  president  and  six  dif ectors  shall  be  held ; 
bat  if  an  election  m  not  made  on  the  day  designatedi  the 
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president  and  directora  ia  office  shall  fix  anether  d^g  for 
tbe  election. 

§  4.  The  president  and  directora  for  the  time  being,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  appoint  such  officers  or  sevants  as 
they  shall  deeoi  necessary  to  conduct  or  manage  the  busi- 
ness and  affairs  of  the  said  corporation,  fix  their  compen- 
sation, and  in  their  discretion  remove  them  from  office, 
and  provide  for  taking  bonds  to  the  corporation  from  all  or 
any  of  the  said  officers  or  servants,  with,  security  condi- 
tioaed  in  such  form  as  may  be  deemed  proper  for  faithful 
cacecation  of  duties ;  regulate  the  manner  of  making  and 
receiving  deposits ;  the  form  of  certificates  of  shares  of 
permanent  fund,  and  the  mant^er  of  transferring  same ;  the 
form  of  certificates  of  deposit,  and  mode  of  transfer  there- 
of; provide  for  the  investment  of  funds  of  the  incorpora- 
tion, fix  the  rates  of  interest  to  be  allowed  depositors,  the 
rates  of  exchange  on  checks  or  bank  notes  received  or  paid 
out ;  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  expenses  ;  and  shall 
pass  all  such  by-laws  as  shall  be  necessary  to  the  exercise 
of  the  powers  vested  in  the  said  corporation  by  this  act, 
and  may  amend  such  by-laws  or  alter  the  same  from  time 
to  time :  Provided^  that  all  by-laws,  or  any  of  them,  may  be 
repealed  by  the  members,  shareholders  of  the  permanent 
fund,  at  any  general  meeting  of  the  same ;  and  a  majority 
of  the  said  members  may,  at  any  general  meeting,  pass 
by-laws  which  shall  be  binding  on  the  president  ^nd  direc- 
tors. 

§  5.  That  said  corporation  shall  be  capable  of  receiving 
from  any  free  persons  or  persons,  or  from  any  corporation 
chartered  by  this  commonwealth,  any  deposit  of  deposita 
of  money  on  such,  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed 
and  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws,  and  of  investing  the 
permanent  fund  and  such  portions  of  the  deposits  of  money 
as  may  be  deemed  advisable  in  public  stocks  or  other  se- 
curities at  the  discretion  of  the  directors  :  Provided  always, 
that  such  investments  of  the  funds  of  the  corporation  shall 
be  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  by-laWs,  and  that  neith* 
er  the  president  nor  any  of 'the  directors  or  members  of 
said  corporation  shall  be .  liable  in  his  person  or  property 
ior  any  debts,  contracts,  -or  engagements  of  the  said  cor- 
poration, but  that  the  money,  property,  rights,  and  credita 
pf  said  corporation,  and  nothing  more,  shall  be  liable  for

foreign  bills  of  exchange,  as  to  remedy,  ai^d  the  aaid  eor- 
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porilfion  may  charge  ipterests  on  eacb  bilk  or  notes  accord- 
ing to  the  roles  laid  down  in  Rowlett's  tables  of  interest, 
and  take  the  same  in  advance  :  Provided^  that  in  no  case 
shall  the  said  institution  charge  or  receive  a  greater 
rate  of  exchange,  interest,  or  discount,  than  is  allowed 
by  law  to  'be  charged  and  received  by  the  bank  of  Ken- 
tucky. 

^7.  And  the  said  corporation  shall  not  make  or  issae 
notes  or  bilk  of  credit  in  the  nature  of  bank  notes,  or  bills 
payable  on  demand,  oi*  at  a  future  day,  or  to  order,  or  in 
any  other  form;  but  they  may  if  found  necessary,  deal  in 
bilk  of  exchange  and  draw  for  funds  at  their  credit  in  any 
place  whatever,  and  may  issue  certificates  of  dlsposit  to 
persons  depositing  money,  and  may  make  the  same  paya- 
ble at  any  future  date,  but  such  certificates  shall  only  be 
transferable  by  indorsement,  and  shall  not  be  reissued  by 
the  said  corporation  :  Provided^  that  said  corporation  shall 
not  be  allowed  to  invest  in  the  business  of  bills  of  exchange 
more  than  ^one-third  of  their  capital  stock  paid. 

§  8.  That  should  any  person  or  persons,  body  politic  or 
corporate,  make  any  deposits  of  money,  bank  notes,  or 
other  valuable  thing,  in  the  office  of  the  said  corporation, 
on  the  terms  atid  conditions  prescribed  by  the  by-laws,  and 
under  the  conditions  so  prescribed  draw  for  the  same  and 
be  refused  payment  thereof,  or  be  unnecessarily  delayed 
in  the  payment,  the  said  corporation  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
to  any  depositor  so  refused  or  delayed  damages  at  the  rate 
of  ten  per  cent,  per  annum  for  the  delay  ocoa^oned,  to  be 
recovered  by  an  action  brought  at  the  next  term  of  the 
Jefierson  circuit  court  after  such  delay  or  refusal  to  pay  ; 
and  should  the  said  corporation  at  any  time  fail  or  refuse 
to  pay  deposits^made  with  the  same,  this  act  shall  cease 
and  determine ;  and  on  the  same  being  satisfactorily  prov- 
en to  the  Louisville  chancery  court,  the  chancellor  of  said 
court  shall  appoint  commissioners  to  take  possession  of

§  &.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  direc- 
tors, at  least  once  in  every  six  months,  to  appoinpt  a  com- 
mittee of  three  of  the  shareholders  of  the  permanent  fund 
of  said  corporation,  not  directors,  and  three  competent  per- 
sons from  amongst'  the  depositors  of  said  corporation,  to 
investigate  and  make  report  upon  the  afiairs  of  said  cor- 
poration, which  report  shall  be  signed  by  the  said  commit- 
tee, and  the  presid^t  and  directors  shall  cause  the  same  to 
be  published  at  least  three  times  in  one  or  more  of  the 
daily  newspapers  published  in  the  city  of  Louisville ;  ^nd 
at  any  time  that  it  may  be  demanded  by  a  majority  of  the 
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tfhareboldera  of  the  permanent  fand  there  shall  be  an  ex- 
amination made  and  published,  as  aforesaid,  of  the  condi- 
tion and  afiaird  of  said  corporation.  And  on  the  first  Moi>- 
day  in  January  and  Joly  of  each  year  the  president  and 
directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  make  and  declare  a 
dividend  of  the  interest  and  profits  of  the  deposits  and 
permanent  fund  of  said  corporation,  if  any  interest  and 
profits  have  been  earned,  and  cause  .the  same  to  be  paid 
over  to  the  parties  entitled  thereto,  or  their  legal  represen- 
tatives, within  fifteen  days  after  the  same  has  been  de- 
clared. 

§  10.  That  the  permanent  fund  of  s^id  corporation  may 
be  increased  to  an  amount  liot  exceeding  three  hundred 
thousand  dollars  in  such  manner  and  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  may  be  provided  for  in  the  by-laws,  but  the 
shares  thereof  shall  be  one  hundred  doUfcrs  each. 

§  11.  The  books,  records,  and  papers  of  said  corporation 
may  be  examined  by  ar\y  committee  appointed  by  the  gen> 
era!  assembly  of  this  commonweaUh,  and  such  committee 
may  investigate  and  report  upon  the  management  of  the 
afiairs  thereof. 

§  12.  This  charter,  and  all  the  privileges  and  rights  there- 
in granted,  shall  be  forfeited  by  any  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions thereof  by  any  of  the  officers  of  the  institution,  and 
also  by  the  failure  or  refusal  of  the  officers  thereof,  at  any 
time,  to  pay  the  tax,  and  in  the  manner,  imposed  upon  the 
institution  by  any  general  law.  The  circuit  courts  of  Jef- 
ferson county  and  Franklin  county  shall  each  have 'juris- 
diction to  try  and  declare  the  forfeiture  of  this  charter  up- 
on the  petition  of  the  commonwealth's  attorney,  or  by 
scire  facias  sued  out  by  him  oi^  by  the  attorney  general 
when  directed  by  the  governor  for  the  time  being,  or  by 
the  general  assembly,  specifying  the  acts  of  forfeiture  re- 
lied on. 

§  13.  The  general  assembly  reserves  the  right  to  exam- 
ine into  the  condition,  business,  and  afiairs  of  the  institu- 
tion by  any  person  or  committee ;  and  the  officers  of  the 
institution  are  required  to  report  to  the  secretary  of  state, 
on  the  first  day  of  January  and  July  of  each  year,  a  full 
and  correct  statement  of  the  business,  condition,  and  af- 
fairs of  the  institution.

^  1 .  Be  ii  enacted  by  the  Greneral  Assembly  of  the  Oomnum- 
wealth  of  Kentucky,  That  William  Curtius,  Francis  M. 
Atkinson,  L.  S.  Mosby,  Wilson  J.  Green,  William  H.  W. 
Randall,  Henry  M.Smith,  Richard  Nnttall, their  associates 
and  successors,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Wash- 
ington Independent  Fire  Company  No.  7,  of  Louisville ; 
and  as  such  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  capa* 
ble  in  law  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of 
suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded  in  any 
action  or  suit  in  any  court  whatever  ;  and  may  have  and 
use  a  common  seal,  and  change  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  They  shall  have  the  right  to  purchase^  take,  and 
hold  two  fire  engines,  a  hose  carriage,  hose,  and  the  neces- 
sary apparatus  and  tools  for  the  use  and  repair  of  the  same, 
and  when  convenient,  the  same  to  sell  and  convey,  and 
purchase  other  engines,  &c.;  and  to  hold  real  estate  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  on  which 
to  erect  an  engine  house.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  organ- 
ise themselves  as  a  fire  company,  and  keep  their  engines,

AN  ACT  to  establish  a  Scientific  DepaYtment  of  Shelby  College,  in  Shelby 

county. 

§  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AssetrMy  of  the  Common" 
inealth  of  Kentucky,  That  the  faculty  of  the  Scientific  School 
of  Shelby  College,  in  Shelby  county,  shall  have  power  to 
confer  appropriate  degrees  in  the  sciences,  and  shall  have 
generally  all  the  rights,  powers,  and  privileges  pertain- 
ing to  any  scientific  and  literary  corporation  in  this  state. 

§  2.  That  the  faculty  and  students  of  the  Scientific 
School  of  Shelby  College  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  con- 
stituted a  military  corps,  under  the  title  of  the  Southern 
Military  Institute ;  and  the  governor  of  the  commonwealth 
is  hereby  authorized  and  requested  to  issue  the  commission 
of  colonel  to  such  one  of  the  professors  as  said  faculty 
shall  recommend,  and  such  other  commissions  to  other 
professors  and  students,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
faculty,  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  complete  the  organ- 
ization of  a  military  corps ;  and  the  governor  is  fuller 
authorized  and  requested  to  cause  such  of  tne  public  arms 
and  equipments  to  be  issued,  on  the  requisition  of  the 
faculty  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  and  before  said 
faculty  shall  obtain  such  arms  and  equipments,  a  bond 
with  ample  penalty  and  surety  must  be  giVen  by  it,  pay- 
able to  the  governor,  conditioned  to  preserve  and  safely 
keep  said  arms  and  equipments  and  to  return  the  same 
when  they  shall,  be  required  by  the  proper  authority ;  and 
each  student,  his  parent  or  guardian,  shall  be  responsibie 
to  the  faculty  for  any  damage  or  loss  of  anoh  arms  or 
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equipments  Bustained  through  any  neglect  or  design  of 
sidd  student. 

^  3.  That  any  commissioned  officer  of  the  militia  of 
Kentucky'may  eater  said  institute  as  a  pupil,  for  a  period 
of  time  not  exceeding  ten  months,  and  receive  instruction 
in  any  or  all  of  the  departments  of  military  science  there- 
in taught,  without  being  required  to  pay  any  fee  or  charge 
whatever  for  such  instruction. 

^  4.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  sell,  give,  of  any  way 
ftupnish  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquor  to  any  student  in 
■aid  institute;  andany  person  so  offending  shall  be  liable 
to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offense,  recoverable  by 
warrant  before  any  presiding  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace 
having  jurisdiction  of  the  offense. 

§  5.  That  no  student  in  said  institute,  his  parent  or 
guardian,  shall  be  liable  for  the  amount  or  value  of  any 
goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  hereafter  sold  and  delivered 
to  such  student,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  sold  and 
delivered  at  the  written  request  of  said  parent  or  guardian, 
or  of  the  proper  collegiate  authority  in  the  capacity  oi 
agent  or  trustee  to  that  end.

§  i:  Be  U  enacted  by  the  Crcneral  Assembly  of  the  Common-    nt^^uTx^tSL 
wealth  of  Kentucky ^  That  the  act  incorporating  the  town  of  boweiocud  ud 
Keene  be  sp  amended  that,  hereafter,  the  prudential,  fiscal   4"***^^' 
and  municipal  concerns  of  said  town,  as  now  laid  out  and 
defined,  shall  be  vested  in  five  trustees,  who  shall  be  elec- 
ted anaaally,  on  the  first.  Monday  in  June,  by  the  free 
whitii  male  inhabitants  over  twenty-one  years  of  age  who 
shall  be  bona  fide^.  residents  in  said  town  sizty  days  next 

E receding  said  election.  Said  trustees,. when  elected,  shall 
old  their  ofiices  for  the  term  of  ope  year,  and  until  their 
soccessora  are  elected  and  duly  qualified.  That  said  trus- 
tees, before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  ^f  their  office,  shall 
take  an  oath  before  eome  justice  of  the  peace  that  they 
will  faidifully,  and  without  partiality  or  aflTection  for  any 
oiie«  discharge  the  duties  of  trustees  to  said  town  during. 
their  coDtiDQance  in  ofiice. 
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^  2.  Thutsaid  trustees  shell  proceed,  after  their  qaattfi- 
cation,. to  elect  que  of  their  number  chairman,  who  shall 
preside  at  their .  m^etingn  and  have  power  to  convene  the 
board  when,  in  K\s  opinion,  the  interest  of  the  town  de- 
mands it.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  see  that  all  the  ordinan- 
ces and  by-laws  of  said  town  are  re,8pected  and  enforced 
during  his  continuance  in  of&ce.

hereafter  be  opened,  and  may  direct  the  improvement  of 
the  same  ad  they  shall  deeqi  most  beneficial  to  the  inter- 
est of  said  town ;  they  shall  have  power  to  levy  and  col- 
lect an  ad  valorem  tax  upon  the  property  of  said  town,  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  in  any 
one  year,  and  a  poll  tax  on  each  white  male  over  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years,  not  exceeding  one  dollar ;  they  shall 
have  power  to  tax  auction  sales,  shows,  and  exhibitions 
for  money  or  profit,  such  sum  as  they  by  their  laws  may 
declare ;  they,  shall  have  power  to  suppress  all  tippling 
houses,  and  to  fine  all  those  who  may  violate  their  by-lawa 
any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each  oflfense, 
except  for  disturbanee  of  religious  worship,  riots,  roots^ 
unlawful  assemblages,  breaches  of  the  peace,  and  tippling 
houses,  where  the  penalty  may  be  one  hundred  dollars, 
which  may  be  recovered  before  the  t>oHce  judge  herein- 
after provided  for,  or  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  Jessa- 
mine county;  they  shall  ha,ve  power  to  provide  for  the 
security  of  said  town  against  fire,  by  organizing  a  fire 
company,  defining  their  duties,  and  punishing  by  fine  those 
who  shall  fail  to  perform  the  duties  required  of  them;  they 
shall  have'  power  to  inflict  a  fine  of  one  dollar  for  a  failure 
of  any  member  to  attend  a  meeting  of  the  board ;  they 
shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies ;  they  shall  have  fiill 
power  to  pass  all  by*laws  and  ordinances  necessary  for 
the  carrying  into  e^'ect  all  the  .powers  herein  granted  and 
executing  all  the  provisions  of  this  charter. 

§  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  ol  said  trustees  to  ap- 
point a  treasurer,  clerk,  marshal,  and  such  other  officers

without  favor  or  affection,  together  with  such  other  oaths 
as  are  usually  required  of  public  officers.  .  The  said  police   jvrivdiction. 
judge  shall  have  jurisdiction  within  the  limits  of  said  town, 
and  within  a  square  of  one  mile  around  said  town,  of  all 
civil  causep  of  which  justices  of  the  peace  isve  jurisdic- 
tion.   In  all  criminal  cases  arising  in  the  county  of  Jessa- 
mine, said  police  judge  shall  have  the  jurisdiction,  as  a 
court  of  inquiry,  now  given  by  law  to  two  justices  of  the 
peace,  and  shall  ph>ceed  in  like  manner  as  said  justices 
are  required  by  law  in  criminal  ca^es ;  he  shall  have  juris- 
diction of  all  offenses  arising  under  the  ordinances  and 
by-laws  of  said  town,  and  shall  have  power  to  enter  judg- 
ment and  award  execution  aecordingly ;  he  shall  have  full 
power  to  grant  injunctions,  restraining  orders  against 
absent   defendants,  writ  of    fie  execU^  habeas  corpus^  &o. 
And  it  shall  be  lis  duty  to  keep  a  record  of  his  proceed- 
ings, a  copy  of  which  shall  be  evidenjce,  and  shall  have 
the  same  effect  as  records  of  justices  of  the  peace ;  he 
shall  have  power  to  issue  summons  for  witnesses  to  give 
evidence  in  causes  pending  before  him,  and  upon,  their 
failure  to  attend  to  issue  compulsory  process  to  cause  their 
attendance ;  he  shall  have  power  to  fine  and  imprison  for       uaj  fmm 
contempt,  provided  that  said  fine  shall  not  exceed  five   ^"''^p^* 
dollars,  nor  tb^  imprisonment  eight  hours ;  he  shall  have 
power  to  order  the  marshal  to  summon  a  jury  in  any 
case  cognisable  before  him  where  a  jury  would  be  neces- 
sary before  a  circuit  court  or  a  justice  of  the  peace.    It 
shall  be  lawful  for  said  police  judge  to  take  the  deposi- 
tions, -and  certify  the  same,  to  be  r^ad  as  evidence  in  aoy 
case  pending  in  any  court  where  the  depositions  now  •au- 
^orized  to  be  taken  by  justices  of  the  peace  may  be  read; 
he  ^hall  be  entitled  to  the  following  fees,  to«wit ;  for  a  Fm. 
peace,  warrant  or  for  a  riot,  rout,  or  ui^awfuji  assembly  or 

hre#ch  of  the  peace,  fiflgr  cents ;  or  for  issuing  a  warrjint 
for  yiplating  any  of  ihe  ordinances  or  by-laws  pf  sfud 
Iowa,  or  in  any  case  for  the  trustees  or  plaintiffs,  ^eaty 
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five  cents;  for  swearing  a  jury  and  presiding  over  it  in 
any  case,  (except  forcible  entry  and  detainer,)  fifty  cents  ; 
for  taking  recognizances  to  keep  the  peace,  upon^  the  ap- 
plication of  any  person,  fifty  cents,  to  be  charged  to  the 
applicant;  for  each  subpoena  twelve  and  a  half  cents  ;  for 
each  original  judgment,  in  all  civil  cases,  twenty-five 
cents;  all  other  fees  of  said  judge  shall  be*  the. same  atf 
allowed  by  law  to  justices  of  the  peace  for  like  services, 
and  cotle(ited  in  the  same  way. 

§  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  and  clerk 
to  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  which  properly  belong 
to  their  respective  ofiices,  and  it  shall  b^  the  duty  of  tho 
treasurer  to  render  an  account  to  the  trustees  of  all  men- 
eyH  received  and  paid  out  by  him  whenever  by  them  re- 
quired so  to  do. 

§  8.  The  police  judge  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all 
cases  of  motions  and  suits  against  the  treasurer,  marshal, 
dieputy  marshal,  clerk,  and  other  officers  of  said  town,  for 
all  sums  of  money,  or  other  thing,  which  may  be  due  from 
them  or  either  of  them. 

§  9.  That  from  all  judgments  rendered  by  said  police 
judge  either  party  may  appeal  to  the  circuit  court, or  coun- 
ty court,  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations  authorizing 
appeals  from  judgments  of  justices  of  the  peace  to  circuit 
or  county  courts. 

§  10.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  to  serve 
all  process  and  precepts  to  him  directed  frOm  the  police 
judge,  and  make  due  return  thereof;  collect  all  taxes  of 
said  town,  executions  and  other  demands  which  may  be 
put  into  his  hands  to  collect,  and  account  for  and  pay  over 
the  same  to  whomsoever  may  be  entitled  thereto,  under 
the  same  rules  and  regulations  required  of  sheriffs  in  the 
collection  of  executions  and  other  demands ;  and  for  a 
failure  of  any  of  the  duties  required  of  him  he  shall  be 
subject  to  the  same  proceedings  and  penalties  which*  may 
be  had  against  sherins  or  constables  in  similar  cases.  The

§  13.  That  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  impose  a 
tax  upon  all  domestic  animals  running  at  large  in  said 
town. 

§  14.  that  the  trustees  shall,  annually  elect  a  town  asses- 
sor, who  shall  take  a' list  of  all  th^  taxable  inhabitants  of 
said  town,  and  those  owning .  property  in  the  town  and 
residing  without  its  bounds,  and  affix  against  each  sep- 
arately the  amount  of  his  or  her  or  their  whole  estate 
within  said  town  subject  to  taxation  under  the  laws  of  this 
4;ommonwealth,  which  list  shall  be  taken  in  the  same 
manner  (hat  revenue  lists  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be 
taken. 

§  15.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  board

direct  the  collector  .to  collect  the  same ;  and  shall  make 
said  clerk,  assessor,  and  collector  such  compensation  as 
they  may  deem  proper.    .

§  18.  That  the  trustees  shall  have  full  power  to  have  the 
side-walks  in  said  town  curbed  and  paved  as  they  may 
direct,  the  cost  whereof  shall  be. apportioned  and  assessed 
again3t  the  owners  of  lots  fronting  said  side-walks,  and  a 
lien  is  given  on  said.lots  for  the  same ;  or  the  board  of 
trustees,  in  their  discretion,  may  cause  said  lots  to  be  rent- 
ed out  until  said  improvements  are  paid  for.

AN  ACT  io  aiutnii  and  redtice-inio  one  the  Bereial  actii  T^gulating  the 

town  of  We^  Liberty. 

(  I .  Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
w^th  of  Kentucky,  Th^t  the  town  of  West  Liberty,  in  the 
couoty  of  Morgan,  shall  have  a  mayor  and  six  trastees, 
and  that  Hiri^mDalley  be  appointed  mayor,  and  that  Wil- 
liam H.  Barns,  W.  M.  Qox,  John  N.  Hazelrig^,  William 
H.  Cartmell,  and  Jewe  Barbour,  appointed  trustees,  be  and 
they  are  hereby  appointed  mayor  and.  trustees  for  said 
town,  whose  term  of  oAce  shall  commence  pn  the  first 
Monday  in  March»  1854,  and  ct>ntinue  until  their  successors 
are  duly  elected  aiHl  (j[uaUfied ;  and  said  trustees  shall  have 
fpU  power  and  authority  to  appoint  all  town  officers,  pass 
all  by-laws,  and  do  ar)y  and  .  every  act  necessary  for  the 
proper  regulation  and  good  government  of  the  town,  which 
the  trusteed  of  towns  are  authorized  to  do  under  the  gen- 
eral laws  of  this  commonwealth  in  relation  to  town» — af- 
ter having  first  been  qualified  by  the  town  tnaydr,  or  some

places  in  the  town,  that  on  a  day  to  be  named  in  such  no- 
tices, not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  ten  days  from  the 
occurrence  of  said  vacancy,  an  election  will  be  held  in  the 
court  house  in  said  town  to  fill  said  vacancv  of  mayor ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  clerk  to  hold  said  elec- 
tion ;  and  for  a  failure  to  give  such  notice,  and  hold  the 
election  as  specified  in  this  section,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  the  benefit  of  the  town  of  West 
Liberty,  recoverable  by  warrant  before  any  justice  of  the 
peace  :  Provided  Jiowever,  that  when  an  election  takes  place 
to  fill  a  vacancy  occasioned  by  death,  removal,  or  resigna* 
tion,  it  shall  only  be  to  fill  the  unexpired  term,  till  the  next 
regular  election  for  'mayor ;  and  in  case  of  a  tie,  the  town 
clerl^  holding  the  election,  shall  give  the  casting  vote ;  but 
should  the  town  clerk  b^  absent,  or  unable '  to  give  si^id 
notice,  and  hold  the  election,  then  the  trustees  shall  have 

Eower  to  appoint  some  other  person  to  give  the  notice  and 
old  said  election. 

§  6.  Every  election  for  trustees  and  mayor,  at  the  regu- 
lar term  of  electing  such  officers,  ^hall  be  held  either  by 
the  mayor  or  the  town  marshal,  who  shall  appoint  their 
own  clerkis,  and  investigate,  by  oath  or  otherwise,  and  de- 
cide upon  the  qualification  of  voters ;  and  at  the  close  of 
the  polls  deliver  the  poll,  book  to  the  town  clerk,  certified 
to  be  the  true  poll  book ;  and  the  mayor  or  marshal^  with 
their  clerk^  holding  the  election   shall  teceive  out  of  the 

town  treasurv  the  sum  of  one  dollar  each  for  their  ser- 

» 

vices. 

§  7.  If  from  isiny  cause  no  general  election  of  trustees  or 
mayor  for  said  town  take  place  on  the  day  specified  in  the 
fourth  section  of  this  act,  in  any  year  after  the  passage 
hereof,'  then  the  former  mayor  and  trusteed  •shall  continue 
in  office  till  the  next  general  election,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  duly  elected  and  qualified.  And  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  town  clerk  to  give  a  written  notice  of  each  an- 
nual election  by  posting  up  the  same  at  three  public  places 
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in  tbe  town,  at  leant  ten  days  before  said  election ;  and  for 
fililare  to  give  such  notice  he  «hall  forfeit  and  pay  into  tbe 
town  tr698Ui;y  the  sum^  of  twenty-five  dollars,  which  shall 
be  recoverable  by  warrant  before  the  mayor ^  or  any  other 
jns^ce  of  the  peace  for  Morgan  county.  .All  vacancies 
occurring  in  the  board  of  trustees,  in  the  interval  between 
the  regular  elections,  by  resignation,  death,  or  removal  out 
of  tbe  corporate  limits  of  the  town,  shall  be  filled  by  the 
remaining  trustees  at  any  of  th^ir  nxeetingSj,  and  the  person 
or  persons  thus  appointed  by  them  shall  have  the  same 
rights  and  powers,  i^nd  continue  in  office  the  same  length 
of  time  with  the  trustees  who  appointed  them;  and  should 
any  one  either  elected  or  appointed,  at  Ahy  time  refyse  to 
qualify,  the  remaining  trustees  shall  appoint  others  until 
(he  board  is  full. 

§  8.  No  person  shall  be  qualified  to  act  as  such,  nor  be 
elected  or.  appointed  .trustee  qf  said  town,  unless  he  be 
above  tbe  age  of  twenty*one  years,  -and  be  a  free  bolder 
in  said  town,  either  by  legal  or  equUy  title «  and  has  beejB 
a  resident  within  the  limits  of  said  town  for  three  months 
preceeding  his  election  or.  appointment ;  and  a  removal 
from  the  town  shall  vacate  his  office. 

$9«  £very  free  white  male  above  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years,  who  either  lives  in  said  town  or  is  the  bona  Jide  own- 
erof  real  estate  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  and  livf  in 
Aforgan  county,  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  at  the  general 
election  for  trustee  of  said  town. 

§  JO.  A  mmori^y  of  the  trustees  shall  be  necessary  and 
sufficient  to  form  a  quorum  to .  transact  business^.  The 
mayor  of  the  town  shall  preside  over  their  deliberatiot^s, 
keep  order,  take  the  vote  of  the  board,  give  the  castjiag 
vote  in  case  of  a  tie,  call  meetings  of  the  board  when  he 
may  deem  it  necessary,  sign  all  the  orders  of  the  board  as 
chMrman  of  the  board)  and  call  meetings,  of  the  board  at 
the'request  of  any  two, of  the  trustees:  And  it  is  further- 
pfovidedj  that  in  the. absence  oir  inability  of  the  mayor,  any 
two  of  the  trustees  may  call  a  meeting  of  the  board, 
and'appoint  a  chairman  pro  tern,  from  among  themselves. 

$  1 1 .  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  thc^  trustees,  annually,  afler 
their  appointment  or  election,  at  their  fijrst  meeting,  to  ap- 
point a  town  clerkj  who  shall  hold  bis  office  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  trustees,  and  who,-  before,  he  enters  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  take  an  oath  before  the  mayor 
or  some  other  justice  of  the  peace,  that  he  will  well  and 
faithfully,  and  to  the  best  of  his  ability  and  skill,  perform 
the  dutiea  of ,  his  said  office*;  which  oath  shall  be  certified 
by  the  mayor  or  oth^r  justice  of  the  peace  who  adminis- 
ters the  same,  and  recorded  in  the  book  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  trustees. 

^  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  clerk  to  keep,  in 
a  well.boond  book  to  be  provided  by  him  fpr  that  puroose 
at  the  expene^  of  the^town*  a  full  and  fair  record  of  all  tde 
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ordinnces,  by 'laws,  rul^e,  regttlatiOois,  atid  alt  other  acts 
and  proceedings  of  the  board  of  trusteed ;  to  pi^serve  and 
safely  keep  all  books,  papers^  and  anchives  of  the  town,  and 
perform  all  other  duties  that'  itiay.  from  time  to  time,  be 
required  of  him ;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  within  five  days 
after  the  trustees  shall  have  made  any  general  ordinance 
or  by-htw  for  the  government  and  regulation  of  the  town* 
to  post  up  one  fair  copy  of  the  same  on  the  door  of  the 
court  house;  and  any  person  tearing  down,  mtitilafing,  or 
defacing  the  same,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
five  or  more  than  fifty,  dollars,  for  each  such  offence,  to  be 
recovered  by  warrant  before  the  mayor  of  the  town,  or 
any  other  justice  ^f  the  peace  for  Morgan  coontv. 

§13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  clerk,  wnen  so  di- 
rected  by  the  trustees,  to  make  out  a  full  and  complete  list 
or  schedule  of  all  the  taxable   property  in   said   town, 
whether  real,  personal,  or  mixed',  he  shall  assess  the  value 
of  each  piece  of  real  estate  separately,  and  state  th^  own- 
er's name  ;  and  the  better  to  enable  him  to  make  out  and 
return  a  correct  list  or  schedule,  he  is  hereby  authorized 
tind  empowered  to  administer  an  o&th,  at  his  discretion,  to 
any  person  who  is  required  to  give  in  their  taxable  proper- 
ty )  and  any  person  owning  property  in  said  town,  and 
being  required  by  the  town  clerk  to  give  in  a  list  of  his  or 
her  taxable  property,  and  failing  or  refusing  to  do' so,  shall 
be  reported  by  the  town  clerk'to  the  trustees  of  said  town, 
who  shall,  with  the  aid  of  said  trustees,  proceed  to  assess 
the  value  of  said  property,  to  the  best  of  their  judgments ; 
and  upon  the  valuation,*  thus  nlade,  assess  a  double  tax, 
which  shall  be  collected  by  the  town   marshal  as  other 
taxes. 

§  14.  It  shall  be.  the  duty  of  the  trustees,  at  their  first 
meeting  in  1854,  and  at  the  first  (neeting  after  their  elec- 
tion and  qualificatioii  annually  thereafter,  to  appoint  a 
town  marsnal,  whose  residence  shall  be  within  the  limits 
of' the  corporation,'  who  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office,  tsdce  an  oath  before  the  mayor  of  the 
town,  or  some  other  justice  of  the  peace,  that  he  will  well 
and  truly,  faithfully,  impartially,  and  to  the  best  cX  his 
ability,  perform  the  duties  of  bis  office  of  marshal-^a  copy 
of  which  oath  shall  b^  certified  by  tbe  officer  who  admin- 
isterrit,  and  handed  to  the  town  clerk;  who  shall  make  it 
a  matter  of  record ;  he  sh^ll  also,  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office,  execute  to  trustees  of  the  town  of 
West  Liberty,  and  their  successors  in  office,  a  bond  with 
such  penalty  as  they  may  direct,  and  such  seoority  as  they 
will  approve,  conditioned  that  he  will  faithfully  collect,  as 
far  as  ptacticable,  and  honestly  account  for  and  pay  over 
to  the  town  treasurer  any  and  all  moneys  ^oltected  in  vir- 
tue of  his  office,  that  inures  to  said  town ;  an,d  that  he  will 
diake  due  returns  of  all  procetees  that  may  oome  to  his 
hands ;  and  that  he  wtll  oiake  n  fuH  and  final  settlsment

he  will  well  and  {diligently  perform  all  the  duties  of  his  of- 
fice according  to  law  and  the  orders  of  the  trustees  ;  whidi 
bond  shallbe  filed  away  and  preserved  by  the  town  clerk, 
and  upon  which  suit  may  be  brought  and  judgment* recov- 
ered, in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof,  ifi  the  same 
manner  as  upon  the  bond  of  any  other  constable/ 

$  15.  The  town  marshal  shall  have  the  same  power  and       His   pow«n 
authority  of  other  constables  of  Morgan  county  in  serving 
processes,  and  in  every  other  respect;  and  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  same  fees  and  commisi^ioRs,  and  shall  have  the  same 
power  to  collect  and  distrain  for  taxes,  due  the  corporation, 
that  eherifis  now  hhve  in  collecting  and  distraining  for 
taxes  due  the  county  ;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  with  assis- 
taatSy  as  the  trustees  may  fron^  time  to  time  allow  him,  to 
act  as  town  watch  or  patrol ;  and  he  and  his  assistants 
are  hereby  invested  with  all  the  jpower8,and  shall  perform 
all  the  duties  of  a  county  patrol ;  he  shall  strictly  and  rig- 
idly enforce  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the*  trustees  for  the 
preservation  of  onter  in  the  town  for  the  peace  and  quie- 
tude  and  security  of  its  citizens,  or  any  other  person  or 
persons ;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  take  up  and  bring  be- 
fore the  mavor  of  the  town  all  riotous  and  disorderly  per- 
sons, that  they  may  be  dealt  with*  according  to  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  trustees-;  he  shall  have  control  of  the  streets 
and  alleys  of  said  town,  and  see  that  they  are  not  obstruct- 
ed contrary  to  the  ordinances  of  the  said  board  of  trustees  ; 
he  shall,  once  in  every  three  months,  give  to  the  town  trea- 
surer a  complete  list  of  all  fines  and*  penalties  for  infrac- 
tions of  the  laws  and  ordinances.goveimingthe  town  which 
are  collected,  or  to  recover  which  he  may  have  instituted 
legal  proceedings ;  and  he  shall  tlo  and  perform  any  other 
and  further  duties  or  services  required  of  him  by  the  orders 
of  die  taOMtees. 

(  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees,  at  their  first 
meeting  in  1854,  and  at  th^ir  first  meeting  annually  there- 
after, to  appoint  a  town  treasurer,  who  shall  hold  his  office 
*  during  the  pleasure  of  the  trustees,  and  who,  before  he 
enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  take  an  oath  be- 
fore ike  mayor,  brsome  other  magistrate,  that  he  will  wdl 
and  truly,  to  the  best  of  his  skill  Und  ability,  perform  all 
the  duties  of  his  office  i^ccbrding  to  law  and  the  ordihances 
of  the  trustees,  and  that  he  will  faithfully  k^ep  and  punc* 
toidly  pay  over  to  the  order  of  the  trustees  any  or  all 
moneys  in  his  hands  belonging  to  th^  town  of  West  Lib- 
erty ^^a  copy  of  which  oath  shall  be  certified  by  him  who 
administers  it,  and  handed  to  the  town  clerk,  who  shall  file 
away  and  preserve  the  sanoie  among  the  archives  of  the 
town ;  he  shall  also,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  w  aoum' 
itifllce»  enter  into  bond  in  such  penalty  as  die  trustees  ntfav 
^dbeet,  sHid'with  su^  seenrity  as  they"  will  approve,  which 
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bond  shatl  be  ezeoated  to  the  trostees  of  the  town  of  West 
Liberty,  and  their  saccessore  in  office,  and  conditionad  that 
he  will  truly  aod  to  (he  best  of  his  ability  perlorin  all  the 
datiee  of  his  office  of  treaiurer  oi  the  town  of  West.  Lib* 
erty  accopding  to  law,  and  the  orders  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees ;  that  he  will  faithfully  keep  and  punctuaUy  pay  over 
to  the  order  of  the  board  of  trustees  any  inoaey  which 
may  be  in  his  hands  as  town  treasurer ;  that  he  will,  onee 
in  every  year,  settle  in  full  with  the  town  marshal  and  town 
clerk,. and  (hat  he  will  once  in  every  y.ear^  at  such  time  as 
the  trustees  may  designate,  make  out  a- written  statement 
of  the  debits  and  credits  of  the  town ^  and^  post  it  up  on  the 
oourt  house  door;  whioh  bond  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
town  clerk,  and  by  him  be  filed  away  and  preserved  among 
the  archives  of  the  town;  and  upoa  which  suit  may  be 
brought  by  the  trustees,  and  j-udgment rendered. in  any  oourt 
having  cognizance  thereof 

§  17.  It  shall  be  the.  duty  of  ijfke  Mwn  treasurer,  in  a 
book  to  bei  procured  by  him  ior  that  purpose,  to  ke^p  an 
accurate  ^account  of  all  the  monetary  affairs  of  the  town 
— ^such  as  the  amount  of  taxes  due  liK>m  the  town,  fines 
and  penalties,  or  any  other  moneys  which  may  be  due,  or 
to  beeomQ  due,  to  the  corporation  ;  he  shall  keep  the  ac- 
counts 0f  each  year  separately  ;  and  shalK  in  every  year, 
at  least  twenty  days  before  the  general  election  for  trus- 
tees, publish  in  liie  manner  conditioned  in  his  bond .  a 
full  and  accurate  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments of  money  for  the  preceding  year,  together  with  the 
entire  resources. and  indebtedness  of  the  town.  It  shall 
further  be  his  duty  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  trus- 
tees have  levied  a  town  tax  and  fixed-  the  amount  in  a>ny 
year,  to  call  tipon  .  the  town  clerk  for  a  copy  of  the  order 
fixing  said  tax,  and  also  for  the  town  oleum's  assessorJs 
book  for  that  year,  and  within  ten  days  thereafter  he  shall 
make  out  and  deliver  to  the  town  marshal  a  complete  list 
of  taxes,  doe  from  each  individual  chargeable  therewith, 
and  take  his  receipt  for  the  same,  specifying  the  aggregate 
amount,  and  charging  the  same  to  the  marshal  upon  his 
books ;  he  shall  keep  a  separate  account  for  each  import- 
ant object  of  public  expenditure ;  and  shall,  as  the  fiaeal 
agent  of  the  town,  exercise  a  general  superintendence 
over  the  collections  for  the'  benefit  of  the  corporation ;  he 
shall  diligently  coUeot  and  faithfnlly  keep  the  public  mon- 
ey, and  pay  out  the  same  only  to  the  order  of  the  trustees. 
He  shall  careiully  preserve  all  the  books,  papers,  and  ^blic 
records  placed  in  his  hands,  and  shall  perform  any  other 
duty  ei\joitted  upon  him  by  any  by-law  or  ordtnanee  of  the 
trastees  to  the  best  of  his  ability. 

^18.  The  trustees  shaU  have  full  power  to  renM>ve  from 
ofllce  th^  town  clerk  or  town  treasurer,  when-  in  their  judg- 
ment tht  iliterest  of  the  townreijpiiies  such 'removal,  and 
shall  ha^re  power  at  any  meefinff  to  ^1  sueh  vaoaacir;  aod 
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it  shall  be  the  doty  of  the  board  of  imeteee  to  allow  aad 
pay  each  of  the  aforeeaid  officers  an  equitable  eompensa* 
tion  for  theif  services,  the  amount  to  be  fixed  by  the 
trustees,  and  paid  as  they  may  order  out  of  the  town  treas- 
ury. 

§  19.  The  trustees  shaH  have  power  at  any  time  to  ap* 
point  any  other  town  ofBcep,  not  herein  proyided  for,  which 
in  thi^r  judgment  the  public  interest  may'  require,  fix  their 
salaries,  specify  their  duties,  regulate  tlieir  terms  of  ser* 
vice,  and  removal  from  offioe ;  they  shall  alao  have  power 
by  their  ordinaiilce  tb  assq^n  #nch  duties  to  the  offioers  here- 
tofore named  and  provided  for,  in  addition  to  the  duties 
herein  before  asrigned  to  theni>  as  the  pnblie  good  may,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  board,  require. 

§20.  The  boundaries  of  the  town  of  West  Liberty 
shall  be  the  sam^  as  heretofore  established  by  law. 

§  21.  The  trustees  shall  have  full  power  to  grade,  and 
otherwise  improve  the  streets  and  aUeyg  of  said  town,  at 
their  discretion,  at  the  expense  of  the  town. 

§  22. 'The  trustees  shall  have  full  power  to  enact,  from 
time  td  time,  all  such  by-laws  and  ordinances  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  for  the  health,  quiet  and  good  morals  oif 
the  town ;  and  they  are  hcireby  authorised  and  empowered 
to  levy  a  tax  on  any  and  every  kind  of  show  or  entertain- 
ment, or  t>ublic  performance  of  any  kind  whatever, 'to 
which  admittance  is  obtained  by  the  payment  of  money 
or  any  other  thing,  which  may  be  exhibited  within  the  cor- 
porate limits  of  the  town  of  West  Liberty^  and  no  such 
show  or  entainment  sh%ll  be  exhibited  in  said  town  until 
the  tax  shall  have  been  paid  to  the  town  marshal,  or,  in 
hir  absience,  to  the  town  treasurer,  who  shall  give  a  certi- 
ficate of  the'  same ;  and  any  person  exhibiting  any  show 
or  other  public  entertainment  for  which  a  considerations  is 
received  without -first  obtaining  such  certificate,  shall  be 
liable  to  a  fine  of  net  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  fifty 
dollars,  recoverable  by  warrant  before  the  mayor  or  some 
other  justice  of  the  peace. 

§  3d.  The  trustees  are  hereby  authorized  and  empower- 
ed to  levy* an  ad  val&ntnrthx  on.  the  property,  real,  person- 
al, or  mixed,  in  said  town,  on  the  first  day  of  April  in^eaoh 
year,  indtiding  regular  merchandize,  which  tax  shall  not 
exceed  twenty  cents  in  the  hundred  dollars,  to  be  paid  by 
the  owner  of  the  property ;  and  *alsa  a  poll  tax,  not  to  ex- 
ceed on^  dollar  and  fifty  cents  on  eveiy  frde  white  male 
inh^Utant  over  the  age  of  twenty^onc  years,  residing  in 
said  to^n  on  first  day  of  April,  and  every  free  colored 
male  over  the  age  df  sixteen  years  :  AndjnfovkUd  Jurther, 
that  all  slaves  hired  bv  the  year  from  the  country,  and  em- 
ployed in  town,  shall  be  subject  to  .the  ad  valorem  tax, 
which  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  in  whose 'possession  the 
slaves 
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^  24.  The  aitizens  of  mtid  town  tlMiU  not  be  required  to 
labor  oa  any  public  road  or  highway  beyond  the  UinitB  of 
said  town>  and  all  law«  requiring  them  to  do  so. are,  so  lar 
as  the  town  of  West  Liberty  is  concerned,  here  by.  repeal- 
ed ;  but  the  town  marshal  shall  have  power  to  call  out  said 
hands  to  woric  the  streets  and  alleys  of  said  tovm  at  the 
discretion  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

§  25.  The  trustees  shall  havepower  to  receive  a  convey- 
ance, by. donation  or  purchase,  of  any  lot  or  lots,  or  par- 
cels of  land  in  or  near  said  town,  for  the  purpose  of  erect.- 
ing  a  market  house,  school  house,  meeting  house,  or  any 
other  public  building,  for  the  benefit  of  th^  town. 

§  26.  All  the  fines  assessed  for  breaches  of  the  by-laws 
or  ordinances  of  said  town,  within  th^  limits  of  the  cor- 
poration, shall  go  into  the  town  treasury.   . 

§  27.  Any  judgment  .growing  out  of  byrlaws  ojr  ordi- 
nances of  the»  corporation  may  be  appealed  from,  as  in 
other  cases  of  jadgments  for  similar  amount. 

§  28,  All  warrants  or  other  processes  growing  out  of  in- 
fractions, of  the  laws  or  ordinances  of  the  corporation,  and 
all  other  processes  for  riotsor  breaches  qf  the  peace  with- 
in the  limits  of  the  corporation,  shall  be  in  the  name  of 
the  trustees  of  the  town  of  West  Liberty,  and  shall  be  re- 
turnable before  the  mayor  of  said  town,,  or,  in  his  absence 
or  inability  from  sickness  or  any  other  cause,  it  shall  then 
be  returned  before  some  other  justice  of  the  peace  for  Mor- 
gan counly. 

^  29.  In  all  cases  where  a  meeting  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees-  is  called,  whether  by  the  mayor  or  a  member  of  the 
board,  it  shall  be  called  by  the  person  calling  it  delivering 
a  writing  to  the  town  marshal,  specifying  the  hour  and  place 
of  meeting,  dale,  Ate,  and  signed  by  the  person  calling 
said  meeting ;  whksh  writing  shall,  by  the  town  marshal  be 
shown  to  each  member  of  the  board,  and  then  be  delivered 
by  him  to  the  .town  clerk,  ^with  his  Indorsement  thereon  of 
the  names  of  all  the  trustees  to  whom  the  notice  was 
shown,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  clerk  to  enter 
up  a  fine  of  two  ddllars  against  each  member  of  the  board 
who  fails  to  attend  after  having  received  the  proper  notice; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  cleric^  alter  the  next 
succeeding  meeting  of  the  board  to  take  out  a  warrant 
for  the  collection  of  the  same  and  put  it  in  the  hands  of 
the  marshal  for  collection,  and  when  collected  it 'shall  be 
paid  into  the  town  treasury ;  Provided  however ,  that  the 
board  of  trustees  shall  have  power,  for  good  cause  shown, 
to  remit  such  fine  before,  but  not  after  its  eollection. 

§  30.  The  trustees  sbaH  have  full  power  and  authority  at 
any  time,  all  six  trustees  concurring^  to  borrow  money  for 
the  use  of  said  town,  and  to  be  expended  on  any  work  of 
public  improvement  within/  the  corporate  limits  of  said 
town,  and  to  issue  their  corporate  bonds  or  scrip,  either 
with  or  without  interest,  for  the  same ;  which  bonds  or 
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serqp,  when  signed  by  the  mayor  in  behalf  of  the  board  of        1664. 

tmsteefly  and  coantersigned  by  the  treasurer,  shall  be  valid 

and  obligatory :  Provided  Jtowever,  that  the  trustees  shall 

not,  by  borrowing  as  aforesaid,  create  at  any  time  upon 

aaid  town  a  greater  debt  than  one  thousand  dollars,  with 

its  aceraing  interest. 

$  31.  AH  laws  heretofore  passed  regulating  the  town  of 
West  Liberty  are  hereby  repealed,  except  in  so  far  as  they 
are  embodied  in  this  act.

CHAPTER  644. 
AN  ACT  to  prevent  the  deitruction  of  fish  in  Posd  creek. 

Be  it  enacted  ky  the  General  Assembly  of  tlie  ComnwuweaUh 
of  Kentucky,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to 
erect  or  fix,  in  the  \^aters  of  Pond  creek,  within  the  county 
of  Jefferson,  any  dam,  or  hedge,  or  any  other  obstruction 
to  the  free  passage  of  fish  in  said  stream,  or  to  place  any 
set  net,  or  fish  trap,  or  drag  any  seine,  or  bush  drag  there- 
in ;  and  hereafter,  every  such  obstruction  shall  be  deemed 
a  nuisance,  and  whosoever  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
made,  or  be  guilty  of  any  of  the  acts  aforesaid,  shall  for- 
feit and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every  such  offiense, 
and  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  ever}'  twenty- four  hours  he 
shall  suffer  such  obstruction  to  remain  in  said  stream,  as 
aforesaid,  recoverable  by  warrant  belbre  any  justice  of  the 
peace,  one  moiety  of  which  shall  go  to  the  informer,  and 
the  other  to  the  use  of  the  county,  and,  moreover,  be  liable 
to  the  party  aggrieved :  Provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act 
shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  establishment  of  any 
mill  or  machine  for  the  public  use,  upon  said  water  course, 
within  the  county  aforesaid,  according  to  existing  laws.

CHAPTER  645. 

hX  ACT   to  aweud  and  reduce  into  one  the  H«veml  acts  relating  to  the 

town, of  Princeton. 

^  1 .  He  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  ol  the  Cmnmon- 
wealth  of  Kentucky,  That  the  present  corporate  boundaries 
of  the  town  of  Princeton  shall  constitute  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  said  town.  .    ^ 

}  2.  That  hereafter  the  fiscal,  mui^icipal,  and  prudential      Tnntetttobe 
concerns  of  said  town  shall  be  vested  in  five  trustees,  who   •^^^•^  ■■*«•*''' 
shall  be  elected  annually  on  the  first  Saturday  in  April,  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  by  the  free  white  male 
citizens  of  said  town  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years, 
and  who  shall  have  resided  in  said  town  six  months  previ- 
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oas  lo  said  election.    Said  trustees  shall  hold  their  offices 
one  year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and 
qualified.    That  they  shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties^  take  an  oath  before  some  justice  of 
the  peace  faithfully  and  impartially  to  discharge  the  same 
during  their  continuance  in  office.     No  person  shall  be  a 
trustee  of  said  town  who  has  not  resided  in  said  town,  is 
not,  at  the  time  of  holding  the  same,  a  real  estate  owner 
therein,  and  who  has  not  resided  in  said  town  twelve 
months  next  preceding  his  election.   They  shall  have  pow- 
er to  fill  any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in  their  board.     It 
shall  be  their  duty,  at  their  first  meeting  after  their  elec- 
tion, to  appoint  one  of  their  own  body  to  preside  at  their 
meetings,  to  be  styled  "The  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,"  to  whose  management  and  control  the  execu- 
tive afiairs  of  said  town  shall  be  entrusted.     A  majority  of 
the  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business ;  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  president,  may  elect 
a  president  lor  the  time  being :  Provided,  that  the  present 
trustees  shall  coiltinue  in  office  till  their  successors,  herein 
provided  to  be  elected,  shall  be  elected  and  qualified. 
§  3.  That  said  trustees  shall  be  a  body  politic  and  cor- 

E orate,  and  shall  be  known  by  the  name  and  style  of  "The 
loard  of  Trustees  of  Princeton  f^  and  in  that  name  may 
sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  in  all 
courts  and  placed ;  mtiy  use  either  a  common  or  private 
seal ;  and  do  all  other  acts  which  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate, having  perpetual  succession,  may  lawfully  and 
rightfully  do. 

§  4.  That  they  shall  have  power  to  make  and  receive 
all  necessary  conveyayces  in  relation  to  said  town.  They 
shall  have  power  and  authority  to  make  all  necessary  by- 
laws for  the  i*egulation  and  good  government  of  said  town, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this 
commonwealth.  They  shall  have  power  to  assess  and 
collect,  annually,  an  ad  valorem  tax  of  not  exceeding  twen- 
ty-five cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  worth  of  the 
real  and  personal  estate  in  said  town,  and  a  poll  tax  of 
not  exceeding  one  dollar  on  each  tithe;  and  upon  (he 
refusal  of  any  person,  so  assessed,  to  pay  said  revenue 
as  poll  tax,  or  upon  the  return,  by  the  town  marshal 
hereinafter  provided,  of  any  delinquent  list,  they  may  order 
a  sale  and  conveyance  of  t^e  real  or  personal  estate  of 
said  person,  for  the  payment  of  his  taxes,  after  an  adver- 
tisement of  said  sale  has  been  made :  Provided,  that  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  trustees  so  keep  the  streets  in 
good  repair  for  transportation  and  travel ;  and  for  every 
^ilure  so  to  do,  they  shall,  upon  an  indictment  or  present- 
ment by  the  grand  jury,  be  fined  by  the  Caldwell  circuit 
court  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  pounds,  to  be  collected  of 
them  by  the  sheriff  and  paid  into  the  town  trea8ur}\  They 
shall  have  power  to  declare,  by  their  by-laws,  what  are 
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■aisances  within  said  town,  and  abate  the  same ;  and  may 
impose  fines  and  penalties  apon  whomsoever  may  caase 
them.  They  shall  have  power  to  provide  for  the  organi- 
zation of  a  fire  company,  to  prescribe  their  duties,  and  fix 
fines  and  penalties  for  the  failure  or  refasal  of  any  one  to 
perforin  the  same.  They  shall  have  power  to  erect  a  suit- 
able market  house,  and,  for  that  purpose,  may  jinrchase 
ground,  and  regulate  the  market,  and  appoint  a  market 
master. 

^  5.  That  t<aid  trustees  shall  have  the  control  of  the 
grave-yard  near  said  town ;  and  are  hereby  invested  with 
power  to  add,  by  purchase,  to  said  ground  not  more  than 
ten  acres ;  and  may  lay  off  and  sell  burial  rights  or  lots, 
and  appropriate  the  proceeds  to  improving  and  beautiiy- 
ing  the  grounds ;  and  may,  by  their  by-laws,  impose  a  fine 
not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  upon  any  person  trespassing 
upon  or  injuring  the  grounds  oi*  improvements. 

§  6.  That  they  shall  have  power  over  the  streets,  alleys, 
side-walks,  and  public  squares  in  said  town,  and  it  is 
hereby  made  their  doty,  in  all  that  part  of  said  town  where 
the  same  has  not  been  done,  to  proceed  to  open  streets, 
roads  and  alleys  for  the  convenience  of  the  public,  and  as 
the  wants  of  society  may  require  it ;  and  may  do  this  by 
purchase  from  or  the  consent  ot  property  holders,  or  by 
the  application  of  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees 
to  a  justice  of  the  county  court  for  a  writ  of  ad  qujod  dam- 
num to  open  streets,  roads,  and  alleys,  or  parts  of  the 
same;  said  writ  to  be  issued  upon  the  proper  parties 
being  made,  and  like  proceedings  had  as  provided  by  law 
for  opening  publie  highways  ;  and  upon  payment  of  dam- 
ages assessed,  said  streets,  roads,  and  alleys  to  become 
public  highways,  and  vest  in  said  trustees,  by  order  of 
court,  and  be  under  their  control  and  management :  Pro- 
tndedy  that  no  such  street  or  alley  shall,  in  any  case,  be 
opened  through  any  burial  ground  or  dwelling  house^  nor 
shall  they  be  opened  through  private  grounds,  without  the 
consent  of  the  owner,  unless  the  wants  of  society  re- 
quire it.  '  .     . 

§  7:  That  they  shall,  as  the  wants  of  society  require     Maygradtaad 
and  the  means  in  the  treasury  allow,  grade  and  pave  or   p^^'^trMU.dtc 
maoadamhse  the  streets  in  said  town :  Provided^  that  after 
any  street  shall  have  been  paved  or  macadamized,  they 
■hall  have  power  and  authority  to  cause  the  side* walks  of 
sach  streets  to  be  graded  and  paved,  at  the  expense  of  the 
owners  of  lots  fronting  the  same,  if  said  owners  shall 
refuse  to  do  so  themselves,  after  reasonable  notice  is  given; 
and  the  costs  and  expenses^  so  incurred  by  the  trustees, 
may  be  listed  and  collected  as  other  town  taxes  are  collec* 
ted,  and  a  Hen  upon  such  lots  shall  be  given  to  the  trua- 
teee  for  the  payment  thereof:  Pr<3mded^X\xnlt  in  all  sales  ot' 
lots  for  such  purposes,  or  for  revenue  tax,  by  said  trua* 
tees,  the  owwva  of  the  smde  shall  have  three  years  in' 
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which  to  redeem  them  by  paying  the  purchase  moaey^ 
with  twenty  per  cent,  per  annum  interest  thereon :  Pram- 
ded  further^  that  ixki^LnUy  femes  coverl^  c^nd  persons  ot  on- 
sonnd  mind  shall  have  one  year  after  such  disability  it  re- 
moved to  redeem  the  same. 

§  8.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  pass  by*law}« 
May  nipprata  tor  the  supprcssioh  of  tippling  houses,  bawdy  houses  and 
tiwuns  hovtet,  iiQijges  of  ilji  fame,  gambling  houses,  und  such  other  hous- 
es as  are  the  common  resort  of  idle,  dissolute,  and  disor- 
derly persons ;  to  prohibit  all  retailers  of  spirituous  liquors 
from  retailing  the  same  ;  and  by  providing  and  enforcing 
adequate  penalties,, to  punish  all  riots,  disorders,  drunken- 
ness, and  breaches  of  the  peace,  and  any  indecent  or  licen- 
tious behavior. 

§  9.  That  they  shall  have  power  to  provide  for  taxing 
any  store,  grocery,  or  retail  establishment  that  may  be 
commenced  or  opened  at  any  time  subsequent  to  the  day 
filed  for  the  annual  assessment.  They  shall  have  poyrer 
to  tax  peddlers,  auctioneers,  in  addition  to  the  tax  now 
imposed  by  law,  not  exceeding  one-fourth  of  one  per  ctfnt. 
upon  all  public  sales  of  goods^  wares,  and  merchandise, 
and  to  require  them  to  take  out  licenses,  under  such  re- 
strictions and  penalties  as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce 
such  tax  ;  as  well  as  the  power  to  tax  and  license  agen- 
cies of  insurance,  ^hows,  exhibitions,  theatrical  perform- 
ances, concerts,  and  all  places  of  public  amusement  where 
money  is  charged  for  the  admission  to  the  same:  Pro- 
tdded,  scientific  and  literary  lectures  shall  be  exempt  from 
tax. 

$  10.  They  shall  have  power  to  tax,  and  the  exclusive 
right  to  license,  all  taverns,  houses  of  entertainment,  coffee 
houses,  retailers,  victuallers,  confectioners,  houses  of  pub- 
lic resort,  and  also  all  merchants,  druggists,  or  other  person, 
to  sell  spirituous  liquors  in  quantities  not  less  than  a  quart, 
in  said  town,  such  sums  as  they  may  provide  :  Prtmded^ 
that  the  state  tax  upon  taverns  and  merchants  license 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  clerk  of  the  Caldwell  county  court 
in  the  same  amount  that  is  now  provtdod  by  law :  Prom- 
ded  further^  the  privilege  to  sell  spirituous  liquors  shall  not 
be  implied  or  embraced  in  any  license  to  keep  a  tavern  as 
heretofore,  nor  in  any  license  to  keep  a  coffee  house^ 
boarding  house,  restaurant,  or  other  place  of  entertain- 
ment licensed  by  the  trustees,  unless  the  said  trustees 
shall  deem  it  expedient  so  to  do,  and  shall  specify  said 
privilege  in  said  license. 

§  11.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  in  the  town  of 
Princeton  shall  presume  to  keep  a  tavern,  coffee  or  ex- 
change house,  or  exhibit  any  show  whatever  without  hav* 
ing  first  obtained  a  license*  as  directed  by  this  act,  he,  she, 
or  they,  so  offending,  shall  be  subject  to  pay  a  fine  of  fifl^ 
dollars  for  every  such  offense,  to  be  recovered  by  an  action 
of  debt  before  the  police  judge  of  said  town. 
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(  12*  That  9{kid  trastees  shall  appoint  a  olerk,  a  treasur* 
er,  and  assessor  of  tax,  being  citizens  of  said  town,  whose 
tera>  of  office  shall  continue  one  year,  unless  removed  by 
said  board ;  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  keep  records  of 
the  proceediogs  properly  belonging  to  their  respective  offi- 
eee ;  to  enter  into  such  bonds  for  the  faithful  discbarge  of 
their  duties  as  said  board  may  prescribe  ;  and  such  com- 
pensation may  be  alk>wed  them  for  their  services  as  may 
be  fixed  by  the  trustees. 

§  13.  A  police  judge  and  town  marshal  shall  be  elected, 
annually,  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  town,  and  hold 
their  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  until  their  sue* 
ceBCM>r8  are  elected  and  qualified,  in  like  manner,  and  at 
the  same  time  of  electing  trustees.  The  polls  of  the  elec- 
tion of  police  judge  and  town  marshal  shall  be  returned 
to  the  cottaity  court  of  Caldwell  county ;  and  the  said  coun- 
ty eourt  shall  certify  the  result  df  the  election  so  far  as  the 
election  of  police  judge  is  concerned  to  the  governor  of 
the  state,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  issue  a  commission  for 
the  person  elected  to  the  office  of  police  judge,  and  who 
shall  be  a  judicial  officer,  to  be  styled  '*The  Police  Judge 
of  the  Town  of  Princeton." 

§  14.  The  police  judge  shall,  before  he  enters  on  the 
duties  of  his  office,  take  an  oath  before  some  justice  of 
the  peace  or  judicial  officer  of  Caldwell  county  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  his  said  office  faithfully  and  impartially,  to  the 
best  of  his  ability,  without  favor  or  affection,  together  with 
such  other  oaths  as  other  public  officers  may  be  required  by 
law  and  the  constitution  to  take.  The  said  police  judge 
shall  have  jurisdiction  within  said  town  and  county  of 
civil  causes,  to  the  same  extent  that  justices  of  the  peace 
now  have  or  may  hereafter  have  in  this  state ;  and  shall 
have  the  same  jurisdiction  of  crimes  and  misdemeanors, 
committed  within  said  town  and  county,  as  two  justices 
of  the  peace  now  have ;  and  shall  have  full  jurisdiction 
within  said  town  of  all  the  offenses  against  the  by-laws 
aad  ordinances  of  said  town ;  and  shall  have  power  to 
enter  judgments  and  issue  executions  for  all  fines  and 
penalties  for  such  oflfonmes.  He  shall  have  power  to  grant 
attachments,  and  injunctions,  and  writs  of  Tie  execU^  to  the 
same  extent  as  the  justices  of  the  peace  selected  by  the 
county  court  now  have.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  police 
jodge  to  keep  a  record  of  his  proceedings,  copies  of  which 
shaU  be  evidence,  to  the  same  extent  and  for  the  same 
purpose  that  copies  of  the  records  of  justices  of  the  peace 
now  we.  He  snail  have  power  to  issue  subpmnas  for  wit- 
UMMM,  and  other  process  to  compel  attendance  (Mf  witness- 
es i>efere  him,  and  to  punish  all  contempts  against  his 
authority  by  fines  not  exceeding  five  dollars  in  each  case. 
He  shall  have  power  to  order  the  marshal  or  other  officer 
to  sQftHMn  a  jury,i«  cases  ctgnifatble  before  him,  when  a 
jury,  ie  rai|iiired  by  lav.;  bs«hall  lAve  power  to  tadn  and 
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certify  depositions,  sm  justices  of  the  peace  and  examiners 
now  have,  which  shall  be  allowed  to  be  read  as  deposi- 
tions are  now  allowed  to  be  read,  which  are  taken  before 
and  certified  by  justices  or  examiners.  He  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  following  fees,  viz:  for  a  peace  warrant,  fifty  cents; 
for  a  warrant  in  cases  of  riot,  rout,  or  unlawful  assembly,  or 
breach  of  the  peace,  fifty  cents ;  for  a  warrant  fpr  a  viola- 
tion of  any  by-law  or  ordinance  of  said  town,  where  the 
trustees  of  the  town  are  plaintiffs,  twenty-five  cents  ;  for 
swearing  a  jury  and  presiding  over  a  trial,  fifty  cents  ;  for 
subpoenas  twelve  and  a  half  cents  each ;  for  original  judg- 
ments, in  all  civil  cases,  twelve  and  a  half  cents  ;  all  other 
fees  shall  be  the  same  as  those  of  justices  of  the  peace 
for  like  services,  and  shall  have  •power  to  collect  in  the 
same  way.  He  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  ail  cases  of 
motions  and  suits  against  the  treasurer,  marshal,  clerk,  or 
other  officers  of  said  town,  for  all  sums  of  money  received 
and  paid  out  by  them,  whenever  required  by  any  one  to 
take  cognizance  thereof. 

$  15.  Appeals  from  all  judgments  rendered  by  said  police 
judge,  in  civil  cases,  shall  be  allowed  to  an}'  party,  under 
the  same  rules  and  regulations,  and  to  tbe  same  tribunals, 
as  appeals  are  now  allowed  from  judgments  of  justices 
6f  the  peace  in  like  cases. 

§  16.  The  marshal  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  per- 
form the  same  duties,  and  be  liable  to  the  same  penalties 
that  constables  of  this  commonwealth  are  now,  by  law,  or 
may  hereafter  be  authorized  to  perform,  or  be  subject  to ; 
and  said  marshal,  before  he  enters  on  the  duties  of  his  office, 
shall  take  an  oath  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty, 
in  the  county  court  of  Caldwell  county;  and  shall  execute 
a  bond,  with  one  or  more  good  sureties,  to  be  approved  by 
said  county  court,  in  the  penalty  of  three  thousand  dollars, 
payable  to  the  commonwealth  o;f  Kentucky,  with  a  condi- 
tion similar  to  a  bond  a  constable  is  bound  to  execute ;  and 
the  same  ma}*-  be  put  in  suit,  for  a  failure  to  perform  the 
conditions  of  said  bond,  by  any  person  injured,  in  the  same 
manner  as  suits  are  now*  authorized  to  be  brought  on  a 
constable's  bond  ;  and  said  marshal  shall  also  be  subject 
to  a  motion  against  him  and  his  surety,  before  said  police 
judge,  for  a  failure  to  pay  over  money  to  the  person  enti- 
tled to  receive  the  same,  under  the  same  rules,  regulatiotis, 
and  restrictions  as  motions  are  authorized  to  be  made 
against  defaulting  constables.  He  shall  collect  all  ta<es 
of  said  town,  and  other  demands  in  any  part  of  said  coun- 
ty, that  may  be  put  in  his  hands  to  collect,  and  account  for 
and  pay  over  the  same  to  who8o#ver  may  be  entitled' 
thereto,  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations  required  by 
law  of  sheriffs  in  the  collection  of  taxes,  and  of  constables 
in  the  collection  of  executions  and  other  demands.

§  17.  That  all  fines  and  forfeitures  for  violation  of  the      friuMtogotv 
ordinances  of  said  town,  in  all  cases  cognizable  before    tiMtown. 
the  police  judge,  shall  be  collected  and  paid  into  the  treas- 
ury for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  town. 

§  18.  That  all  contracts  entered  into  by  or  with  the  form-  contracu  wiu 
er  trustees  of  Princeton,  shall  be  binding  and  obligatory  Sindrng.^"**^ 
pn  the  trustees  to  be  elected  under  this  act. 

6  10.  That  the  election  of  trustees,  police  judge,  and  HoweiecuoM 
town  marshal  shall  be  conducted  by  the  town  clerk,  and 
one  or  more  of  the  trustees  in  office  at  the  time  of  such 
election,  or  by  such  other  persons  as  may  be  appointed  by 
the  board  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  be  held  at  such  place 
as  may  bythe  board  be  designated;  and  after  thejpoUs 
shall  have  been  closed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  ofncera 
conducting  the  election  to  return  the  same  to  a  board  of

§  20.  That  if  the  owner  or  hirer,  or  any  person  who  suvn  not  u» 
has  the  legal  control  and  custody  of  any  slave,  shall  suf-  uim/^'  ^^'^ 
fer  or  permit  said  slave  to  hire  his  or  her  own  time  in  the 
town  of  Princeton,  or  go  at  large  and  act  for  himself  or 
herself  in  said  town,  the  police  judge  shall,  at  the  instance 
of  the  trustees  or  the  marshal,  and  in  pursuance  of  an  or- 
dinance passed  by  the  board  of  trustees  against  the  same, 
issue  his  warrant  against  the  owner  or  hirer,  or  person  how  iMnitted 
who  has  the  legal  control  of  said  slave,  to  appear  and 
flhow  cause  why  judgment  shall  not  be  had  against  him 
or  her  for  such  offense ;  which  warrant  may  be  executed 
by  the  town  marshal  or  any  constable ;  and^upon  the  re- 
turn of  the  same,  a  jury  shall  be  impanneled  by  said 
judge ;  q^nd  if  the  jury  shall  find  that  the  defendant  or 
defendants  to  said  warrant  sufiered  and  permitted  said 
slave  to  hire  his  or  her  own  time,  or  go  at  large  and  act

vided^  that  if  said  owner  or  hirer  of  any  slave  be  unknown, 
or  a  non-resident  of  the  commonwealth,  the  police  judge 
may  order  the  slave  to  be  hired,  out  by  the  marshal  from 
month  to  month,  for  the  benefit  of  said. town,  until  the 
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1864,        owner  can  be  Asoertaiaed :  And  provided  jurtker,  tliat  pro- 

-  ce80  against  such  owner  or  birer,  defendant,  may  be  eent 

to  and  executed  in  any  other  county. 

(  21.  That  in  the  event  of  the  office  of  poliee  judge  or 

vac«Dci«t,  how    marshal  being  vacated  by  death,  removal,  or  resignation, 

filled.  iiien  the  proper  officers  may  proceed,  as  in  the  nineteenth 

section  of  this  act  is  prescribed,  to  hold  an  election  to  fill 
such  vacancy — after  at  least  ten  days  notice  thereof  shall 
have  been  given  by  public  advertisement  at  three  of  the 
most  public  places  in  said  town. 

§  S2.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  coming  in  conflict 
with  this  act,  and  inconsistent  with  the  samie,  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed  so  far  as  this  act  is  con-

CHAPT£E  MS. 

AN  ACT  to  Rmeiid  the  act,  «Dtitl«d,  ao  act  to  iDCorporate  tht  Town  of 

Jamestown,  in  Campbell  eountj. 

Whereas,  it  is  represented  to  the  present  general  assem- 
bly that  the  proprietors  of  the  town  of  Jamestown,  in 
Campbell  county,  have  conveyed  to  the  trustees  of  said 
town  and  their  successors,  for  the  use  of  said  town,  a 
part  of  the  esplanade  in  front  of  said  town,  together  with 
all  ferry  rights  and  privileges  incident  thereto ;  and  where- 
as, said  trustees  have  purchased  the  steam  ferry  boat  now^ 
running  between  said  town  and  the  town  of  Fulton,  in 
Ohio,  and^  are  indebted  for  the  same,  and  the  inhabitants 
of  said  town  are  desirous  that  said  debt  should  be  paid — 
now,  therefore,  to  enable  the  trustees  of  isaid  town  to  pay 
off  the  debt  aforesaid, 
§  1.  Beii  enacted  bg  ike  General  AssemUy'of  the  Common- 
Tnttuea  may    wddth  of  KeTducky^  That  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  James- 
to'p«7rorfer7r    town,  in  Campbell  county,  or  their  successors  in  office,  a 
^*'-  miyority  concurring,  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 

borrow  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  on  the  credit  of  the  cor- 
poration, not  exceeding  three  thousand  five  hundred  dol- 
lare,  for  any  term  of  time  not  exceeding  ten  years,  at  a 
rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent,  per  annum — 
the  interest  to  be  paid  semi-annually.    They  may  issue  a 
certificate  or  certificates,  signed  by  the  president  of  the 
board  and  attested  by  their  clerk,  binding  said  town  for 
the  payment  of  any  sum  borrowed ;  and  may  pledge  any 
of  the  corporation  property  for  the  payment  of  the  same, 
or  the  future  taxes  of  the  said  town  for  the  payment  of  the 
interest  thereon.

town,  which  shall  be  uniform  on  every  description  of  prop- 
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erty  avsessed,  bat  not  to  exceed  thirty:  cents»  annually,  on 
each  one  handred  dt)llar0  of  property  valaed,  to  be  appro- 
priated by  them  to  sucb  purposes  as  they  may  deem  ad- 
ranlageous  to  said  town:  Provided^  they  shall  only  tak 
such  Teal  and  personal  estate  as  are  now  subject  to  taxa- 
tion by  the  revenue  laws  of  this  commonwealth. 

§  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  trustees,  within 
two  weeks  after  their  election,  to  appoint  a  person  who 
shall  be  bona  fide  a  housekeeper  and  owner  of  real  prop- 
erty in  said  town,  assessor,  which  assessor,  being  so  ap- 
pointed, shall  take  an  oath  before  any  justice  of  the  peace 
in  Campbell  county  fairly  and  impartially  to  assess  the 
raluation  of  all  the  property,  both  real  and  personal,  sub- 
ject to  tnxation  within  the  town,  codling  to  his  knowledge, 
according  to  the  best  of  his  skill  and  ability ;  and,  thereup- 
on, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  assessor  to  proceed  imme- 
diately to  assess  and  value  all  the  property,  both  real  and 
personal,  subject  to  taxation,  making  out  two  fair  lists 
thereof,  one  list  to  contain  the  personal  propeMy,  and  the 
other  list  fihall  be  after  the  follo^aang  form :

The  correctness  of  which  lists  shall  be  certified  by  said 
assessor,  and  delivered  to  the  board  of  trustee's  within 
thirty  days  after  his  qualification  as  assessor ;  who  shall 
be  allowed  by  the  trustees  what  they  shall  deem  a  fair 
compensation  for  his  services.  And  immediately  after  cterk*«4uUM. 
such  assessment  shall  have  been  received  by  ssiid  board, 
the  town  clerk  shall  make  out  a  tax  bill  agaiAst  each  per- 
son assessed  with  taxes,  specifying  therein  each  item  of 
taxation,  the  value  thereof,  and  the  tax  imposed;  and 
when  the  taxes  are  levied  upon  property  against  persons 
unknown,  then  a  separate  bill  shall  be  made  out  for  each 
species  of  property  taxed,  all  of  which  shall  be  sighed  by 
said  clerk,  officially,  and  delivered  to  a  collector  by  said 
trustees  to  be  appointed,  or  to  the  sheriff  of  Campbell 
county,  who  is  hereby  authorized  to  collect  the  same,  with- 
in teti  days,  after  the  same  are  ordered  to  be  made  out  by 
said  board,  taking  the  receipt  of  the  collector  or  sheriff  for  the 
grosf  amount  of  the  taxes  contained  in  said  bills.  The  col* 
lector  or  sheriff,  upon  receiving  said  tax  bills,  shall  give 
ptmlic  notice,  in  a  newspaper  in  the  county  and  by  posting 
up  notices  hi  at  least  three  public  places  in  said  town,  that 
the  Xikt  bills  for  tbe  taxes  of  the  current  year  are  in  his 
hands,  and  payment  of  taxes  is  required  to  be  made  on  or 
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1854.  before  the  first  day  of  August  thereafter ;  after  which  time 
there  shall  be  added  fifteen  per  cent,  to  the  taxes  contain- 
ed in  the  tax  bills  then  iinpaid.  The  said  collector  or 
sherifi*  shall  deliver  the  tax  bills  to  the  persons  paying  the 
tax,  indorsing  thereon,  '^received  payment,"  and  sign  the 
same  ofiicially ;  and  within  five  days  after  said  first  day 
of  August,  the  collector  or  sherifi*  shall  indorse  the  remain- 
ing tax  bills,  if  any,  in  his  hands,  'delinquent,"  and  sign 
the  same  as  aforesaid,  and  return  them  to  the  town  clerk, 
who  shall,  thereupon,  enter  a  credit  for  the  same  on  the 
collector's  or  sherifi^'s  receipt,  and  then  add  to  said  tax 
bills  fifteen  per  cent.,  and  re-place  the  same  in  the  hands 
of  the  collector  or  sherifi'  fpr  collection,  taking  a  receipt 
for  the  amount  thereof.  The  said  coHector  or  sherifi"  im- 
mediately upon  receiving  said  tax  bills,  shall  proceed  to  the 
collection  of  the  taxes  therein  contained,  from  the  person 
or  persons  owing  the  same;  and  for  that  purpose,  shall  be 
aiXQ  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  diistrain  upon  all  personal 
property  wjbich  he  may  find  in  said  town  belonging  to  the 
delinquents,  or  so  much  as  may  be  pecessary  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  tax,  per  cent,  and  costs,  and  dispose  of  the 
same,  by  sale  in  the  same  manner  that  sheriffs  are  author- 
ized to  do  in  collecting  the  county  levy ;  and  no  personal 
property  shall  be  exempt  from  said  distress.  In  the  event 
no  personal  property  can  be  found  by  said  collector  or 
sheriff,  then,  for  the  taxes  levied  on  t^e  real  estate,  he 
shall  proceed  to  sell  the  same,  or  so  much  thereof  aa  may 
be  necessary  to  pay  the  tax,  per  cent.,  and  costs,  in  the 
same  manner  that  sheriffs  are  authorized  to  do  in  selling 
real  estate  by  virtue  of  an  execution,  except  there  shall 
be.  no  valuation  ;  and  the  property  shall  be  sold  in  front  of 
the  house  in  which  the  trustees  usually  meet  in  said  town; 
and  widitin  six  days  thereafter,  the  said  collector  or  sherifl' 
shall  make  a  full  rerum  of  said  sale,  specifying  therein  a 
proper  description  of  the  property,  the  names  of  the  own- 
ers and.  purchasers,  the  amount  sold  for,  together  with  a 
copy  of  the  advertisement  to  the  town  clerk,  who  shall 
record  the  same  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  file 
away  and  careftiliy  preserve  the  said  proceedings  among 
the  papers  of  his  office.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
trustees  of  said  town,  at  any  time  the  same  may  be  de- 
manded, after  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  day  of 
such  sale,  to  make  a  conveyance  to  the  purchaser,  his 
heirs  or  assigns,  of  the  property  by  him  purchased  at  such

noted  and  entered  on  the  book's  of  said'  trustees  :    And      "" 
provided  further y  that  all  infants,  femes  covert^  and  persons 
of  unsound  mind,  shall  have  two  years  from  the  time  their 
respective  disabilities  shall  have  been  removed,  to  redeem 
their  land  or  lots  sold  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
shall  not  be  charged  with  any  interest  only  from  the  time 
of  removal  of  their  respective  disabilities  aforesaid.     For    compcnMiion 
collecting  taxes  the  collector  or  sheriff  shall  be  allowed 
such  compensation  as  the  trustees  may  think  proper,  to  be 
paid  by  the  town,  and  twenty-five  cents  for  each  levy  on 
personal  property,  and  twenty-five  cents  for  each  certifi- 
cate of  real  estate — ^both  fees  to  be  taxed  as  costs  and  ad- 
ded  to  the  tax  bills. 

§  4  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  collector  or  sheriff  as  the 
case  may  be,  to  pay  over  the  taxes  as  fast  as  collected  to  a 
treasurer,  by  said  trustees  to  be  appointed)  and  to  make 
fult  return  of  said  taxes  to,  and  settlement  thereof  with,  the 
trustees  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  October  rlext  fol- 
lowing; and  i^  said  collector  or  sberifT  shall  fail  to  make 
return  and  settlement,  as  aforesaid,  of  all  taxes  which  are 
in  his  hands  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  October, 
then  he  and  his  securities  shall  be  liable,  severally  as  well 
as  jointly,  to  judgrhent  upon  motion  before  any  justice  in 
said  county  of  Cart)pbell,  for  the  amount  of  the  taxes  con- 
tained in  said  tax  bills,  which  are  unpaid  over  to  the  treasur- 
rer,  and  unaccounted  for  to  the  trustees,  together  with  ten 
per  cent,  damages ;  and  in  ten  days  after  the  T^ndition  of 
said  judgment,  if  the  same  shall  not  be  paid,  the  justice 
rendering  the  judgment  shall  issue  execution  against  the 
estate  of  the  defendants  to  the  sheriff*  of  the  county,  in  the 
event  that  said  sheriff*  is  not  the  collector  for  said  town  ; 
bat  should  said  sheriff*  be  the  collector,  then  said  execution 
shall  b^  directed  to  the  coroner  of  the  county,  who  shall 
proceed  thereon  in  the  same  manner,  and  be  liable  to  the 
same  penalties,  as  if  the  execution  had  issued  from  the 
clerk^s  office  of  the  circuit  court ;  which  penalties  may  be 
enfoW^ed  and  recovered  in  the  justices^  court ;  and  said 
execution  shall  be  indorsed  *^no  security  of  any  kind  to  be 
taken;"' and  the  sheriff*  or <;oroner  governed  accordingly; 
and  there  shall  be  no  valution  of  the  property  levied  upon 
by  said  execution.  Five  days  notice  shall  be  sufficient  to 
the  collector  or  sheriflT,  and  his  securities,  to  authorize 
judgments ;  and  there  may  be  an  abatement  as  to  any 
one  or  more  of  the  parties  not  served  with  notice,  and 
judgment  against  the  rest.  The  right  of  appeal  from  said 
judgment  shall  exist  to  the  circuit  court  upon  the  same 
principles  that  govern  appeals  from  justices  of  the  peace 
in  ordinary  cases. 

§  5.  That  the  citizens  of  the  town  of  Jamestown,  in 
Campbell  countyi  shall  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to 
elect  a  p6lice  judge  in  said  town,  on  the  first  Monday  in 
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1854.        August,  1654,  and  on  the  same  day  of  every  fourth  year

office  faithfuiiy  and  impartially,  to  the  best  of  his  ability, 
without  favor  or  affection  to  any  one,  together  witb 
Hte  jiiriidi&  'tich  oaths  as  public  officers  are  usually  required  to 
tioB  and  powers   take.      Said  judge  shall  have  jurisdiction   within   said 

town    of  Jamestown   of  all   misdemeanors,   and  of   qII 
causes,  eivil,  criminal,  or  penal,  in  which  justices  of  the 

Ceace  have  jurisdiction ;  that  in  criminal  or  penal  cases 
e  shall  have  the  jurisdiction  given  by  law  to  two  justices 
of  the  peace,  and  shall  proceed  in  the  same  manner  that 
justices  of  the  peace  are  required  toprocee.d  in  such  cases; 
he  shall  have  full  authority  to  require  bail,  and  -receive  the 
acknowledgment  and  execution  of  recognizances  of  bail, 
in  all  cases  originating  before  him,  in  which  bail  is  or  may 
hereafter  be  authorized  or  required  by  law ;  and  such  re- 
cognizance shall  be  taken  in  such  form,  and  be  returned 
in  sueh  manner  as  is  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by 
the  several  laws  authorizing  or  requiring  bail.  He  shall 
be  a  conservator  of  the  peace,  and  have  jurisdiction  pver 
affrays,  assaults  and  batteries,  riots,  routs,  breaches  of  the 
peace,  and  unlawful  assemblies ;  all  cases  of  indictment  or 
immoral  behavior  or  conduct  calculated  to  disturb  the  peace 
and  dignity  of  said  town  ;  of  all  cases  of  drunkenness,  pro- 
fane swearing,  running  horses,  tiring  guns,  pistols,  makmg 
reports  by  burning  powder  or  crackers,  throwing  or  burn- 
ing fire  balls,  blowing  horns,  ringing  bells,  crying  aloud  by 
day  Or  by  night,  and  all  other  riotous  conduct  whatever, 
within  said  town ;  all  of  which  are  hereby  declared  mis- 
demeanors. He  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  ofienses  or 
causes  arising  out  of  the.  by-laws  and  ordinaces  passed  by 
the  board  of  trustees  for  the  enforcement  of  tha  powers 
granted  to  them  by  law.  He  shall  have  power  to  order  the 
marshal  to  summon  a  jury  in  any  case  cognizable  before 
him,  when  a  jury  would  be  required  before  the  circuit 
court  or  a  justice  of  the  peace;  and  in  all  cases  where  the 
amount  of  fine  is  over  sixteen  dollars  sixty^six  and  two* 
th|rd  cents,  and  is  not  fixed  by  law,  the  sum  shall  be  ascer- 
tained by  the  verdict  of  a  jury.  He  shall  have  power  to  issue 
summons  for  witnesses  in  cases  pending  before  him,  and» 
upon  their  failure  to  attend,  may  award  compulsory  process 
to  compel  their  attendance ;  and  he  shall  have  power,  wuth 
out  the  intervention  of  a  jury,  to  fine  or  imprison  for  con* 
tempts:  ProvideJ^  the  fine  does  notexceed  ten  dollars,  or  im* 
pfisonment  twelve  hours.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  him  to  take 
depositions,  and  certify  the  same,  when  they  ar^  to  be  r^ad 
as  evidencein  any  cause  pending  in  any  court  in  this  coio- 
mon wealth.  He  shall  have  full  power  and  antboritv  to 
graat  iifiQActionf ,  restraining  orders  against  absent  defend* 
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ants,  writs  of  ne  exeat  and  habeas  corpus^  ander  the  same        1854. 

rules  and  regulations  p/escribed  by  the  several  acts  au-         ' 

thorizing  certain  justices  of  the  county  court  to  grant  in- 
junctions, writs  of  ne  exeat,  and  habeas  corpus.  He  shall 
have  full  power  to  administer  oaths  in  all  cased  wherein 
justices  of  the  peace  are  authorized  and  required  so  to  do^ 
He  shall  keep  a  record  of  his  proceedings,  a  certified  copy 
of  which  shall  be  evidence  in 'all  courts  of  justice,  and 
have  the  same  effect  as  the  record  of  a  justice  of  the 

teace;  and  shall,  in  all  matters  not  herein  mentioned, 
ave  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  justices  of  the  peace, 
and  be  governed  by  the  same  laws  and  regulations*  All 
trials  before  the  police  judge  shall  be  held  and  had  in  the 
t6wn  of  Ji^mestown. 

§  6.  The  police  judge  shall  issue  process  in  the  name  of 
the  oomroonwealth,  as  other  warrants,  and  make  them  re- 
turnable before  himself  as  police  judge  of  Jamestown; 
the  rame  shall  be  directed  to  the  marshal,  pr  any  constable 
or  sheriff  of  Campbell  county,  and  shall  be  executed  and 
returned  by  the  marshal,  constable,  or  sheriff,  as  the  case 
may  be,  under  the  same  penalties  as  other  process  from 
justices  of  the  peace.    In  all  prosecutions  before  the  police 
judge,  in  case  the  defendant  or  defendants  are  acquitted, 
the  person  at  whose  instance  the  prosecution  was  instituted 
•halt  be  liable  for  costs,  as  may  be  adjudged  in  favor  of 
the  defendant  or  defendants ;  and  in  case  of  a  conviction 
the  defendant  or  defendants  shall   pay  the  costs.  'The   Hit 
police  judge  shall  be  entitled  to  ^  fee  of  one  dollar  for  a 
peace  warrant,  or  a  warrant  for  a  riot,  rout,  tor  breach  of  the 
peace,  or  unlawful  assembly,  or  affray,  or  any  misdemean- 
or, or  for  a  breach  of  any  of  the  laws  in  relation  to  the 
town  of  Jamestown,  or  any.  by-laws  pr  ordiuances  of  the 
board  of  trustees ;  he  shall  be  allowed  fifty  cents  for  ail 
injunctions,  restraining  orders  against  absent  defendants, 
writs  of  ne  exeat  or  habeas  corpus,  respectively ;  he  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  for  all  orders  of  sale; 
twelve  and  a  half  for  a  subpoena,  and  fifteen  cents  for  a 
certificate ;  and  in  all  other  cases  his  fees  shall  be  the 
fame  as  those  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  like  9ei*vices ; 
Frocided  however^  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  au- 
thorize said  police  judge  to  have  concurrent  jurisdiction, 
in  coounon  law  cases,  wi^h  justices  of  the  peace,  ex6ept 
in  cases  of  emergei)cy,  when  a  justice  or  justices  of  the 
peace  cannot  be  bad  without  endangering  the  applicant; 
then  and  in  that  case,  the  police  judge  shall  h^ve  full  pow- 
er as  heretofore  granted  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  sections  of 
tbi^  act- 

§  7.  That  all  the  fines  and  forfeitures  for  a  violation  of     j^n  ^q^  coi- 
the  ordinances  or  by*laws  of  said  town,  and  in  all  oases   {IJ^^ai^J^ 
cognizable  before  the  police  judge,  shall  be  collected  and 
.paid  to  the  treasurer  ol  said  board  of  trusteesj  for  the  use 
and  beAttftt  o[  said  town ;  and  all  moneys  coliected  by  a 
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1854.        judgment  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  a  violation  of  any 

of  the  ordinances  or  by-laws  of  said  town,  committed 

within  the  limits  of  said  town,  shall  in   like  manner  be 

paid  over  to  the  treasurer. 

§  8.  The  marshal  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voterts

elected.  [g  elected,  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations,  and  shall 

hold  his  office  the  same  length  of  time  that  the  police 

aMdutieflind  judge  is  authorized  to  hold  office  under  this  act;  before  he 

powerji.  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  take  an  oath 

faithfully  to  discharge  his  duties  as  marshal,  and  shall  give 
bond  with  approved  security,  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  two 
thousand  dollars,  conditioned  faithfully  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  his  office,  and  may  contain  any  condition  that 
the  board  of  trustees  for  said  town  may  think  proper  or 
right  to  require ;  he  shall  have  full  power  within  the  coun- 
ty of  Campbell,  to  serve  all  process  and  precepts  to  him 
directed  by  the  police  judge,'and  make  due  return  thereof 
He  shall  have  full  power,  within  the  county  of  Campbell, 
if  so  ordered  by  the  board  of  trustees,  to  collect  taxes, 
does,  and  demands  of  said  town,  in  the  same  manner  that 
sheriffs  have  to  collect  county  and  state  revenue ;  to  levy 
and  perfect  executions  upon  all  orders  and  judgments  of 
the  police  judge,  serve  and  execute  all  orders  and  notices 
issued  by  the  board  of  trustees,  and  make  due  return  of 
the  same.  He  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  and  per 
cent,  for  collecting  the  tax  of  said  town,  penalties,  and 
forfeitures,  as  sheriffs  and  constables  arc  in  like  cases, 
where  it  is  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  act,  or  order 
of  the  board.  He  shall  be  entitled  to  a  tee  of  one  dollar 
for  serving  a  peace  warrant,  a  warrant  for  riot,  rout,  af- 
fray, or  breach  of  the  peace,  arid  for  all  warrants  where 
fintes  are  to  be  assessed  by  a  jury  before  the  police  judge; 
and  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  summoning  a  jury  which 
may  beimpanneled  before  the  police  judge;  and  a  fee  of 
twenty-five  cents  for  all  other  penalties,  and  forfeitures, 
and  debts,  to  be  tried  before  the  police  judge,  without  a 
jury;  to  a  fee  of  twelve  and  a  half  cents  for  summoning 
a  witness ;  and  to  the  same  fees  from  the  state,  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  treasury  and  county  levy,  foi^  serving  felony 
warrants  and  warrants  against  slaves  for  misdemeanors, 
as  constables  are  for  like  services.  He  shall  collect  all 
executions  and  final  process  placed  in  his  hands  lor  cb!< 
lection,  in  the  same  manner  constables  are  required  by  law 
to  do :  he  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  proceedings  and 
liable  to  the  same  penalties  that  sheriffs  and  constables  are 
in  like  cases,  for  the  non -performance  of  any  of  thd  duties 
enjoined  in  this  act. 

§  9.  That  whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  said  office 
oT  police  judge,  by  death  or  otherwise,  the  citizens  of  said 
tbwn  shall  elect  another  judge  for  the  residue  of  said  term;

§  6.  That  in  case  it  rbali  so  happen  that  an  election  of 
directors  shall  not  be  made  on  any  day  appointed  by  the 
by-laws  of  said  company,  said  company  sball  net  for  that 
cause  be  deemed  to  be  dissolved,  but  such  election  may  be 
kolden,  on  any  day  which  shall  be  appointed, by  the  direc- 
tors of  said  company ;  and  said  directors  shall  have  pow- 
er to  fill  any  vacancy  which  may  occur  by  death  or  othpr- 
wisa.

%  or  a  peiBoa  nan  oonyat  imniu^  th^n  with  bis  .or  I^r  gOjBr* 
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1854.    '    diaD  or  guardians ;  or  in  case  said  lands  be  held  by  tms- 

tecs  of  school  sections,  or  other  trustees  of  estates,  thert 

Procaedingt,    With  such  trustces;  and  ihe  said  executors,  guardians,  and 

Sorted*  ^  ***"    trustees  are  hereby  declared  competent  for  such  estate,  or 

minor,  to  contract  with  said  compai^,  for  the  right  to  use, 
occupy,  and  possess  the  lands  of  such  estates,  minors,  or 
trustees,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  purpose  of  said 
railroad;  and  the  act  and  deed  of  such  executors,  admin* 
istrators,  guardians,  and  trustees  in  relation  thereto,  shall 
pass  the  title  in  said  land  in  the  same  manner  as  if  said  deed 
or  act  was  made  or  done  by  n  legal  ()wner  of  full  age ) 
and  such  executor,  guardian,  or  trustee'  shall  account  to 
those  interested,  upon  their  respective  bond^,  for  the  amount 
paid  him  in  pursuance  of  such  agreement  and  compensa- 
tion. And  if  the  said  parties,  representing  land,  prefer, 
they  may  refer  the  question  of  compensation  to  arbitra- 
tors mutually  chosen,  whose  award,  or  that  of  their  umpire 
in  case  of  disagreement,  shaN  vest  title  according  to  its 
terms.

If  any  such  juror 
shall  fail  to  appear,  or,  by  reason  of  challenge  for 
cause  or  otherwise,  fail  to  sit  on  such  inquest,  the  said 
sheriff  shall  fill  isaid  jury  from  the  by*standers ;  and  if 
they  fail  to  render  a  verdict,  the  said  sheriff  shall  again, 
on  the  same  or  subsequent  •  day,  tmpannel  a  new  jury  or 
jurors  until  a  verdict  be  had.  Such  verdict  and  inquest, 
regularly  certified  by  such  sheriff,  shall  be  returned  to  the* 
office  ot  the  clerk  of  tho  cincuit  e«»irt  of  the  county  in 
which  said  land  may  be,  and  there  remain  among  the  re-

seventy-five  cents,  beside  printer's  fees,  not  exceeding  two 
dollars  in  each  case ;  for  holding  inquest,  five  dollars ;  and 
for  summoning  witnesses,  twenty-five  cents,  each ;  to 
jurors,  seventy  cents  per  diem  each;  which  fees  are  not,

accept  the  sum  tendered,  and  a  verdict  for  the  same 
amount  or.  a  less  sum,  the  costs  shall  be  taxed  to  and 
paid  by  the  owners  of  the  land  upon  which  inquest  ia 
held. 

§10.  That  it  shall  and  maybe  lawful  jfor  any  of  the  goqiiMm  may 
counties  through  whick  said  road  may  pasA,  and  they  are  {^^a  mS!^^ 
hereby  permitted  to  subscribe  and  hold  stock  in  said  com- 
pany upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions,  and  sul^ject  tp 
the  same  restrictions,  with  other  stockholders:  Provided 
however^  ihe^t  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  in  such 
county,  'who  shall  cast  their  votes  as  herein  provided  for, 
shall  be  in  favor  of  the  subscription  of  such  stock,  and 
that  no  one  county  shall  aubscribe  stock  in  said  company 
to  a  larger  amount  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars. 
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*  §  11.  That  whenever  the  company  aforesaid  shall  re« 
(ixktnt  tfafe  coanty  court  of  ftny  county,  through  wluch  said 
road  will  pass,  to  subscribe  the  bonds  of  said  coiinty  for 
any  portion  of  the  capital  stpck  of  said  company,  not  ex* 
ceeding  the  amdunt  hereby  authorized,  the  county  court 
shall,  within  sixty  days  thereafter,  on  a  day  to  be  by  it 
designated,  cause  the  vote  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the

late, and  receive  the  tolls  and  charges  by  them  to  be  re- 
ceived for  transportation  of  persohd  or  property  on  their 
railroad,  or  way,  aforesaid,  hereby  authorized  to  be  con- 
structed, erected,  built,  or  used,  or  any  part  tiiereof. 

§  14.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  will,  or  shall  will- 
fully do,  or  cause  to  be  dMe,  any  act  or  acts  whatsoever 
whereby  any  building,  construction,  or  works  of  said  com- 
pany, or  any  engines,  machine,  or  structure,  or  any  matter 
or  thing  appertaining  to  the  same  shall  be  stopped,  obntraet-

ed^  impeded,  weakened,  injured,  or  destroyed,  the  person        1854. 
or  persons  too  offending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  amisd'e-  • 

meanor,  and  sh^ll  forfeit  and  pay  to  isaid  company  double 
the  amount  of  damages  sustained  by  reason  of  such  of- 
fenses or  injury,  to  be  recovered  in  the  name  of  said  cor- 
poration, with  costs  of  suit,  by  action  of  debt. 

$  15.  That  the  directors  of  said  company  may  require  aowttoekto 
the  payment  of  the  same,  or  sums  subscribed  to  the  capi-  ^  ^^' 
tal  stock  of  said  company^  at  such  times,  and  in  such  pro- 
portions, and  upon  such  conditions  as  they  may  deem  fit ; 
and  in  case  any  stockiiolder  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to 
make  payment  pursuant  to  the  requisition  of  the  board  of 
directors,  the  .stock  of  sucih  stockholders  may  be.  sold  by 
the  directors  of  said  corporation,  at  public  auction,,  after 
the  lapse  of  ninety  days  fron^  the  time  when  the  payment 
became  due,  and  the  surplus  money,  the  avails  of  such 
sale,  after  deducting  the  payments  due,  and  interest  there- 
upon, and  the  necessary  expenses  of  sale,  shall  be  paid 
over  to  such  delinqpent  stockholder. 

§  16.  That  the  property  owned  by  said  company  shall 
at  all  times  be  subject  to  taxation  in  the  same  manner^ 
and  to  the  same  extent,  as  similar  property  owned  by  other 
railroad  companies. 

§  17.  That  if  the  said  railroad  shall  not  be  commenced      wnentbtt  act 
within  'five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  shall    *»*•▼«"• 
not  be  finished  within  this  state  in  ten  years  from  the 
time  of  commencement  thereof,  then  this  act  shall  be  null 
and  void.

§  1 .  Beit  enacted  ^  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
toealth  of  Kentucky^  That  Thomas  Brown,  W.  H.  H.  Tay- 
lor, W.  J.  Walker,  Price  Edrifagton,  and  Edwd.  I.  Bullock, 
and  their  successors,  with  the  stockholders,  shall  be  and 
they  are  hereby  constituted  &  body  politic  aYid  corporate, 
by  the  name  and  style  *of  the  Columbud  Hotel  Company, 
and  by  that  name  are  hereby  ftiade  capable,.in  law,  to  hold 
and  possess  by  gift,  grant,  or  contract,  any  amount  of  prop- 
erty, real,  personal,  or  slaves,  not  exceeding  in  value^sev- 
enty-five  thousand  dollars ;  and  the  same  to  sell,  convey, 
and  dispose  of  at  pleasure ;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  defend 
and  be  defended  in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  state ;  to  make 
and  put  in  force  such  by-laws  and  ordinances  as  may  be 
necessary  for  effecting  and  carrying  out  the  objects  of  their 
incorporation.

Be  il  enacted  -i^  the  General  AssenMy  of  the  Common- 
wealih  of  Kentucky,  That  the  offices  of  police  judge  and 
marshal  are  hereby  created  in  the  iown  of  Washingtoh,  in 
Mason  county. 

§  2.  That  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town  shall,  on  the      Election  or  po- 
first  Monday  in  August,  1854,  and  on  the  first  Monday  in   "^  ^^^ 
August  in  every  fourth  year  thereafter,  elect  a  police  judge 
in  said  town  to  serve  for  four  years,  and  until  his  successor 
is  elected  and  qualified. 

§  3.  The  police  judge  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  gov-  hu  duties  tnd 
emor  ;  and,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his^ office,  !■'*•**«***»" 
he  shall  take  the  oaths  prescribed  by  the  constitution.  He 
shall  have  the  skme  jurisdiction,  in  criminal  and  penal 
cases,  that. two  justices  of  the  peace  have  within  the  lim- 
its of  said  town.  He  shall  have  the  civil  jurisdiction  of 
a  single  justice  of  the  peace  within  the  same  limits;  and 
shall  have  the  same  fees  to  which  justices  of  the  peace  are 
entitled  for  similar  services.

§  5.  The  marshal,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of 
his  office,  shall  take  theciaths  required  by  the  constitution, 
and  shfill  give  bond  and  security  to  the  trustees  of  the  town 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office.

Whereas,  divers  persons  have  associated  themselves  to- 
gether in  the  city  of  Louisville,  in  order  the  better  to  facil- 
itate the  diffusion  of  useful  knowledge  and  to  promote  im- 
provements in  manufactures  and  mechanics  arts,  and  have 
adopted  the  name  of  the  Kentucky  Mechanics'  Institute, 
at  Louisville,  and  have  made  for  themselves  a  constitution 
and  by-laws,  and  have,  under  the  same,  elected  a  presi- 
dent, vice  president,  a  recording  and  a  corresponding  sec- 
retary, a  treasurer  and  actuary,  and  ten  directors,  whose 
term  of  office  will  {expire  on  tiie  first  Tuesday  of  May, 
ld54;  and  said  association  desire  an  act  of  incorporation. 
Therefore, 

§  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CoiTiman- 
weidth  of  Kentucky y  That  the  Kentucky  Mechanics'  Institute, 
at  Louisville,  is  hereby  declared  a  body  politic  and  corpo- 
rate, with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  have  and 
use  a  common  seal  and  the  same  to  alter  and  renew  at 
pleasure,  and  to  have  perpetual  succession  in  its  corporate 
capacity.

AN  ACT  to  chanj^e  the  Eastern  limits  of  the  City  of  Louisville.

embraced  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Louisville.

in  the  county  of  Scott. 

§  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Genei-al  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky,  That  the  present  members  of  Pike 
Lodge,  No.  250,  of  Ancient  York  Masons,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and 
NtmetDd style   Corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  Pike  Lodge»  No.  250, 
sDd    coiponts   of  Ancient  York  Masons,  in  the  county  of  Scott ;  and  by 
powers.  ^^^  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  capable 

to  receive  and  hold,  by  gift,  grant,  purchase,  or  devise,  any 
number  of  acres  of  land  not  exceeding  twenty,  and  any 
kind  and  quantity  of  personal  estate,  and  to  sell,  exchange, 
and  convey  the  same  at  pleasure ;  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  any 
conrt  of  law  or  equity  in  this  state ;  and  to  have  and  use  a 
common  seal,  and  the  same  to  renew  or  alter  at  pleasure. 
§  2.  That  A.  Smith,  Wm.  A.  S.  Whitford,  and  D.  H.  Coulter, 
Ttmtsss  sp.  are  hereby  appointed  trustees  for  said  lodge,  who  shall  hold 
their  office  until  the  24th  of  June,  1854,  and  until  their 
successors  be  duly  elected ;  and  said  Mge  may,  on  the 
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94tlr  of  June,  1854,  and  on  the  same  day  and  month  in 
each  year  thereafter,  elect  seven  of  their  own  body  as 
trustees',  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  one  year,  and  until 
their  eraccessors  are  elected. 

^  3.  All  the  real  or  personal  property  now  belonging  to 
said  lodge  shall  as  fully  and  completely  visst  in  the  trus- 
tees of  said  lodge,  as  if  the  same  had  been  acquired  after 
the  passage  of  this  aot. 

^  4.  The  trustees  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceed* 
ings,  make  rules  and  ^-laws  for  their  own  government ; 
and  in  case  of  the  death  or  removal  of  any  of  the  trustees, 
the  lodge  may  elect  one  or  more,  as  the  case  may  be,  to 
fill  the  vacancy  or  vacancies  created  by  such  death  or  re- 
moval. The  right  to  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  this  act  is 
hereby  reserved  to  the  general  assembly.

CHAPTER  701. 

AN  ACT  UJ  incorporate  the  Third  or  "Walnut  Street  Presbyterian  Church. 

in  the  City  of  Louisville. 

^  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
weidtli  of  Kentucky,  That  Joseph  Gault,  George  Gowans, 
and  Henry  Farley,  and  their  successors  in  office,  be  and 
they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by 
the  name  and  style  of  the  trustees  of  the  Third  or  Walnut 
Street  Presbyterian  Church  in  Louisville,  and  by  that  name 
to  have  perpetual  succession,  wlth^all  the  powers  incident  to 
such  corporations,  for  the  purposes  of  contracting  and  being 
contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  impleading 
and  being  impleaded,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  pro- 
tect and  preserve  the  rights,  titles,  privileges,  and  immu- 
nities of  said  church,  which  now  do,  or  may  or  shall  here- 
after belong  to  the  same  ;^  also  to  buy,  hold,  and  receive 
conveyances  of  any  lot  or  lots  or  other  real  estate,  hot 
exceeding  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  value,  in  the 
city  of  Louisville,  which  may  have  been  or  may  hereafter 
be  purchased  for  the  use  of  said  church,  or  all  such  real 
estate  as  may  hereafter  be  given  or  devised  to  them  for 
the  use  of  the  said  church,  all  of  which  property  shall  pass 
to  them  and  their  successors  in  office  for  ever,  pursuant 
to  (be  desire  or  express  limitation  of  the  donor  or  grantor; 
and  the  aforesaid  trustees,  and  their  successors  in  office,* 
shall  have  power  to  sell  and  convey  any  jreal  estate,  which 
now  has  or  may  hereafter  be  veiled  in  them  for  the  use  of 
said  church,  whenever  instructed  so  to  do  by  two-thirds  pf 
the  members  of  the  said  church :  Provided  however,  that 
such  sale  shall  only  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  re-ianrest* 
ment  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale,  in  real  estate^  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  the  said  ohorch. 
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1854.  §  2-  That  the  aaid  tnmtees  hereby  appointed  shall  mn- 
tinae  ia  office  natil  their  saecessors  are  elected  as  herein- 
after provided,  unless  they  shall  sooner  resign  or  refuse  to 
act,  or  cease  to  be  members  of  the  said  church>  or  to  reside  in 
Jefferson  county,  Kentucky.  That  during  the  present  year  an 
election  shall  be  made  of  successors  to  the  trustees  herein 
named,  which  election  shall  be  made  by  the  male  members 
of  the  congregation  regularly  notified  for  that  purpose,  at 
least  one  week  prior  to  said  election  ;  and  every  second 
year  thereafter  a  new  election  of  trustees  may  take  place 
in  the  same  way.  That  whenever  vacancies  occur  before 
the  time  of  a  stated  election,  an  interim  election  may  be 
made  in  the  same  manner,  by  the  congregation,  to  supply 
such  vacancy ;  and  that  trustees  duly  elected  shall  contin- 
ue to  hold  the  powers  and  discharge  the  duties  of  trustees 
until  their  successors  are  elected. 

§3.  That  a  minority  of  said  trustees  shall  at  all  times  con- 
stitute a  quorum  to  do  business,  and  as  such  it  shall  be  their 
inty  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
keep  a  fair  record  of  their  proceedings i  and  to  appoint  all

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§  1.  Be  U  enacted bj^the  Oeneral  Assembly  cf  the  'Common'  1854. 
toMzOA  of  Kentucky  J  That  upon  the  trustees  o?  Transylvania 
University  executing  bond  with  good  security,  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund,  conifi- 
tioned  to  save  harmless  the  state  of  Kentucky  from  all 
loss  or  payments  on  account  of  said  two  bonds,  and  the 
interest  coupons  thereto  attached,  the  said  commissioners 
shall  be  authorized  to  pay  to  the  trustees  of  Transylvania 
University  the  interest  that  is  now  in  arrear  upon  said 
bonds  and  coupons,  and  issue  a  certificate  to  said  trustees, 
which  shall  not  be  assignable  in  law  or  equity,'and  shall 
entitle  them  to  receive  the  interest  as  it  becomes  due  on 
said  bonds,  and  the  principal  when  it  becomes  due  or  pay- 
able. 

§  2.  That  before  any  payment  by  the  commissioners  of

AK  act  to  authorize  the  Qarrard  Couotj  Court  to  Bubscribe  stock  iu  cer- 
tain tarnpike  read  compaoies. 

§  1.  BeU  enacted  by  the  Cfeneral  Assembly  of  the  CommaH- 
xDMlth  of  Kentucky,  That  the  county  of  Garrard  shall, 
through  its  county  court,  subscribe  one  thousai^d  dollars  to 
the  mile  that  the  Bryantsville  and  Cane  Run  turnpike 
road  runs  in  said  county;  one  thousand  dollars  to  the 
mile  that  the  Lancaster  and  Sugar  creek  ttmipike  road 
runs  in  said  county;  one  thousand  dollars  to  the  mile 
that  the  Lancaster  and  Kentucky  river  turnpike  road  runs 
in  Garrard  county ;  one  thousand  dollars  to  the  mile  that 
the  Mount  Vernon  and  Paint  Lick  turnpike  road  runs  in 
\  said  county ;  one  thousand  dollars  to  the  mile  that  the 

Danville,  Dix  river,  and  Lancaster  turnpike  ro/id  runs  in 
Garrard  county ;  ope  thousand  dollars  to  the  mile  that  the 
Richmond  and  Lancaster  turnpike  road  runs  in  Garrard 
county — ^from  the  road  last  named  is  to  be  deducted  the 
$2,S^0  heretofore  subscribed  to  the  same  by  the  Garrard 
county  eourt-^and  two  thousand  dollars  to  the  Lancaster 
and  Crab  Orchard  turnpike  road,  and  five  hundred  dollars 
to  the  Stanford  and  Lancaster  turnpike  road :  Provided ,  a 
majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  Garrard  eounty,  as  esti- 
mated by  the  number  on  the  books  of  the  commissioner  of 
tax  for  said  county,  returned  in  the  year  1853,  shall  sign 
a  written  petition  requesting  the  subscriptions  authorized 
by  tills  act.  Should  a  majority  ^f  the  voters  of  Gairard 
county  not  request  the  aubscription  naeatiened  i%  this  act 
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1854.  during  the  present  year,  an  effixrt  may  be  made  in  any 
subsequent  year  for  the  same  purpose  before  Ihe  first  day 
of  July,  1863.  A  petition  presented  in  any  subsequent 
year  shall  contain  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  said  county, 
according  to  the  number  contained .  on  the  books  of  the 
commissioner  of  tax  in  t^e  preceding  year ;  and  whenever 
the  court  is  satisfied  that  a  miyority  as  herein  required 
have  signed  such  petition,  the  subscription  shall  be  made 
by  the  Garrard  coanty  court. 

§  2.  The  subscriptions  to  be  made  by  Garrard  coanty, 
as  provided  in  this  act,  shall  be  raised  by  a  tax  levied  on 
the  property  in  Garrard  county  subject  to  be  taxed  to  pay 
the  state  revenue,  of  not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents  on 
the  hundred  dollars  in  any  year,  to  be  collected  and  paid 
to  said  companies  under  the  rules,  regulations, .  and  re- 
strictions hereafter  mentioned. 

§  3.  The  county  court  shall  not  levy  the  tax  and  direct 
its  collection  until  the  company  or  companies  wishing  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  benefit  of  the  coanty  subscription, 
presents  to  the  same  a  record  showing  that  there  has 
been  chosen  and  sworn  in  a  president  and  directors 
as  required  "by  the  several  charters,  a  survey  of  the  road 
or  roads  made  out  by  a  competent  engineer,  with  the  esti- 
mated cost  of  each  section,  which  shall  not  [be  over  one 
mile  nor  under  one  half  mile,  and  their  books  containing

Nichols,  and  John  Culver, 
are  hereby  appointed  commtsaioners  to  Qbtain  subscrip- 
tions to  the  stock  of  the  coipotation  hereinafter  created^ 
who,  or  a  m^prlty  of  them,  may  meet  at  some  convenient

forth  and  stating  the  acts  of  forfeiture  complained  of. 

^11.  The  general  assembly  reserves  tb^  right  to  exam- 
ine into  the  condition  arid  affairs  of  the  institution  by  any 
person  or  persdns,  or  committee  selected  or  appointed  for 
that  purpose  at  any  time,  and  in  such  manner  as  the  gen* 
eral  assembly  shall  think  proper.  And  the  officers  of  the 
institution  are  required  to  report  to  the  secretary  of  state, 
on  the  first  da^  of  January  and  July  of  each  y«ar,  a  full 
aiid  eorrect  statement  of  the  business,  condition,  and  af- 
fairs of  the  institution.

AX  ACT  to  ameod  an  act,  entitled,  "an  act  to  incorpurato  the  tbwn  <»f

^  I.  Be  U  enacted  bv  the  General  A^sewbiy  of  the  Common^

^  I.  BeU  enacted  by  the  Gerveral  Assembly  of  the  Comnum- 
vo^ih  4^  Keniuckyt  Tliat  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town 
of  Cynthiana  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  enlarged  as  fol- 
lows, to-wit :  beginning  at  a  point,  opposite  the  mouth  of 
Flat  run  :  thence  with  Licking  river,  at  high  water  mark, 
on  the  western  bank  thereof,  to  a  point  opposite  the  mouth 
of  Fish-pond  run ;  thence  across  Licking  river,  and  up 
Fish-pond  run,  to  the  Covington  and  Lexington  Railroad ; 
thence  with  the  railroad,  On  the  eastern  side,  to.  William 
T.  Redmon's. north  line;  thence  with  Redmon's  line  to  the 
comer  of  Wall  and  January ;  thence  with  the  line  of  Wall 
and  January^until  it  interesepts  the  old  corporation  line ; 
thence  with  the  old  corporation  line  until  it  reaches  the 
south-east  corner  of  the  lot  of  ground  upon  which  stands 
the  African  phurch ;  thence  in  a  line  parallel  with  main 
street,  northwardly,  crossing  the  grounds  of  John  O.  Hodges, 
to  the  southern  side  of  the  Claysville  roaid ;  thence  with  said 
road,' on  the  southern  side  Uiereof,  to  the  eastern  margin 
of  .said  railroad;,  thence  with  said  railroad  to  the  culvert 
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over  Flat  rao ;  thence  with  Flat  ruo,  and  across  Licking        1854. 
river,  to  the  beginning. 

§  2.  That  the  trastees  of  said  town  are  hereby  invested 
with  the  aathority  to  levy  an  annual  tax,  not  exceeding 
fifty  cents  on  the  head,  on  each  white  male  over  twenty- 
one  years  of  age  residing  in  said  corporate  limits,  and  an 
ad  vialorem  tax  on  all  the  real  estate,  slaves,  and  personal 
estate  in  said  town,  which  are  subject  to  taxation  by  the 
revenue  laws  of  the  state,  except  the  item  of  equalization, 
as  may  be  necessary  to  raise  a  sum  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars  per  annum,  at  the  sound  discretion  of  the 
board  of  trustees. 

§  3.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  shall  not  have  the 
power  to  open  or  improve  streets  or  alleys  within  the  en- 
largement hereby  made  to  the  corporate  limits  of  said 
town,  witiiout  the  consent  of  all  the  property  holders 
whose  property  fronts  on  the  streets  or  alleys  proposed,  or 
that  shall  be  proposed,  to  be  opened  or  improved ;  but  they 
are  hereby  invested  with  the  power  to  compel  the  proper- 
ty holders  to  improve,  by  paving,  macadamizing,  or  otner- 
wise,  any  of  the  old  streets  on  the  plats  of  said  town ) 
and  if  the  trustees,  in  their  wisdom,  shall  think  proper  to 
make  such  improvements  themselves,  they  may  do  so, 
charging  the  property  holders  respectively  whose  property 
fronts  on  said  improvements,  in  proportion  to  the  work  done 
in  front  of  their  property.  And  the  trustees  have  power  .to 
appoprriate  snch  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
open  or  improve  streets  or  alleys  fronting  on  the  property 
of  widows  or  orphans  who  are  unable  to  make  such  im- 
provements, witnout  charging  or  making  them  respon- 
sible for  the  same.

Beit  enacted  by  the  Qenercd  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky^  That  a  company  is  hereby  formed,  for  the 
purpose  of  making  a  turnpike  road  from  the  town  of  Bos- 
ton, in  the  county  of  Jefferson,  to  intersect  with  the  Aiken 
road  at  some  convenient  point. 

^2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fifty  captut  stock, 
thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each ; 
and  subscriptions  may  be  taken  up  by  each  of  the  com- 
missioners hereinafter  named,  for  two  years  aiter  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  unless  the  whole  amount  shall  be  sooner 
taken  up.

on  said  road,  the  same  rates  of  toll  which  are  charged 
and  allowed  to  be  collected  by  the  provisions  of  an 
act  to  charter  the  Louisville  and  Shelby  Turnpike  Road 
Company.  And  it  shall  be  lawful,  when  said  road  shaU 
have  been  completed,  for  the  said  company  to  dispense 
with  said  half  gates,  and  in  lieu  thereof  erect  and  use

§  8.  That  the  general  provisibns  of  said  charter  of  the

§  1.  Be  U  enacted^  the  Gtneral  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth  of  Kentuckyy  That  Edwin  Hawes,  Wm.  P.  Hawes, 
William  Sterrett,  James  L.  Wood,  Wm.  B.  Tyler,  and 
Hiram  Tiayldr,  their  associates,  succeteors,  and  assigns;  be 
and  they  are  hereby  constituted  and  created  a  body  cor- 
pdrate  and  politic,  in  perpetuity,  in  the  county  of  Han- 
cock, by  then  ame  of  the  Hawes  Co^l  Imd  Manufac taring 
Company,  and  by  that  name  and  style  the  said  company 
may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued, 
defend  and  be  defended  in  all  cfourts  and  places ;  may  have 
and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  may  alter,  change, 
or  renew  at  pleasure ;  may  purchase,  hold,  and  em'oy  real 
estate  and  personal  property  of  every  kind  and  descrip- 
tion  whatsoever,  in  the  county  of  Hancock  or  elsewhere, 
and  the  same  may  sell,  dispose  of,  and  convey  at  pleasure; 
and  the  said  corporation  shall  have  the  power  and  right  to

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Lockport. 

^i.  Be  it  enactedby  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommoTiwealth 
(^  Kentucky^  That  the  town  of  Lockport,  in  the  county  of 
uenry,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  incorporated,  with  such 
boundaries,  streets,  alleys,  and  other  public  grounds,  as  is 
exhibited  in  the  plat  of  said  town,  including  all  the  lots^ 
laid  off  by  S.  W.  Hunt,  and  such  other  lots  or  lands  lying 
within  the  limits  of  said  plat,  which  plat  or  a  copy  thereof, 
shall  be  deposited  for  record  in  the  office  of  the  (U^rk  of  the 
Henry  county  court,  on  or  by  the  first  day  of  Af ay,  1854. 

§  2.  That,  hereafter,  the  fiscal,  prudential,  and  municipal 
concerns  of  said  town  be  inveiited  in  five  trustees,  who 
shall  be  elected,  on  the  first  Saturday  in  March,  1854,  and 
ou  the  first  Saturday  in,  March  annually  thereafter,  by  the 
free  white  male  citizens  over  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
and  who  have  vesided  in  said  town  at  least  three  months 
previous  to  said  election ;  said  trustees  shall  hold  their 
office  for  the  term  of  ono  year,  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified ;  the  said  trustees,  before  they 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  shall  take  an  oath 
before  some  justice  of  the  peace,  ^h^  they  will  faithfully 
and  without  favor  or  affection  discharge  the  duties  of 
trustees  while  they  continue  in  office.  That  in  case  a  va« 
cancy  shall  take  place  between  the  times  of  holding  said 
elections,  the  board  shall  have  power  to  fill  said  vacancy. 
No  person  shall  be  ^  trustee  of  said  town  who  is  not  a 
citizen  thereof,  and  who  has  not  been  a  resident  thereof  at 
least  twelve  months  previous  .'to  his  election.  The  said 
trustees,  and  their  successors  in  office,  shall  be  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  to  be  knowii  by  the  name  and  sty^e 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Town  of  Lockport,  and,  by 
that  name,  shall  be  capable  in  law  of  contracting  and 
being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  plead- 
ing and  being  impleaded,  of  answering  and  being  answer- 
ed, of  defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  and 
places ;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  do  all 
things  which  a  town  politic  and  corporate  may  lawfully 
do. 

§  3.  That  said  trustees  may  from  time'  to  time  fix  by 
their  by-laws,  the  times  and  places  of  holding  their  regu- 
lar meetings,  and  also  prescribe  the  mode  in  which  special 
meetings  shal)  be  had  ;  may  inflict  a  penalty  of  not  more 
than  one  dollar  on  any  member  for  non-attendance,  which 
shall  go  to  pa^  the  incidental  expenses  of  said  board, 
and  may  appoint  one  of  their  number  president  of  the 
board. 

$4.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  the  power 
and  authority  to  clear  the  streets,  alleys,  side-walks,  and 
pass-ways  of  all  obstructions ;  and  may  compel  persons 
to  open  any  alley  or  street  which  they  may  nave  closed 
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1854.  without  authority,  and  ivhich  may  appear  upoa  the  plat 
of  said  town ;  to  bcII  any  street  or  alley  which  in  their 
opinion  is  of  no  public  utility,  and  appropriate '  the  pro- 
ceeds to  the  benefit  of  the  town  :  Provided,  that  no  such 
sale  shall  be  made  without  the  consent  of  the  person  or 
persons  between  whose  lots  said  alley  or  street  may  run. 
They  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  j^r^serve  and  pro- 
tect, free  from  incumbrance,  all  the  public  grounds  and 
Abau  Duisan-  iniprovements  in  said  town.  They  snail  have  power  to 
*^**-  remove,  or  caused  to  be  removed  or  abated,  any  nuisance 

or  nuisances  in  said  town,  and  regulate  the  storage  or 
removal  of  any  unwholesome  or  combustible  material  that 
may  injure  the  health,  or  tend  to  dihiinish  the  comfort  or 
security  of  the  citizens,  or  the  security  of  their  property. 
They  shall  also  have  power  and  authority  to  cause  any 
chimneys,  flues,  stove  pipes,  or  fire  places,  that  in  their 
judgment  may  threaten  the  security  of  property,  to  be 
changed  and  repaired,  so  as  to  remove  the  cause  or  dan- 
ger of  insecurity.  They  shall  also  have  power  to  cause 
owners  or  occupiers  of  property,  fronting  on  streets  or 
alleys,  to  keep  said  streets  or  alleys  clear  and  free  from 
filth ;  and  in  all  cases  enumerated  in  this  section,  when 
the  persons  who  should  do  so  fail  or  refuse  to  obey  and 
perform  the  directions  given  in  relation  thereto  by  the 
board  of  trustees,  the  said  trustees  may  have  their  orders 
executed  at  their  own  expense,  and  all  costs  and  charges 
thus  incurred  shall  be  paid  by  those  who  shpuld  have  com- 
plied with  the  directions  in  relation  thereto,  and  may  be 
recovered  by  the  board  of  trustees,  by  warrant  for  the 
same,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  for  the  county  afore- 
said, or  by  suit  in  the  Henry  circuit  court,  as  the  case  may 
be. 
§  5.^  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Lock- 
.TruttMt  may  P^^*^  ^^^'^  hsi^e  the  powcr  to  appoint  annually  a  clerk, 
and^*"*  mcriiS  ^^^essor,  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  for  said  town 
tteirdiStetf        as  maybe  necessary  to  carry  into  efiectthe  laws,  by-latvs, 

rules,  and  regulations  made  for  the  government  and  well- 
fare  of  said  town  and  the  citizens,  and  may  prescribe 
the  respective  duties,  and  afiix  and  pay  the  respective 
salaries  of  said  officers;  they  shall  require  bond  with  suffi- 
cent  security,  in  adequate  penalties,  from  all  ofiicers  ap- 
pointed by  them,  which  bond  shall  be  made  payable  to 
the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  of  Lockport,  and  may 
contain  any  stipulations  and  covenant  that  said  trustees

^  I.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  Ihe  Common" 
weaUh  of  Kentucky^  That  where,  by  law,  contractors  for 
doing  work  or  furnishing  materials  in  the  erection  or  re* 
pair  of  a  building  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  have  a  lien  on 
the  building  or  lot,  sub-contractors  for  doing  snch  work,  or 
for  furnishing  materials,  may  acquire  a  substituted  lien  in 
the  manner  and  for  the  amount  following :  Snch  sub-con- 
tractors may,  at  any  time  after  making  the  sub-contract, 
give  to  the  owner  who  employed  the  original  contractor 
notice  of  his  sub-contract,  the  amount  that  will  be  due  un» 
der  the  same,  and  that  he  claims  a  lien  on  the  building  and 
lot  for  the  same,  and  thereupon  such*  sub-contractor  shall 
be  substituted  to  the  lieu  of  nis  employer,  not  however  ex- 
ceeding the  amount  that  shall  be  due  from  the  owner  to 
the  original  contractor  at  the  time  of  such  notice. 

§  2.  Where  there  are  several  sub-contractors  concerning

§  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Crenet^al  AsserMy  of  the  Common- 
weizUk  of  Kentuckyy  That  Archibald  J.  Alexander,  Wm.  G. 
Culbertson,  J.  W.  Menzies,  J.  £.  Spilman,  and  John  W. 
Fin  nelly  and  their  successors,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby 
made  a  body  corporate,  under  the  name  of  the  Kentucky 
Ship  Building  and  Lumber  Company ;  and  by  that  name 
shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with, 
suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  in 
all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  for  the  purpose  of  trans-

ti^ne  and  place  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  by-laws  of  said 
corporation,  and' public  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  in 
one  or  more  newspapers  published  in  Covington  and  Lou- 
isville, not  less  than  ten  days  previous  to  the  election  ;

CHAPTER  7S7. 
AN  ACT  incbrponitiDg  th€f  Montgomery  College. 

Wherea3,  it  has  been  represented  to  the  present  general 
assembly, '  that  the  KentuQ.ky  annual  conference  of  the 
Methodist  ]p2piscopal  churchy  south,  have  determined  upon 
establishing  an  extensive  seminary  of  learning  in  said 
state,  to  the  support  of  which  said  conference  is  pledged 
to  use  all  proper  and  laudable  efforts,  and  from  which  no  stu- 
dent IS  to  be  excluded,  tn  consequence  of  his  religions  opin- 
ions, or  the  religious  opinions  of  his  parents,  relations,  or 
guardians;  and  that  the  i^aid  seminary  of  learning  shall  be 
conducted  upon  free,  liberal,  and  enlightened  principles ; 
and  whereas,  it  has  been  further  represented,  that  in  con- 
seqoeiice  of  the  citizens  of  Montgofnery  county  having 
agreed  to  donate,  by  way  of  a  bonus  to  the  trustees  of  said 
seminary  of  learning,  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  the 
commissioners  bn  the  part  of  said  conference  have  located 
the  said  seminary  of  learning  in  the  town  of  Mount  Sterl- 
ing and  county  of  Montgomery,  in  this  state,  there  forever 
to  remain;  and  whereas,  an  institution  of  the  character  here- 
in contemplated  would  be  extensive  in  its  advantages  to 
the  citizens  of  this  ertate,  by  disseminating  useful  knowledge 
and  literature,  and  by  affording  enlarged  opportunities  for 
the  cultivationi  and  development  of  the  mind  and  morals 
of  the  children  of  oar  country,  a  subject  deeply  engrossing, 
at  the  present  time,  the  attention  of  the  public  mind  in  our 
state.    Therefore, 

§  1.  Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky^  That  a  seminary  of  learning  shall  be> 
and  the  same  is  hereby  established,  in  the  town  of  Mount 
Sterling,  and  county  of  Montgomery,  to  be  known  by  the 
name  of  Montgomery  College  ;  and  that  the  said  college 
shall  be  founded  and  maintained  forever  upon  a  plan  the 
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most  liberal,  for  the  beoefit  of  the  youth  of  every  claM  of 
citizens,  and  every  religious  denomination,  who  shall  be 
freely  admitted  to  equal  privileges  and  advantages,  and 
to  all  the  literary  honors  of  the  college,  according  to  their 
merit,  under  the  direction  of  thirteen  trustees,  to-wit :  Jos. 
Bondurant,  Jesse  Yeates,  Alexander  Lindsey,  Thomas  F. 
Hazelrigg,  Alexander  M.  Barnes,  Strother  D.  Mitchell, 
Samuel  Spurgin,  James  Bean,  Wm;  Redman,  Jonathan 
Owen,  Wm.  B.  Duncan,  James  Sudduth,  and  James  W. 
Moore;  who,  and  their  successors,  shall  be  trustees  of  said 
oollege,  and  shall  hold  their  first  session  oa  the  18th  day 
of  March,  1854,  at  the  seat  of  said  college. 

§  2.  That  the  said  trustees  and  their  successors,  by  the 
name  of  "the  Trustees  oi  Montgomery  College,"  shall  be 
a  body  politic  and  incorporate,  and  as  such  forever  to  ex- 
ist, and  are  hereby  made  able  and  capable  in  law  to  have, 
possess,  purchase,  receive,  ei\joy,  and  retain,  hold,  or  dis- 
pose of  for  the  use  of  said  college,  lands,  tenements,  rents, 
annuities,  pensions,  and  other  hereditaments,  in  fee  simple 
or  for  a  term  of  years,  life,  lives,  or  otherwise  :  and,  also, 
money,  bonds,  notes,  bills,  goods,  chattels,  interests,  or  ef- 
fects, of  whatever  nature,  quality,  or  kind  soever,  by  the 
gift,  bargain,  sale,  or  devise,  of  any  person  or  persons,  body 
politic,  or  corporation  capable  to  make  the  same,  and  the 
same  to  grant,  demise,  sell,  alien,  and  confirm,  in  such  man- 
ner as  they  shall  judge  most  conducive  to  the  interest  of 
said  institution  :  Provided,  that  the  rents,  and  profits,  and 
proceeds  thereof,  shall  at  no  time  exceed  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars per  tinnum. 

§  3.  That  the  said  trustees  and  their  successors,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  "the  Trustees  of  Montgomery  College,'* 
shall  be  capable  in  law  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded  in  any  court  or  courts  of  record,  before  any 
judge,  judges,  or  justices,  within  this  state  and  elsewhere^ 
in  all  manner  of  suits,  complaints,  pleas,  causes,  matters, 
and  demands  of  whatsoever  kind,  nature,  or  form  they  may 
be,  and  all  and  every  other  matter  and  th^g  therein  to  do 
in  as  full  and  effectual  a  manner,  as  any  person  or  per- 
sons, bodies  politic  or  corporate  of  like  nature  within  this 
state  may  or  can  do. 

§  4.  That  the  bonus  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  subscribed 
by  the  citizens  of  the  said  county  of  Montgomery,  and 
whatever  other  or  additional  sums  shall  be  in  like  manner 
subscribed  or  given,  be  confirmed  to  said  college,  provided 
the  same  shall  be  applied  in  good  faith  for  the  use  and  ben- 
efit  of  said  institution. 

§  5.  That  in  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  removal,  or 
refusal  to  act  of  any  of  the  first  named  thirteen  trustees, 
or  their  successors,  the  said  conference  shall,  at  their  first 
annual  meeting  thereafter,  or  as  soon  as  may  be  conven- 
ient, proceed  to  fill  such  vacaocv,  thus  keeping  up  the  num* 
ber  of  thirteen  trustees  of  said  college.

and  his  securities  shall  be  acknowledged  before  the  clerk

bond  the  said  treasurer  may  be  proceeded  against  before 
the  circuit  court  of  Montgomery  county,  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  may  be  lawful  at  the  time  against  delinquent  sher- 
iffs ;  and  the  said  treasurer  shall  moreover,  once  in  every 
year,  and  as  much  oftener  as  the  trustees  may  require,  ren- 
der to  said  trustees  an  account  of  all  moneys  in  his  harids^ . 
and  all  moneys  by  him  paid  out,  stating  particularly  from 
whom  received  and  to  whom  paid ;  and  in  case  the  said 
treasurer  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  pertbrm  any  of  the  duties 
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ie$4.        required  of  him  by  this  act,  the  trastees  of  aaid  coltoge 
■  shall  have  the  power  to  declare  his  office  vacant,  and  pro- 

ceed to  the  ele^^ion  of  a  treasurer  to  fill  such  vacancy,  to 
whom  the  former* treasurer  shall,  upon  the  order  of  the 
board,  signed  and  countersigned  as  aforesaid,  pay  and  de- 
liver over  all  moneys  and  other  property  in  his  hands  be- 
longing to  said  college.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
secretary  to  keep  a  fair  record  of  all  the  proceedin^ifs  and 
orders  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  at  the  close  of  every 
session  lay  them  before  the  president  for  the  time  being, 
for  his  signature :  and  moreover  to  do  and  perform  all  and 
every  other  act  or  acts  which  by  this  charter  may  be  re- 

![uired  of  him,  or  which  may  be  necessary  for  him  to  do 
or  the  purpose  more  effectually  of  carrying  into  execu- 
tion the  powers  vested  in  the  trustees  of  said  college. 

$  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  of  the 

OtttiM  01  tiM    board  to  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  trustees,  to  pre- 

P'*^<*««>^*«-      serve  order,  and  put  the  question  upon  all  subjects  which 

shall  come  before  the  board  for  their  decision,  and  also  to 
do  and  perform  such  other  act  or  acts  as  may  be  required 
of  bim.  And  in  case  of  his  absence  by  death,  resignation, 
or  refusal  to  act,  the  trustees  shall  proceed  to  appoint  an- 
other  of  their  own  body  to  'fill  the  vacancy  ;  and  in  case 
his  absence  is  only  temporary,  to  appoint  one  of  their 
body  as  president  pro  tern.  And  all  votes  given  at  any 
meeting  of  said  trustees  shall  be  viva  voce. 

§  8.  That  the  daid  trustees  and  their  successors  shall 
have  full  power  to  have,  mslke,  and  use  a  common  seal, 
with  such  devices  and  inscriptions  as  they  shall  think 
proper,  and  the  same  to  change,  break,  alter,  and  renew 
at  their  pleasure;  and  shall  also,  from  time .  to  time  and 
at  all  times  hereafter,  forever,  have  full  power  and  author- 
ity to  constitute  and  appoint,  in  such  manner  as  they  shall 
think  best  and  most  convenient,  a  president  and  necessary 
and  proper  professors,  tutors,  masters,  and  assistants  for 
instructing  the  students  and  scholars  of  said  college  in  all 
the  liberal  arts  and  sciences,  and  in  the  ancient  and  mod- 
ern  tongues,  who  shall  be  severally  styled  professors  of 
such  arts,  sciences,  or  languages  as  they  shall  be  nomina- 
ted and  appointed  to  teach,  according  to  each  particular 
nomination  and  appointment ;  and  the  said  president  and 
professors,  so  constituted  and  apj^ointed  from  time  to  time, 
shall  be  known  and  distinguished  forever  by  the  name  of 
the  President  and  Professors  of  Montgomery  College,  aaA 
in  that  name  shall  be  capable  of  exercising  such  powers 
and  authorities  as  the  trustees  of  said  college  and  their 
successors  shall,  by  their  ordinances,  think  necessary  to 
delegate  to  them  for  the  instruction,  discipline,  and  gov- 
*  eminent  thereof,  and  of  all  the  students,  scholari},  and  offi- 
'  cers  belonging  to  the  same. 

§  9.  That  the  said  trustees  and  their  successors  shaU 
meet  at  Jeast  twice  in  every  ^^bx^  in  stated  eemi-annual 
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meetiMpy  to  be  appointed  by  their  own  ordinancee  and        1854 
at  such  other  timea  at  by  their  said  ordinances  they    ~''^' 
may  direct,  in  order  to  examine  the  progress  of  the  atn- 
dents  and  scholars  in  literatare«  and  upon  aA  matters  rel* 
ative  to  the  discipline  of  the  college,  and  the  good  and 
wholesome  execution  of  their  ordinances,  in  all  which  er- 
aminations,  meetings,  and  determinations  a  majority  of 
said  trustees  shall  be  a  qnorum ;  and  they  shall  also  have 
the  power  and  authority  at  any  of  their  stated  semi-annual 
meetings  to  make,'  pass,  and  establish  fundamental  ordi- 
nances, Vules,  and  by-laws,  not  contrary  to  the  constitution 
or  laws  of  this  state,  as  by  them  shall  be  thought  necessary 
for  the  government  of  .-aid  college  and  the  instruction  of 
youth  as  aforesaid,  and  by  them  to  delegate  to  the  presi- 
dent and  professors  of  said  college  such  powers  and  au- 
thorities as  they  may  think  best  for  the  standing  govern- 
ment of  said  college,  and  of  the  execution  of  the  ordinan- 
ces and  rules  of  the  same ;  and  the  same  when  made  shall 
at  any  stated  semi-annual  meeting  aforesisiid  have  power 
to  alter,  repeal,  or  annul  as  they  may  think  proper;  and 
shall  have  power  and  authority  to  do  all  matters  and 
things  they  shall  think  will  promote  the  interest  of  the 
college,  consiiitent  with  this  charter  and  not  repugnant  to 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  state  or  of  the  United 
States :  Provided  nevertheless,  that  for  the  sake  of  securing 
perpetual  peace  and  harmony  between  the  board  of  trus- 
tees and  the  president  and  professors,  all  laws,  ordinan- 
ces, rules,  and  regulations,  pertaining  to  the  interior  man- 
agement of  the  institution, shall  be  subject  to  the  following 
provision  :  the  president  and  professors,  by  the  action  of 
U  regular  faculty  meeting,  may  suspend  any  such  laws  or 
ordinances,  made  by  the  board  of  trustees,  which  they  may 
find  to  operate  injuriously.  Until  a  meeting  of  said  board 
shall  take  place ;  but  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president 
of  the  college  immediately  to  give  the  president  or  secre- 
tary of  the  board  pf  trustees  notice  thereof,  in  writing, 
stating  the  law  or  ordinance,  rule  or  regulatfon,  thus  sus- 
pended, and  the  cause  of  such  suspension ;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  president,  or  in  his  absence  of  the  secretary 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  to  call  a  meeting  of  said  trustees 
so  soon  as  they  can  be  conveniently  assembled;  and  when 
BO  assembled  said  trustees  shftU  decide  whether  or  not  the 
ordinahce,  rule  or  regulation  thus  suspended  shall  be  exe- 

^caled  or  shall  stand  suspended  until  the  stated  semi-annual 

'  meeting. 

§  10.  That  the  money,  goods,  and  property,  of  every 
description,  belonging  to  said  college  shall  be  forever 
free  and  exempt  from  public  taxation  of  any  kind  whatever. 

§11.  Thfit  the  said  trustees  and  their  successors  shall     To^oidpabiic 
have  power  once  a  year  or  as  often  as  they  may  by  an  or-   *?°   ,  **""  * 
dlnance  direct,  to  hold  public  commencements  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  president  and  profeseors,  and  all  who  may 
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195*.  ehooae  to  attend,  prior  to  which  time  they  shaU  eante  all 
"^  the  studentf  in  the  said  coUege  to  be  carefally  examined 
by  the  president  and  professor^  of  said  college,  on  the 
several  branches  of  learning  which  they  iiave  respectively 
studied^  that  the  fidelity  of  the  teachers  and  the  diligence 
of  their  pupils  may  appear. 

§  12.  That  the  trastees  of  Montgomery  College,  togeth- 
er with  the  president  and  a  majority  of  the  professors, 
shall  have  power,  in  open  assembly,  as  has  been  accus- 
tomed in  like  cases,  to  confer,  by  diploma  signed  by  the 
president  of  the  faculty  and  five  of  the  trustees,  the  de- 
grees batchelor  or  master  of  arts  upon  all  such  students 
as  ike  said  trustees,  president,  and  professors  shall  adjudge 
to  have  merited  the  honors  of  the  college.  And  at  the 
same  time  confer  any  honorary  degrees  which,  with  the 
like  advice,  shall  be  aiiljudged  to  other  gentlemen  on  ac- 
count of  special  merit,  in  as  fall  and  ample  a  manner  as 
in  any  similar  institution.  And  the  professors  and  pupils 
in  said  college  shall  in  all  cases  have  and  be  entitled  to 
the  same  priviliges  that  are  now  allowed  the  professors 
and  pupils  .of  any  other  college  in  this  state,  except  that 
they  shall  not  be  exempt  from  the  performance  of  military 
duty. 

§  13.  And  whereas,  it  has  been  further  represented  that 
the  prosperity  and  success  of  said  college  would  be  en- 
hanced, tne  wishes  and  demands  of  the  country  more  efiec- 
tually  met,  by  the  attachment  of  a  department  to  said  col- 
lege, for  instruction  and  more  extended  education  of  fe- 
males, that  they  too  may  have  extended  to  them'  the  op- 
portunity of  that  higher  order  of  intellectual  culture  which 
is  appropriate  to  the  dignity  of  their  positions,  to  the  ex- 
(iellency  of  that  influence  which  they  exert  upon  the  des- 
tiny of  society.  Therefore,  Be  it  further  enacted^  that  there 
is  hereby  established  a  female  departnlent  to  said  college, 
which  shall  be  in  all  respects  conducted  upon  the  same 
liberal  and  enlightened  principles  which  are  directed  to  be 
observed  in  regard  to  said  college  by  the  provisions  of  this 
charter.  Said  department  shall  be  under  the  control  of 
the  same  trustees  named  in  this  charter,  and  their  succes' 
sors,  and  to  the  same  extent  with  which  this  charter  in- 
vests them  with  power  in  regard  to  said  college.  They 
shall  exercise  their  best  discretion  as  to  the  most  propi- 
tious time  to  open  said  department  for  the  reception  of 
pupils, and  as  to  whatever  other  measures  and  regulations 
may  best  promote  the  prosperity  and  interest  of  said  col- 
lege, not  inconsistent  with  this  charter.  The  buildings  for 
each  department,  male  and  fenmle,  of  said  college,  shall 
be  separated,  and  occupy  diflerent  and  distinct  localities. 

§  14.  That  it  shall  he  the  duty  of  said  trustees  to  make 
a  report  to  said  conference  at  each  of  its  annual  sessions, 
which  reports  shall  contain  a  full  statement  of  the  condi- 
tion of  said  college,  it»  finances,  the  4iumber  of  students, 
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its  ganerftl  coadition  and  prosperity ;  also  whether  any  va-        igM. 
cancy  has  occurred  in  the  office  of  aaid  trusteeship,  and,         " 
if  any,  what  number. 

§  15.  That  the  general  atfsembly  reserve  power  to 
change,  alter,  or  abolish  this  charter  at  any  future  time,  if 
such  should  be  deemed  by  them  expedient.

CHAPTER  730. 

AK  AOT  to  ineorporate  the  Roiftian  Oatbolio  Oeuetery  Society  of  St.  Jo- 
seph's Oharch,  Bardstown. 

Whereas,  it  is  represented  to  this  general  assembly  that 
the  Rev.  F.  De  Maria,  pastor  of  St.  Joseph's  church.  Bards- 
town,  together  with  a  portion  of  the  congregation  of  said 
eiiurch,  have  purchased  a  lot  of  ground  near  Bardsfown, 
Ibr  a  grave-yard,  to  which  has  been  attached  the  old  cath- 
olic grave-yard ;  and  they  have  organized  themselves  into 
a  society,  and  adopted  a  constitution  and  by-laws  for  the 
government  of  the  same,  providing,  amongst  other  things, 
that  the  pastor  of  St.  Joseph's  church,  and  hi«i  successors, 
shall  be  the  president  of  said  society,  with  power  to  nomi- 
nate and  appoint  managers ;  and  said  society  now  desires 
an  incorporation  to  enable  them  the  better  to  regulate  said 
cemetery.    Therefore, 

$1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly *of  the  Common- 
weidih  of  Kentucky^  That  the  Rev.  F.  De  Maria  and  his  suo- 
cessors  forever  in  the  pastorship  of  said  church,  togeth- 
er with  the  members  of  said  society,  be  and  they  are  here- 
by created  and  declared  a  corporation,  by  the  style  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  Cemetery  Society  of  St.  Joseph's  Chorch, 
and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the 
same  at  pleasure,  and  do  any  and  all  acts  right  and  prop- 
er for  snch  a  corporation. 

§  2.  The  said  society  may  have  and  hold,  free  of  taxa- 
tion, for  burial  purposes,  not  exceeding  twenty  acres  of 
land;  they  may  take  or  receive  any  and  all  legacies  or 
gifts  of  personal  estate  made  to  the  use  of  said  cemetery, 
and  are  to  appropriate  the  same  according  to  the  directions 
of  the  giver. 

§  3.  The  officers  of  said  society  shall  consist  of  a  presi- 
dent, and  of  managers  to  be  appointed  by  the  president, 
and  also  of  a  treasurer,  secreta^,  and  such  other  officers 
as  said  society  may  deem  necessary,  to  be  appmnted  in 
ffo/dk  manner  and  for  such  term  of  office,  and  perform  bqA 
'•^Qtits  as  said  society,  in  their  constitution  and  by-laws, 
have  dr  may  hertafter  preserilis. 

V4.  The  said  sodtty  shall  bvva  power  and  ant  hoii^  to 
make  or  declare  any  eueh  ntl«»,  regnlatioM,  cat  lawe  fi>r 
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1854.        the  gOTeram^ht  of  said  society,  and  the  management  of 

said  cemetery  groands,  as  may  be  right  and  proper  for  such 

a  corporation,  and  may  declare  fines  and  penalties  against 
any  one  for  the  violation  of  the  constitution  and  by-laws, 
rales,  or  regulations  of  said  society  or  cemetery,  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty-five  dollars,  the  offender  to  be  prosecuted 
by  warrant  in  the  name  of  the  commonwealth  of  Ken- 
tucky, for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  society,  before  the 
police  judge  of  Bardstown,  or  other  court  having  jurisdic- 
tion in  said  county^ — the  fine  to  be  paid  over  to  said  socie* 
ty :  Provided  however ^  suoh  rule  or  regulation  shall  have 
been  published  by  written  or  printed. advertisement  posted 
upon  the  gate  or  other  conspicuous  part  of  said,  cemetery 
'  grounds,  for  at  least  thirty  days,  or  in  some  other  manner 

come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  party  offending,  before  the 
committing  of  the  offense :  Aiid  provided  fwriher^  that  no 
rale  6r  regulation -of  said  society  shall  be^made  or  declar- 
ed contrary  to  the  constitutions  of  the  United  States  nor  of 
the  state  of  Kentucky. 

§  5.  The  said  society  may  lay  off  any  portion  of  said 
grounds  into  separate  lots  and  sell  the  same,  and  vest  the 
title  of  said  lots  in  the  purchasers,  subject  to  the  general 
rules  and  regulations  of  said  society ;  which  lots  shall  not 
be  subject  to  any  judicial  sale  whatever.  And  the  title  to 
said  lots  shall  be  held  by  the  purchaser,  and  upon  his 
death  it  shall  descend  and  pass  to  such  person  or  persons 
as  may  be  designated  and  declared  by  the  society,  under 
the  confititution  and  by-laws  of  said  society.  The  secre* 
tary  or  clerk  of  said  society  shall  have  and  keep  a  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  said  society  and  board  of  managers, 
and  of  the  plan  and  maps  of  said  grounds,  and  the  boun- 
dary and  title  to  the  lots  therein.  And  the  plan  and  maps 
of  said  grounds,  as  already  adopted  by  said  society,  and 
the  boundary  and  title  to  said  lots  as  now  existing,  is  here- 
by confirmed. 

§  6.  For  any  trespass  or  injury  done  to  said  cemetery 
grounds,  or  to  said  lots  or  graves  therein,  in  addition  to  the 
laws  now  in  force,  an  action  for  damages  may  be  brought 
and  prosecuted  by  the  said  society  in  its  corporate  capacity. 
Qr  if  the  injury  or  trespass  be,  done  to  a  lot  or  the  sepul* 
chr^l  structuers  thereon»  the  action  may  be  brought  and 
prosecuted  in  the  name  of  the  owner  or  persons  having  the 
right,  title,  or  control  of  said  lot ;  or  if  the  injury  or  tres- 
pass be  done  to  any  grave  within  the  limits  pf  said  ceme- 
tery grounds,  including  as  well  the  old  as'  the  new  grav<e« 
yard,  or  if  any  wanton  violation  or  injury  be  done  or  com- 
mitted  on  the  body  of  any  person  buried  within  said  linMts. 
either  by  diiinterment  or  other  improper  act,  the  party  so 
offending  shall,  in  addition  to  the  penalties  now  imp<tted  by 
law>  be  fiabJe  to  an  action  for-  damages,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  jur^,  which  action  may  be  brought  in  the  name  of 
the  admimstrator  or  executor,  or  of  the  father  or  motheri 
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or  any  of  the  brothers  or  sisters,  or  children,  or  gr^ndehil* 
dreo,  or  other  discendants,  or  nearest  of  Icin^tothe  deceas- 
ed person.  If  the  deceased  person  was  a  slave,  then  the 
action  may  be  brought  in  the  name  of  his  former  master,  or 
of  the  master's  administrator  or  executor.  The  damages  re- 
covered in  any  of  the  before  mentioned  cases  shall  be  ex- 
pended upoA  the  said  cemetery  grounds.  If  the  suit  be  in 
the  name  of  the  corporation,  then  the  application  of  the  mo- 
ney to  be  at  the  discretion  of  the  society,  but  if  recovered 
in  the  name  of  any  individual,  then  to  be  applied  as  he 
shall  direct. 

§  7.  The  legislature  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  alter, 
amend,  or  repeal  this  charter,  saving  to  the  members  of 
said  society  ail  vested  rights  in  their  respective  lots.

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CHAPTER  731. 
AK  act  to  extend  the  powers  of  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Paris. 

§  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AssenMy  of  the  Common^ 
wealth  of  Kentucky^  That  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees of  the  town  of  Paris  shall  fiave  power  to  try  any  per- 
son who  shall  be  guilty  of  a  riot,  breach  of  the  peace,  or 
for  any  violation  of  the  ordinances  or  by-laws  of  said  town, 
committed  within  the  bounds  thereof,  and  shall  have  pow- 
er, when  any  such  offenses  are  oommitted  ii\  his  own 
view,  or  he  is  informed  thereof  upon  the  oath  of  a  credi- 
ble person,  to  issue  his  warrant  for  the  apprehension  of 
any  person  guilty  as  aforesaid,  directed  to  the  town  mar- 
shal, any  constable,  or  the  sheriff  of  Bourbon  county, 
cohimanding  any  of  said  officers  to  apprehend  such  per- 
son. The  said  cbaifman  shall  have ,  powei'  to  fine  any 
such  person  or  persons  in  any  amount  not  exceeding  five 
pounds.  If  the  said  chairman  shall  deem  it  proper,  he 
may  cause  a  jury  to  be  summoned  of  the  property  holders 
or  housekeepers  in  said  town,  who,  by  their  verdict,  may 
for  any  such  riot  or  breach  of  the  peace,  impose  a  fine  not 
exceeding  oni^  hundred  dollars. 

§  2.  The  said  chairman  may,  if  in  bis  judgment  the  case 
requires  it,  indorse  on  said  warrant  that  bail  be  required  of  of^befiMtrSfc! 
the  person  taken,  in  any  amount  not  exceeding  double  the 
amount  of  the  fine  which  can  be  imposed,  so  as  to  secure 
M^e  attendance  of  the  said  offender,  and  in  default  of  such 
bail,  to  commit  the  offender  to  the  jail  of  the  coonty  ufitU 
the  trial»  which  trial  shall  be  ab  spedily  as  possible  so  as  to 
have  the  witnesses  in  attendance. 

§  S.  When  such  fines  are  ai^udged  either  by  the  said 
chairman*  or  by  his  judgment  of  the  verdict  of  a  jury,  the 
same  shall  be  p^id  immediately,  or  on  failure  by  the  per* 
son  found  guilty  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  be  conunitted  to  the 
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1864.       jail  of  mS!A  county*  one  day  for  every  two  dollars  of  the 
fine  inflicted,  and  the  costa,  including  the  jailer's  fees. 

§  4.  The  said  chairman  shall  have  the  power  of  a  con- 
servator of  the  peace,  and  shall  have  the  same  powers  to 
bind  any  person  to  keep  the  peace  which  a  justice  of  the 
peace  now  has. 

§  5.  The  said  chairman  shall  have  power  to  try  all  civil 

PowMsoftbe'  cases  for  a  failure  of  any  person  to  pave,  repair,  grade,  or 

ch«iroMB.  clean  all  the  streets,  sidewalks,  or  i^Ueys  of  said  town,  or  a 

failure  to  comply  with  any  of  the  prdinances  or  by-laws 
of  said  town,  and  if  the  amount  in  controversy  exceeds 
five  pounds,  a  jury  shall  be  summoned  to  try  the  same. 
In  any  case  in  which  a  jury  may  be  summoned,  or  wit- 
nesses examined,  the  said  chairman  shall  have  power  to 
swear  such  jury  or  witnesses,  to  keep  order  during  the  trial, 
and  to  commit  and  fine  any  person  who  may  be  guilty  of 
contempt.  He  shall  have  the  same  power  to  issue  subpoe- 
nas for  witnesses  and  attachments  as  justice  of  the  peace 
now  have. 

§  6.  In  case  of  the  absence  or  removal  of  said  chairman, 

How  .vBcip.    the  said  trustees  may  appoint  a  chairman  pro  tempore 

who  shall  have  the  same  powers.     The  said  trustecb  shall 

have  power  to  pay  to  said  chairman  an  annual  salary  not 

exceeding  $300. 

§  7.  The  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  license  all 
omnibusses,  hacks,  carts,  drays,  or  other  vehicles  doing 
business  in  said  town,  and  to  charge  for  su(ih  license  a  fee 
therefor  b}"  the  week,  month,  or  year,  and  to  regulate  the 
charges  and  prices  for  transportation  of  passengers,  or 
goods,  merchandise,  or  other  property  within  the  said  town; 
and  the  said  chairman  shall  have  power  to  try  all  persons 
for  any  violations  of  such  ordinances  or  by-laws  regula- 
ting such  licenses,  and  the  charges  of  transportation.

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CHAPtER  732. 
A^  ACT  to  change  the  line  in  Little  Sandy  Precioct,  in  Morgan  countjl 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Greneral  Aesembty  of  ike  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky,  That  the  boundary  line  of  what  is  called  the 
Little  Sandy  precinct,  or  district,  be  so  changed  as  to  run 
with  the  coonty  road  to  the  Ross  place,  on  the  ridge;  thence 
down  the  ridge  to  a  gap  in  Laurel  creek,  above  Moses 
Brown's,  so  as  to  include  N.  H.  Montgomery's  land,  Har- 
rison Adker's  land,  and  John  Cox's  land,  so  as  to  vote  at 
Little  Sandy  precinct.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from 
its  paisage>

§  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  Oenerai  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky,  That  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Union,  in 
Boone  county,  approved  January  17th,  1838,  be  amended 
as  follows : 

§  2.  The  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  power  to  open 
streets  and  alleys  therein  according  to  the  following  provi- 
sions. 1.  Whenever  two  thirds  of  the  property  holders, 
including  feme  soles,  who  are  owners  of  real  estate  in  said 
town  shall  petition  said  trustees  for  the  opening:  of  any 
new  street  or  alley,  said  trustees  shall  notify  the  property 
bolder  or  holders  over  or  through  whose  land  such  street  dr 
alley  is  to  pass  of  such  petition,  within  twenty  days  after 
such  notice  being  given.  Said  property  holder  or  holders 
shall  select  one,  and  the  trustees  two  arbitrators,  who  shall 
be  disinterested  persons,  living  without  the  limits  of  said 
town,  who  shall  assess  the  damage  which  the  opening  of 
said  street  or  alley  is  to  said  property  holders.  2.  The 
trustees  shall  then,  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  of 
said  town,  pay  to  the  aggrieved  the  amount  of  such  dama* 
ges,  and  shall  then  lay  oiT,  and  open  said  street  or  alley, 
of  such  width  and  in  such  location  as  may  be  designated 
by  the  arbitrators,  or  a  majority  of  them. 

§  3.  The  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  the  same  con- 
trol over  the  streets  or  alleys  thus  opened  as  they  now  have 
over  the  original  streets  and  alleys  of  said  town,  according 
to  the  provisions  of  the  town  ohArter.

^  I.  Beit  enaetedby  the  General  As9embly  of  the  CommanweaUk 
of  KeTtlucl^y  That  a  body  politic  and  corporate  is  hereby 
created,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Lexington  Water 
Works  Company,  with  a  capital  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

§  2.  That  the  only  business  of  said  corporation  shall  be 
u>  supply  the  city  of  Lexington,  and  the  inhabitants  there* 
of  with  water,  and  its  powers  limited  to  what  may  be  ne- 
cessary and  proper  for  performing  said-  business,  and  par- 
ticularly it  shall  have  no  banking  powers  whatever. 

§  3.  The  company  shall  be  authorized  to  purchase  and 
hold  real  estate,  not  exceecling  one  hundred  acres,  may 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  and  do 
all  other  acts  necessary  and  proper  for  accomplishing  the 
purposes  of  the  incorporation. 

§  4.  That  the  company  shall  be  authorized,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  municipal  authorities  of  Lexington,  to  lay  down 
in  the  streets  of  Lexington  pipes  for  conve}  ing  water : 
Provided,  that  after  being  so  laid  down  they  shall  create 
no  obstruction  to  travel. 

§  5.  That  the  prudential  and  .fiscal  concerns  of  the  com- 
pany, and  the  management  of  its  business,  shall  be  vested

§  3.  That  Joseph  Keith,  E.  B.  Fuqua,  Jesse  Edmonstdn, 
committtonere  A.  P.  Young,  and  Frank.  .Koulhac  shall  be  and  they  are 
tor  subscnMioii  ^^^cby  appointed  commissioners,  any  one  of  whom  shall 
or  stock.  be  sufficient  lor  the  purpose,  to  open  books  for  the  sub- 

scription of  stock,  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may 
think  proper,  in- the  city  of  Hickman  and  such  other  places

utfoB  KSmi  $  4.  The  add  company  may  dbwrgt  sqeh  fees  tor  llie 
Sf  bySSi.^^'   dockage  and  repair  of  Bteamboats,  vessels,  or  other  waier 
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crafts  a«  nay  be  fixad  by  saiA  pretident  and  board  of  di-  1964. 
rectors,  and  shall  have  a  lien  on  all  vessels,  steaniboiUs,  or 
other  water  crafts,  and  their  appendages,  for  all  enms  of 
money  due  and  owing  to  said  company  by  any  such  ves- 
sel, steamboat,  or  other  water  craft ;  and  said  president 
and  board  of  directors  shall  declare  a  dividend,  on  the  cap- 
ital stock  of  *said  company  on  tb&  first  Monday  ifi  Jaaa*^ 
ary  and  July  in  each  year,  reserving  sueh  contingent  fnnd 
as  they  may  think  proper.  This  act  shall  take  efibct  from 
its  passage.

CHAPTER  743. 

AK  AOT  to  reduce  into  one  act,  and  to  amend  an  Set,  entitled,  "an  act  es- 
tabKshing  Tobaeoo  Inspections  in  the  city  of  Louisville. 

§  Ix  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky,  That  inspection  of  leaf  tobacco  in  h6g8- 
heads  may  he  had  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  and  ware- 
houses for  the  inspection,  storage,  and  sale  of  tobacco 
shall  be  constructed  so  as  to  keep  safely  and  securely,  and 
guard  against  fire  and  the  weather,  as  far  as  practicable, 
all  tobacco  stored  therein  ;  and  such  houses  shall  at  all 
times  be  kept  open  and  in  good  repair  for  receiving,  stor- 
ing, inspecting,  selling,  and  delivering  tobacco  in  hogs- 
beads.  Such  warehouses  shall  be  hereafter  established  by 
the  city  council,  but  such  owner  or  owners  shall  have  the 
right  to  close  or  discontinue  his  or  their  warehouses  at 
pleasure,  after  giving  a  notice  to  said  council  of  such  in- 
tention, sixty  days  before  the  time  fixed  by  him  or  them  for 
closing  said  tobacco  warehouse. 

§  2.  Sxtch  warehouses  shall  be  used  for  the  storing,  &:c., 
of  tobacco,  Hts  aforesaid,  and  shall  be  kept  open  and  in 
proper  condition,  with  the  necessary  conveniences  to  re- 
ceive, inspect,  sell,  and  deliver  hogsheads  of  tobacco.  The 
])roprietor  of  each  warehouse  shall  provide  and  continual- 
ly keep  in  the  same,  and  in  good  order,  scales  of  suflicient 
size  and  strength  to  weigh  at  least  one  ton  weight,  and 
shall  be  tested  once  in  every  year,  and  oftener  if  neces- 
sary, by  the  standard  weights  and  measures ;  and  shall 
provide  a  suflicient  number  of  coopers  to  do  the  coopering 
and  to  handle  tobacco  stored,  inspected,,  and  sold  in  such 
warehouse,  and  to  do  all  things  needful  in  receiving,  stor- 
ing, inspecting;  selling,  coopering,  and  delivering  tobacco. 
The  said  warehouse  keepers  shall  superintend  the  weigh- 
ing each  hogshead  of  tobacco,  and  see  that  the  empty  cask 
is  properly  weighed,  and  that  ttth  proper  numbers  and 
weights,  gross,  tare,  and  net,  is  marked  on  one  of  the 
heads  of  the  same.  They  shall  cause  each  hogshead  to 
be  uncased,  and  shall  furnish  the  neeessarj  hands  to  break 
the  same.    The  inspectors  shall  then  tcanse  it  to  be  broke, 
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1B54.  not  teas  than  .thrw  tiinesp  and  ofteaer  thall  they  deem  it 
"  necesBary,  and  shall  draw  samples  from  eaeh  hogshead, 
not  exceeding  teapoonds  in  quantity,  of  the  quality  there- 
of. 

§  3.  The  proprietors  shall  keep  a  "well  bound  book,  of 
proper  sise,  in  which  shall  be  entered  the  marks^  numbers, 
gross,  t^re,  and  net  weights  of  each  hogshead  inspected 
and  sold,  together  with  owner's  name,  and  the  name  of 
the  purchaser,  and  the  price  sold  for  per  cwt.,  and  the 
amoant  each  hogshead  ^old  for,  and  when  requested  to  do 
so,  collect  and  pay  to  the  planter  and  seller  of  tobacco 
the  sam  due  him.  He  shall  make  account  of  sales  for  the 
planter  or  seller,  stating  the  number  of  the  hogsheads, 
gross,  tare,  net  price  per  cwt.,  and  the  sum  each  hogshead 
comes  to. 

§  4.  Np  proprietor,  ox  any  of  his  agents,  shall,  directly 
or  indirectly,  be  engaged  in  buying  leaf  tobacco  in  the  city 
of  Louisville,  nor  shall  they  rent  or  have  any  portion  of 
their  warehouse  to  be  used  for  the  sale  of  tobacco  in  the 
hogshead,  except  as  provided  tor  in  this  act.  The  proprie- 
tor shall  be  liable  for  bis  agents  and  servants,  and  for  the 
safe  keeping  and  delivery  in  their  warehouses,  except  in 
case  of  fire  or  unavoidable  accidents  ;  and  shal)  deliver  all 
'  tobacco  to  the  owner  on  the  sidev^alk,  within  a  reasonable 
time  after  demanded  at  the  warehouse,  on>  presei^tation  of 
the  receipt  to  one  of  the  proprietors  of  the  house,  or  his 
clerk,  and  payment  of  the  fees  due  on  said  tobacco. 

§  5.  The  proprietors  of  each  warehouse  shall  enter  into 
bond  with  good  security,  to  be  approved  by  the  mayor  and 
general  council  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  payable  to  the 
commonwehlth  of  Kentucky,  in  the  sum  of  tive  thousand 
dollars,  conditioned  well  and  truly  to  perform  and  comply 
with  all  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  the  injured  party, 
if  any,  may  sue  thereon  and  recover  by  civil  suit  for  his 
own  benefit,  as  in  other  cases,  for  any  injury ;  and  any 
such  proprietors  shall  in  addition  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding 
one  thousand  dollars,  to  the  commonwealth  of  Kentucky, 
to  be  recovered  as  in  other  cases,  for  any  violation,  neglect, 
failure,  or  refusal  of  himself,  his  agents,  or  servants  to  per- 
form the  duties  required  by  this  act. 

^  6.  The  fees  to^be  collected  by  the  proprietors  of  the 
tobacco  warehouses  in  the  city  of  Louisville  shall  be  as 
follows:  One  dollar  and  fifty-five  cents  for  receiving, 
weighing,  coopering,  marking,  making  out  bills  of  sale  and 
paying  the  money  to  the  seller,  and  making  oukand  deliv- 
ering the  note  to  the  purchaser ;  and  fifty  cents  storage, 
and  twenty  cents  to  the  inspectors.  Of  this  amount^  the 
planter  or  owner  shall  pay  one  dollar,  and  the  purchaser 
shall  pay  one  dollar,  and  twenty-five  cents  when  the  note 
is  made  out  and  presented  to  said  purehaser* 

^  7. .  That  from  and  after  tho^first  day  of  November  next, 
-there  shall  be  but  two  iiuipeAtors  of  tobacco  in  the  city  of 
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LouiflvUIe.  The  city  council  of  Louisville  shall,  in  the  1854. 
month  of  October  next,  elect  a  competent  judge  of  tobac-  "" 
CO,  inspector  thereof,  and  the  governor  of  the  common- 
wealth of  Kentucky  shall,  in  said  last  mentioned  month, 
appoint'  a  competent  Judge  of  tobacco,  inspector  thereof, 
for  said  city,  both  of  whom  shall  *  enter  on  the  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  their  offices  on  said  first'  day  of  November, 
and  shall  continue  in  office  for  two  years,  and  until  sttc* 
cessors  are  elected  and  appointed  and  qualified.  And  the 
said  city  council  shall  at  the  same  time  appoint  an  alter- 
nate inspector  of  tobacco,  whose  duty^it  shall  be  to  act  in 
the  absence  of  either  of  the  other  inspectors,  who  shall 
po8sei»  like  qualifications  and  powers,  be  sufcgect  to  the 
same  restrictions,  and  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  for  dis- 
charging the  duties  of  the  office  as  the  other  inspectors  are. 
The  governor  and  the  city  council  aforesaid  may  at  any 
time  remove  any  inspector  so  by  him  appointed  or  by  them 
elected,  and  sha^l,  when  a  vacancy  occurs,  appoint  anoth- 
er. And  the  two  inspectors  performing  the  duties  of  the 
office  shall  receive  ten  ^^ents  each  upon  every  hogshead  of 
tobacco  inspected  by  them*  The  said  inspectors  shall  en- 
ter upon  the  duties  of  their  office  on  the  first  Monday  af- 
ter their  election ;  but  before  that  time  shall  take  an  oath 
before  some  justice  of  the  peac^  for  the  county  of  Jefier- 
son,  that  they  will  well  and  truly  and  without  partiality 
perform  the  duties  of  tobacco  inspectors  in  the  city  of 
Louisville,  and  to  comply  with  all  the  requisitions  of  this 
act.  The  said  inspectors  shall  neither  dhrectly  nor  indirect- 
ly be  engaged  in  purchasing  or  selling  leaf  tobacco  in 
hand  or  in  the  hogshead,  and  for  eveiy  sueh  offisnse  he 
shall,  upon  conviction,  pay  to  the  commonwealth  of  Ken- 
tucky the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  as 
in  other  cases  ;  and  the  city  council  may  remove  any  in- 
spector from  office  for  a  violation  of  his  duty  or  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  may  fiU  vacancies. «  The  in- 
spectors shall  each  day,  between  the  hours  of  e^ht  o'clock, 
A  M,  and  five  o'clock,  P  M,  attend  to  the  inspection  of 
tobacep  at  the  different  warehouses,  in  the  city  of  Louis- 
viUe- 

§  8.  No  planter  or  owner  of  tobacco  shall  be  required  to 
take  it  to  any  warehouse  in  Louisville j  or  to  have  the  same 
inspected  or  sold  at  atiction  at » either  of  said  wavehouses, 
but  when  sold  at  auction  may  refuse  to  take  the  price  at 
which  it  was  cried  ofi*. 

§  9.  If  any  hogshead  of  tobacco  shall  remain  in  the 
warehouse  twelve  months,  the  proprietors  of  said  ware- 
house shall  be  entitled  to  one  doUar  extra  for  storage,  and 
at  the  same  rate  for  the  time  it  remains  over  one  year, 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  fifty  cents  storage  on  all 
tobacco  which  may  remain  in  the  house  for  less  than  one 
year.    A  lien  is  hereby  gLyea  to  the  proprietors  of  ware' 
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1864.        houses  and  inspectors  oh  all  t<4>acco  and  the  proceeds,  for 
the  fees  and  charges  on  the  same. 

§  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspector,  when  requir- 
ed by  seller  or  buyer,  to  seal  the  samples  out  of  hogsheads 
of  tobacco  as  made  by  them,  with  marks  and  num- 
bers corresponding  with  those  upon  the  hogsheads  from 
which  they  were  taken.  They  shall  class  the  same,  if  re- 
quired by  seller  or  buyer,  by  placing  the  letter  P  on  the 
sample,  which  shall  represent  the  word  ^'passed,"  or  R, 
which  i^all  represent  the  word  "refused." 

§  11.  The  proprietors  of  tobacco  warehouses  in  the  city 
of  Louisville  shall  furnish  twine  for  tieng  the  samples  of 
tobacco,  and  famish  cards  of  good  pasteboard,  with  the 
name  of  the  house  printed  thereon,  to  be  tied  on  said  sam- 
ples ;  and  they  shall  also  furnish  a  stamp  of  tin,  brass,  or 
copper,  which  they  shall  have  the  words  Louisville  Tobac- 
co Inspection,  and  the  name  of  the  house  shall  also  be  on 
it,  and  the  same  shall  be  stamped  on  one  of  the  heads  of 
each  hogriiead  of  tobacco  sold  in  said  warehouse.  This 
act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage,  permittihg 
the  present  inspectors  to  hold  their  office  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  or  appointed;  and  they  (the  present  in- 
spectors) vhall  receive  for  every  hogshead  so  inspected  by 
them  ten  cents,  to  be  paid  them  by  the  proprietors  of  the 
different  warehouses,  but  after  the  first  election  under  this 
act,  the  fees  of  the  inspectors  shall  be  as  herein  pre- 
scribed. 

§  12.  No  proprietor,  his  agent,  or  servant,  of  any  tobacco 
warehouse  in  the  city  of  Louisville  shall  sell  or  suffer  to 
be  sold  lit  public  outcry  in  said  warehouse,  by  sample,  any 
tobacco  in  hogpsheads,  unless  said  tobacco  has  been  in- 
spected by  the  regular  elected  inspectors  of  tobacco  in  said 
city ;  and  for  every  violation  of  this  section,  the  said  pro- 
prietor shall  be  sutj ect  to  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  tobe  recovered  in  the  name  of  the  common- 
wealth, in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  at  the  in- 
stance of  any  person  aggrieved.  Said  fine  shall  be  for  the 
benefit  of  the  commonwealth,  and  to  be  recovered  in  such 
manner  as  other  like  fines  are  now  recovered  by  the  com- 
monwealth. 

§  13.  The  following  shall  be  the  form  of  the  note  and 
receipt  to  be  made  out  and  assigned  by  the  proprietor  for 
each  hogshead  of  leaf  tobacco  sold  and  weighed  by  him :

fees.    This day  r-,  18—,"    Said  note  shall    

be  assignable  by  indorsement  or  delivery,  and  such  Msign- 
ment  sbsill  pass  the  title  to  the  tobacco  described  in  said 
note. 

§  14.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  the  fore- 
going provisions  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  744. 
AN   ACT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Eminence. 

*      •  

§  1 .  Be  it  enacleds  by  tlie  General  AssenMv  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky^  That  the  town  of  Eminence,  in  the 
county  of  Henry,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  incorporated, 
with  such  boundaries,  .streets,  alleys,  and  other  public 
grounds  as  may  be  laid  out  and  defined  in  a  survey  and 
plat  of  said  town,  to  be  deposited  for  record  in  the  office 
of  the  clerk  of  the  Henry  county  court,  on  or  by  the  first 
day  of  May,  1854. 

5  2.  That  William  Harris,  Gideon  King,  Granderson  P. 
Owen,  Richard  J.  Tin9]y,and  David  Thompson,  and  their 
successors,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  town  of  Eminence,  be  and  they  are  here- 
by empowered,  as  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  for  and  on 
behalf  of  the  said  town  of  Eminence,  to  purchase,  hold, 
lease,  sell,  and  convey  any  real,  personal,  gr  mixed  estate, 
not  exceeding  \n  value  tlie  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars ; 
to  make  any  ordinance  or  by-laws,  not  in  contravention 
of  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth  or  of  the  United  States, 
which  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  regulation  and 
government  of  said  town ;  to  levy  and  collect  such  tax  as 
they  may  deem  fit,  from  the  citizens  of  said  town,  or  on 
all  the  property  found  and  being  within  the  limits  of  said 
town,  not  exceeding  one  dollar  on  each  titheabl  citizen, 
nor  twenty-five  cents  on  each  hundred  dollars  worth  of 
property,  and  the  same  to  expend  within  the  corporate 
boundaries  of  said  tovVn,  in  such  public  improvement  as 
will,  in  their  judgment^  best  promote  the  interest  thereof; 
to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  bo  impleade(|,  have  and  use 
a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  make,  renew,  or  abolish 
at  pleasure';  and  to  do  and  enjoy  all  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges which  such  other  incorporations  by  the  laws  of  this 
commonwealth  of  right  have  and  exetcise. 

§  3.  That  the  trustees  aforesaid  shall  hold  office  until 
the  first  Saturday  in  May,  1654,  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected ;  and  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May  aforesaid, 
and  on  the  same  day  of  every  year  thereafter,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  trustees  in  office,  having  given  public  notice 
at  least  tei)  4ays  previous,  to  open  and  hold  an  election 
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1854.        for  trastees  of  said  town  ;  at  which  election  every  male 

" citizen  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  may  have 

resided  within  said  town  for  the  space  of  six  moiiths,  shall 
be  entitled  to  vote,  or  be  voted  for,  and  every  such  citizen 
residing  out  of  said  town  and  within  the  commonwealth 
of  Kentucky,  but  owning  and  holding  property  within  said 
corporation,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote ;  and  each  person 
shsdl  be  entitled  to  vote  for  five  persons  for  trastees,  and 
the  five  persons  receiving  the  largest  number  of  votes 
shall  be  declared  elected  said  board  of  trastees  for  the 
town  of  Eminence. 

§  4.  That  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Eminence  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  a  president  of  said  board,  a  clerk, 
who  shall  keep  a  fair  record  of  the  proceedings  of  said 
trustees,  and  receive  such  compensation  as  they  may  al- 
low, and  a  collector,  with  such  powers  and  duties  as  they 
may  assign,  as  the  agent  of  the  board. 

§  5.  That  for  any  breach  of  the  by-laws  of  said  corpor- 
ation, the  trustees  may  prosecute,  by  warrant  in  the  name 
of  the  commonwealth,  for  the  use  of  said  trustees,  and  for 
refusal  to  pay  any  tax  or  other  levy,  may  prosecute  direct- 
ly in  the  name  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of 
Eminence  against  said  party  refusing,  before  any  justice 
of  the  peace  for  Henry  county ;  and  in  either  form  of 
prosecution  the  jastice  shall  n6t  be  required  to  wait  the 
qulEirterly  term  of  his  court,  but  may  summon  parties,  and 
hear  and  determine  the  case  as  soon  as  practicable, 

§  6.  A  miyority  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of 
Eminence  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business,  and 
all  the  power  given  said  board  may  be  exercised  by  such 
majority ;  and  should  any  trustee  or  trustees  vacate  their 
said  office  by  death,  removal,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  a 
majority  of  the  remaining  trustees  may  appoint  a  suitable 
person  or  persons  to  fill  said  vacancy  or  vacancies,  for  the 
remaining  portion  of  his  or  theii^  time ;  and  every  board 
shall  hold  office  until  tj&eir  successors  shall  be  elected  and 
installed. 

§  7.  Each  trustee  or  other  officer,  before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  take  an  oatli  faithfully  to  ex- 
ecute the  duties  of  his  said  ofiice,  according  to  law,  to  the 
best  of  his  knowledge  and  ability ;  and  the  board  of  trus- 
tees may  require  of  other  officers  or  agents  a  bond  or 
bonds,  in  such  penalties  as  they  may  deem  fit,  conditioned 
to  the  faithful  execution  of  their  said  office  or  tiiist ;  and 
such  bond  or  bonds  shall  be  valid  in  law,  and  the  damages 
thereon,  in  case  of  forfeiture,  recoverable  by  suit,  in  the 
name  of  said  trustees,  before  any  court  having  competent 
jurisdiction  thereof.

fi  I,  Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  General  Assembly  of  tl^e  Common- 
weiillh  of  Kentwckyy  That  Geoi^e  R.  Gbiselin.  George  E.  H. 
Gray,  James  Prentis,  W.  P.  D.  Bush,  their  associates,  as- 
signs, and  successors,  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted 
and  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  the  county  of 
Hancock,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Manchester  Min- 
ing, Manufacturing,  and  Building  Company,  and  by  that 
name  and  style  shall  have  perpetual  succession ;  may  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and 
be  defended  in  all  courts  and  places ;  may  have  and  use  a 
common  seal,  and  the  same  may  alter,  change,  or  renew 
at  pleasure ;  may  purchase,  receive,  lease,  hold,  and  e^oy 
real  estate,  minerals,  mining  privil^es,  coal  rights,  rights 
of  way,  and  all  such  other  property  as  the  company  may 
need  in  prosecuting  its  business,  in  the  county  of  Hancock 
and  elsewhere,  and  the  same  may  sell,  dispose  of,  and  con- 
vey at  pleasure;  and  the  said  company  shall  have  the  right 
to  use,  manage,  and  control,  and  -dispose  of  its  funds,  real 
estate  and  personal  property,  in  the  same  manner  as  pri- 
vate persons  could  or  would  have  the  lawful  right  to  do  with 
the  same. 

§  2.  The  business  of  the  company  shall  be  the  mining, 
transporting,  and  selling  of  stone  coal,  at  home  and  for- 
eign markets ;  the  making,  burning,  and  selling  of  brick 
and  fire  brick,  and  all  kinds  of  pottery  and  earthen  ware ; 
the  manufacturing  of  cotton,  woolen,  and  hemp  fabrics, 
and  other  goods ;  the  making  of  lumber  and  building  of 
boats  and  water  crafts  of  every  description ;  and  the  erec- 
tion of  all  such  houses,  buildings,  mills,  shops,  and  facto- 
ries as  the  company  may  need  or  desire,  and  also  the  con- 
struction and  erection  of  all  other  improvements  and  fix- 
tures as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  on  and  successfully 
prosecute  any  and  all  of  the  pursuits  aforesaid  ;•  and  the 
general  management  of  its  business  hereby  ajuthorized. 

§  3.  Any  one  or  more  of  the  .corporators  hereinbefore 
named  may  give  written  notice  to  each  of  the  other  corpo- 
ratorSf  qr  to  such  of  them  as  may  be  in  Hancock  county, 
naming  and  specifying  the  day  and  place  in  Hancock 
county  at  which  the  organization  of  the  said  company  is 
desired  to  be  effected,  which  notice  shall  be  deliveped  at 
least  ten  days  before  the  day  appointed,  and  the  corpora- 
tors aforesaid,  or  such  of  them  as  shall  meet  at  the  time 
and  place  agreed  upon  or  specified  in  the  notice,  may  pro- 
ceed to  and  shall  have  power  to  organize  said  company  by 
the  appointment  of  a  president  of  the  company,  not  ex- 
ceeding five  directors,  who  may  appoint  such  other  offi- 
cers>  agents,  and  managers  as  they  may  deem  necessaiy. 
When  tibe  president  and  directors  shall  have  been  thus  ap- 
pointed, tbe  company  shall  be  considered  as  organized,  to 
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all  intents  and  purposes,  and  the  said  president  and  direc- 
tors, and  their  successors  in  office,  shall  have  the  power  to 
make,  such  by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  from  timeto  time  for  the  good  government, 
management,  and  prosecution  of  the  general  business  of 
the  company,  as  well  as  its  fiscal  and  prudential  concerns : 
Pr&uided,  that  all  by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations  adopted 
by  the  company  shall  be  consistent  with  the  constitution 
and  laws  of  this  state  and  of  the  United  States. 

§  4.  The  president  and  directors  regularly  elected  shall 
hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices ;  and  in  all  elections,  after  the  first  organization  of 
the  company,  the  stockholders  shall  each  have  as  many 
votes  as  they  may  each  have  shares  of  the  stock  of  the  com- 
pany; and  the  holders' of  stock  may  vote  in  all  elections 
by  proxy,  as  provided  in  the  by-laws.  That  there  shall  be 
a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  called,  as  provided  in  the 
by-laws,  in  the  same  month  in  each  aud  every  year  after 
the  first  organization  of  the  company,  in  which  the  first 
organization  shall  be.  efiected,  on  some  day  named  and

may  remove  and  fill  the  places  of  the  president  and  any  or 
all  of  the  directors.  At  ev^^ry  regular  annual  meeting,  or 
meeting  called  as  herein  provided,  the  officers,  managers, 
and  agents  of  the  company  shall,  if  requested,  submit  a 
correct  and  full  statement  of  the  afiairs,  business,  resour- 
ces, liabilities,  and  accounts  of  the  company,  and  also  a 
list  of  the  stockholders,  and  number  of  shares  owned  by 
each.  The  president  and  directors  may,  from  time  to  time, 
fill  any  vacancy  in  the  offices  of  president  or  director, 
which  may  occur  by  death,  resignation,  non-acceptance, 
or  otherwise ;  and  may  appoint  and  employ,  and  remove 
at  pleasure,  such  officers,  agents,  and  managers,  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  for  the  interests  of  the  company,  and 
may  take  bond  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  duty,  from 
agents,  officers,  &c. 

§  5.  The  president  and  directors  may,  from  time  to  time, 
in  the  by-laws,  provide  for  the  subscription  of  the  stock  of 
the  company,  to  be  paid  in  money  or  property,  as  they 
may  determine,  and  ou  such  terms  and  at  such  times  as 
tliey  may  think  proper;  and  they  may  contract  for  and 
purchase  real  estate,  lands,  coal,  mining  privileges,  and 
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any  and  all  kinds  of  property  or  estate,  and  pay  for  the 
same  or  any  part  thereof  in  the  stock  of  the  company,  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  the  company. 

§  6.  The  capital  stock  of  the  company  shall  not  exceed 
two  million  of  dollars, ,  in  shares*  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each.  Certificates  of  stock  shall  be  issued  as  the  by-laws 
may  direct;  and  the  stock  of  the  company  shall  be  re- 
garded and  held  as  personal  estate,  and  shall  be  transferred 
on  the  books  of  the  company,  in  person  or  by  attorney, 
but  the  company  shall  have  a  lien  on  the  stock  of  any  and 
all  stockholders  for  any  debt  due  or  owing  to  the  corpora- 
tion. The  president  shall  issue  the  -certificates  of  stock 
to  such  persons  as  may  be  entitled  thereto,  under  the  cor- 
porate seal  and  bis  own  signature,  and  keep  or  cause  to 
be  kept  a  full  and  complete  entry,  in  the  books  of  the  com- 
pany, of  all  issues  of  stock.

facturing, and  Building  Company ;"  and  conveyances  from 
the  company  shall  be  made  and  acknowledged,  (as  by  pri- 
vate individuals,)  by  the  president,  under  his  signature  and 
the  seal  of  the  corporation,  and  recorded  as  other  deeds. 
And  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

^  I.  Be  it  evjocted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tlw  Commofi-^ 
loecdth  of  Kentucky^  That  Samuel  L.  Geiger  and  John  S. 
Geiger,  their  associates;  successors,  and  assigns,  be  and 
they  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic, 
by  the  style  and  title  of  the  Geiger  Mining  Company,  for 
the  term  of  one  hundred  years ;  with  power  to  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued  in  that  name  in 
all  courts  and  places ;  to  have  a  common  seal,  to  engage 
in  the  mining  of  coal,  iron,  and  other  minerals,  and  in  the 
manufacture  of  iron  or  other  products  of  any  lands  now 
owned  by  them,  or  which  mAy  hereafter  be  owned  by 
them,  in  the  county  of  Union,  state  of  Kentucky ;  and  in 
the  transportation  of  said  products,  or  any  portion  thereof, 
to  home  or  foreign  market ;  to  hold  their  meetings  within 
or  without  the  state ;  and  to  have  all  powers  which  they 
may  need  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  their  business, 
and  for  the  execution  of  the  powers  herein  granted. 
^  §  2.  That  said  company  may  be  organized  by  th6  ap-

Hayden, 
Christian  Engleman,  James  H.  Vanghti,  A.  P.  Henley, 
Thomas  W.  Varnon,  James  L.  Rice,  and  John  Shanks, 
are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  obtain  subscrip- 
tions to  the  stock  of  the  corporation  hereinafter  created, 
who,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  meet  at  some  convenient

^  I.  Be  it  enacted  Im  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common" 
wealth  of  Kentucky^  That  a  company  is  hereby  formed  and 
created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and 
style  of  the  Sherburne  Bridge  Company,  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  a  permanent  bridge  across  Licking  river, 
at  the  town  of  Sherburne,  in  the  county  of  Fleming; 
and  the  said  company  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of 
law  or  equity ;  and  to  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  and 
toe  same  to  break  or  alter  at  pleasure.  They  shall  have 
the  right  to  borrow  money,  not  exceeding  the  capitid  stock 
hereinafter  named.  They  shall  have  power  to  establish 
such  by-laws,  ordinances,  and  regulations  as  shall  be  deem- 
ed necessary  foe  the  good  government  of  the  said  corpor- 
ation, not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  and  constitution  of 
this  state  and  the  United  States. 

§  2,  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  twenty-    capital  aioeir 
five  thousand  dollars,.to  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  stook  shall  be 
opened  at  soitablfr  plaees  selected  by  the  commiisioBers.

After  the  first  election,  the  annual  election 
shall  be  held  on  the  fourth  Saturday  in  March  in  each  suc- 
ceeding^ year,  at  which  time  the  president  shall  make  out 
a  full  and  fair  statement  of  the  afiairs  of  the  company, 
which  shall  be  presented  to  the  company,  and  such  divi- 
dends of  profits  of  toll  divided :  Provided^  the  president 
and  directors  shall  divide  the  dividends  at  the  end  of  each 
six  months,  if  deemed  advisable. 

§  5.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  have  the 
right  to  fix  all  rates  of  toll  for  passing  over  said  bridge : 
Provided,  the  rates  of  toll  so  fixed  shall  not  exceed  the 
rates  of  toll  now  allowed  by  law  at  the  said  ferry ;  and

§  7.  If  the  owner  bf  any  land  necessaty  for  abutments, 
the  s«te  or  any  avenue,  rock  or  stone  quarries,  or  the  ferry 
over  which  said  bridge  shall  pass,  shall  ol^ect  to  sell  the 
same,  or  an  agreement  between  the  parties  capnot  be  ef- 
fected, the  board  of  directors  shall  apply  to  the  county 
judge  of  Fleming  and  the  county  judge  of  Bath',  if  situa- 
ted in  Fleming  to  the  judge  of  that  county,  and  if  in 
Bath  to  the  judge  of  that  county,  and  for  the  ferry  privi- 
leges to  the  judges  of  both  counties,  for  a  writpf  M  mad 
damnum  to  issue,  and  which  may  be  issued,  direc^a  to 
the  sheriff  or  sheriffs  of  the  said  counties,  requiring  him  or 
them  to  summon  a  jury  of  twelve  disinterested  housekeep- 
ers to  appear  o|i  some  given  day,  on  the  premises ;  and 
after  they  have  thus  assembled,  shall  be  sworn  by  the  sher- 
iff or  some  justice  of  the  peace  to  well  and  truly  enquire 
into  the  value  of  the  property  above  named  and  thus  con- 
demned, and  the  amqunt  of  damages  thereof  sustained  by 
the  parties,  according  to  the  facts  submitted  to  them  by 
the  parties,  shall  proceed  to  value  the  same  and  assess  the

§  10.  The  Maysville  and  Mountsterling  Tampih»  ^Road 
Company  shall  have  power  to  take  stock  in  said,  brldfl^, 
and  may  vest  in  such  stock  the  fair  proportion  of  intenvjt 
x}(  the  commonwealth  in  said  i^oad,  in  the  4ama  mansf 
that  they  may  vest  the  interest  of  private  stockholderv.  '

Be  it  enacted  by  Vie  Oerieral  AssemUg  of  Oie  CommanweaUh 
of  Kentucky^  That  a  tax  of  three  cents  per  acre  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  levied  on  all  the  lands  ly- 
ing ia  the  counties  of  Lewis  and  Carter,  between  Vance- 
burg  and  the  residence  of  Mr.  Andrew  Lockers,  on  the 
Sandy  pike,  in  Carter  county,  and  within  three  Infles  of 
the  road  hereinafter  authorized  to  be  constructed.    Said 
tax  to  be  ascertained  by  the  assessors  books  in  said  conn- 
ties  for  the  year  1854 ;  and  the  sheriffs  of  the  respective 
counties  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  collect 
the  same,  in  the  same  manner  that  they  do  the  revenue  of 
said  counties,  and  that  they  hold  the  same  in  their  hands 
upon  the  same  security  as  the  revenue  tax.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Kough>and  Heady. 

§  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Cfeneral  Assembly  of  the  Chmmon- 
wealih  of  Kentucky^  That  the  town  of  Rough  and  Ready, 
in  the  county  of  Anderson,  is  hereby  incorporated.    The     corponteiim 
boondariea  of  which  town  shell  be  aa  follows,  viz :  Begin-  ^^^i  ^  ^^"' 
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nlng  at  the  south  east  corner  of  Memford  Veach'9  orcheitl, 
running  thence  paralled  with  the  turnpike  road»  seventy 
yards  distant  from  said  road^  south  of  Buckley's  ferry  road; 
thence  north  with  said  Buckley's  ferry  road  seventy  yards ; 
thence  northwest,  and  parallel  with  said  turnpike  road,  to 
L.  Wilsoi^s  line;  thence  with  said  Wilson's  line  to  the  be* 
ginning. 

§  2.  That  there  shall  be  five  trustees  elected  in  said 
town,  who  shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  said  office  take  an  oath  before  the  county 
court  judge  or  some  justice  of  the  peace,  that  they  will 
faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office 
aforesaid.  That  said  trustees  and  their  succseors  shall  be 
a  body  politic  and  corporate,  and  shall  be  known  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  town  of 
Rough  and  Ready,  and  by  that  name  shuU  be  capable  of 
contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  suiiig  and  being 
sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering  and  being 
answered,  defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  of 
this  commonwealth ;  and  the  warrant  for  offenses  against 
the  by-laws  of  said  town,  shall  be  in  the  corporate  name 
of  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town,  as  plaintiffs. 

§  4.  That  there  shall  be  a  police  judge  and  town  mar- 
shal elected  for  said  town,  and  that  all  persons  living  in 
said  town,  or  owners  of  real  estate  therein,  subject  to  tax- 
ation, who  have  a  right  to  vote  lor  members  of  the  gener- 
al assembly,  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  for. trustees,  police 
judge,  and  town  marshal  of  said  town.  That  said  police 
judge  and  marshal  shall  be  elected  once  in  every  four 
years,  at  the  same  time  and  place  of  voting  for  trustees; 
and  in  case  of  vacancy  of  any  of  said  officers,  either  by 
death,  resignation,  removal,  or  other  cause,  the  said  voters 
shall  fill  such  vacancy  by  another  election  ;  ten  days  no- 
tice to  be  given  of  all  elections  held  under  this  act,  in  writ- 
ing to  be  posted  up  in  two  of  the  most  public  places  in 
said  town.  The  first  election  of  all  the  officers  aforesaid, 
shall  take  place  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May,  1854,  and 
thereafter  for  trusteeli  on  the  first  Saturday  in  March  in 
every  year. 

§  4.  That  before  the  police  judge  enters  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  bis  office,  he  shall  receive  a  com- 
mission from  the  governor  of  Kentucky,  which  shall  be 
given  upon  the  trustees  certifying  to  the  governor  that  he 
has  been  legally  elected  to  fill  said  office.  Said  police 
judge  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
take  such  oath  as  may  be  required  by  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  this  state,  of  county  judges.  The  said  police 
judge  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  cases,  criminal  as  well 
as  civil  and  penal,  which  may  occur  within  the  limits  of 
said  town,  like  as  justices  of  the  peace  have.  He  shall 
have  jurisdiction  of  all  oflfeases  arising  under  the  by-lawa 
of  said  town,  may  iss^e  warrants,  enter  up  judgments, 
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and  issue  execations  accordingly.  The  cases  arising  un- 
der violation  of  any  of  the  by-laws  shall  be  tried  as  soon 
as  practicable.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  police  judge 
to  keep  a  fair  and  just  record  of  his  proceedings,  certified 
copies  of  which  shall  be  evidence  in  other  courts,  and  have 
the  same  weight  and  effect  as  certified  copies  of  the  re- 
cords of  justices  of  the  peace  may  have.  He  shall  have 
the  power  to  issue  pommonses  for  witnesses,  and  process  to 
compel  their  attendance,  and  fine  persons  for  contempt,  in 
a  sum  not  exceeding<five  dollars.  He  shall  have  power 
to  order  a  jury  to  be  summoned,  in  like  cases  with  justices 
of  the  peace.  He  shall  have  twenty-five  cents  for  each 
warrant,  ten  cents  for  each  judgment,  and  fifteen  cents  for 
each  execution,  for  offenses  in  violation  of  any  of  the  by- 
laws of  said  town,  and  for  other  services  he  shall  be  allow- 
ed tbe  same  fees  as  justices  of  the  peace  may  be  allowed, 
and  shall  in  the  same  manner  be  responsible  for  illegal  fee 
bills  made  out  and  collected. 

§  5.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  make  and 
receive  all  necessary  conveyances  in  relation  to  the  lots  in 
said  town.  They  shall  have  power  over  the  streets,  alleys, 
and  side-walks  ih  said  town ;  may  direct  the  improvement 
of  the  same  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  most  ben- 
eficial to  the  interest  of  said  town.  They  shall  have  pow- 
er to  make  all  by-laws  for  the  regulation  and  good  gov- 
ernment of  said  town,  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  this  commonXvealth.  They  shall  have 
power  to  levy  and  collect  a  tax  upon  the  property  and 
citizens  of  said  toWn,  not  exceeding  fifteen  cents  on  each 
one  hundred  dollars  worth  of  property,  and  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents  on  each  tithe.  They  shall  have  power  to  tax 
auction  sales,  shows  and  exhibitions  for  money,  such  suras 
as  they  in  their  by-laws  ii^ay  fix,  and  to  tax  all  hired  ne- 
groes in  said  town  provided  they  shall  not  have  been  tax- 
ed before  the  first  Monday  in  March.  They  shall  have 
power  to  suppress  all  tippling-houses,  and  to  fine  all  those 
who  may  violate  their  by-laws  in  relation  thereto,  any  sum 
not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offense  to  be  re- 
covered before  the  police  judge  of  said  town.  They  shall 
have  power  to  provide  for  the  security  of  said  town  against 
fire,  by  organizing  one  or  more  fire  companies,  defining 
their  duties,  and  puni^ing  by  adequate  fines  and  6tber 
penalties,  those  who  shall  fail  to  perform  the  duties  requir- 
ed of  them.  They  shall  have  power  to  regulate  the 
market,  and  appoint  a' master,  and  such  other  oflScers 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  that  purpose.  That  it  Tretsurer.Ac. 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  trustees  to  appoint  a  treasurer,  to  be  appointed. 
clerk,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  miay  deem'  neces- 
sary, and  take  from  them,  respectively,  bond- with  se- 
curity, payable  to  the  comnlbnweftlth*  of  Kentucky^  !n 
such  penalty  as  the  said  trustees  may  direct,  conBitioned 
for  the  discbarge  of  their  respective  duties ;  and  for  a 
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violation  of  daty  on  the  part  of  any  of  said  officers,  mo- 
tions may  be  made  or  suits  brought  before  any  tribunal 
having  Jurisdiction  thereof,  in  the  same  manner  and  un- 
der the  same  rules  and  regulations  that  motions  are 
made  or  suits  brought  against  sheriffs,  constables,  or  other 
officers  for  failure  of  duty ;  and,  moreover,  the  said  trus- 
tees, or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  and  authority 
to  remove  either  of  them  for  failing  to  do  their  duty,  and 
appoint  others  in  their  place. 

§  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  treasurer  and  clerk 
to  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  which  properly  belong 
to  their  respective  offices ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
treasurer  to  render  an  account  to  said  trustees  of  all  mo* 
neys  received  and  paid  out  by  him,  whenever  by  them  re- 
quested so  to  do. 

§  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  trustees  to  appoint 
one  of  their  number  or  bodv  chairman  of  the  board,  and 
that  no  money  shall  be  drawn  ivom  the  treasurer,  except 
by  the  order  of  the  said  chairman,  in  pursuance  of  allow- 
ance made  by  said  board. 

§  8.  That  upon  all  judgments  rendered  by  said  police 
judge  either  party  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  in  the  same 
manner  that  appeals  are  taken  from  judgments  of  justices 
of  the  peace  in  similar  cases. 

§  9.  The  marshal  shall  servo  all  process  and  precepts  to 
him  directed  from  said  police  judge,  and  make  due  returns 
thereof;  collect  all  taxes  assessed  jn  saidtown>  executions 
and  other  demands  which  may  be  put  in  his  hands  to  col- 
lect^ and  account  for  and  pay  the  same  over  to  whoever 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  same,  under  the  same  rules  and 
regulations  required  by  law  of  sheriffs  in  the  collection  of 
taxes,  and  of  constables  in  the  collection  of  executiouB  or 
other  demands ;  and  on  failure  to  discharge  any  of  the  du- 
ties required  of  him,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  proceed- 
ings, which  may  be  had  against  sheriffs  and  constables  in 
similar  cases.  The  said  marshal  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
same  fees  for  collecting  the  town  tax,  that  sheriffs  are  en- 
titled to  ior  collecting  the  county  levy,  and  in  all  other  ca- 
ses the  same  fees  that  are  allowed  toponstables  for  similar 
services:  Provided  however,  that  said  police  judge  shall 
have  power  to  direct  his  process  to  any  constable  of  An- 
derson county ;  and  said  marshal  shall  have  and  po-ssess 
the  same  powers  given  to  constables,  in  all  cases  cogniza- 
ble hetore  said  police  judge. 

§  10.  All  fines  and  forfeitures,  in  cases  cognizable  before 
said  police  judge,  shall  be  collected  and  paid  to  the  trea* 
surer  of  said  board,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  town, 
any  laws  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  All  moneys 
collected  by  judgment  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  any 
violation  of  the  penal  laws  committed  within  the  limits 
of  said  town,  sihall  be,  in  like  manner,  paid  over  to  the  trea- 
surer.

of  stock  are  subscribed  to  the  Masonic  Savings  Institution 
of  Louisville,  as  provided  in  said  act,  the  board  of  finance 
shall  cause  a  meeting  of  the  shareholders  to  be  held  in  the 
city  of  Louisville,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  des- 
ignatCy  having  advertised  the  same  for  ten  days  in  one  or 
more  of  the  daily  papers  in  said  city,  at  which  an  election 
for  seven  directors  to  manage  the  affairs  of  said  savings  in* 
stitution  shall  be  held  from  among  the  stockholders  in  the 
masonic  temple,  each  shareholder  being  entitled  to  one 
vote  for  each  share  of  stock  held  at  said  election.  Said 
directors,  first  elected,  sh^iU  hold  their  offices  until  the  first 
Monday  in  May,  1855,  and  until  their  buccessors  are  elected;

That  any  suit  under  the  provisions  of  said  acts,  or 
this' amendment,  shalPftand  for  trial  at  the  first  term  after 
the  service  of  pitopess,  if  the  same  ehaU  have  been  served 
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twenty  days  before  the  commencement  of  the  court,  either 
at  a  common  law  or  chancery  term  ;  and  may  be  taken  ap 
for  trial  on  ten  days  notice,  in  writing,  to  the  adverse  par- 
ty or  parties,  or  their  attorney  or  attornies,  on  any  day  of 
sach  tierm.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  to 
pending  suits,  brought  under  and  by  virtue  of  tne  said 
acts.

CHAPTER  779. 

AN  ACT  to  «xtond  the  jurisdiction  and  powera  of  Ihe  Police  Judge  and 

Marshal  of  the  town  of  Lawrenceburg. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Comnumwealih 
of  Kentucky^  That  the  powers  and  jurisdiction  of  the  police 
judge  and  marshal  of  the  town  of  Lawrenceburg  as  now 
confered  upon  them  respectively,  shall  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  extended  over  the  county  of  Anderson :  Provided^ 
that  nothing  contained  herein  shall  authorize  the  return  of 
any  warrant  issued  by  said  police  judge  out  of  the  district 
in  which  the  defendant  in  the  warrant  resides  unless  said 
defendant  shall  give  his  written  consent  therefor.

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CHAPTER  761. 
AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Hickman  and  Obion  Railroad  Company. 

§  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  ihe  General  Assembly  of  the  Coikmonwealth 
of  Kentucky^  That  the  president,  directors,  and  stockhold- 
ers of  the  joint  stock  company  alr^j^ady  formed  to  build  a 
railroad  from  the  town  oi  Hickman,  in  the  state  of  Ken- 
tucky, to  the  Mobile  and  Ohio  railroad  track,  in  the  coon- 
ty  of  Obion,  in  the  state  of  Tennessee,  in  Houser  valley, 
be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  corporation  and  body 
politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Hickman  and  Obion 
Kailroad  Company,  and  by  the  said  name  shall  be  author- 
ized to  sue  and  be  sued,  and  to  buy,  receive  by  gift^^hold, 
sell,  and  convey  real  and  personal  estate  as  hereinafter 
provided ;  make  contracts,  make  by-laws,  and  do  all  other 
acts  properly  incident  to  a  corporation^  and  necessary  and 
proper  in  the  transaction  of  the  buainess  for  whioh  said 
corporation  is  constituted ;  and  to  have  and  Hi»e  a  com- 
mon seal  and  the  same  to  alter  or  destroy  at  its  pleasure, 
and  have  perpetual  succession  of  members. 

§  2.  That  t£e  said  corporation  may  increase  the  cof|>or- 
ate  stock  theivof  to  thirty  thousand  shares,  at  oKe  hundred 
dollars  each,  and  the  president  and  directors  shall  ti(live 
tfie  power  of  receiving  subscriptibns  of  stock  to  that 
amount  at  any:  tim^»  according  to  their  Ascretion. 
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^  8.  The  affairs  of  the  company  shall  be  managed  by  a 
board  of  directors,  to  consist  of  eleven,  and  shall  he  chosen 
by  the  stockholders,  from  their  own  body,  each  stockholder 
casting  one  vote  for  each  share  he  may  possess.  And  the 
prei»ident  of  the  company  shall  be  elected  by  the  directors 
from  their  own  members,  in  sach  manner  as  the  regulations 
of  the  corporation  shall  prescribe. 

§  4.  The  president  and  directors  already  elected,  and 
now  conducting  the  business  of  said  company,  to-wit :  G. 
W.  Gibbs,  G.  W.  L.  Marr,  Louney  Burress,  Oliver  F. 
Young,  E.  'B.  Fnqua,  W.  Robinson,  Burgess  R.  Noles,  A. 
D.  Kingman,  Robert  Matson,  Ferdinand  "JiVilson,  and  J. 
F.  Mavis,  shall  continue  to  transact  the  business  until  the 
third  of  August,  1854,  with  full  power  to  fill  vacancies, 
and  until  there  shall  be  another  board  elected  and  organ- 
ized under  the  regulations  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of 
said  corporation,  and  the  election  thereafter  shall  be  annu- 
ally. 

§  5.  The  board  of  directors  may  fill  all  vacancies  which 
may  occur  during  the  time  for  which  they  were  elected,  and 
in  the  absence  of  the  president  may  fill  his  place  by  elect- 
ing one  of  their  number  president  pro  tempore, 

§  6.  All  contracts  and  arrangements  authenticated  by 
the  president  of  the  board  shall  be  binding  on  the  company, 
whether  with  or  without  seal,  or  such  other  mode  of  au- 
thentication as  the  by-laws  may  prescribe. 

§  7.  The  board  of  directors  shall  not  exceed  in  their  con- 
tract the  capita]  stock  of  the  corporation  and  of  the  funds 
which  the  company  may  have  borrowed  and  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  board ;  and  in  case  they  shall  do  so,  the 
president  and  directors  who  may  be  present  at  the  meet- 
ing at  which  such  contract  or  contracts  so  exceeded  the 
amount  aforesaid  shall  be  made,  shall  be  made  jointly  and 
severally  liable  for  the  excess,  both  to  the  contractor  or 
contractors  and  to  the  corporation  :  Provided,  that  any  one 
may  discharge  himself  from  such  liability  by  voting  against 
such  contract  or  contracts,  and  causing  said  vote  to  be  en- 
tered on  the  books  of  the  company,  and  giving  notice 
thereof  to  the  next  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders. 
^  8.  The  said  company  shall  have  the  exclusive  right  of 
transportation  or  conveyance  of  persons,  goods,  merchan- 
dize, and  produce  over  said  road  by  them  about  to  be  con- 
structed: jProtndft/,  that  the  oost  of  transportation  or  convey- 
ance shall  not  exceed  thirty-five  cents  per  hundred  pounds 
on  heavy  articles,  and  ten  cents  per  cubit  foot  on  articles  of 
measurement  for  every  hundred  miles,  and  five  cents  a 
.  o^ile  for  every  passenger :  And  provided,  that  said  company, 
when  tliey  see  fit,  may  farm  out  their  rights  of  transporta- 
fihn  on  said  road,  subject  to  the  rules  above  mentioned. 

(  9.  The  board  of  directors  may  call  for  the  payment  of 
tbe  capital  stock  at  the  rate  of  not  more  than  ten  dollars 
on  eaeh  share  ibr  every  rixty  days,  and  twenty  dayr  notice 
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1854.  shall  be  given  in  some  newspaper  of  said  calls  ;  and  a 
failure  to  pay  or  secure  to  be  paid  according  to  the  rules 
of  said  corporation  any  of  the  installinents  so  called  as 
aforesaid,  shall  induce  a  forfeiture  of  the  share  or  shares 
on  which  default  shall  be  so  made  and  payments  thereon, 
and  the  same  shall  ves^  in  said  company,  but  may  be  re- 
stored to  the  owner  or  owners  by  the  board  of  directors,  if 
they  deem  proper,  on  the  payment  of  all  arrears  on  such 
share  or  shares,  and  legal  interest  thereon ;  or  the  direc- 
tors mayr  waive  the  forfeiture  after  thirty  days  default  and 
tsue  the  stockholder  for  the  installments  due,  at  their  dis- 
cretion. 

§  10.  The  stock  of  said  company  may  be  transferred  in 
such  manner  and  form  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  by- 
laws of  said  company. 

§  11.  The  board  of  directors  shall  once  in  each  year 
make  out  a  full  report  of  the  state  of  the  company's  af- 
fairs to  the  stockholders  at  a  general  meeting,  and  shall 
have  full  power  to  call  a  general  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders, whenever  the  board  may  deem  it  expedient. 

§  12.  The  said  company  may  purchase,  have,  and  hold 
in  fee  and  for  a  term  of  years  any  lands,  tenements,  here- 
ditaments which  may  be  necessary  for  said  road  or  appur- 
tenances thereof,  or  for  the  erection  of  depositories,  store- 
houses,' or  for  work-shops  or  founderies,  to  be  used  (or  said 
company  or  for  procuring  timber,  stone,  or  any  other  ma- 
terial necessary  for  the  construction  of  said  road  or  its  ap- 
purtenances, or  for  effecting  transportation,  or  for  other 
purposes. 

§  13.  That  said  company  shall  have  the  right,  when  ne- 
cessary, to  construct  said  road  across  or  along  any  .public 
road  or  water  course,  provided  the  roads  and  navigation  of 
such  shall  not  be  obstructed. 

$  14.  When  any  lands  or  right  of  way  may  be  required

^ired!*^     ^^'    and  for  want  of  agreement  as  to  the  value  thereof,  or  for 

any  cause,  the  same  cannot  be  purchased  from  the  owner 
or  owners,  the  same  may  be  taken  at  valuation  by  five 
commissiioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  circuit  court  of  the  county  where  said  land  or  right  of 
way  is  situated ;  and  the  said  commissioners,  before  they 
shall  act,  shall  severally  take  an  oath  before  some  justice 
of  the  peace  faithfully  and  impartially  to  discharge  the 
duty  assigned  them;  and  on  making  said  valuation,  the 
commissioners  the  actual  loss  or  damage  to  the  owner  or 
owners  in  consequence  of  the  land  being  taken  and  the 
right  of  way  surrendered,  the  proceeding  of  said  commis* 
sioners  shall  be  returned,  accompanied  with  a  full  descrip- 
tion of  the  land  or  right  of  way,  under  their  hands  and 
seals,  of  a  minority  of  said  commissioners,  to  the  court 
f|pm  whence  the  commission  issued,  there  to  remtfiri  a 
PtSBMw  of  reoord.

by  the  court :  Provided,  that  when  the  land  cannot  be  had 
by  gift;  or  purchase,  the  operation  of  the  works  are  not  to 
be  hindered  or  delayed  during  the  pendency  of  any  pro- 
ceedings to  assess  its  value  as  aforesaid,  nor  shall  any  in- 
junction or  supersedeas  be  awarded  by  any  judge  or  court 
to  delay  the  progress  of  said  work. 
§  15.  if  any  person  shall  intrude  upon  said  railroad  or  any  Penalty  lor  in 
part  thereof,  in  any  manner  of  use  thereof,  or  the  rights  and  *'"•*'*"* 
privileges  connected  therewith,  without  the  permission  or 
contrary  to  the  will  of  said  company,  he,  she,  or  they  shall 
forthwith  forfeit  to  the  said  company  all  the  vehicles  that 
may  be  intruded  on  said  road,  and  the  same  may  be  recov- 
ered  by  suit  at  law,  and  the  person  or  persons  so  intruding 
may  also  be  indicted  for  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  cbnvic- 
tion  fined  and  imprisoned  by  any  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction. 

§  16.  Every  obstruction  to  the  safe  and  free  passage  of 
vehicles  on  said  road  shall  be  deemed  a  public  nuisance, 
and  as  such  may  be  abated  by  an  officer,  agent,  or  ser- 
vant of  the  company,  and  the  person  causing  such  ob- 
struction may  be  indicted  and  punished  for  ereSttUg  a 
public  nuisance,  before  any  competent  jurisdiction. 

§  17.  Said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  take  at  the 
storehouse  they  may  establish  or  rent  to  the  road  all  goods, 
wares,  merchandise,  and  produce  intended  for  transporta- 
tion, prescribe  the  rules  of  priority,  and  charge  and  receive 
such  just  and  reasonable  compensation  for  storage  as  they 
by  rules  may  establish,  which  they  shall  cause  to  be  pub- 
lished, or  as  ftiay  be  agreed  upon  by  the  owner,  which 
may  be  distiact  from  the  charges  of  transportation :  Pro- 
vided, the  said  company  shall  not  charge  or  receive  qtorage 
on  goods,  wares,  or  produce  which  may  be  delivered  to 
them  at  their  regular  depositories  for  immediate  tran^or- 
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tatloDi  and  which  the  company  may  have  the  power  of 
transporting  immediately. 

§  18.  The  profits  of  the  company,  or  so  much  thereof  as

from  carrying  on  any  banking  operations,  but  may  effect 
insurance  upon  lives  and  property  transported  on  said 
road. 

§  20.  Whenever  in  the  construction  of  said  road  it  shall 
be  necessary  to  cross  or.intersect  any  established  road  or 
way,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  company  to  construct  said 
road  across  such  established  road  or  way  so  as  to  not  im- 
pede the  passage  or  transportation  of  persons  or  property 
along  the  same,  or  where  it  shall  be  necessary  to  pass 
through  the  land  of  any  individual,  it  shall  be  their  duty 
to  povide  for  such  individual  a  proper  wagon  way  or  ways 
across  said  road. 

§  21.  The  said  company  shall  have  the  right  of  way  for 
said  railroad  from  the  line,  of  the  state  of  Kentucky  north 
to  the  town  of  Hickman,  and  they  shall  have  such  addi- 
tional power  as  may  be  necessary  and  convenient  for  the 
successful  execution  of  the  powers  granted  in  this  charter, 
and  for  the  successful  construction  and  management  of  the 
work. 

^  22.  The  president  and  directors,  clerks,  agents,  and 

Bzcrapt  (torn   servants  of  said  company  shall  be  exempt  from  military 

roiutary    daiy,    j^jy  exccpt  in  case  of  invasion  or  insurrection,  and  shall 

also  be  exempt  from  serving  on  juries  and  working  on 
public  roads. 

§  23.  The  said  company  shall  have  full  power  to  pur- 
chase and  own  such  number  oi  slaves  as  shall  be  necessary 
for  the  construction  of  said  road,  and  for  keeping  the  same 
in  repair. 

§  24.  That  all  persons  residing  in  this  state,  and  owning 
stock  in  said  road,  shall  give  said  stock  in  for  taxation  un- 
der the  equalization  laws  of  this  state,  irom  and  after  the 
completion  of  the  road,  but  no  further  tax  shall  be  imposed 
on  said  company  or  road. 

§  25.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth

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is  hereby  released  from  jine  and  forfeiture  imposed  upon 
him  for  failing  to  pay  into  the  treasury  the  revenue  of  his 
county  in  due  time.  Tiiis  act  shall  take  effect  from  its 
passage.

AN  AOT  to   amend  the  charter  of  GemantowA,  iii»  Mafioo  and  Blacken 

counties. 

«J  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Cfenercd  -Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth  of  KeTUticky^  That  the  act  incorporating  the  town 
of  Germantown,  and  the  several  amendments  thereto,  be 
so  amended  that  hereafter  the  prude;itial,  fiscal,  and  mu- 
nicipal concerns  of  said  town  shall  be  vested  in  five  trus- 
tees, who  shall  be  elected  annually  on  the  first  Saturday 
in  June,  by  the  free  white  male  inhabitants  of  said  town, 
who  are  entitled  to  vote  for  state  and  county  ofiicers. 
Said  trustees,  when  so  elected,  shall  hold  their  ofiices  for 
the  term  pi  one  y^^ar,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  duly  qualified.  The  said  trustees,  before  they  enter 
upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  shall  ,take  an  oath  before 
some  judicial  ofiicer  authorized  to  administer  the  same, 
that  they  will  faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  the  du- 
ties of  trustees  to  the  best  of  their  abilities,  during  their 
continuance  in  office. 

§  2.  That  the  present  trustees,  viz :  John  A.  Coburn, 
Isaac  Pollock,  Francis  A.  Savage,  William  G.  Miller,  and 
Simeon  H.  Walton,  and  such  other  officers  appointed  by 
them,  shall  remain  in  o^ce  until  their  successors  are  elect- 
ed or  appointed  and  qualified.

They  shall  have  power  to  borrow 
any  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars, 
and  to  pledge  the  revenue  of  the  town  for  the  payment 
of  the  same.  They  shall  have  power  to  subscribe  and 
hold  stock  in  the  two  turnpikes  chartered  to  run  from  said 
town  to  the  North  fork,  or  any  other  road  of  any  kind 
which  may  run  to  or  through  said  town :  Provided,  that 
not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  shall  be  .spbscribed  to 
any  one  road. 

§  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  trustees,  at  the 
June  meeting  of  the  board  annually,  to  appoint  a  clerk, 
treasurer,  and  assessor,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be 
necessary  to  the  government  and  well  being  of  the  said 
town,  and  to  take  from  them  respectively  bonds,  payable  to 
the  trustees  of  said  town  and  their  successors,  with  securi- 
ty to  be  approved  by  the  board,  in  such  penalty  as  the  said 
trustees  may  direct,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  their  respective  duties;  and  for  a  violation  on  the  part 
of  any  of  the  said  officers  suits  may  be  brought  and  mo- 
tions made- before  any  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof,  in 
the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations 
that  suits  are  brought  and  motions  made  against  other  offi- 
cers for  failure  of  duty.  The  said  trustees  shall  at  the. reg- 
ular meeting  of  the  board  in  May  or  at  some  regular  meet- 
ing preceding,  ann^ually  appoint  two  of  their  own  body  or 
two  other  housekeepers  of  said  town,  in  conjunction  with 
the  clerk,  to  hold  the  annual  election;  said  elections  to  be 
held  as  aforesaid  on  the  first  Saturday  in  June  annually, 
between  the  hours  of  six  o'clock  A.  M.  and  seven  o^clock, 
P.  M.  Said  officers  of  the  election  aforesaid,  before  they 
enter  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  shall  take  the 
oath  usually  t^ken  in  similar  cases,  faithfully  to  discharge 
their  respective  duties  according  to  law.  The  said  officers 
of  elections  shall  return  the  poll  book  signed  and  duly  cer; 
tified  by  them  to  the  board  of  trustees,  or  the  chairman 
thereof,  within  forty-eight  hpurs  from  the  time  such  election 
was  held,  and  for  a  failure  to  do  so  may  severally  be  fined 
in  any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  each.  The 
trustees  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  tho  poll  book 
shall  Have  been  returned  to  them,  exaimne  the  same,  and 
give  certificates  of  election  to  such  as  shall  have  received 
a  miyoT^^y  ^C  ^h^  votes. or  the  highest  number  of  votec*-: 
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Provided y  that  in  cases  where  any  of  the  trustees  them- 
selves were  candidates,  then  the  clerk  shall  act  in  sach 
trustees'  place  and  certify  in  their  stead. 

§  6.  That  the  persons  entitled  to  vote  for  trustees  of  said 
town  on  the  first  Monday  in  August  next,  at  the  regular 
pikce  for  holding  the  town  election,  and  every  four  years 
thereafter,  shall  elect  a  judicial  officer  to  be  styled  the  po- 
lice judge  of  Germantown,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the 
term  of  four  years,  and  whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  from 
any  cause  in  said  office,  it  shall  be  filled  by  election  for 
the  remainder  of  the  term,  and  the  trustees  shall  by  order 
entered  of  record  direct  the  clerk  to  give  notice  in  writing, 
posted  up  in  five  ot  the  most  public'  places  in  said  town, 
of  the  time  and  place  such  elections  are  to  be  held ;  and 
not  less  than  three  nor  more  five  days  shall  intervene  be- 
tween the  posting  of  such  notices  and  the  day  of  the  elec- 
tion ;  and  upon  the  failure  of  said  trustees  to  order  such 
election  for  the  space  of  twenty  days  after  such  vacancy 
shall  have  occurred,  they  shall  be  severally  fined  in  any 
sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  for  such  failuere  ; 
and  when  suc^  order  shall  have  been  made  by  the  bo&rd 
of  trustees  and  the  cl^rk  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  give  the 
notice  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be  shall 
be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  tv^'enty-five  dollars,  to 
be  recovered  in  an  action  on  his  bond  against  hini  and  his 
sureties,  before  any  court  having  jurisdiction.  That  before 
the  said  police  judge  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  he  shall  take  an  oath  before  some  judicial  officer  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  bis  office  faithfully  and  impartially, 
without  fear,  favor,  or  affection,  to  the  best  of  his  ability, 
and  such  other  oaths  as  are  usually  required  of  public  offi- 
cers. The  said  judge  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace 
in  Mason  and  Bracken  counties,  and  shall  have  jurisdic- 
tion concurrent  with  justices  of  the  peace  within  the  limits 
of  the  town  in  civil  cases  and  such  other  causes  as  the 
pt^rties  may  agfee  to  have  returned  before  him,  whether 
such  cases,  or  the  penalty  to  the  same,  be  in  said  town  or 
anywhere  else  in  Mason  or  Bracken  counties :  Provided, 
that  any  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  police  judge  shall 
lie  to  the  proper  court  in  the  county  where  the  defendant 
may  reside.  In  all  criminal  or  penal  causes  the  said  police 
judge  shall  have  the  jurisdiction  asacourtt^f  inquiry  now 
or  hereafter  giv  en  justices  of  the  peace  of  said  counties  of 
Mason  and  Breicken,  and  shall  proceed  in  like  manner  as 
said  justices  of  the  peace  are  required  by  law  in  criminal 
cases.  He  shall  return  all  bonds,  recognizances,  tran- 
scripts, or  other  i»ecords  connected  with  any  criminal  pros- 
ecution originating  before  him,  when  necessary,  to  the  re- 
spective courts  in  ^e  respective  counties  where  the  offense 
was  committed.  .'  He  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  cases 
arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  said  town  and  the  by- 
laws of  the  sam^e,  and  shall  have  powejr  to  «nter  judgment 
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and  award  e^cecution  accordingly.     He  shall  have  power        1854. 
and  authority  to  f^ant  attachments,  where  the  amount 
claimed  does  not  exceed  fifty  dollars.     He  may  grant  in- 
junctions and  restrainig  orders,  and  writs  of  habeas  coipus^ 
issue  writs  in  civil  and  criminal  cases,  to  be  served  in  the 
said  town,  or  in  the  counties  of  Mason  or  Bracken,  under 
the  same  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  th^  several 
actsauthorizing  justices  of  the  peace  to  grant  attachments, 
(except  as  aforesaid,)  injunctions,  restraining,  orders,  and 
writs  of  habeas  corpus,  and  issue  warrants.     It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  police  judge  to  keep  a  record  of  his  official 
acts,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  evidence  in  causes  pending 
in  any  court  of  record  in  this  state^  and  shall   have  the 
same  'effect  as  records  of  justices  of  the  peace.     He  shall 
have  power  to  issue  summonses  for  witnesses  to  give  evi- 
dence in  causes  pending  before  him,  and  upon  theic  failure 
to  attend,  to  issue  compulsory  process  to  cau^e  their  atten- 
dance. He  shall  have  power  to  fine  and  imprison  for  «on- 
tem)>t :  Provided,  the  fine  shall  not  exceed  five  dollars  nor 
the  imprisonment  more  than  eight  houra.     The  said  police 
judge  shall  hold  monthly  terms  for  the  trial  of  civil  caus- 
es, on  some  day  to  be  fixed  by  him,  and  shall  be  entered  of 
record.  His  court  shall  be  a  court  of  record.  He  shall  also 
appoint  and  enter  of  record  a  monthly  return  day  for  exe- 
cutions, and  make  all  of  his  executions  returnable  pn  that 
day,  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than  seventy  days  from 
the  time  they  issue.     That  process  issued  by  said  police 
judge  shall  run  in  the  name  of  the  commonwealth  of  Ken- 
tucky, and  be  directed  to  the  marshal  of  G^rn^antown,  or 

any  constable  of county. 

§  9.  That  the  officers  holding  the  election  for  trustees, 
police  judge,  and  marshal  shall  make  out  and  sign  a  cer- 
tificate showing  the  result,  and  return  the  same,  with  the 
poll  book,  to  the  board  of  U'ustees,  who  shall  issue  a  certifi- 
cate of  election  to  the  person  receiving  the  largest  number 
of  votes,  and  shall  forward  by  mail  a  duplicate  certificate 
properly  attested,  to  the  governor,  so  far  as  the  election 
of  police  judge  is  concerned,  who  thereupon  shall  issue  a 
commission  in  duplicate  to  the  person  thus  returned 
elected  as  police  judge  of  said  town,  and  forward  the 
same. 

§  }0.  That  the  said  police  judge  thus  elected;  compnis- 
sioned,  and  qualified  shall  not  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office  until  he  shall  have  filed  his  commission  or  a  dupli- 
cate thereof  with  the  clerks  of  the  county  courts  of  Mason 
and  Bracken  respectively. 

§  11.  That  the  fees  of  said  police  judge  in  civil  actions,  Fees  or  judge. 
riots,  routs,  unlawful  assemblages,  and  breaches  of  the 
peace  shall  be  the  same  that  now  is  or  hereafter  may  be 
allowed  to  justices  of  the  peace;  aMi  in  actions  for  viola- 
tions of  ordinances  -or  by-laws,  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
twenty-five  cents  for  a  warrant ;  ten  cents  for  each  sub- 
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poBna;  liily  cents  lor  presiding  at  the  trial,  and  twenty 
cents  ibr  each  execution  in  such  cases ;  fifty  cents  for 
taking  recognizances  to  iceep  the  peace,  to  be  paid  by  the 
person  applying ;  and  in  any  other  causes  not  here  enumera- 
ted, in  which  he  may  have  jurisdiction,  the  same  fees  that 
justices  of  the  peace  are  entitled,  to  be  collected  in  the 
same  way. 

^  12.  That  the  official  record  of  the  police  judge,  pro- 
vided for  in  section  eight  of  this  act,  shall  be  kept  in  the 
mode  and  manner  as  are  now  required  by  law  of  justices 
ot  the  peace,  and  for  a  failure  herein  he  shall  be  subject 
to  the  same  penalties  as  are  now  imposed  by  law  upon 
justices  of  the  peace  for  like  offenses  ;  and  each  successive 
judge  elected  as  aforesaid  shall  deliver  over  to  his  succes- 
sor all  the  official  papers  and  records  of  his  said  office, 
and  on  failure  shall  be  subject  to  .the  penalties  afore- 
said. 

§  13.  That  the  said  police  judge  may  be  removed  or 
impeached  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  laws 
now  or  which  may  hereafter  be  in  force  for  the  trial  and 
impeachment  of  justices  of  the  peace.  A  removal  from 
town  shall  vacate  his  office. 

§  14.  That  on  the  first  Monday  in  August  next  the  qual- 
ified voters  of  said  town  shall  elect  a  marshal,  whose  term 
of  office  shall  be  two  years,  and  until  his  successor  is 
elected  and  qualified,  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  from  any 
cause  the  trustees  shall  fill  such  vacancy  by  appointment 
until  the  next  annual  election. 

§  15.  That  the  marshal  so  elected  or  appointed  shall, 
before  he  enters  upon  the;  duties  of  his  office,  take  the  oath 
usually  administered  to  executive  officers  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  the  office  of  marshal  faithfully,  impartially,  ac- 
cording to  law,  and  the  best  of  his  abilities.  He  shall  also 
execute  bond  in  duplicates  with  good  security,  payable  to 
the  trustees  and  their  successors  in  office,  to  be  by  them 
approved,  in  a  sum  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars, 
containing  conditions  similar  to  those  now  required  by 
law  in  constables'  bonds ;  and  any  person  damnified  by 
the  official  acts  of  said  marshal  may  sue  or  motion  there- 
on before  any  court  havrng  jurisdiction  thereof,  in  the 
name  of  the  trustees  of  said  town  of  Germantovvn,  for 
his,  her,  or  their  use  and  benefit,  or  may  motion  before  the 
police  judge  of  said  town,  in  the  same  manner  and  under 
the  same  rules  that  motions  are  made  before  justices  of 
the  peace  against  constables. 

<^  IG.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  shall,  so  soon  as  the 
said  duplicate  bonds  are  executed  by  the  marshal,  cause 
their  chairman  to  attest  the  same,  and  deliver  one  to  the 
clerk  of  the  Mason  county  court  and  one  to  the  clerk  of 
the  Bracken  county  Murt,  who  shall  carefully  preserve  the 
same  on  file  in  their  respective  offices;  and  the  said  clerks 
shall  give   attested  copies  to   any  person  who  call   for 
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the  same,  which  copy  oi*  copies,  when  so  attested,  shall 
have  the  same  force  and  credit  in  all  courts  of  justice  in 
this  commonwealth  as  other  records  from  said  officers  are 
entitled  under  existing  laws ;  and  the  said  clerks  shall  re- 
ceive from  said  applicant  or  persons  applying  for  a  copy 
of  said  bond,  such  fees  as  are  now  allowed  by  law  for  sim- 
ilar services. 

§  17.  That  the  said  marshal  shall  be  3  conservator  of  the 
peace  throughout  the  said  counties  of  Maaon  and  Brack- 
en. He  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  execute,  in  the 
respective  counties  of  Mason  and  Bracken,  all  original, 
mesne,  nnd  final  process  issued  by  the  said  police  judge 
of  Germantown,  and  in  criminal  cases  process  from  any 
other  judicial  officer,  in  doing  which  he  may  go  to  any  part 
of  Mason  or  Bracken  counties,  and  shall  be  governed  by 
the  same  Jaws  and  regulations  that  now  or  may  hereafter 
govern  constables  in  the  execution  and  service  of  process 
within  the  respective  counties  aforesaid,  and  shall  be  lia- 
ble for  property  held  by  virtue  of  a  process,  or  for  money 
collected,  or  a  failure  to  collect  and  account  for  according 
to  law,  and  may  be  proceeded  against  in  the  same  man- 
ner now  prescribed  or  which  may  hereafter  be  prescribed 
by  law  in  reference  to  constables,  and  collectors  of  the 
public  revenues.  He  shall  be  entitled  to  the  §ame  fees 
now  or  which  may  hereafter  be  allowed  to  constables,  to 
be  collected  in  like  manner. 

§  18.  That  the  said  marshal,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  shall 
be  collector  of  the  revenues  of  said  town,  and  shall  have 
the  same  power  and  authority  to  enforce  the  payment  of 
the  same  that  sheriffs  have  under  existing  laws;  and 
whenever  it  shall  become  necessary  for  the  said  marshal 
to  levy  upon  and  sell  property  for  the  payment  of  any  tax 
levied  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town,  he  shall  pro- 
ceed in  the  same  manner  that  sheriffs  are  now  required  to 
proceed,  and  shall  be  allowed  the  same)costs  now  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  allowed  to  sheriffs  for  similar  services,  to 
be  recovered  in  the  same  way.  He  shall,  before  he  pro- 
ceeds to  collect  the  revenues  of  the  town,  execute  bond 
with  security  to  be  approved  by  the  board  of  trustees,  pay- 
able to  said  trustees  and  their  successors,  in  any  sum  not 
less  than  double  the  amount  of  the  revenue,  similar  as  to 
conditions  to  the  bonds  of  the  collectors  of  stf^te  and  coun- 
ty revenues.  He  shall  be  allowed  such  compensation  for 
his  services  as  collector  as  the  trustees  may  declare  :  Pro- 
vided,  that  said  trustees  shall  have  no  power  to.  reduce 
such  compensation  for  that  year  after  the  said  marshal 
shall  have  executed  bond  as  aforesaid. 

§  19.  That  any  constable  or  other  free  white  male  per- 
son who  is  twenty-one  yeare  of  age,  who  is  entitled  to  a 
vote  for  trustees,  and  who  has  resided  twelve  months  next 
preceding  his  election  witl^in  the  corporate  limits  of  said 
town,  shall  be  eligible  to  tqe  ofnce  of  marshal. 
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}  20.  That  the  treasurer  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term 
of  one  year,  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and 
qualiiiedt  unless  sooner  Femoved  by  the  board  of  tciistees. 
He  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
take  an  oath  similar  to  those  administered  to  the  police 
judge  and  marshal,  and  shall  execute  bond  with  security  to 
be  approved  by  the  board  of  trustees,  payable  to  the  board 
of  trustees  of  Germantown,  and  their  successors,  in  any 
sum  not  less  than  double  the  amount  of  the  revenues  for 
that  year,  and  any  balance  that  may  be  in  the  treasury, 
with  similar  conditions  to  those  required  by  law  in  a  coun- 
ty treasurer's  bond.  The  said  trustees  may  at  any  time  re- 
quire him  to  settle  his  account  ancl  make  a  fair  exhibit  in 
writing  of  the  state  of  the  treasury.  He  shall  be  entitled 
to  such  compensation  for  his  services  as  the  board  of  trus- 
tees may  ordain. 

§  21.  That  the  assessor  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term 
of  one  year,  or  until  his  successor  is  duly  appointed  and 
qualified,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  board  of  trustees. 
He  shall,  before  he  enters  up^n  his  duties  officially,  exe- 
cute bond  with  security,  as  provided  for  in  section  seven 
of  this  act,  and  take  an  oath  before  some  judicial  officer 
faithfully  and  impartially  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his 
office.  It  shall  be  his  duty  as  assessor  to  call  upon  all 
persons  subject  to  pay  tax  under  existing  laws  of  this  state, 
who  reside  or  own  property  within  the  corporate  limits  of 
said  town,  and  make  out  a  true  list  of  their  property,  with 
the  value  thereof,  which  list  may  be  made  upon  the  oath 
of  the  party,  to  be  administered  by  the  assessor^  The  as- 
sessor's list  shall  be  so  taken  as  to  include  all  the  real  es- 
tate, all  the  free  male  persons  over  21  years  of  age,  all 
slaves,  with  their  value,  with  all  other  species  of  property, 
money,  and  choses  in  action.  If  any  person  or  persons 
shall'  refuse  to  give  in  to  the  assessor,  when  called  upon  so 
to  do,  a  list  of  his,  her,  or  their  property^  or  be  abfeqt,  the 
assessor  shall  make  out  a  list  from  the  best  information  he 
can  procure.  He  shall,  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  July 
in  every  year,  complete  and  return  his  book  to  the  board 
of  trustees  ;  and  for  a  refusal  or  failure  so  to  do,  shall  be 
fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  the  whole  revenues  of  the 
town  for  the  preceding  year.  Upon  the  return  of  the  as- 
sessor's list,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  give  notice  that 
every  person  who  may  feel  themselves  aggrieved  by  the 
valuation  of  the  assessor  may  appear  before  them  a.t  a 
stated  meeting  to  be  held  for  that  purpose,  between  the 
20th  day  of  July  and  the  first  day  of  August  annually,  and 
produce  their  evidence  to  show  the  value  of  such  proper- 
ty ;  and  the  trustees,  upon  proof  being  made  to  them,  may 
change  such  valuation  ;  and  in  order  that  all,  who  may 
feel  aggrieved  as  aforesaid^  may  avail  themselves  of  the 
benefit  of  the  foregoing  nrovisipn,  the  said  trustees*  shall 
order  their  clerk  to  adveffUse.Mch  meeting  by  written  no- 
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ticp  posted  up  in  not  less  than  six  of  the  most  public  places 
in  said  town,  at  least  eight  days  previous  to  the  holding 
of  such  meeting.  The  said  assessor  shall  be  allowed  such 
compensation  for  his  services  as  the  trustees  may  ordain 
previous  to  his  qualification,  and  shall  be  subject  to  be 
fined  for  omissions  of  doty  as  the  trustees  may  ordain,  to 
be  retained  out  of  his  pay. 

§  22.  General  Provisions.  1st.  That  the  said  trustees 
shall  have  power  to  define  the  duties  of  clerk  to  their  board, 
or  any  other  officer  within  their  power  to  appoint,  not  spe- 
cially provided  for  in  this  act,  and  fix  their  compensation, 
which  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished  during  the 
term  for  which  they  were  appointed.  2d.  The  trustees  shall 
have  power  and  authority  to  purchase  or  receive  by  gift, 
a  lot  of  ground  not  exceeding  ten  acres,  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  said  town,  for  iv  cemetry  or  other  necessary  pur- 
pose, and  appoint  persons  to  take  charge  of  and  protect 
the  same.  3d.  The  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  or- 
dain fines  oh  all  persons  guilty  of  indecent  or  boisterous 
conduct  so  as  to  disturb  the  peace  and  quietude  of  the 
town.  4th.  The  trustees  shall  have  exclusive  control  over 
the  roads  and  road  funds  within  the  corporation,  and  for 
improving  and  keeping  the  public  roads  in  repair  may  levy 
road  tax  upon  the  taxable  property  of  the  town  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  cents  to  the  one  hundred  dollars  of  valuation, 
and  one  dollar  on  each  white  male  and  slave  over  sixteen 
and  under  fifty  years  of  age,  to  be  collected  in  the  man- 
ner and  under  the  provisions  of  the  general  road  law  in 
this  state  now  in  force.  5th.  The  trustees  shall  have 
power  to  sell  and  convey  certain  streets  and  alleys  in  said 
town  as  heretofore  provided  by  special  act  of  the  general 
assembly.  6th.  That  the  time  for  the  assessment  of  per- 
sons and  property  in  said  town  shall  be  the  first  day  of 
June.  Persons  residing  in  said  town  or  owning  property 
therein  on  that  day  shall  be  required  to  pay  the  taxes  as- 
sessed to  them  by  the  board  of  trustees  for  tfiat  year. 

^23.  That  any  acts  heretofore  passed  in  reference  to 
said  town  that  conflicts  with  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.  But 
the  legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter  or  repeal  this  act 
at  any  time. 

^  24.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  785. 
AN    ACT  to  charter  the  Foster  Turnpike  Compaiiy  in  Bracken  county. 

§  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  Hie  Qenercd  Assembly  of  the  Common^' 
wealtH  ^1  KefUucky^  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Poster 
TttmpR^  Company,  so  aodii.a8  tltvo  miles  of  their  road  is 
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1854.  completed,  to  erect  a  gate  thereon  at  any  distance  not 
within  one-half  mile  of  the  Ohio  river,  and  collect  toll 
thereon  as  prescribed  in  the  chapter  103  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky. 

§  2.  That  the  county  court  of  Bracken  county  shall  have 
power  to  issue  bonds  of  the  county  to  said  company,  in 
payment  of -the  stock  taken  by  said  court  in  said  road,  in 
sums  not  exceeding  $500  eacn,  signed  by  the  judge  and 
attested  by  the  clerk  of  said  court,  with  the  seal  of  the 
court  affixed  thereto.

CHAPTER  78G. 
AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Capital  Hotel  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  t/ie  CommanwealtJi 
of  Kentucky^  That  the  presideiit,  directors,  and  company 
of  the  Capital  Hotel  Company,  of  the  city  of  Frankfort, 
be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  erect  billiard  tables 
in  s^id  hotel.

tucky. The  receipt  of  the  clerk  for  the  amount  above 
specified  shall  be  authority  to  establish  or  erect  such 
tables.

of  Refuge. 

Whereas,  it  is  highly  important  that  the  authority  of  the 
commonwealth,  and  the  efforts  of  private  benevolence 
should  be  combined,  in  order  to  prevent  our  youth  from 
becoming  adepts  in  crime,  and  subjects  for  the  penitenti- 
ary.   Therefore, 

^  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  General  Assembly  of  tiie  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky^  That  William  F.  BuUock,  Henry  Pir- 
tle,  John  Joyes,  Mward  Garland,  William  S.  Bodiey,  Jas. 
S.  Speed,  M.  Cody,  Curran  Pope,  William  F.  Pettit,  WU- 
liam  C.  Broolcs,  William  Garnet,  Samuel  Forwood,  Wil- 
liam Kendrick,  B.  M.  Patton,  L.  L.  Lurton,  managers  of 
the  Louisville  house  of  refuse,  and  their  successors  in  of- 
fice regularly  appointed  as  nereinafter  provided,  be  and 
hereby  are  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the 
name  of  "the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Louisville  House 
of  Refuge,''  apd  by  that  name  they  shall  have  perpetual 
succession,  and  be  in  law  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
defending  and  being  defended  in  all  courts  and  places, 
and  in  all  manner  of  actions  and  causes  whatsoever)  and 
may  have  a  common  seal,  and  change  the  same  at  their 
pleasure ;  and  shall  be  capable  in  law,  by  that  name  and 
style,  of  purchasing,  holding,  and  conveying  any  estate, 
real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  said  corporation  :  Provided^ 
that  the  annual  income  or  revenues  from  such  real  estate 
shall  never  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  not  be 
applied  to  any  other  purposes  than  those  for  which  this 
corporation  is  formed:  And  provided  furtlwr,  that  none  of 
the  property  of  this  institution  shall  be  subject  to  state  or 
city  taxation. 

§  2.  That  the  number  of  fifteen  managers  shall  be  elect- 
ed biennially — ^ight  to  be  chosen  by  the  general  council 
of  the  city  of  Louisville,  and  seven  by  such  individuals  as 
may  have  cotitributed  to  the  establishment  and  mainten- 
ance of  the  house  of  refuge  fifty  dollars  at  any  one  lime, 
or  five  dollars  annually  for  twelve  years,  or  five  dollars 
for  the  year  in  which  the  election  may  take  place:  Provided^ 
that  should  the  legislature  of  Kentucky  determine  to  ap- 
propriate annually  for  the  benefit  of  said  house  of  refuge, 
a  sum  e^ual  to  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  same  pur- 
pose by  the  general  council  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  then 
the  board  of  managers  shall  be  elected  in  the  following 
proportions:  Five  by  the  legislature  of  Kentucky,  five  by 
the  general  council  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  and  five  by 
the  individual  contributors  above  referred  to  :  Provided 
furtlier,  that  the  board  of  laiauagcrs  shall  give  notice  in  at 
least  three  of  the  papers  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  of  the 
time  and  place  of  the  election  of  the  managers  to  be  chos- 
en by  the  individual  contributors. 
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^  *3.  That  the  board  of  managers  shall  have  power  to  fill 
all  vacancies,  that  may  occur  from  the  death,  resignation, 
or  removal  of  any  of  its  members,  until  the  time  of  the 
regular  biennial  election  ;  and  if  the  election  shaU  fail  to 
take  place  at  the  regular  time,  the  corporation  shall  not 
thereby  be  dissolvea,  but  the  members  of  said  board  shall 
continue  in  office  until  a  new  electon  :  Provided  further ^ 
that  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  election  as  a  member  of 
the  board  unless  he  be  a  resident  of  the  city  of  Louisville 
or  of  Jefferson  county,  and  no  member  of  the  board  shall 
receive  any  compensation  for  his  services. 

$  4.  That  the  board  of  managers  shall  have  power,  at 
their  discretion,  to  receive  into  and  keep  in  the  house  of 
refuge,  which  they  are  hereby  empowered  to  establish,  any 
boy  under  eighteen  or  any  girl  under  sixteen  years  of  age, 
being  a  resident  of  the  city  of  Louisville  who  may  be  com- 
mitted by  any  judge  or  magistrate  having  jurisdiction,  or 
any  parent  or  guardian  resident  in  said  city ;  and  said 
board  of  managers  may  at  their  discretion  receive  boys 
and  girls  committed  by  judges,  magistrates,  parents,  and 
guardians  of  other  cities,  towns,  and  counties  of  this  com- 
monwealth :  Pravidedy  said  pitieoi  towns,  counties,  parents, 
and  guardians  make  adequate  provision  for  bearing  the 
expense  of  keeping  and  teaching  said  boys  and  girls. 

\  5.  That  the  board  of  managers  of  the  house  of  refuge, 
shall  have  power  to  employ  the  children  committed  to  their 
care  in  ^uch  way,  and  in  such  kinds  of  business,  and  have 
them  instructed  in  such  branches  of  useful  knowledge,  as 
may  be  suitable  to  their  yecurs  and  capacity ;  and  they 
shall  have  power  in  their  discretion  to  bind  out  the  said 
children  as  apprentices  to  such  persons,  and  at  such  places, 
to  learn  such  proper  trades  and  employments,  as  in  their 
judgment  will  be  most  conducive  to  the  reformation  and 
amendment,  and  will  tend  to  the  future  benefit  and  advan- 
tage of  said  children :  Provided  furilter^  that  the  board  of 
managers  may  at  any  time  discharge  any  inmate  from  the 
institution,  but  shall  not  have  authority  either  to  retain  in 
the  house  or  bind  oilt  any  girl  after  she  is  eighteen  years 
of  age  nor  any  boy  after  he  is  twenty-one  years  of  age : 
And  provided  further^  that  the  board  of  managers  shall  at 
all  times  permit  the  institution  and  children  to  be  vibited 
by  the  governor  of  Kentucky,  and  members  of  the  state 
legislature,  the  judges  of  the  different  courts  of  Kentucky, 
and  the  mayor  and  general  council  of  the  city  of  Louis- 
ville. 

§  6.  That  the  said  managers  of  the  house  of  refuge,  un- 
der this  act,  may  from  time  to  time  make  by-laws,  ordi- 
nances, and  regulations,  relative  to  the  management,  gov- 
ernment, instruction,  discipline,  employment,  and  disposi- 
tion of  the  said  children,  while  in  the  said  house  of  refuge, 
not  contrary  to  law,  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  may 
appoint  such  officers;  agents  and  servants,  as  they  may 
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1854.        deem  necessary  to  transact  the  business  of  the  said  cor-

to  jhe   i^kSjir-   the  said  managers  shall  report  to  the  legislature  of  this 

commonwealth,  at  each  of  its  biennial  sessions,  the  num- 
ber of  children  received  by  them  into  the  said  house  of  re- 
fuge, the  disposition  which  shall  have  been  made  of  said 
children,  by  instructing  or  employing  them>  in  the  said 
house,  or  by  binding  themout  as  apprentices,  the  receiptn 
and  expenditures  of  said  managers,  and  generally  all  such 
facts  and  particulars  as  may  tend  to  exhibit  the  efTects, 
whether  beneficial  or  otherwise,  of  said  institution.  And 
the  right  to  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  this  act  is  hereby  re- 
served on  the  part  of  the  general  assembly  of  this  com- 
monwealth.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  t/te  Comnwn- 
uxxdth  of  Kentucky,  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
act  all  that  part  of  justices'  and  voting  district  No.  2,  in 
Knox  county,  included  within  the  following  boundaries, 
to-wit :  Beginning  at  the  Harlan  county  line,  at  the  head 
of  the  left  hand  fork  of  Moore's  creek ;  and  thence  with 
the  dividing  ridge  between  Moore's  creek  and  Stinking 
creek,  leaving  all  the  waters  of  Moore's  creek  in  district 
No.  2,  to  James  Walker's;  thence  across  Stinking  creek  to 
the  top  of  the  ridge ;  thence  with  the  dividing  ridge  be- 
tween the  waters  of  Stinking  creek,  Turkey  Creek,  and 
Goose  creek,  to  the  Clay  county  line,  shall  constitute  jus- 
tices' and  election  district  No  8. 

$  2.  That  the  qualified  electors  in  district  No  8,  shall  at 
the  next  regular  election  for  county  officers  elect  two  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  and  a  constable  in  said  district,  under 
the  same  rules  and  regulations  now  prescribed  by  law  for 
the  election  of  such  officers.

§  I.  Beit  enacted  b^  the  General  ABsembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky^  That  an  act,  entitled,  an  act  to  authorize  th6 
connty  court  of  McCracken  county  to  subscribe  stock  in 
certain  railroads,  approved  January  7,  1852,  be  so  amend- 
ed as  to  require  the  auditor  of  public  accounts  to  furnish 
to  the  clerk  ol  the  McCracken  county  court,  on  or  before 
thb  15th  day  of  March,  1854,  a  list  of  all  the  non-resideni 
lahds  lying  in  said  county,  or  lands  lying  in  said  county 
listed  by  non-residents  of  said  county  or  their  agents,  to- 
gether with  the  names  of  the  owners  of  said  lands,  and 
such  other  description  of  said  lands  as  to  Ipcality  and  boun- 
dary as  he  may  be  able  to  furnish. 

§  2.  That  the  clerk  of  said  county  court,  so  soon  ds  such 
list  is  received  from  the  auditor,  shall  furnish  a  correct  copy 
thereof  to 'the  rail  road  tax  commissioners  of  said  county* 
who  shall  immediately  proceed  to  fix  a  fair  valuation  up- 
on said  lands,  ^nd  return  and  enter  the  same  upon  his  or 
their  book^. 

$  3.  That  the  sheriff  of  said  county  or  collector  of  said 
railroad  tax  shall  collect  from  the  owners  or  agents  of 
said  lands  the  amount  authorized  to  be  levied  by  the  act 
to  which  this  is  an  amendment ;  and  upon  the  failure  of 
the  owners,  or  their  agents,  to  pay  the  amount  of  tax  thus 
levied  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  said  act,  the  sheriff  or 
collector  of  said  tax  shall  levy  upon  and  sell  the  same,  af- 
ter having  advertised  the  time  and  place  of  sale  in  some 
newspaper  published  in  Paducah  at  least  sixty  days,  by . 
weekly  insertions. 

§  4.  That  the  owner  or  owners  of  lands  sold  under  the 
provisions  of  the  third  section  of  this  act  may,  at  any  time 
within  three  ye^rs  after  the  sale,  redeem  the  same  by  pay- 
ing to  the  purchaser  the  purchase  money  and  ten  per  cent, 
per  annum  thereon,  and  the  whole  cost  of  said  proceedings 
and  publication  :  Providedy  that  the  sheriff  or  collector  of 
said  tax  shall  not  sell  more  land  out  of  any  tract  or  par- 
cel levied  on  than  may  be  necessary  from  time  to  time  to 
raise  the  amount  of  the  tax  and  costs,  and  the  sheriff  or 
collector  shall  designate  what  part  or  from  what  side  said, 
sale  i9  to  be  made. 

§  5.  That  the  sheriff  or  collector  making  said  sale  shall 
give  to  the  purchaser  a  certificate  of  purchase,  and  at  the 
expiration  of  said  three  years,  if  said  land  is  not  redeemed 
as  herein  provided,  the  said  sheriff  or  collector,  or  their 
successors  in  office,  shall  execute  and  acknowledge  a  deed 
to  the  purchaser,  which,  when  executed  and  acknowledgedl 
before  the  clerk  of  the  McCracken  county  cottrt,  shall  vest 
the  title  in  the  purchaser  in  as  full  and  complete  a  (xianner 
as  the  same  was  in  the  owner  oil  holder  of  said  latid  before 
said  sale  was  made:  Provided  ^thBt  infants  and  femes  eov- 
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ert  shall  have  three  years  after  the  removal  of  their  respec- 
tive disabilities  to  redeem  land  sold  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act.  The  general  assembly  reserves  the  right  to  al- 
ter, amend,  or  repeal  this  act.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Vie  Common' 
wealth  of  Kentucky,  That  George  R.  Ghiselin..  James  R.  Jen- 
ningSj  George  E.  H.  Gray,  and  Henrj'^  E.  Gray,  their  asso- 
ciates, successors,  and  assigns,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
constituted  and  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  ^ 
the  county  of  Hancock,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Rev- 
erdy  Coal  and  Iron  Company,  and  by  that  name  shall  have 
perpetual  succession;  may  contract  and  be  contracted 
with;  sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all  courts 
and  places ;  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the 
same  may  alter,  change,  or  renew  at  pleasure ;  may  pur- 
chase, receive,  hold,  and  enjoy  real  estate,  and  personal 
property  of  every  kipd  and  <iescription  whatsoever,  in  the 
county  of  Hancock  or  elsewhere,  and  the  same,  or  any 
part  thereof,  may  sell,  dispose  of,  and  convey  at  pleasure. 
§  2.  The  business  of  the  company  shall  be  the  mining, 
StttbeMoftbe  transporting,  and  selling  of  coal,  at  home  and  foreign  mar- 
compftoy.  l^ets;  the  manufacturing  of  salt ;  the  smelting  and  making 

of  iron,  and  manufacturing  or  working  the  same  in  all 
kinds  of  ways;  the  niaking  of  lumber,  building  of  boats, 
and  water  crafts  of  every  description;  the  manufacturing 
of  cotton,  woolen,  and  hemp  fabrics,  and  other  goods ;  the 
erection  a,nd  building  of  houses,  mills,  shops,  furnaces, 
forges,  factories,  and  the  construction  of  all  other  improve-

menu  and  fixtures  necessary  in  carrying  on  and  prosecute 
in^  any  one  or  all  of  the  branches  of  business  aforesaid, 
and  the  general  use,  control,  management,  and  disposition 
of  all  of  the  funds,  real  estate,  and  personalty  of  the  com- 
pany^  in  the  same  manner  that  private  individuals  could 
or  would  have  the  lawful  right  to  do  with  the  sanne. 

§  3.  The  corporators,  George  R.  Ghiselin,  James  R.Jen- 
nings^  George  £.  H.  Gray,  and  Henry  £.  Gray,  shall  be 
the  first  directors  of  the  said  company,  and  so  soon  a  ma- 
jority of  them  shall  meet  together  for  that  purpose  in  the 
county  of  Hancock,  or  in  the  city  of  Louisville^  they  or  a 
majority  of  them  shall  have  the  right  to  organize  the  corn** 
pany,  by  electing  one  of  the  sttid  directors  president  of  the 
company.  When  a  president  is  so  elected,  the  said  com- 
pany shall  be  and  is  hereby  declared  duly  organized  under 
this  charter.  When  thus  organized  the  president  and  di- 
rectors, and  their  successors  in  office,  shall  have  power  to 
make,  ordain,  establish,  and  enforce,  from  time  to  time, 
by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations  necessary  for  the  good  gov- 
ernment, management,  and  prosecution  of  the  business 
generally^  and  particularly  of  the  company,  as  well  as  its 
fiscal  an4  prudential  concerns,  as' the  president  and  direc- 
tory may  think  proper:  JP/Y)t?i^(?{/,  that  all  such  by-Iavys, 
rules,  and  regulations  shall  be  consistent  with  the  provis- 
ions of  this  charter,  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this 
state,  and  of  the  United  SXates. 

§  4.  The  president  lirst  elected,  and  the  directors  named 
in  this  charter,  and  their  successors  in  office,  ^hall  hold 
their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  in  of- 
fice shall  be  elected  and  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  of- 
fices respectively. 

§  5.  The  president  and  directors  may,  from  time  to  time, 
by  the  by-laws,  provide  for  the  subscription  of  the  capital 
stock  of  the  company,  to  be  paid  for  in  money,  real  estate, 
or  personal  property,  or  otherwise,  on  such  terms,  condi- 
tions, and  restrictions  as  they  may.  think  proper;  and  the 
company  .may  contract  for  and  by  their  agents  purchase 
real  estate  and  all  kinds  of  personal  property,  and  makeu 
other  contracts  ior,  on  behalf  of,  and  for  the  benefit  of  the 
company,  and  pay  for  the  same  wholly  or  in  part  with  the 
capital  stock  ot  the  corporation :  Provided^  that  the  capital 
stock  of  the  company  shall  not  exceed  twenty  thousand 
shares,  of  one  hundred. dollars  each. 

§  6.  An  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  shall  be 
called  by  the  prc^ident  at  some  day  and  place  to  be  named 
ill  the  by-laws,  in  the  same,  month  of  each  y^ar  in  which 
the  first  organization  of  the  company  shall  be  effected. 
At  such  annual  meetings  the  stockholders  shall  elect  the 
directors  of  the  company  in  such  manner  .as  shall  be  pro- 
vided in- the  by^laws^.but  not  to  exceed  five  in  number. 
In  holding  all  elections,  each  stockholder  shall  have  c^s 
many  votes  aa  they  .(nay  have  or  hold  shares  of  the  capital 
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stock  of  the  compfttiy;  and  absent  holders  or  owners  of 
stock  may  vote  by  proxy  as  provided  in  the  by*laws.  The 
directors  may,  from  time  to  time,  elect  a  president  of  the 
company,  whose  term  of  office  shall  expire  at  the  next  an- 
noal  meeting  of  the  stockholders.  The  president  and  di- 
rectors may  be  removed  and  new  directors  elected  at  any 
meeting,  at  any  time,  called  by  the  president,  by  the  direc- 
tors, 01^  by  a  majority  in  interest  of  the  stockholders,  by  a 
vote  of  the  holders  of  a  majority  of  the  capital  stock  of 
liie  company  fhen  issued.  At  every  annual  meeting  or 
"called  meeting  the  officers,  agents,  and  clerks  of  the  com- 
pany shall,  if  so  requested,  submit  a  correct  ^nd  full  state- 
Ynent  of  the  affairs,  business,  resources,  liabilities^  and  ac- 
counts of  the  company,  and  also  a  full  list  of  the  owners 
or  holders  of  the  stock,  and  the  number  of  shares  owned 
by  each.  The  number  of  directors  shall  be  from  time  to 
time  affixed  at  the  annual  meetings  by  a  vote  df  the  stock- 
holders or  by  the  by-laws.  Vacancies  may  be  filled  as 
provided  in  the  by-laws.  If  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  should  not  be  held  as  provided  herein,  for  the 
'dection  of  directors,  the  company  shall  not  for  that  reason 
"be  dissolved,  nor  shall  this  charter  for  that  reason  be 
^forfeited ;  but  a  majority  in  intefeat  of  the  stockholders 
may  at  any  time  alter  such  failure  meet  and  proceed  to 
*dect  the  directors,  and  the  directors  so  elected  may  elect  a 
president  of  the  company,  to  hold  their  offices  untii  the 
time  affiled  for  the  next-election,  and  until  their'successors 
'enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices. 

§  7.  None  but  stockholders  in  good  faith  shall  be  eligi- 
ble to  hold  the  office  of  director,  and  none  but  directors 
shall  be  eligible  to  fill  the  office  of  president  of  the  com- 
pany, after' the  first  organization  of  the  company. 

§  8.  Certificates  of  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the 
company  shall  be  issued  to  all  persons  entitled  thereto,  by 
the  president  of  the  company,  under  his  own  proper  signa- 
ture and  fhe  seal  of  ther  corporation.

The  capital  stock  of  the  company  shall  be 
held  and  regarded  as  personal  estate,  and  shall  be  trans- 
ferable on  the  books  of  the  cbmpany,  in  person  or  by  at- 
torney, as  provided  by  the  by-laws.  Dividends  on  the 
capital  stock  may  be  declared  annually  or  semi-anna- 
alb-. 
§  9.  The  Giotnpany  may  lunder  the  siguature  of  the  president 
and  seal  of  the  corporation  make  and  execute  deeds  and 
conveyancecf ;  and  all  such  deeds  and  conve^'ances  must 
be  •  acknowledged  by  the  president  as  othier  deeds  are  re- 
quired by  law ;  but  the  president  of  the  company  may 
execute  in  like  maimer  powers  of  attorney  to  authorize 
it«  agenti  to  convey  land  and  make  otiber  contraeti  ex- 
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pressly  authorised  by  the  power  of  attorney.  Convtyaa- 
ces  to  the  corporation  shall  be  to  the  president  and  direct- 
ors of  the  Reverdy  Coal  and  Iron  Company. 

§  lO.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  connpany  to  sell  certifi- 
cates  of  the  capital  stock,  to  execute  notes,  bonds,  and 
other  written  obligations  acknowledging  or  securing  any 
debt  owing,  contracted,  or  due  from  the  company,  in  any 
of  its  transactions,  or  for  borrowed  money. 

<^  11.  The  company  shall  npt  exercise  any  banking  pri- 
vileges, by  putting  its  notes,  bonds,  or  other  evidences  of 
xlebt  in  oirculation  ;  but  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so

•deed  book,  a  list  of  the  president  and  directors  last  elected, 
and  also  a  list  of  the  stockholders,  and -number  of  shares 
ef  stock  held  or  owned  by  each  as  appeared  on  the  books 
of  the  company  on  the  day  of  the  said  •election.  And 
within  thirty  days  after  the  first  organization  by  the  cor- 
porators they  shall  in  like  manner  file  and  cause  to  be  re- 
corded in  the  same  oflice  a  list  of  the  names  of  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  of  the  company,  with  a  notice  that  said 
company  is  duly  organized.  For  recording  all  such  lists 
the  clerk  shall  be  allowed  two  cents  for  every  twenty 
words  rec^ydtd  in  his  office,  and  may  issue  fee  hills  there- 
for as  in-'iranr  cases. 

$  14.  t'he.  company  may  appoint  aAd  employ  agents, 
managers,  clerks,  and  other  orabers,  and  take  bonds  from 
lAiem  for  faithful  performance  of  duty ;  atid  all  contracts, 
written  or  verbal,  made  by  the  agents  or  clerks  of  the 
company,  within  the  scope  and  range  of  its  regular  busi- 
ness, for  the  benefit  and  m  the  name  of  the  corporation, 
shall  be  as  binding  as  if  made  by  the  president,  except 
that  conveyances  of  land  and  mortgages  must  be  made  by 
the  president  as  herein  pravided,  or  by  an  agent  expressly 
authorized  and  empowered  'by  a  properly  executed  power 
of  attorney.

Urey,  Thomas  L.  McNary,  James  Hawthorn,  and  George 
W.  Barbour,  and  their  successors,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
created  a  body  corporate  and  politic^  with  perpetual  suc- 
cession, to  be  styled  the  trustees  of  Princeton  Female  In- 
stitute, with  full  powers  to  trani^fer,  hold,  and  acquire  prop- 
erty, I'eal  and  personal;  make  contracts,  sue  and.be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  their  corporate  capacity ;  to 
make,  have,  and  to  use  a  commonweal,  and  the*  same  to 
change  or  alter  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  That  said  Princeton  female  institute  shall  be  loca- 
ted in  the  town  of  Princeton. 

§  3.  That  all  moneys,  funds,  and  estates  which  may  now

$  1.  Be  U  muu:Ud  bjf  the  Oeneral  AssemUg  of  the  Commm- 
wealth  if  KentUickjfy  That  a  oorpwation  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  cheated,  under  the  same  name  and .  style  of  the 
Frankfort  Cotton  Company,  and  shall  have  all  the  rights 
and  immuniUes  and  power  necessary  and  proper  for  con- 
ducting its  business,  which  shall  be  the  manufacture  of 
cotton  or  wool,  or  both,  in  the  city  of  Frankfort,  and  by 
the  name  aforesaid  shall  be  capable  in  law  of  taking,  pur- 
chasing, holding,  and  possesnng  suph  tenements,  goods, 
dbattels,  merchandise,  and  effects  as  may  be  necessary  for

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\     their  names,  and  to  pay  to  tbe  company  the  amount  there- 
of at  such  times  and  in  such  sums  as  they  may  require. 

§  3.  That  John  H.  Hanna,  Jacob  Swigert,  Philip  Swi- 
gert,  John  Watson,  James  M.  Todd,  Orlando  Brown,  and 
Sylvester  Brownell  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  com- 
missioners, any  one  of  whom  may  act,  to  open  books  and 
receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company 
in  the  city  of  Frankfort;  and  when  the  sum  of  ten  thous- 
and dollarsJI  shall  have  been  subQcribed  they  may  call  a

fj\.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gtneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky^  That  Rev.  Robert  WHliarns,  Henry  Q.Ewing, 
George  W.  Norton,  George  T.  Edwards,  Wilson  Ryan, 
Thomas  Bottomly,  J.  M.  Bennett,  William  H.  Pendleton, 
Nimrod  Long,  and  Leonard  Fletcher,  trustees,  and  their 
successors  as  such,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  incorpora- 
ted under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Beth- 
el High  School,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual 
succession,  and  a  common  seal,  or  may  use  their  individ- 
ual seals  or  scrolls,  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  or  be 
impleaded  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  in  this  common- 
wealth. 

$  2.  That  two  of  said  trustees  shall  go  out  of  ofRce  at 
the  end  of  each  year,  the  two  first  named  at  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  the  Bethel  Baptist  Association;  the 
next  two  one  year  thereafter,  and  so  on  in  the  order  in 
which  they  arc  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and 
that  the  Bethel  Baptist  Association  shall  at  each  of  its 
annual  meetings  supply  the  places  of  those  trustees  whose 
term  of  office  shall  have  expired  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  by  appointing  two  other  persons,  or  by  re-appointing 
the  same  persons  as  trustees,  who,  or  a  majority  of  whom, 
shall  reside  in  the  town  of  Russellville,  or  its  immediate 
vicinity ;  and  that  each  of  the  trustees  so  appointed  by 
said  association  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  five 
years  from  the  date  of  their  several  appointments,  so  that 
two  of  said  trustees  shall  vacate  their  ofHce  each  year, 
such  vacancies  to  be  filled  by  the  Bethel  Baptist  Associa- 
tion as  aforesaid,  and  so  on  in  perpetual  succession  :  Pro- 
vided, that  vacancies  occurring  by  the  failure  to  act  on  the 
part  of  sard  association  or  in  any  other  way  not  provided 
for  in  this  act.  may  be  filled  by  a  vote  of  a  simple  majori- 
ty of  the  trustees  themselves. 

§  3.  That  said  trustees  are  hereby  invested  with  foil 
power  to  receive  by  devise  or  any  other  manner  and  to 
hold  real  estsfte,  to  the  amount  of  $75,000,  and  to  receive, 
hold)  and  apply  any  bequests,  legacies,  or  donations  which 
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may  be  made  to  them  for  the'porposc  indicated  in  their  ■  1854. 
corporate  title;  and  they  shall  use  and  apply  said  real  Es- 
tate, goods,  chattels,  and  effects  according  to  the  direction 
of  the  devise,  bequest^  legacy,  or  donation,  and  the  by- 
laws and  regulations  of  the  corporation :  Provided^  that 
said  High  School  building  and  fixtures,  and  the  grounds 
at  present  belongibg  thereto,  are  exempted  from  taxa-' 
tion. 

§  4.  That  said  trustees,  or  a  miyority  of  them,  may  de- 
termine by  their  by-laws  what  number  of  them  shall  be 
necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business,  and  the  acts  of  such  quorum  shall  be  binding  on 
said  corporation ;  and  said  trustees  shall  have  and  be  gov- 
erned by  such  other  by-laws  or  regulations,  not  inconsist- 
ent with  this  act  or  the  laws  of  the  land,  which  may  be 
adopted  by  a  majority  of  said  board,  except  for  the  dale  of 
said  High  School  buildings  and  the  grounds  thereto  belong- 
ing. 

§  5.  All  contracts  and  agreements  made  by  order  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  and  signed  by  the  president  and  secre- 
tary of  said  board  with  their  individual  seals  or  scrolls  at- 
tached, shall  be  binding  on  the  corporation,  or  such  other 
mode  of  authentication  may  be  used  by  the  board  as  may 
be  adopted  by  the  by-laws  of  said  trustees. 

^  6.  That  the  board  of  trustees,  as  established  by  this 
act,  shall  act  and  be  responsible  as  the  successors  of  the 
trustees  of  the  society  of  the  Bethel  Association  for  Mis- 
sionary, Bible,  and  Educational  purposes, as  established  by 
the  act  to  incorporate  said  board  of  trustees,  approved  Feb- 
ruary 1, 1850,  with  regard  to  all  devises,  legacies,  bequests, 
or  donations  which  may  have  been  made  to  said  board 
previous  to  the  passage  ot  this  act  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Bethel  High  School,  and  with  regard  to  the  i-eal  and  per- 
sonal property  held  by  said  board  for  the  benefit  of  said 
school. 

§  7.  The  legislature  may  at  any  time  modify  or  repeal 
this  act.    This  law  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  tlic  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth  of  Kentucky^  That  Robert  Ernst,  Laudin  Eseuman, 
Phillip  Tompert,  G.  Phillip  Doern,  Lewis  Rchrh,  Gustavus 
Stein,  Jacob  Lavall,  John  Durkec,  Conrad  Shrocder,  Eliaa 
Hall,  John  J.  Felker,  Samiel  W.  Stone,  Herman  Justi,  N.  ^ 
C.  Morse,  Frederick  Schmidt,  Orville  Turman,  and  their' 
associates  in  stock  subscription  in  said  company,  and  their 
successors,  are  hereby  rriadc  and  4eclare4  ^  corporate  body<. 
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by  the  name  of  the  German  Insurance  Company,  and  in 
that  name  shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  and  in  all  courts  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  to  be 
impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  arbitrate  and  a^iust 
all  matters  touching  their  business.  They  shall  have  pow- 
er to  hold,  acquire,  uae,  and  eiyoy,  or  sell,  transfer,  convey 
by  deed  or  otherwise,  any  real,  personal,  or  mixed  estate 
needful  to  transact  and  manage  the  business  of  insurance. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each, 
with  the  right  to  increase  said  capital  to  any  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding five  hundred  thousand  dollars.  When  stock  is 
subscribed  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  shall  be  paid  on  each 
share,  and  the  remainder  shall  be  sulyect  to  be  paid  by  in* 
stallments,  at  such  time  as  may  be  required  by  said  com- 
pany, but  in  all  cases  the  payment  thereof  shall  be  secur- 
ed by  bond,  note,  mortgage,  or  otherwise,  a^  may  be  re* 
quired  by  said  company.  And  in  the  event  any  install- 
ment of  stock  «hall  remain  unpaid  in  whole  or  in  part,  the 
same  shall  become  forfeited  to  said  company,  together 
with  all  right  or  interest  of  such  defaulter  in  said  compa- 
ny :  Pramded^  said  stock  and  interest  may  be  redeemed 
within  thirty  day^  from  the  time  of  declaration  of  forfeit- 
ure. And  no  stockholder  in  said  company  shall  at  any 
time  be  held  liable  in  his  individual  right  tor  more  than  the 
value  of  his  stock  and  interest  in  said  company.  The 
stock  of  said  company  may  be  transferred  or  otherwise 
disposed  of  by  a  written  memorandum  thereof  on  the  books 
of  said  company,  and  the  transferree  or  assignee  of  stock 
shall  hold  the  same  subject  to  all  claim,  lein,  or  forfeiture 
as  aforesaid. 

§  3.  When  one  thousand  shares  or  more  of  stock  are 
subscribed,  in  part  paid  and  secured  to  be  paid  as  afore- 
said, the  said  company  shall  have  full  right  and  power  to 
transact  the  business  contemplated  by  this  act,  which  bus- 
iness shall  be  under  the  management  of  five  directors,  se- 
lected by  ballot  by  a  mcyority  of  the  stockholders ;  and  in 
such  selection  each  share  of  ^tock  up  to  five  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  one  vote;  all  over  five  and  up  to  ten,  three  votes; 
and  all  over  ten  and  up  to  twenty,  five  votes;  all  over 
twenty  and  up  to  fifty,  ten  votes,  and  in  like  ratio  for  all 
over  fifty  owned  at  the  time  by  any  one  stockholder  in  his 
own  right.  No  person  shall  be  a  director  unless  he  owns 
at  least  ten  shares  of  stock,  and  not  a  director  in  any  oth- 
er insurance  company.  The  said  directors  shall  select  one 
of  their  body  to  act  as  president,  and  appoint  such  other 
oflicers  and  agents  as  they  may  think  proper,  who  shall 
execute  bond  with  approved  security,  if  required,  payable 
io  said  president  and  directors,  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  their  duties.  The  said  directors  shall  have  full  power 
to  make  all  rules  and  regulations  for  the  management  of 
the  business  afiairs  of  said  association,  and  the  rights  and 
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duties  of  all  offioens,  agents,  and  stockholders,  provided 
they  are  consistent  with  laws  of  this  commonwealth.  The 
directors  first,  selected  shall  continue  in  ofiice  until  the  first 
Monday  in  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-five,  and 
on  that  day,  and  on  the  same  day  in  each  year  thereafter, 
a  selection  of  directors  shall  be  made  in  like  manner  as 
aforesaid.  And  in  case  of  death  or  resignation  of  any  di- 
rector before  the  time  of  selection  as  aforesaid,  sucti  va- 
cancy shall  be  filled  by  the  remaining  directors'  selection. 

§  4.  That  should  it  happen  from  any  cause  that  an  an- 
nual election  of  directors  should  not  be  made  as  aforesaid, 
the  said  corporation  for  that  cause  shall  not  terminate  or 
be  dissolved,  but  the  directors  last  in  ofiice  shall  have  fall 
power  to^  act  as  such  until  such  time  as  their  saccessors 
may  be  selected  as  aforesaid. 

§  5.  That  the  said  company  shall  have  full  power  to  in- 
sure and  take  risks  on  all  kind  of  property  situate  on  land, 
such  as  houses  of  all  kind3,  goods,  wares,  merchandize, 
produce,  stock  of  all  kinds,  and  every  description  of  prop- 
erty transported  by  land  in  any  part  of  the  United  States. 
To  make  all  kinds  of  insurance,  and  take  risks  on  life  or 
lives.  And  they  may  cause  themselves  to  be  insured 
against  any  loss  6v  risk  they  may  have  incurred  in  the 
course  of  their  business  or  become  liable  for. 

§  6.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  at  any  time 
to  invest  and  reinvest  any  part  of  their  capital  stock,  mo- 
neys, funds,  or  other  property  in  any  stock  or  funded  debt 
created  or  hereafter  created  in  any  state  in  the  United 
States,  or  in  the  stocks  of  any  bank,  and  the  same  to  sell 
atid  transfer  at  pleasure ;  or  they  may  loan  the  same  or 
any  part  thereof  to  individuals  or  corporate  bodies  on  real 
or  personal  .surety,  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may 
be  required  by  the  said  directors,  not  in  violation  of  law. 

§  7.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  and 
it  is  made  their  duty  to  make  and  declare  such  dividends 
of  the  clear  profits  of  said  company  as  they  may  deem 
right  and  proper,  «o  as  not  to  lessen  or  impair  the  capital 
stock,  which  dividends  shall  be  paid  to  the  holders  of  stock, 
or  pass  to  the  credit  of  those  who  may  have  failed  to  pay 
calls  on  their  stock  respectively  when  due. 

§  8.  That  when  any  house  insured  by  said  company  is 
destroyed  by  fire  from  the  foundation  floor  upwards,  shall 
be  deemed  a  total  loss,  and  any  other  injury,  or  damage 
thereto  within  the  risk  a'  partial  loss.  And  in  all  cases 
where  said  company  become  liable  for  and  on  account 
of  insurance  of  any  kind,  the  amount  or  value  of  loss  or 
damage  shall  be  paid  within  ninety  days  after  due  and 
proper  notice  and  evidence  of  the  said  loss  or  damages. 

§  9.  That  all  contracts  or  policies  of  insurance  which  ' 
may  be  made  or  issued  by  said  company  shall  be  signed 
by  the  president  for  the  time  being,  and  by  such  other  of- 
ficer appoin  ted  for  that  purpose  by  order  of  the  directors 
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1654/  And  the  ruled  of  said  company,  which  contract  or  policy 
'  thua  signed  shall  be  biilding  and  obligatory  on  said  com- 
pany, without  the  seal  thereof.  And  such  contracts  and 
policies  may  be  signed  and' issued  at  any  time  without  the 
presence  of  the  board  of  directors,  but  may  be  done  by 
assistants,  officers,  or  committees  appointed  for  that  pur* 
pose^,  and  the  acts  of  such  assistants,  officers,  or  commit- 
tees, if  done  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  said  directors,  shall  be  binding  on  said  company.

Fellows,  of  Shelbyville. 

§  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  tfie  General  Assembly  of  tlie  Cominon- 
iveall/i  of  Kentucky^  That  Henri  F.  Middleton,  George  Row- 
den,  Hector  A.  Chinn,  George  W.  Fishback,  James  L.  El- 
Jingwood,  John  Hall,  Charles  Q.  Watts,  John  F.  Chinn, 
Solomon  Rank,  Ja,mes  H.  Dunn,  and  their  associates,  mem- 
bers of  Howard  lodge,  iNo.  15,  independent  order  of  odd 
fellows,  in  Shelby ville,  Kentucky,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  Howard  Lodge,  No.  15,  Independent  Orderof  Odd 
Fellows,  and  they  and  their  associates  and  successors  shall 
so  continue,  and  have  perpetual  succession;  and  by  that 
name  shall  be  capable  in  law  to  have  and  use  a  common 
seal,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  tp  an- 
swer and  defend,  in  all  courts  and  elsewhere,  as  natural 
persons,  and  may  ordain  and  put  in  execution  spch  laws, 
rules,  and  regulations  for  its  government  and  the  manage- 
ment of  its  affairs,  and  may  change  and  renew  the  same 
as  they  may  deem  proper  :  Provided^  that  they  be  not  in 
contravention  of  the  constitution,  laws,  and  regulations  of 
the  grand  lodge  of  the  independent  order  of  odd  fellows, 
of  Kentucky,  incorporated  by  an  act  approved  February 
16,  1838;  nor  in  contravention  of  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  state. 

§  2.  That  the  said  corporation  may  purchase  or  receive, 
by  deed  of  gift,*  deed  of  trust,  or  otherwise,  and  hold,  real 
and  personal  property,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said 
lodge,  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars  in  value;  and 
from  time  to  time,  if  deemed  expedient,  sell  and  convey  the 
same,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  to  re-invest  or  dispose  of 
the  proceeds;  and  to  cre^^t^e  a  fund,  in  the  same  manner, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  members  of 
the  corporation,  that  may  decease,  sufficient  to  yield  an 
annual  income  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  and 
to  make  and  change  laws  and  rules  for  its  management  and 
distribution.

CHAPTER  850. 

AN   ACT   to  regulate  the  manner  of  holding  and  transmitting  church 
property  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  in  Qie  Diocese  of  Covington. 

Whereas,  it  is  the  universal  custom  of  Roman  Catholics 
to  convey  to  their  Bishops,  in  trust,  the  real  estate  of  their 
respective  congregations;  for  the  special  benefit  and  use  of 
such  congregations  and  whereas,  an  act  of  the  legislature 
of  the  commonwealth  of  Kentucky  was  passed  at  the  ses- 
sion of  1843-4,  regulating  the  manner  ot  holding  real  es- 
tate for  the  religious  use  of  the  members  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  of  the  Piooese  of  Louisville,  vesting  the 
title  of  such  property  in  trust,  in  the  Bishop  of  Louisville 
and  his  successbrs  in  office ;  and  whereas,  the  state  of 
Kentucky  is  now  divided  into  two  ecclesiastical  dioceses— 
those  of  Louisville  and  Covington ;  and  whereas,  the  Right 
Rev.  George  Aloysius  Carrell  has  been  appointed  Roman 
Catholic  Bishop  of  that  part  of  Kentucky  lying  north  east 
of  the  Kentucky  river,  and  now  called  the  Diocese  of  Cov- 
ington.   Therefore, 

§  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  ilie.  Common- 
wealth  of  Kentucky^  That  the  estate,  real  personal,  and 
mixed,  which  may  be  conveyed  to  the  said  George  Aloysius 
Carrell,  Roman  Catholic  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Coviqg- 
ton,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  church,  shall  pass  and 
descend  to  tlie  Roman  Catholic  Bishops  of  Covington,  in 
the  order  of  their  succession ;  and  that  each  of  them  may 
take,  acquire,  and  bold  estate  by  succession,  gift,  grant,  de 
vise,  inheritance,  or  otherwise,  which  shall  pass  and  de- 
scend in  like  manner :  Provided^  that  the  estate  that  ^ach 
shall  possess,  at  his  death,  other  than  that  which  he  shall 
have  acquired,  or  has  been  conveyed  in  trust  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  his  debts  in  the  hands  of 
his  uccessors  in  office  :  And  pvvided  further^  that  nothing 
contained  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the 
present  Roman  Catholic  Bishop  of  Covington, from  selling 
any  property  which  may  come  to  his  hands,  as  aforesaid, 
and  vesting  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  in  other  estate,  to  be 
held  lor  the  same  purpose ;  or  to  prevent  any  one  of  his 
lawful  successors  in  office  from  selling  any  part  of  the  es- 
tate which  may  have  come  to  him  by  succession,  or  which 
he  may  have  acquired  in  any  other  manner,  and  investing 
the  proceeds  of  such  sale  in  other  estate  to  be  held  for  the 
same  purpose,  or  froni  exchanging  any  part  of  said  estate ; 
and  the  estate  ^o  acquired  by  purchase  or  exchange  aliall 
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1854.  pasa  from  one  Bishop  to  another  in  the  order  of  their  suc- 
cession,  as  herein  provided :  Pt^vided,thtLt  the  annual  in- 
come of  sach  estate  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  thous- 
and dollars,  and  the  real  estate  so  taken  and  held  for  the 
use  of  said  church  shall  at  no  time  exceed  fifty  acres. 

§  2.  That  the  general  assembly  reserves  the  right  to  alter, 
amend,  or  modify  this  act.

reduction ;  and  upon  proof  of  such  allegation,  said  court 
shall  direct  and  decree  said  street  or  streets  or  alleys  to  be 
reduced  in  width,  in  such  manner  as  to  the  court  may  seem 
proper,  and  the  reduction,  when  made,  shall  belong  to  the 
property  holders  contiguous  to  the  same ;  and  the  chancel-

§  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  tlu  General  Assembly  of  tfte  Common^ 
wealth  of  Keniuckyy  That  from  and  afterthe  passage  of  this 
act  the  county  courts  of  ^Boyle,  Washington,  Mason,  and 
Scott  counties,  a  majority  of  the  justices  concarring  there- 
in, may  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  levy  annually  a  tax  not  exceeding  one  dollar  on  each 
dog  owned  by  each  and  every  housekeeper  in  said  coun- 
ties i  over  and -above  two,  the  tax  to  be  appropriated  to  the 
common  school  fund  of  said  counties  respectively.  That 
each  citiasen  may  keep  two  dogs,  and  the  same  are  hereby 
exempt  from  taxation. 

•  §  2.  That  from  and  after  the  {passage  of  this  act,  the 
county  court  of  Fayette,  (a  majority  of  all  the  justices 
concurrinC  therein,)  may,  and  it  is  iMeby  authorized  to 
levy  annually,  and  to  coUectits  tbt  othef  county  levies  are 
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1854.  collected,  a  tax  not  exceeding  one  dollar  on  eachit^g,  be- 
yond  the  number  of  two,  above  the  age  of  six  months, 
owned,  kept,  or  barbpre4  by  any  housekeeper  in  said  coun- 
ty ;  the  proceeds  of  said  tax,  of  each  year,  to  be  applied 
pro  rata  to  the  indemnity  of  those  persons  who  may  have 
had  sheep  or  other  stock  destroyed  in  the  county  by  dogs  in 
such  year,  according  to  such  rules,  concerning  the  produc- 
tion and  proof  of  claims  and  the  distribution  of  the  money, 
as  said  county  court  may  from  time  to  time  establish ;  and 
any  surplus  of  the  tax  beyond  what  is  necessary  for  the  in- 
demnification aforesaid,  and  the  payment  of  the  c^^penses 
thereof,  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  common  school  fund 
of  said  county.  But  each  housekeeper  in  said  county  may 
own,  keep,  and  harbor  two  such  dogs  exempt  from  the  tax 
hereby  authorized ;  and  every  such  dog,  over  two,  owned, 
kept,  or  harbored  by  any  housekeeper  of  the  city  of  Lex- 
ington, and  which  may  be  Ksted  for  city  taxation,  shall  be 
exempt  from  this  tax.  Every  dog  kept  or  harbored  by  any 
member  of  the  family,  white  or  black,  of  any  such  house- 
keeper, and  on  bis  or  her  premises,  shall  be  considered,  for 
the  purposes  of  this  section,  as  harbored  by  such  house- 
keeper.

^1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common-

ternal improvement,  a  sinking  fund  is  hereby  established, 
to  be  made  up  of  the  dividends  accruing  to  said  county  on 
stocks  owned  in  any  railroads  or  turnpike  roads  running 
through  or  located  in  said  county,  remaining  in  the  hands 
of  the  county  treasurer  at  the  expiration  of  each  fiscal 
year,  afler  all  claims  againitf;  the  couii^  for  other  purposes 
shall  have  been  paid  off,  and  of  the  annual  tax  levied  and 
to  be  levied  in  said  cpunty  for  railroad  purposes ;  whicli 
said  fund  shall  be  forever  set  apart  and  held  sacred  for  the 
olnects  of  this  act. 

)  2.  The  county  court  of  Mason  county,  a  majority  of 
all  the  justices  of  the  peace  being  present,  shall,  at  its 
March  or  April  tenn,  for  the  present  year,  or  at  the  first 
term  thereioler  at  which  such  majority  shall  be  present, 
appoint  three  fit  ptcsoiis,  who  shall  be  and  they  are  here- 
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by  conBtltnted  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fand  for  Ma-  1S54. 
son  county.  The  said  court,  as  above  constituted,  shall 
have  at  any  time,  for  good  cause  shown,  the  power  to  re- 
move any  or  all  of  said  commissioners,  and  to  fill  any  va- 
cancy or  vacancies  thereby  or  in  any  other  way  made. 
The  said  commissioners  shall  appoint  one  of  their  number 
treasurer,  annually;  and  such  treasurer,  before  he  receives 
any  moneys  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  exe- 
cute bond  with  surety  or  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the 
county  court,  in  double  the  sum  which  it  is  expected  he

E orated  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  trustees  of  the 
lethel  Female  High  School,  and  by  that  name  shall  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  a  common  seal,  or  may  use  their

§  4.  That  said  board  of  trustees  or  a  mcyorlty  of  them 
may  elect  their  own  officers,  and  determine  |>y  their  by-laws 
what'  pumber  of  them  shall  be  neeessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  9f  business ;  and  the  acts  of 
such  quorum  shall  be  binding  upon  said  corporation ;  .apd 
said  trustees  shall  have  and  be  governed  by  such  other  by- 
laws or  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  or  the 
laws  of  the  land,  which  may  be  adopted  by  a  majority  of 
said  board.

^  \,  Be  it  enacted  by  Uic  General  Assetnbiy  of  the  Common- 
wealt/i  of  Kentucky^  That  the  county  court  of  Mason  coun- 
ty, at  its  court  of  claims,  when  a  m^ority  of  the  justices 
of  the  peace  of  said  county  are  present,  shall  have  power 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  in  their  discretion,  to  levy 
a  tax  of  two  cents  on  each  one  bundled  dollars  worth  of 
taxable  property,  as  returned  each  year  by  the  assessor  of 
said  county  for  revenue  purposes,  to  be  collected  by  the 
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sheriff  of  said  county,  at  the  same  time  as  other  taxes  are  1854. 
collected,  and  to  be  settled  and  paid  over  as  the  county 
levy  is  now  settled  and  paid  over ;  and  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duty  under  this  act,  the  sheriff^  shall 
give  bond  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  that 
he  is  now  required  to  give  bond  for  the  collection  and  pay- 
ment of  the  county  levy. 

§  2.  The  fund  arising  under  this  act  shall  be  under  the

§  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealik  of  Kentwcky^  That  ttie  charter  of  Uie  city  of  Mays- 
ville,  and  the  amendments  thereto,  slb  the  same  existed  on 
the  first  day  of  NoTcmber,  1851,  are  hereby  re-enacted,  so 
far  as  the  same  do  not  conflict  with  the  following  amend* 
meats,  viz :  The  board  of  councilmen  of  said  city  are  au-  Powers  of  the 
thorized,  as  soon  as  tbey  deem  it  necessary,  to  establish  cSmen.^ 
an  additional  ward  in  said  city,  (making  four  altogether,) 
and  provide  for  the  election  of  three  councilmen  therein ; 
and  the  board  of  conacilmen  ^all,  in  that  event,  consist 
of  twelve  members  instead  of  nine  as  heretofore ;  should 
the  said  council  establish  the  fourth  ward^thefirai  election 
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of  councilmen  for  said  ward  shall  .be  held  at  such  time 
and  place  therein  as  said  council  may  ordain ;  and  the 
election  shall  take  place  thereafter  regularly  upon  the  first 
Monday  in  January  in  each  and  every  year. 

^  2.  There  is  hereby  established  a  board  of  equalization 
in  and  for  said  city,  which  shall  consist  of  the  president  of 
the'  city  council  and  two  resident  citizens  of  each  and  every 
ward  of  said  city,  and  shall  be  elected  by  the  board  of 
councilmen,  at  their  first  regular  meeting  in  January,  in 
each  and  every  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable. 
The  president  of  the  board  of  councilmen  shall  preside 
over  the  deliberations  of  the  board  of  equalization ;  the  city 
clerk  shall  be  clerk  of  the  said  board,  and  shall  keep  a  fair 
record  of  its  proceedings  in  a  well  bound  book,  which,  or  a 
copy  of  which,  or  of  any  part  thereof,  certified  by  said 
clerk  with  the  seal  of  the  city  annexed,  shall  be  evidence 
in  all  the  courts  of  this  commonwealth.  A  majority  of 
said  board  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi* 
ness ;  a  majority  of  those  present  shall  decide  all  questions. 
Before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  hereinaf- 
ter imposed,  each  member  of  the  board  ahall  take  an  oath 
before  the  mayor,  or  some  officer  empowered  to  administer 
oaths,  faithfully  and  impartially  to  discharge  the  duties  of 
a  member  of  the  board  of  equalization.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  city  clerk,  as  soon  as  the  city  assessor  has 
returned  his  assessment,  in  each  and  every  year,  to  notify 
the  president  of  the  board  of  equalization  of  that  fact,  who 
thereupon  shall  call  a  meeting  of  said  board,  at  such  time 
and  place  as  he  may  appoint,  and  lay  said  assessment 
before  them;  and  said  board  shall  proceed  impartially  to 
equalize  the  valuation  of  property  and  the  amount  of  as- 
sessment, throughout  fhe  city,  as  nearly  as  practicable, 
lowering  or  increasing  the  valuation  affixed  to  property  or 
the  total  amount  of  each  assessment  of  the  tax  payers,  as 
a  just  regard  to  equality  may  require.  And  the  board  may, 
by  its  process  in  writing  directed  to  the  marshal  of  the  city, 
or  any  constable  of  Mason  county,  summon  any  party  «or 
person  assessed,  or  other  person,  to  appear  before  them 
and  give  testimony  under  oath,  to  be  administered  by  the 
clerk,  touching  the  assessment  of  the  person  so  summon- 
ed,  or  of  any  other  person ;  and  the  attendance  of  such 
witnesses  may  be  enforced  by  attachment,  issued  by  said 
board,  and  executed  by  either  of  the  officers  to  whom  the 
summons  may  be  directed.  And  the  assessment,  as  thus 
equalized,  shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  city  collector, 
as  now  directed  by  law,  who  shall  be  governed  thereby  in 
the  collection  of  taxes.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk, 
however,  before  delivering  the  assessment  to  the  collector, 
to  advertise  the  assessment  in  the  newspapers  of  the  city 
for  three  weeks,  and  to  retain  the  same  lor  that  time,  in  his 
office,  sublet  to  the  inspection  of  all  persons  interested. 
The  board  of  councilmen  may,  upon  appeal  to  them,  cor- 
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rect  any  assessment  changed  1^  the  board  oi  equalkation ; 
but  only  npon  the  production  of  satisfactory  teatiniony . 
Each  member  of  the  boaird  of  equalization^  and  its  clerk, 
shall  be  allowed  three  dollars  per  day,  for  each  day  they 
may  necessarily  sit  in  discbarge  of  the  duties  hereby  im- 
poeed. 

§  3.  The  assessment,  in  the  manner  now  required  by 
law,  shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  city  collector,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  June,  in  each  and  every  year ;  at 
which  time  all  taxes  to  said  city,  are  her^y  declared  due. 
The  collector  shall  proceed  to  collect  the  taxes  without 
delay ;  and  upon  the  first  Thursday  of  September  in  each 
and  eveiy  year,  the  collector  shall  return  to  the  board  of 
councilmen  at  their  regular  meeting,  a  list  of  all  persons 
delinquent,  together  with  the  amount  due  from  each  delin- 
quent ;  and  thereupon  the  said  council  shall  make  an  order 
relisting  with  the  collector  all  assessments Ihus  unpaid,  and 
directing  said  collector  to  add  to  each  amount  unpaid  ten  per 
centum  thereof,  which  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  origi- 
nal tax,  and  be  collected  as  the  same  is  now  directed  to  be 
collected.     Upon  the  first  Thursday  of  Oetober  in  each 
and  every  year,  the  collector  shall  make  a  second  report 
to  the  board  of  councilmen,  of  delinquents ;  whcureupon 
the  council,  as  before,  shall  direct  twenty  per  centum  of 
the  amount  dne  from  each  delinquent  to  be  added  thereto, 
and  collected  as  the  original  tax.    And  upon  the  'first 
Thursday  of  November  in  each  and  every  year,  the  colleo* 
tor  shall  make  a  third  report  to  the  board  of  councilmen 
of  all  persons  delinquent,  and  in  like  manner  thirty  per 
centum  of  the  amount  due  from  crach  delinquent  shall  be 
added  thereto  and  collected  as  a  part  of  the  original  tax. 
The  collector  sliAli,  upon  the  first  Thursday  of  December, 
in  each  and  every  year,  retuwi  to  said  board  of  council- 
men,  a  last  delinquent  list  for  the  year ;  and  said  council 
shall  proceed  to  examine  the  same,  and  shall  strike  there-* 
from  all  amounts  'that  should  not  properly  be  returned 
delinquent,  and  direct  the  collector  to  be  credited  with  the 
remainder. 

§  4.  The  word  "December,"  is  hereby  substituted  in 
place  of  '^September"  in  the  first  line  of  section  second  of 
an  act,  approved  March  1,  1847,  entitled,  an  act  to  amend 
the  several  acts  incorporating  the  city  of  Maysville. 

^  5.  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  treasurer  to'  make  up 
the  account  of  the  c(dlector  as  the  same  may  exist  on  the 
first  Thursday  in  December  in  each  and  every  year,charg* 
ing  him  with  all  taxes  listed  with  lum,  (or  otherwise  im- 
posed and  put  in  his  hands,)  and  all  claims  placed  in  his 
hands  by  the  city  for  collection,  and  crediting  him  by  all 
payments,  commissions,  errors,  deductions,  delinquents, 
&c.,  allowed  by  the  board  of  councilmen,  and  if  any  bal<- 
anee  shall  be  found  due  to  said  city  from  the  collector,  it 
shall  be  tiie  daty  of  the  treaamrer  to  go  before  the  judge  of 
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the  Mason  codnty  court,  on  the  first  day  of  the  next  ensu* 
ing  term  of  the  said  county  court,  and  on  motion,  (without 
further  notice,)  take  judgment  against  the  collector  and 
the  sureties  on  *his  bond,  for  such  balance,  with  ten  per 
centum  damages  thereon  and  costs;  whieh  judgment  said 
court  is  empowered  and  directed  hereby  to  render,  and 
enforce  by  due  process  of  execution :  and  there  ^all  be 
no  replevin  or  valuation  of  property  on  execution  issuing 
on  such  judgment.  The  board  of  coiincUmen  may  allow 
such  compensation  to  the  collector  as  they  may  deem 
reasonable.  And  the  collector  failing  to  make  either  of 
the  returns  specified  in  the  foregoing  section,  shall  be  fined 
one  hundred  dollars,  recoverable  by  prosecution  before  the 
mayor,  for  the  use  of  the  city,  as  other  fines. 

§6,  Section  three  of  an  act  approved  March  1,1847, 
entitled,  an  act  to  amend  the  several  acts  incorporating  the 
city  of  Maysville,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  fol- 
lowing words  to  the  end  of  said  section,  viz :  *'The  tax 
authorized  to  be  imposed  by  this  section,  may  be  levied 
and  collected  by  an  order  of  the  board  of  councUmen,  as 
soon  as  the  work  has  been  performed,  (or  at  any  time 
within  twelve  months  thereafter,)  and  shall  be  collected 
and  answered  for  by  the  collector  as  other  taxes  listed  with 
him.  And  any  owner  or  owners,  failing  or  refusing  to 
comply  with  the  aforesaid  order  or  direction  of  the  coun- 
cil, after  notice,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine,  (to 
be  recovered  by  prosecution  before  the  mayor  as  other 
fines  for  the  use  of  the  city,)  of  not  less  than  one  nor  more 
than  five  dollars  for  each  and  every  day  said  order  or 
direction  is  not  complied  with.'' 

$  7.  The  board  of  councilmen  shall  have  power  to  tax 
all  capital  or  money  actually  employed  in  any  manner,  in 
said  city,  whether  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  reside  in 
said  city  or  elsewhere.  And  where  said  capital,  &c.,  is 
employed  by  an  agent  or  agents  resident  in  said  city,  it 
shall  be  his  or  their  duty  to  list  the  amount  thereof  with 
the  city  assessor  for  taxation,  and  to  pay  the  tax  thereon 
to  the  collector,  in  default  whereof  the  collector  shall  dis« 
train  upon  the  goods  and  chattels  of  said  agent  or  agents 
for  the  amount  of  the  tax ;  and  said  council  shall  have 
power  to  tax  all  persohs  buying  or  selling  on  commission 
for  non-residents  of  said  city,  any  sum  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dolars ;  and  in  all  cases,  where  it  is  necessary,  the 
collector  shall  have  power  to  distrain  the  goods  and  chat* 
tels  of  persons  outside  of  the  corporatte  limits  of  said  city, 
for  taxes  due  said  city. 

§  8.  The  mayor's  court  shall  be  a  oourt  of  record  ;  and 
the  board  of  councilmen  are  empowered  to  appoint  a 
clerk  for  said  court,  and  to  prescribe  his  duties  and  fix  his 
compensation. 

^  9.  The  board  of  councilmen  shall  have  no  power  to 
create  any  additional  or  inoreased  debt,  in  the  name  or  on 
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behalf  of  said  city;  nor  shall  they  issue  any  bonds,  notes, 
scrip,  or  other  evidence  of  such  debt,  in  the  name  or  on 
behalf  of  said  pity ;  and  in  all  cases  Where  this  prohibition 
is  violated,  each  member  oi  said  board  authorizing  the 
creation  of  such  debt,  or  the  issue  of  such  evidence  of  in- 
debtedness, shall  be  held  individually  liable  for  the  pay- 
ment thereof:  Provided^  that  said  board  of  councilmien 
may  create  a  debt  or  debts,  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand 
dollars  in  the  aggregate,  where  the  same  has  been  previ* 
ously  authorized  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  voters  of 
said  city,  voting  upon  a  proposition  submitted  by  the  coun- 
cil :  And  provided,  said  council,  when*  said  debt  is  created, 
shall  provide  the  means,  by  taxation,  for  the  payment  of 
the  interest  thereof  annually,  and  for  the  extinguishment 
of  the  principal  in  fifteen  years.  But  the  said  board  of 
councilmen,  anything  in  the  foregoing  provisions  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding,. shall  have  power  to  borrow  all 
sums  of  money,- or  ereate  any  debt  ilecessary  to  dischargee 
the  existing  obligations  and  indebtedness  of  said  city,  or 
any  part  thereof,  or  for  the  purpose  of  funding  the  same 
or  any  part  thereof;  and  may  issue  any  bonds,  notes,  &c., 
required  for  that  purpose,  or  for  tl\e  purpose  of  renewing, 
chantging;  or  funding  said  exjsttng  indebtedness,  or  any 
part  thereof,  without  being  held  individually  liable  there* 
upon ;  and  may  draw  orders  on  the  city  treasury,  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  city  business. 

§  10.  The  board  of  councilmen  may  provide  a  sinking  sinking  runa 
fund,  for  the  sole  and  express  purpose  of  dischai^ing  the  co^^rSe'Htmi 
principal  and  interest  of  the  debt  of  said  eity ;  they  may  ■n«>p«'^«« 
ascertain  and  establish  its  income  and  repouroes  by  taxa- 
tion or  otherwise,  and  may  increase  them  from  time  to 
time,'  but  shall  not  diminish  the  same.  They  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  three  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund 
and  fill  vacancies  as  they  occur  ;  to  take  ample  bond  and 
security,  and  prescribe  its  condhtons ;  t6  prescribe  an  oath 
to  be  taken  by  them;  to  ordam  their  duties,  and  may  con- 
fer upon  them  sLll  the  powers,  privileges  and  rights  oonler- 
^ed  upon  the  eommissioiiers  of  the  sinking  fund  for  Mason 
county,  by  an  act  parsed  at  the  present  session  of  thiageneral 
assembly,  or  sneh  other  powers  and  privileges  as  may  be 
necessary  and  convenient  to  enabie  said  commissioners  to 
carry  out  the  duties  imposed  npoti  them,  and  Ae  objects  of 
a  sinking  fund,  and  none  others.  And  when  said  eommis- 
sioners  ^all'be  appointed,  they  are  hereby  declared  a  body 
corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Coa^misstoAeni  of  the  Mays- 
ville  Sinking  Fund,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual 
succession,  may  sueand  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  ^ 
and  generally  do  tod  perform  all  acts  that  any  similar  cor- 
poration* may  lawfully  do. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  not  take  eflSect  until  the  board  o( 
councilmen  of  the  eity  of  MaysviUe  approve  anc^  accept 
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1854.        the  same,  by  an  order  entered  on  their  journal,  but  shall 
'    take  eflfect  from  the  date  of  such  order.

^  I.' Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Uu  Common' 
loeaith  of  Kentucky,  That  W.  W.  Stapp,  Josbaa  F.  BuUitt, 
L.  A.  Whiteley^  Geoi^e  H.  Monsarrat,  David  T.  Monsar- 
rat,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  consti- 
tuted a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  the 
coii>orate  name  Jefferson  Savings  Institute  of  Louisville,  and  as  such  shall 
andpowera         possoss  and  cxercise  all  the  powers,  privileges,  and  rights 

of  a  body  corporate,  and  all  uie  powers  granted  by  this  act 
for  the  term  of  twenty-five  years  fi:om  and  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act ;  with  a  capital  of  not  exceeding  two  hun- 
dred  thousand  dollars. 

§  2.  That  llie  above  named  corporators,  together  with

Corporate  pniv  are  hereby  authorized  to  receive  on  deposit  gold  and  silver 
coin  and  -bank  notes,  and  issue  certificates  thereon,  and 
allow  sueh  interest  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  and  to  loan 
the  same  at  legal  rates  of  interest,  and  to  purchase  and 
collect  or  dispose  of  bonds  and  bills,  and  to  discount  notes, 
but  in  no  case  at  a  greater  rate  of  exchange,  interest,  or 
discount  than  is  allowed  by  law  to  the  bank  of  Kentucky ; 
and  to  purchase  and  hold  such  real  and  personal  estate  as 
may  be  convenient  for  the  transaction  of  its.  business; 
also  to  take  and  hold  any  real  or  personal  estate  as  securi- 
ty to  secure  the  payment  of  any  debt  due  said  coiporation; 
also  to  purchase  real  or.  personal  estate  at  any  sale  made 
in  virlt&e  of  any  judgment  at  law  or  decree  in  equity  in 
favor  of  said  corporation  ;  to  receive  in  satisfaotion  of  any 
debt  due  to  said  corporatioti  any  real  or  personal  estate, 
and  to  hold  the  same  so  long  as  will  enable  said  corpora- 
tion to  dispose  of  the  same  advantageously. 
§  5.  That  in  the  organization  of  said  corporation  no  by- 
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laws  shall  be  made  which  will  operate  to  exclude  any  one 
of  the  corporators  aforesaid  from  a  fair  and  equal  partici- 
pation in  (he  privileges  conferred  by  this  act  and  the  bene- 
fits to  be  derived  from  it;  nor  shall  any  by-law  be  made 
without  the  consent  of  all  and  each  of  them  by  which  any 
one  or  more  of  them  shall  hold  a  larger  amount  of  stock 
than  the  otliers,  unless  he  or  they  shall  have  purchased 
the  same  subsequent  to  the  organization  of  said  corpora- 
tion. 

§  6.  That  said  corporation  shail  have  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  chartered  savings  institutions  of  the  state, 
and  shall  have  a  lien  on  the  stook  for  debts  due  them  be- 
fore other  creditors,  except  the  state,  and  for  taxes. 

§  7.  This  charter  and  all  the  privileges  and  rights  therein 
granted  shall  be  forfeited  by  any  violation  of  the  provisions 
thereof  by  any  of  the  ofiicers  of  the  institution,  and  also 
by  the  failure  or  refusal  upon  Uie  part  x>f  the  officers  there- 
of io  pay  any  tax  imposed  upon  the  institution  by  the  gen- 
eral laws  of  this  state. 

§  8.  The  circuit  courts  of  JeflTerson  and  Franklin  coun- 
ties shall  each  have  jurisdiction  to  try  and  declare  the  for- 
feiture of  this  charter,  upon '  the  petition  of  the  attorney 
general  or  commonwealth's  attorney,  specifying  the  acts  of 
forfeiture  relied  on. 

§  9.  The  general  assembly  reserves  the  right  to  examine 
into  the  condition,  business,  and  affairs  of  the  institution 
by  any  person  or  committee  sek'.cted  or  appointed  for  that 
purpose  at  any  time,  and  in  such  manner  as  the  general 
assembly  may  direct ;  and  the  officers  of  the  institution 
are  required  to  report  to  the  secretary  of  state  on  the  first 
day  of  January  and  July  of  each  year  a  full  and  correct 
statement  of  the  business,  condition,  and  affairs  pf  the  in- 
stitution. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cknmnanwealih 
of  Kentucky^  That  the  members  of  tha  Harmony  Church,  in 
Owen  county,  be  and  ttiey  are  hereby  created  a  body  poli- 
tic and  corporate,  by  the  paroe  and  style  of  Harmony 
Church,  with  perpetual  succession,  and  by  that  name  shall 
be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of 
suing. and  being  sued,  plead  and  be  in^pleaded,  of  pur- 
chasing and  holding  all  soch  real  and  personal  estate  as 
may  be  required  for  the  use  and  accommodation  of  said 
church ;  they  shall  have  power  to  receive  all  necessary 
conveyances,  to  sell,  convey,  and  dispose  of  all  such  real 
and  personal  est^t^  imi  tfaey  may  now  have  or  hereafter 
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1854.  acquire.  That  the  concerns  ol*  said  corpol*atiou  shall  be

or  upon  said  bottom,  as  before  described. 

§  2.  That  if  any  person  should  violate  the  provisions  ol 
the  above  section  of  this  act,  he,  she,  or  they  shall  sever- 
ally lorfeit  and  pay  to  the  person  aggrieved,  or  who  will 
sue  for  the  same,  five  dollars  for  each  head  of  stock  so 
driven,  recoverable  by  warrant  before  any  justice  of  the 
peace  in  Fulton  county.  ,

§  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  thB  General  Assembly  of  t/ie  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky^  That  a  company  shall  be  and  the  same 

cojporaUMiaiiie    {^  hereby  incorporated  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Hick- 

powert.        ^^^  Marine  Railway  an^  Dock  Company,  for  the  dockage 

and  repair  of  vessels,   steamboats,  and   all  other  water 

capiui  stock,  crafts,  with  a  capital  stock  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each, 

objeciB.orcum.    for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  marine  railway,  a  dock 

'^*"^'  or  do<il^,  at  or  near  the  city  of  Hickman,  as  the  company 

may  elect ;  and  said  company  shall  have  power  and  au- 
thority to  purchase,  take,  and  hold  all  such  real  or  person* 
al  estate  as  may  be  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  use 
of  said  railway,  dock  or  docks,  and  to  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  sue  and  be  sued,  to  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion of  member?  and  to  do  and  perform  all  and  every  act 
or  nets  that  may  be  necessary  and  lawful  to  do  in  the  con- 
struction, management,  and  ^disposition  of  such  property ; 
and  said  company  may  make  all  necessary  and  proper  by- 
laws regulating  the  time  and  place  of  holding  elections 
for  officers,  the  period  of  their  service,  their  compensation, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  of  filling  vaoancies 
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that  may  occur  in  the  offices,  and  generally  to  regulate  the 
mode  and  manner  of  performing  all  acts  in  relation  to  the 
management  and  prudential  concerns  of  said  company,  the 
mode  of  transferring  stock,  which  stock  is  hereby  declared 
personal  estate ;  but  none  of  the  rules  and  regulations 
shall  be  contrary  to  the  laws  and  constitution  of  this  state 
or  of  the  United  States. 

§  2.  That  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  said  com- 
pany shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  president  and  a 
board  of  six  directors,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business;  and  they  shall 
appoint  some  suitable  person  as  treasurer,  and  shall  take 
from  him  bond  with  good  security,  in  such  penalty  and 
with  such  condition  as  they  may  think  proper,  and  may 
appoint  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  may  be  required 
for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  company ;  and 
when  in  their  opinion  necessary  or  proper  may  require 
from  them  or  any  of  them  bond  as  aforesaid,  and  for  a 
breach  of  the  condition  of  any  such  bond  said  president 
and  board  of  directors,  by  their  corporate  name  and  style, 
may  put  the  same  in  suit  and  recover  thereon  ;*  and  they 
shall  cause  a  particular  record  of  their  proceedings  to  be 
kept  in  a  book  to  be  provided  by  the  board  for  that  pur- 
pose :  Provided  how&vei',  that  in  the  event  the  city  of  Hick- 
man takes  stock  in  said  company,  the  city  council  shall, 
at  each  election  of  the  board  of  directors,  appoint  three 
of  said  board  of  directors,  who  shall  be  qualified  voters  of 
the  city,  and  bona  Hde  owners  of  real  estate  within  the 
same,  choosing  first  of  their  own  number  whefi  expedient 
to  do  so,  who  when  so  chosen  and  elected,  shall  represent 
the  stock  and  interests  of  said  city  in  said  company :  And 
provided  also,  that  when  the  city^  council  appoints  three 
of  said  board  of  directors,  the  individual  stockholders 
shall  only  elect  four  directors,  and  these  shall  constitute 
the  president  and  board  of  six  directors  as  above  men- 
tioned. 

§  3.  That  Joseph  Keith,  £.  B.  Fuqua,  Jeirse  Edmonston, 
A.  F.  Young,  and  Frank.  Roulhac  shall  be  and  they  arc 
hereby  appointed  commissioners,  any  one  of  whom  shall 
be  sufficient  for  the  purpose,  to  open  books  for  the  sub- 
scription of  stock,  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may 
think  proper,  in  the  city  of  Hickman  and  such  other  places 
as  they  think  most  likely  to  accomplish  the  objects  contem- 
plated by  this  act ;  and  when  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand 
dollars  shall  be  subscribed  by  individuals  or  corporations, 
the  aforesaid  commissioners,  or  any  one  of  them,  shall  dall 
a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  first  giving  reasonable  no* 
tice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting;  which,  when  as- 
sembled, shall  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  board  of  seven 
directors,  who  shall  immediately  choose  one  •of  their  num- 
htf  president,  and  then  the  corporation  shall  be  considered 
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organized  tiiid  autborized  to  pr<^ceed  to  the  construction  of 
a  marine  railway,  a  dock  or  docks. 

§  4.  The  said  company  may  charge  :5uch  fees  for  Xhc 
dockage  and  repair  of  steamboats,  vessels,  or  other  water 
crafts  as  may  be  fixed  by  said  president  and  board  of  di< 
rectors,  and  shall  have  a  lien  on  all  vessels,  steamboats,  or 
other  water  crafts,  and  their  appendages,  for  all  sums  of 
money  due  and  owing  to  said  company  by  any  such  ves- 
sel, steamboat,  or  other  water  craft;  and  said  president 
and  board  of  directors  shall  declare  a  dividend  on  the  cap- 
ital stock  of  said  company  on  the  first  Monday  in  Janu- 
ary and  July  in  each  year,  reservipg  such  contingent  fund 
as  they  may  think  proper.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from 
its  passage.

^  i.  Be  a  enacted  by  the  Geneial  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
toeallh  of  Kenluckj/y  That  the  members  of  the  Clinton  Ly- 
ceum, in  the  county  of  Hickman,  be  and  thoy  are  hereby 
created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and 
Corporate  name   sty|e  of  the  Clintou  Lypcum,  with  perpetual  succession, 

and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and  be- 
ing contracted  with,  of  suing*  and  being  sued,  of  pleading 
and  being  impleaded,  of  purchasing  and  holding  all  suck 
real  and  personal  estate  as  may  be  required  for  the  use  of 
said  Lyceum;  to  receive  all  necessary  conveyances;  to 
sell,  convey,  and  dispose  of  all  such  real  and  personal  es- 
tate as  they  may  now  have  op  hereafter  acquire :  Provided, 
the  amount  vested  in  real  estate  shall  at  no  time  exceed 
the  sum  of  live  thousand  dollars. 

§  2.  That  the  management  of  the  concerns  of  said  cor- 
poration i^hall  be  and  is  hereby  confided  to  M.  F.  Ray,  E. 
1.  Bullock,  Willis  White,  W.  D.  Lannom,  and  R.  W.  Wal- 
ker, and  their  successors  In  office,  as  trustees  thereof,  who, 
or  a  majority  of  whom,  shall  have  power  to  make  all  con- 
tracts pertaining  to  the  real  or  personal  estate  of  said  cor- 
poration ;  and  service  of  process  or  notice  on  any  of  said 
trustees  shall  be  sufficient  service  or  notice  to  or  upon  said 
corporation. 

§  3.  That  the  trustees  aforesaid  shall  continue  in  office 
until  the  first  meeting  of  said  Lyceum  held  in  the  month 
of  June,  1855,  when  the  members  shall  elect  five  trustees; 
and  annually  thereafter  in  the  month  of  June  a  like  elec- 
tion shall  be  held :  Vrovidedy  that  said  board  of  trustees

dispose  of  the  books  and  miscellanies  belonging  to  the  Ly- 
ceum, according  to  the  laws  and  regulations  thereof;  and 
said  librarian  is  hereby  vested  with  full  power  and  au- 
thority to  bring  suit  and  proceed  at  law  in  his  own  name 
for  the  recovery  of  any  books,  papers,  or  miscellanies  be- 
longing to  the  library  of  said  Lyceum^  or  for  the  value 
thereof  when  detained,  before  aay  court  having  competent 
jurisdiction,  or  may  sue  as  aforesaid  for  damage  done  by 
the  members  of  said  Lyceum  or  any.  other  person.

§  6.  The  legislature  hereby  reserves  the  right  to  alt^*, 
modify,  or  repeal  this  act  at  pleasure.,

CHAPTER  875. 

AN  ACT  to  ameud  an  act,  entilled/'an  act  regulating^  the  fees  and  duties 
of  tlie  sealer  of  weiehtR  and  measures  in  the  county  of  Jeflfierson,"  ap* 
proved  January  7, 1852. 

Be  it  enacted  by  tite  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky^  That  the  county  court  of  Jefferson  county 
shall  have,  power  to  regulate  the  duties  and  fees  of  the 
sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  but  shall  not  establish 
them  higher  than  the  following  rates,  but  may  diminish  the 
same  at  pleasure,  viz :  for  adjusting  dormant  scales  weigh- 
ing from  thirty  to  eighty  tons,  seven  dollars ;  ibr  adjusting 
do.  of  three  thousand  pounds,  one  dollar;  for  do.  dormant 
coal  scales,  five  dollars ;  for  do.  all  platform  and  dormant 
scales,  seventy-five  cents ;  counter  platform  scales,  forty 
cents ;  counter  graded  beam  scales,  twenty-five  cents ;  dor- 
mant equal  beam,  twenty-five  cents ;  equal  balances,  twen- 
ty-five cents  ;  steelyards,  twenty-five  cents;  small  patent 
balances  with  two  peas,  forty  cents  ;  for  patent  balances 
over  three  hundred  and  under  five  hundred  pounds,  fifty 
cents;  for  patent  do.  over  five  hundred  and  under  one 
thousand  pounds,  seventy-five  cents;  for  do.  over  one 
thousand  and  under  three  thousand  pounds,  one  dollar ; 
one  hundred  pound  weights  and  down  to  five,  fifteen  cents ; 
four  pound  weights  and  under,  six  cents  a  piece ;  sealing 
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1654.  And  testing  a  half  busbel,  ten  cents ;  all  dry  measures  un- 
der  a  half  bushel,  eight  cents  a  piece ;  examiaing  capacity 
of  wine  and  liquor  measures,  seven  cents  a  piece ;  for  sur- 
veyors' chains,  seventy-five  cents ;  for  sealing  and  testing 
a  yard  stick,  fifteen  cents.

CHAPTER  876. 
AN  ACT  to  incorporate  St.  Andrews  Lodge,  No.  18,  in  Harriaoneoonty. 

^  }.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  €hneral  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth  of  Kentucky,  That  ail  the  present  members,  and  all 
who  may  hereafter  become  members  of  St.  Andrews  Lodge, 
No.  16,  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  created  a;  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  St.  Andrews  Lodge,  No.  1^,  and  as  snch  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  capable  in  their  corpo- 
rate capacity  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of 
suing  and  being  sued,  of  pleading  and  being  impleaded 
in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity;  may  have  and  use  a  com- 
mon seal ;  shall  be  capable  of  receiving,  acquiring,  and 
holding,  either  by  gift,  purchase  or  devise,  or  otherwise, 
any  estate,  either  real  or  personal,  necessary  for  the  sup- 
port of  said  lodge,  not  exceeding  in  value  thirty  thousand 
dollars,  and  may  lease,  mortgage,  rent,  sell,  and  convey 
the  same ;  and  shall  have  power  to  make,  amend,  alter, 
and  enforce  all  by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  said  corporation  and  for  the  management  of 
its  property,  as  may  not  be  inconsistent  with,  the  laws 
and  constitution  of  this  commonwealth  and  of  the  United 
States. 

§  2.  That  the  general  assembly  shall,  have  power  to 
amend  or  repeal  this  act  at  pleasure ;  but  no  such  altera- 
tion or  repeal  shall  divest  said  corporation  of  its  claim  or 
right  ta  its  levy  funds.

CHAPTER  877. 
AN  ACT  for  (he  beneOt  of  Francis  W.  Bond,  of  Caldirell  county. 

^  \.  Be  it  enacted  by  Uie  Cfenei-al  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky,  That  all  the  disabilities  of  infancy  be 
removed  from  Francis  W.  Bond,  of  the  county  of  Caldwell, 
except  that  of  selling  his  estate. 

$  2.  That  upon  the  sale  of  the  estate  of  said  Francis  W. 
Bond  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  the  general  laws  of 
the  state,  the  court  directing  such  sale  shall  order,  the  pro- 
ceeds to  be  paid  over  to  him,  and  be  may  give  valid  ac- 
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qoiHaneeB  therefor,  and  shall  exercise  all  the  power  ever        1854. 
such  proceeds  that  a  person  over  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years  may  lawfoUy  exercise.     This  act  shall  take  effect 
from  its  passage.

OHAPTfiR  880. 
AN  ACT  to  uiGorporate  th«  PikeYille  Turnpike  Road  Company. 

^  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tJie  Common' 
wealth  of  Kentucky^  That  a  company  may  be  formed  and 
created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  the  Pikeville  Turnpike  Road  Company,  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  road  from  the  division 
line,  between  the  couhties  of  Pike  and  Floyd  on  Big  San- 
dy river,  by  way  of  Pikeville  or  near  it,  to  intersect  any 
Virginia  turnpike  road  at  any  point  on  the  Virginia  and 
Kentucky  state  line. 

§2.  That  the  capital  stoct^  of  said  company  shall  be    capital  stock, 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  to   be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty 
dollars. 

§  3.  That  books  for  the  subscription   of  stock  shall  be     commiMioiiera 
opened  at  Pikeville  under  the  direction  of  Colbert  Cecil,   MripuomL 
John  N.  Richardson,  William  Ratliff,  jr.,  William  Cecil, 
John  Dills,  John  W.  Emmet,  and  John  W.  Rice,  or  any^ 
three  of  them,  on  the  third  Monday  in  March,  1854,  or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  may  keep 
them  open  as  long  as  they  choose.    The  subscribers  shall 
enter  into  the  following  obligation,  to-wit:  ^'We,  whose    covenant 
names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  do  promise  respectively  to 
pay  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Pikeville  turnpike 
road  company  fifty  dollars  for  each  share  of  stock  set  op- 
posite our  names  respectively,  at  such  times  and  in  such 
amounts  as  may  be  designated  by  the  president  and  direc- 
tors.    Witness  our  hands  this  the day  of ;" 

which  amount,  or  any  part  thereof,  after  the  call  has  been 
made,  shall  be  collected  under  and  by  the  laws  then  in 
force  for  the  collection  of  debts  ;  but  said  calls  shall  not 
exceed  five  dollars  on  the  share  at  any  one  time,  nor  shall 
the  calls  be  oftener  than  thirty  days  apart. 

§  4.  So  soon  as  four  thousand  dollars  are  subscribed  to  when  they  ma7 
the  stock  of  said  company,  the  commissioners  shall  give  °'^«*"*'* 
notice  designating  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  for  the  purpose  of  electing  the  ofHcers  of  said 
company,  whose  term  of  offices  shall  be  twelve  months, 
and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  One 
vote  shall  be  allowed  for  each  share  of  stock. 

§  5.  So  soon  ^s  thus  o(;ganized,  said  company  shall  be  a   corporate  name 
body  politic  and  corporate,  under  thci  name  and  style  of   »"^p**^*"- 
the  PiKeville  Turnpike  I(bad  Company,  and  shall  have  per- 
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petual  succession,  together  ^ith  all  the  rights,  privikgea, 
and  immanities  incident  to  liice  .'Corporations  ;  may^old 
their  stock  and  its  profits;  may -hold  any  lands  or  chattels 
by  purchase  or  gift  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  use  of 
said  company  ;  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sae 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  an- 
swered in  any  court  of  law  or  equity.  May  also  have  and 
use  a  common  seal,  and  do  all  and  singular  any  other 
thing  which  similar  corporations  may  now  do,  if  not  con- 
trary to  the  spirit  of  this  act. 

§  6.  Said  company  by  its  ofRcers  shall  fix  the  elevation 
.  and  grade,  the  width,  the  places  where  gates  shall  be  put 
across  it  and  regulate  the  rates  of  toll :  Pi^ovidedy  no  gate 
shall  be  within  less  than  five  miles  of  another  gate,  and 
the  rates  of  toll  do  not  exceed  the  rates  now  allowed  to  be 
charged  by  the  general  laws  of  this  commonwealth.  They 
may  enlarge  the  capital  stock  to  an  amount  sufficient  for 
the  completion  of  the  road  and  all  necessary  appendages. 
They  may  fix  gates  and  charge  tolls  on  said  road  whenev- 
er five  miles  of  it  shall  be  completed,  and  may  apply  the 
proceeds  arising  from  tolls  to  the  completion  of  the  road : 
Provided^  the  elevation,  grade,  and  width  of  road  and  the 
rates  of  toll  shall  not  conflict  with  the  requirements  and 
rates  now  fixed  and  regulated  by  the  Revised  Statutes. 

§  7.  The  president  and  directors,  by  their  agent^s,  with 
all  necessary  "teams  and  other  things,  may  enter  upon  the 
land  or  lands  of  any  proprietor  and  take  and  use  the  same 
for  the  use  of  uaid  company  ;  also  upon  any  lands  near  to 
said  road  which  may  be  temporarily  used  in  its  location 
and  construction.  But  before  entering  upon  any  lands  or 
taking  any  inaterial  for  the  use  of  said  company,  unless 
the  president  and  directors  shall  make  an  agreement  with 
the  proprietor  thereof  to  that  eflect,  a  writ  of  ad  quod 
damnum^  shall  issue  and  the  same  procedings  be  had  there- 
on as  is  by  law  required  in  the  establishment  -of  other 
roads  p  and  the  bompany  shall  pay  such  damages  as  may 
be  assessed  by  the  jury,  but  either  party  shall  have  the 
right  to  appeal.  In  assessing  the  damages  to  the  adjoin- 
ing lands,  the  jury  shall  estimate  the  advantages  resulting 
to  the  party  claiming  them,  by  the  construction  of  said  road 
as  well  as  the  enhanced  value  of  his  lands  :  P/widedj  the 
assessed  value  of  the  land  taken  or  occupied  shall  not  be 
discounted  by  the  estimated  or  assessed  advantages  to  the 
adjoining  lands.  If  the  use  of  lanft  is  temporary,  the  dam- 
ages shall  be  in  proportion  to  such  use.  Upon  payment  or 
tender  of  the  damages  the  company  shall  have"  the  right 
to  enter  upon  the  land  or  take  the  material  so  condemed. 
All  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  the  repairing 
of  said  road  as  well  as  to  its  construction^' 

§  8.  If  any  stockholder  shall  f&il  or  refuse  to  pay  the 
calls  as  made^by  the  directory,  without  reasonable  excuse, 
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he  ihall  forfeit  hie  stock,  or  pay  at  the  rates  of  one  per         1854. 
cent,  per  month  on  the  amount  called. 

§  9.  The  president  and  directors  shall  or  may  appoint  a  uir«ctors  to 
treasurer  of  the  company,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  for  J???,"*®****'^**' 
one  year,  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  quali- 
fies, and  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  they  may  think 
right.  Each  officer  shall  take  an  oath  before  entering  up- 
on his  duties  faithfully  to  discharge  his  trust;  and  the 
treasurer  shall  give  bond  in  such  penalty  and  with  such 
security  as  may  be  required  by  the.  president  and  direc- 
tors. 

^  10.  No  individual  shall  be  charged  toll  when  going  to 
and  returning  from  church,^  a  funeral,  gristmill  or  earding 
machine,  .unless  there  is  connected  with  his  travel  other  ob- 
jects than  above  excepted. 

$  11.  If  any  person  shall  unlawfully  obstruct  said  road  penalty rorob- 
he  shall  be  fined  five  dollars  for  each,  offense,  and  five.dol-  ro^u.^^"'  ^^ 
lars  for  every  twenty  foi^r  hours  it  may  be  willfully  oontin-> 
ued,  to  be  recovered  by  warrant  before  some  justice  of  the 
peace.  Such  person  offending  shall  also  be  liable  for  any 
consequential  injury  resulting  from  his  acts.  Any  person 
violating  any  of  Ihe  provisions  of  this  charter  shall  be  sub- 
jected to  the  above  penalties. 

§  12.  The  general  assembly  hereby  reserves  the  powe^ 
to  aljter,  amend,  or  repeal  the  fonegping  act  at  any  time.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Grencmt  Assembly  of  the  Commomvealth 
of  Kentucky^  That  the  Loufisville  and  Portland  railroad 
company  shall  not  have  the  right  of  running  their  loco- 
motives or  cars  on  any  of  the  streets  of  said  city  of  Louis- 
ville, except  those  on  which  they  had  the  right  to  run  on 
the  first  day  of  January,  1854,  except  by  the  ordinance 
and  consent  of  the  general  council  of  said  city  of  Louis-  ^ 
ville  ;  and  said  general  conncil  shall  not  allow  said  Port- 
land and  Louisville  railroad  company,  by  ordinance  or 
otherwise,  to  come  up  higher  in  said  city  than  twelfth 
stre^.       .    .

CHAPTER  882! 
AN  ACT  to  iDcorporate  tho  Western  Coal  and' Iron  Miniog  Company. 

^  \,  Beit  enacted  Sy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  KenltLcky,  That  George  Stealey,  James  S.  Speed, 
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and  Augustus  Sayes,  with  their  associates,  Buccessors,  liiid 
assigns,  be  and  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate by  the  name  of  the  '^Western  Coal  and  Iron  Mining 
Company,"  andby  that  name  and  style  are  hereby  made 
as  capable  in  law  as  natural -persons  to  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, in  this  commonwealth  and  elsewere,  in  all  courts 
of  law  and  equity ;  to  make,  have,  and  use  a  common 
seal,  to  have  the  power  to  make  such  by-laws  and  regula- 
tions as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  well  being  and  prosecu- 
tion of  the  business  of  said  company,  not  contrary  to  the 
laws  of  this  commonwealth  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  with  power  to  increase  the 
same  to  any  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

§  3.  The  said  company  shall  have  the  power  to  purchase, 
negotiate  for,  and  hold  as  much  real  estate  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  their  bus- 
iness; to  engage  in  the  mining  of  coal,  iron,  salt,  and 
other  minerals,  and  in  the  manufacture  of  iron,  salt,  and 
other  products  of  lands  now  owned  by  them  or  may  here- 
after be  owned  by  them ;  to  purchase,  build,  and  own  boats 
and  other  necessary^implements  and  machinery  for  carrying 
on  their  business ;  to  erect  all  necessary  buildings  for  its 
transaction ;  to  hold  such  mining  rights  and  rights  of  way 
and  real  estate  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  suc- 
cessful prosecution  of  their  business,  on  Tradewater  creek, 
Crittenden  county,  or  elsewhere  in  that  coal  and  iron  re- 
gion as  may  be  deemed  best  for  the  successful  operations 
of  said  company.        • 

§  4.  That  the  said  George  Stealey,  James  S.  Speed,  and 
Augustus  Sayes,  with  their  associates,  shall  have  power  to 
organize  said  company  by  the  appointment  of  a  president 
and  such  other  officers  and  managers  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  at  such  time  ^nd  place  as  they  may  designate, 
by  notice  previously  given ;  and  when  thus  organized  they 
and  their  successors  shall  exercise  the  power  herein  grant- 
ed said  conipany  for  the  control  and  management  of  its 
business.  That  said  company  may  dispose  of  their  prop- 
erty or  any  portion  of  it  by  sale  or  otherwise  as  they  may 
deem  best  or  their  interests  require.  That  said  company 
shall  have,  possess,  and  ei\joy  all  the  powers,  rights,  privi- 
leges, and  immunities  heretofore  granted,  or  may  be  con- 
ferred, this  session  of  the  general  assembly,  by  law,  in  this 
state  upon  any  other  company  chartered  for  similar  pur- 
poses; but  this  act  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  infringe 
on  the  rights  and  privileges  of  any  other  coal  and  iron 
company.

§  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky^  That  all  persons  who  shall  become 
stockholders^  pursuant  to  this  act,  in  the  company  hereby 
authorized,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  made  a  body  corporate, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Greenupsburg  and  Gray-      styioofincoi- 
son  Railroad  Company,  with  power  to  construct  and  main-    ^^'^*"°"- 
tain  a  railway,  with  a  double  or  single  track,  with  sUch 
appendages  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  conven- 
ient use  of  the  same,  commencing  at  any  eligible  point  in ' 
or  near  the  town  of  Greenupsburg,  in  Greenup  county, 
thence  by  the  most  practicable  route  to  the  town  of  Gray- 
son, in  Carter  county.

place  of  opening  books  for  the  subscription  to  said  stock, 
and  they  shall  open  books  at  all  such  places  as  they  may 
deem  fit ;  and  at  each  and  all  places  specified,  three  or 
more  ojT  said  commissioners  shall  attend,  on  the  day  fixed, 
and  for  three  or  more  days  successively,  and  during  at

negotiable  and  payable  at  some  bank  at  sixty  days  date, 
or  longer  at  the  option   of  said  commissioners  or  their 
agents,  the  sum  of  two  dollars  on  every  share  subscribed 
by  him,  and  the  residue  thereof  shall  be  paid  in  such  in- 
stallments as  may  be  required  by  the  president  ^v^  direc- 
tors of  said  company. 
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§  3.  If,  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  rnentioned  ia  the 
second  section,  (viz:  three  days,)  it  shall  appear  that  ten 
thousand  dollars  or  more  shall  have  been  subscribed  to  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  ten 
tbounand  dollars  or  upwards  shall  have  been  subscribed 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  the  books  shall  be 
closed. 

§  4.  As  soon  as  may  be,  after  closing  the  books,  tlie  com- 
missioners shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  at  which 
a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  will  be  held  for  the  choice 
of  directors;  such  notice  shall  be  published  in  one  or  more 
papers  of  general  circulation,  as  may  be  along  the  line^or 
route  of  said  road.  At  the  time  and  place  appointed  for 
such  election,  the  commissioners,  or  three  or  more  of  them, 
shall  attend  and  lay  the  subscription  books  before  the  sub* 
scribers  then  and  there  present,  and  thereupon  the  said 
subscribers,  or  a  majority  of  them,  then  •  present  or  by 
proxy,  shall  from  among  the  stockholders,  elect  six  direc-. 
tors  by  ballot,  to  manage  the  affairs  of  the  compan}',  and 
those  six  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  the 
power  of  electing  a  president  of  said  company,  either 
iVom  among  the  directors,  or  any  other  stockholder,  and 
of  allowing  him  such  compensation  for  his  services  as  they 
may  deem  proper,  and  that  in  said  election,  and  on  all 
other  occasions  whereon  a  vote  pf  the  stockholders  of  said 
company  is  to  be  taken,  each  stockholder  shall  be  allowed 
one  vote  for  every  share  owned  by  him,  her,  or  it,  and 
every  stockholder  may,  in  writing,  depute  any  other  per- 
son to  vote  for  him,  her,  or  it,  as  his,  her,- or  its  proxy ;  and 
the  commissioners  aforesaid,  or  any  three  or  more  of  them, 
shall  be  judges  of  the  said  first  election  of  directors.  All 
subsequent  elections  shall  be  conducted  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation. 

§  5.  In  all  elections  by  the  stockholders,  a  majority  of  the 
shares  voted  shall  determine  the  choice. 

^  G.  The  directors  shall  bold  their  offices  for  one  year, 
and  until  others  shall  be  elected  in  their  stead;  they  shall 
appoint  a  president,  as  directed  in  section  four,  and  some 
suitable  person  as  secretary  of  the  corporation ;  thev  shall, 
moreover,  appoint  all  such  officers  and  agents  as  tne  con- 
venience of  the  company  may  require. 

§  7.  That  at  the  regular  annual  meetings  of  the  stock- 
holders of  said  company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  in  office  for  the  preceding  year  to  ex- 
hibit a  clear  and  distinct  account  of  the  affairs  of  said

transferred ;  and  to  pass  all  by-laws  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary or  proper  for  exercising  the  powers  hereby  vested  in 
said  company,  and  lor  carrying  into  eflect  this  act :  Provi- 
d^d,  the  same  shall  not  be  contrary  to  the  laws  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  or  of  this  state.

tenances ;  and  they  may  build  bridges  and  construct  tun- 
nels, they  may  fix  scales  and  weights,  lay  rails,  take  and 
use  any  earth,  timber,  grave),  stone,  or  other  material 
vf^ich  may  be  necessary  or  useful  for  the  construction,  com- 
plation,  or  repair  of  said  road.  . 

§  11.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  compa|iy,    ^^fy^^aJIJlhaS^ 
or  a^mcyority  of  them ^  or  their  authorized  ^ents,  may 
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1854.  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  land,  for  earth, 
timber,  stone,  or  other  materials,  or  any  improvements 
which  may  be  wanted  for  the  construction  or  repair  of  any 
of  said  roads,  or  any  of  their  works,  for  the  purcjiase,  or 
use,  or  occupation  of  the  same ;  and  if  they  cannot  agree, 
and  if  the  owner  or  owners,  or  any  of  them,  be  a  feme 
covert  or  under  age,  vjon  compos  merUis,  or  out  of  the  county 
in  which  the  property  wanted  may  lie,  where  such  land  or 
materials  may  be  wanted,  application  may  be  made  to 
any  justice  of  the  peace  of  such  county,  who  shall  there- 
on issue  a  warrant  under  his  hand,  directed  to  the  sheriff 
of  such  county,  directing  him  to  summon  a  jury  of  twenty 
householders  of  the  county,  not  related  or  in  anywise  inter- 
ested, to  meet  on  the  land,  or  near  the  property  or  materi- 
als to  be  valued,  on  a  day  named  in  said  warrant,  not  less 
than  five  or  more  than  ten  days  after  issuing  of  the  same; 
and  if  at  the  time  and  place,  any  of  said  jurors  do  not 
attend,  said  sheriff  shall  forthwith  summon  as  many  jurors 
as  may  be  necessary,  with  the  jurors  in  attendance,  and 
from  them  each  party,  or,  if  not  present,  by  agent  or  oth> 
ervvise,  the  sheriff  then  for  the  party  absent  may  strike  off 
four  jurors,  and  the  remaining  twelve  shall  act  as  a  jury 
of  inquest  of  damages ;  and  before  they  act  as  such,  the 
sheriff  shall  administer  to  each  of  them  an  oath  or  affir- 
mation, that  he  will  justly  and  impeh^ially  fix  the  dama- 
ges which  the  owner  or  owners  shall  sustain,  by  the  use 
and  occupation  of  the  said  property  required  by  the  com- 
pany; and  the  said  jury,  in  estimating  such  damages, 
shall  take  into  consideration  the  benefits  resulting  to  the 
owner  from  conducting  said  road  by,  through,  or  near  the 
property  of  such  owners,  but  only  in  extinguishment  of 
damages;  and  said  jury  shall  reduce  their  yerdict  to  wri- 
ting, and  shall  sign  the  same,  and  it  shall  be  returned  by 
the  sheriff  to  the  clerk  of  his  county  court,  and  by  such 
clerk  it  shall  be  filed  in  his  office,  and  shall  he  confirmed 
by  the  county  court  of  such  county  at  its  next  session,  if 
no  sufficient  cause  to  the  contrary  be  shown ;  and  when  so 
confirmed  shall  be  recorded  by  said  clerk,  at  the  expense 
of  said  company ;  but  if  set  aside,  the  court  may  direct 
another  inquisition  to  be  taken,  in  the  same  manner  above 
prescribed ;  and  such  inquisition  shall  describe  the  prop- 
erty taken  or  the  bounds  of  the  lands  condemned,  and  the 
duration  of  interest  in  the  same,  valued  for  the  company ; 
and  such  valuation,  when  tendered  or  paid  to  the  owner 
or  owners  of  said  property,  or  his,  her,  or  their  legal  rep- 
resentatives, or  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  in  which  said 
inquest  is  held,  for  their  use,  where  said  owners,  &c.,  do 
not  reside  in  said  county,  shall  entitle  said  company  to  the 
estate  and  interest  in  the  same,  thus  valued,  as  fully  as  if 
it  had  been  conveyed  to  it  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the 
saipe  ;  and  ttie  valuation  of  the  same,  if  not  received  when 
tendered,  may  at  any  time  thereafter  be  received  from  the 
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oompaity,  without  coiBt,  by  the  owtter  or  owners^his  or  her 
legal  representatives,  or  he»rs :  Pramdedy  that  in  no  case 
shall  the  assessed  value  of  the  land  taken  by  said  compa- 
ny be  set  off  ngainpt  or  discounted  by  the  estimated  or 
supposed  advantages  to  the  aciljoinilig  lands. 

\  12.  That  whenever,  in  the  construction  of  said  road, 
it  shall  be  necessary  to  intersect  any  other  established  road 
or  way,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  corporation  so  to  con-* 
struct  said  road  across  such  road  of  way  as  not  to  obstruct 
the  passage  of  persons  or  property  along  the  same ;  or  if 
it  sh|dl  be  necessary  to  pass  through  th^  land  ot  any  per- 
son, it  shall  be  its  dutyto  provide  fbrsuch  person,  wagon 
ways  across  eaid  railroad^  irom  one  part  of  the  land  to  the 
other;  and  upon  failure  thus  to  provide  such  cross  roads,  it 
shall  be  lawful  •  for  the  person  or  persons  injured  to  sue 
8a|d  company,  and  vecover  such  damages  as  a  jury  may 
think-  him  or  her  entitled  to  for  such  neglect. 

$  13.  That  whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said  com- 
pany to  have,  use,  or  occupy  wy  land  or  materials,  or  oth- 
er property,  in  order  to  the  construction  of  said  road,  or 
the  repair  of  any  part  thereof,  or  their  works  or  buildings, 
said  company,  or  their  agents,  or  those  contracting  witti 
them  for  work  Or  repaiHng  the  same,  may  immediately 
take  and  use  the  same,  having  first  caused  the  property 
wanted  to  be  viewed  by  a  Jury,  (formed  as  hereinbefore 
prescribed ;)  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary,  after  such  v4ew, 
to' wait  the  issue,  of  the  proceodipgs  upon  such  view\  be- 
fore the  same  is  used  or  occupied ;  and  said  inquest,  after 
payment  or  tender  of  the  damages  assessed,  shfUl  be  a  bikT 
to  all  actions  for  taking  or  using  such  property,  whether 
begun  before  or  after  such  confirmation,  or  the  payment  of 
such  valuation. 

^  14.  That  said  company  shall  have  power  to  purchase 
widi  the  funds  of  said  company,  and  place  on  any  rail- 
roads constructed  by  them  under  this  act,  all  machines, 
wagons,  vehicles,  or  carriages  of  any  kind,  which  they 
may  deem  proper  for  the  purposes  of  transportation  on 
said  road ;  and  they  shall  have  the  power  to  charge  for 
tolls,  imd  the  transportation  of  persons  and  merchandise, 
and  property  of  any  kind  whatever,  transported  along  said 
railroad,  any  sum  not  exceeding  the  following  rates,  viz  : 
on  all  goods,  merchandise,  or  property,  for  every  one  hun- 
dred pounds  six  mills  per  mile,  and  for  persons,  not  ex- 
ceeding four  cents  per  mile,  ami  for  every  species  of  live 
stock  and  every  other  description  of  freight  or  property, 
they  shall  charge  no  greater  rate  than  is  authorized  to  be 
charged  on  the  railroi^l  from  Lexington  to  Big  Sandy. 
That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  other  company,  or  any 
other  person  or  persons,  to  travel  upon,  or  use  any  at  the 
roads  of  said  eompany,  or  to  transport  persons  or  proper- 
ty,  withoutthe  license  or  permission  of  the  president  and 
directors  thereof ;  and  that  the  said  road  or  roads,  with  all 
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their  \v0i|s,  improveraejits  or  profits, and  all  the  carriages, 
vehicles,  and  machinery  for  tcansportatiMi  oaed  thereon, 
and  all  other  species  of  property  thereunto  belonging,  are 
hereby  vested  in  said  conpany,  incorporated  by  this  act, 
and  their  successors  forever. 

§  15.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall,  annually  or 
semi-annually,  declare  and  make  snch  dividends  as  they 
may  deem  proper  of  the  net  profits  arising  from  the  resour- 
ces pf  9aid  company,  after  deducting  the  necessary  current 
and  probable^  contingent  expenses,  and  that  they  shall 
divide  the  same  among  the  stockholders  of  said  company 
in  proportion  to  their  respective  shares. 

§  16.  That  if  any  person  shall  willfolly,  by  any  means 
whatever,  injure^  impair,  obetroct,  or  destroy  any  part  of 
said  railroad  coastmcted  for  said  company  under  this  act, 
or  any  of  their  works,  buildings, .  carriages,  vehioles,  or 
machinery,  such  person  fdiall,  for  every  such  offense,  for- 
feit and  pay  to  the  said,  company  a  sum  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars,  recoverable  in  the  name  of  said  compa- 
ny, by  action  in  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  wherein 
said  offense  shall  have  been  committed,  and  shall  also  be 
subject  to  indictment  by  the  grand  jury  of  said  county,  in 
said  court,  and  upon  conviction  of  said  offense,  the  offend- 
er shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  jail  and,  penitentiary  of  the 
state,  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  .five  years,  in  the 
discretion  of  a  jury. 

§  17.  That  so  soon  as  the  company  shall  have  comple- 
ted three  miles  of  their  route,  diey  may  commence  and 
prosecute  their  business,  upon  the  terma  and  stipulations 
herein  provided,  as  though  the  whole  work  were  comple- 
ted. , 

§  18.  That  if  said  company,  in  the  constmctioa  of  said 
road,  shall  deem,  it  necessary  and  expedient  to  erect  a 
bridge  or  bridges  across  Little  Sandy  river,  said  eompany 
may  have  the  right  to  construct  said  bridge  or  bridges  so 
as  to  admit  of  the  passage  across  it  of  vehicles  of  every 
description  whatever,  also  of  horses,  mules,  cattle,  hogs, 
sheep,  and  all  other  stock,  and.  to  chaige  the  same-  as  is 
charged  on  other  bridges  of  like  character  in  this  state. 

§  19.  That  said  company  oiay  receive  subscriptions  oi 
stock  in  said  road,  in  lands,  coal  banks,  or  any  other  min- 
erals, at  such  valuation  as  may  be  agreed  on,  by  the  per- 
son or  persons  proposing  to  subscribe  such  stodc,  and  the 
commissioners  heretofore  appointed,  or  the  president  and 
directors ;  but  no  subscription  of  stock  as  aforesaid  shall 
be  obligatory^  until  the  contract  shall  be  reduced  to.  wri- 
ting, according  to  the  laws  in  force  in  rrference  to  the  sale 
of  real  estate  in  this  commonwealth.  And  all  acts  and 
parts  of  acts  that  come  in  conflict  with  this  act,  are  here- 
by repealed.  And  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  pas- 
sage.

ed so  as  to  exempt  one  hand  from  worisitig  any  dirt  road 
in  said  county  to  each  and  every  individual  stockholder  Ih 
said  company,. who  dial!  have  subscribed  and  paid,  or  who 
shall  hereafter  subscribe  and  pay,  one  hundred  doilairs  of 
stock  to  said  company* 

§  2.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  companj* 
shall  have  full  power  to  fix  and  regulate  the  tolls  on  said 
road,  in  such  manner  and  at  such  rates  as  to  them  may 
seem  to  the  best  interest  of  the  stockholders:  Provided 
however  J  that  no  toll  shall  be  charged  at  a  higher  rate  than 
the  maximnm  rates  fixed  by  the  charter  of  the  Lexington 
and  Ridunond  Turnpike  Road  Cpoipany.

^  I,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General,  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealtii  of  KentXLcky^  That  it  shall  a^d  may  be  lawful  for 
the  county  of  Anderson  to  subscribe  and  hold  stock  in  any 
company  ;formied  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  stone  or 
gravel  turnpike  or  a  plank  road  within  saM  county,  an 
provided,  in  tiie  Revised  Statutes,  chapter  103,  and  may 
levy  and  collect  an  annual  tax  on  all  the  real  and  person- 
al property  of  the  county  assessed  for  the  state  revenue, 
sumcient  to  meet  and  pay  in  said  subscriptions  of  stock 
as  the  same  may  fall  due^ 

§  2.  No  Buoh  subsoription  shall  be  made  unless  the  same 
shall  have  the  sanction  of  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast 
under  the  submission  of  the  question  to  the  voters  of  the 
county,  at  an  election  to  be  held  at  the  regular  voting  pla- 
ces of  said  county,  to  be  coi^ducted  in  the  manner  of  other 
elections,  and  by  officers  appointed  in  the  same  way. 

§3.  The  election  may  be  held  whenever  directed  by  the 
county  court  of  said  county,  and  the  order  for  holding  the 
same  shall,  by  general  description,  specify  the  contcm* 
plated  road  or  road^,  and  the  amount  of  stock  per 
mile  intended  to  be  taken>  and  may  contain  othei* 
terms  and  conditions,  not  inconsistent  with  the  lavirs^  of 
the  state,  which  shall  have  effect  and  be  observed  in  case 
the  stock  is  Bubscribed:  Provided,  that  an  election  .shall 
not  be  held  in  less  than  one  month  after  the  order  is 
made. 
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1854.  §  4.  Should  the  stock  be  voted  as  aforesaid,  the  county 

court  shall  makcor  cause  the  subscriptioQ  to  be  made,  and 
shall  lay  and  assess  the  tax  ;  and  the  sheriff  for  the  time 
being  shall  proceed  to  collect  the  same  in  the  manner  of 
coUeoting  the  state  revenue,  and  at  the  same  rate  of  com- 
pensation, and  shall  account  to  and  with  the  couhty  court 
and  pay  over  the  same  when  legally  required  so  to  do ; 
and  for  a  failure  to  settle  and  account  for  or  to  pay  over 
said  tax  h^  and  his  seciuities  on  his  official  bond  shall  be 
subject  to  the  same  motions,  suits,  and  remedies  as  may 
now  be  had  against  sheriffii  for  failing  to  settle  and  account 
for  or  to  pay  over  the  county  levy.

CHAPTER  689. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  Qeneral  Coancil  of  the  City  of  LouisTilltt  to 
obtain  th«  tiile  aod  poueaston  of  ReargtMs  Creek. 

§  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  ike  Gtncral  Assembly  of  the  Common' 
wealth  of  Kentucky,  as  follows:  If,  in  the  opinion  of  a  ma- 
jority of  both  branches  of  the  General  Council  of  the  Ci^ 
of  Louisille,  that  portion  of  Beargrass  creek,  which  lies 
within  the  limits  of  the  city,  is  a  nuisance,  or  prejudicial 
to  the  health  of  its  inhabitants,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
council  to  obtain  the  title,  control,  and  possession  of  the 
ground  over  which  the  water  of  the  creek  runs,  and  so 
much  ground  on  either  side  thereof  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  purposes  hereinafter  stated,  in  the  manner  provided 
by  the  first  section  of  the  seventh  article  of  the  act  to 
charter  the  city  of  Louisville,  approved  March  24,  1851. 

§  2.  And  when  the  title  and  possession  of  said  ground 
is  thus  obtained,  the  general  council  may  cause  said  creek 
to  be  filled  up,  or  the  water  thereof  to  run  through  culverts; 
or  improve  it  in  any  other  manner  they  may  deem  most 
appropriate  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  citizens  of 
the  city.

$  1.  BeU  enacted  by  the  Qenerdl  Assembly  of  the  Common'^ 
wMlth  vf  Kentucky^  That  Charles  G.  Wintersmith,  James 
H.  Wortham,  A. H.Gnnningham,  H.G.  Wintemnith, Jehu 
Boyd  Smith,  N.  G.  Westler,  D.  G.  Driesbaeh,  and  Josiah 
Fowler,  or- any  six  of  them,  their  assigns,  associates,  and 
saccessors,  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  poli- 
tic and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Nolin  Min- 
ing and  Manufacturing  Company,  and  by  that  name  and 
style  to  have  perpetual  succession,  for  all  and  the  like  pur-^ 
poses,  and  to  have  all  and  the  like  powers,  rights,  and  pri- 
vileges, and  be  sdbject  to  all  and  the  like  conditions  and 
restrictions  as  is  given,  granted,  conferred  or  enjoined  to 
or  upon  the  Kentucky  mining  and  mannfacturing  company 
in  and  by  the  several  provisions  of  an  act  of  this  legisla- 
ture, entitled,  ''an  act  to  incorporate  the  Kentucky  mining 
and  manufacturing  company;"  and  this  said  corporation,  by 
the  said  name  of  the  Nolin  mining  and  manufacturing 
company,  is  hereby  declared  and  made  capable  in  law  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  have  a 
common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  at  pleasure.

^  2.  That  this  company  shall  have  all,  every,  and  the  like 
right  to  bold  by  purchase  or  lease  lands,  tenements,  coal- 
rights,  ore-rights,  raining  privileges,  realV  personal,  and 
mixed  property,  and  to  build  and  construct  any  and  all 
roads,  plank  roadie,  railroads.  Wharf  improvements,  ma- 
chinery, &c.,  and  the  same  to  use,  occupy,  sell,  lease,  let, 
or  otherwise  dispose  of,  and  generally  td  do  and  perform 
and  have  all  the  powers,  rights,  privileges,  and  authority 
as  is  given  to,  granted,  or  conferred  upon  the  aforesaid

But  if  said  directors,  atter  hav- 
ing selected  a  route  for  said  railway  find  any  obstacles  to 
continuing  said  location,  either  by  the  difficulty  of  procur- 
ing right  of  way  at  reasonable  cost,  or  whenever  a  cheap- 
er or  better  route  can  be  had,  they  shall  have  authority  to 
vary  the  route,  or  change  the  location. 

§  11.  The  corporation  is  hereby  empowered  to  purchase, 
receive,  and  hold  such  real  estate  as  may  be  necessary 
and  convenient  in  accomplishing  the  object  for  which  the 
corporation  is  granted,  and  may  by  their  agents,  engineers, 
and  surveyors  enter  upon  such  route,  place,  or  places  se- 
lected as  aforesaid  by  their  directors  as  the  line  whereon 
to  construct  said  railroad,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said 
corporation  to  enter  upon  and  tske  possession  of  and  use 
such  lands  and  real  estate  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
construction  and  maintenance  of  said  railroad,  and  the 
accommodations  requisite  to  and  appertaining  unto  them.; 
and  may  also  receive,  take,  and  hold  all  such  voluntary 
grants  and  donations  of  lands  and  real  estate  as  may  be 
made  to  sa^d  corporation  to  aid  in  the  construction,  main- 
tenance, or  accommodation  of  said  road  or  ways ;  but  all 
lands  or  real  estate  thus  entered  upon  and  used  by  said 
corporation,  and  all  earth,  timber,  stone,  gravel,  and  all 
other  materials  needed  by  the  said  company,  shall  be  pur- 
chased of  the  owners  thereof,  at  a  price  mutually  agreed 
upon  between  them ;  and  in  case  of  any  disagreement  as 
to  the  price  of  any  lands  so  required  for  said  road,  or  if 
the  owners  are  under  any  disability  in  law  from  ^ny  cause 
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1854.  whatever  to  contract,  or  absent  from  the  coanly,  applica- 
tion  may  be  made  either  by  said  owners  or  by  eaid  corpor- 
ation to  any  judge  of  a  circuit  court,  or  to  any  judg^  of 
a  county  court,  within  which  said  lands  or  materials 
so  required  or  already  appropriated  may  be,  (specify- 
ing the  lands  or  materials,)  thereupon  such  judge  shall 
issue  his  warrant  in  writing,  directed  to  the  sheriff  of 
the  county,  requiring  him  to  summon  an  inquest  of  twelve 
inhabitants  of  said  county,  who  shall  not  be  stockholders 
ner  related  to  the  owners  of  the  lands,  materials,  &c.,  or 
in  anywise  interested,  to  meet  at  or  near  the  said  land  or 
materials  bo  to  be  valued,  on  a  day  named  in  said  warrant, 
not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  ten  days  after  the  issuing 
the  same  ;  and  if  at  said  time  and  place  any  of  said  jurors 
summoned  do  not  attend,  the  sheriff  shall  summons  im- 
mediately as  many  jurors  as  may  be  necessary,  with  the 
jurors  in  attendance,  to  finish  a  panel  of  twenty  jurors 
attending,  and  irom  them  each  party  or  it,  his,  or  her 
agent,  if  either  be  not  present  in  person  or  by  agent,  the 
sheriff  for  him,  her,  or  its,  may  strike  off  four  jurors,  and 
the  remaining  twelve  shall  act  as  the  jury  of  inquest  of 
damages ;  and  before  they  act  as  such  the  said  sheriff  shall 
administer  to  each  one  of  them  an  oath  or  affirmation,  as 
the  case  may  be,  that  they  shall  justly  value  the  damages 
which  the  several  owners  will  sustain  by  the  use  or  occu- 
pation of  the  lands,  or  materials,  or  property  required  by 
said  company;  and  the  said  inquest  shall  reduce  their  val- 
uation to  writing,  and  sign  and  seal  the  same ;  it  shall  then 
be  returned  by  the  said  sheriff  to  the  clerk  of  the  circuit 
court  of  the  said  county,  and  by  said  clerk  filed  in  his  office, 
and  shall  be  confirmed  by  said  court  at  its  next  session,  if 
no  sufficient  cause  to  the  contrary  be  shown^  and  when 
confirmed  shall  be  recorded  by  said  clerk  at  the  expense 
of  said  company ;  but  if  set  aside  the  court  may  direct 
another  inquisition  to  be  taken  in  the  same  manner  above 
prescribed,  and  such  inquisition  shall  describe  the  property 
taken  or  the  bounds  of  the  lands  condemned,  and  the  quan- 
tity and  duration  of  the  interest  in  the  same  thus  valued 
for  the  company ;  and  such  valuation,  when  paid  or  tend- 
ered to  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  property,  or  his,  or 
her,  or  their  legal  agents  or  representatives,  shall  entitle 
the  Haid  company  to  the  estate  and  interest  in  the  same, 
thus  valued,  as  fully  as  if  it  had  been  conveyed  by  the 
owner  or  owners  thereof;  and  if  the  owner  or  owners  be 
not  found,  it  shall  be  sufficient  if  the  valuation  be  deposi- 
ted in  any  specie  paying  bank  to  the  credit  of  them,  or 
their  legal  representatives  ;  and  every  sheriff  and  juror 
acting  in  the  premises  shall  receive  one  dollar  per  day  for 
his  services,  to  be  paid  on  the  first  inquest,  by  the  said 
company,  but  upon  all  subsequent  or  future  inqucHts  as  to

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of  ^aid  road  to  intersect  or  cross  any  stream  of  water,  or  1854. 
water,  course^  or  any  road  or^ highway  lying  in  or  across 
the  route  of  said  railroad,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  cor- 
poration to  construct  the  said  railway  across  or  upon  the 
stream,  or  to  cut  across  any  such  road  pr  highway,  and  to 
change  the  location  thereof,  during  the  process  of  the  con- 
struction of  said  railway ;  but  the  corporation  shall  restore 
the  stream  or  water  course,  or  road  or  highway,  thus  in- 
tersecting to  its  former  state,  or  in  a  sufficient  manner  not 
to  destroy  its  usefulness,  and  shall  restore  any  road  at  a 
grade  not  exceeding  the  heaviest  grade  existing  on  said 
road  at  the  present  time. 

§13.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  locate      Mayconstmot 
and  construct  branch  roads  from  the  main  route  to  any  oth-    ^'""*^**  ^°^'^^- 
er  town  or  places  in  the  several  counties  through  or  near 
which  the  said  road  may  pass,  not  destroying  the  vested 
rights  of  other  corporations. 

§  14.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  directors  to  require  the  in  what  way 
payment  of  the  sums  to  be  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  Jfp'Sar*''"'  ^" 
at  such  times  and  in  such  installments  as  they  shall  see 
fit ;  and  if  installments  remain  unpaid  for  sixty  days  after 
the  time  of  payment  has  elapsed,  the  board  may  collect 
the  same  by  suit,  or  shall  have  power  to  sell  the  stock  at 
public  auction,  for  installments  then  due,  giving  twenty 
days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  sale,  by  advertise- 
ment in  a  newspaper  in  general  circulation  in  the  county 
where  such  sale  is  to  be  made,  and  cost  of  making  such 
sale,  and  the  residue  of  the  price  thus  obtained  shall  be 
paid  over  to  the  former  owner.

§  16.  If  the  subscribers  to  the  company  hereby  created      when  charter 
shall  not  become  so  far  organized  as  to  elect  a  board  of   ^**^^'^^^'^- 
directors  within  three  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act, 
and  within  two  years  thereafter  make  bona  Hde  contracts 
for  the  construction  of  at  least  one  eighth  of  said  road, 
the  privileges  of  said  corporation  shall  cease  and  this  act  . 
be  void. 

§  17.  That  any  other  railroad  company  which  has  been  other  roads 
or  may  hereafter  be  chartered  by  law  of  this  state,  may  may  connect. 
join  and  connect  any  railroad  with  the  road  hereby  con- 
templated, and  full  rights  and  privileges  are  hereby  reserv- 
ed to  the  stale  or  individuals,  or  any  company  incorpora- 
ted by  law  of  this  state,  to  cross  this  road :  Provided;  any 
other  railroad  connecting  with  the  road  hereby  provided 
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for  shall  lead  from  the  main  road,  and  diverge  therefrom 
at  an  angle  of  twenty  degrees  or  more :  Andpvvidedfur- 
^A^*,  that  in  forming  such  connection^  or  in  orossini^  said 
road,  no  injury  be  done  to  the  works  of  the  company  here- 
by incorporated.  > 

§  18.  That  any  road  connecting  with  the  road  hereby 
incorporated  shall  have  their  cars  drawn  on  said  road  by 
the  company  hereby  incorporated,  without  delay,  and  with- 
out unloading,  on  such  terms  as  the  said  company  may 
agree  upon,  and  upon  the  payment  of  the  proper  tolls,  the 
said  company  hereby  incorporated  furnishing  the  motive 
power  at  a  reasonable  rate. 

§  19.  That  the  said  president  and  directors  shall  annual- 
ly or  semi-annually  declare  and  make  such  dividends  as 
they  may  deem  proper  of  the  net  profits  arising  from  the 
resources  of  said  company,  after  deducting  the  expenses 
current  and  probably  contingent,  and. shall  divide  the  same 
amongst  the  stockholders  of  the  said  company  in  propor- 
tion to  their  respective  shares. 

§  20.  That  when  any  vacancy  shall  occur,  in  the  board 
of  directors,  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  the  board 
remaining  shall  have  power  to  fill  such  vacancy,  and  the 
person  or  persons  so  appointed  shall  continue  in  ofiice 
until  the  next  annual  election  for  directors  of  said  com- 
pany.

from  day  to  day  without  transacting  any  business,  for  any 
time  not  exceeding  three  days ;  and  if  within  said  three 
days,  stockholders  having  a  miyority  (in  value)  of  the 
stock  subscribed  do  not  then  attend,  such  meeting  shall  be 
dissolved. 

§  22.  At  the  regular  meetings  of  the  stockholders  of  said 
company  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors 
in  office  for  the  preceding  year  to  exhibit  a  clear  and  dis- 
tinct statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  company ;  and  at  any 
called  meeting  of  the  company,  or  stockholders  of  the 
same  representing  a  majority  in  value  of  all  the  stock 
subscribed,  may  require  similar  statements  from  the  presi- 
dent and  directors,  who  shall  fiirnish  them  when  so  direct* 
ed  or  required ;  and  at  all  general  meetings,  of  the  stock- 
holders, a  minority  of  all  the  stockholders  in  said  company 
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repl^fleiififtg:  more  fhai^  one-half  tke  valtie*  of  att  tke  *i 
BQbscribed,  may  remove  from  offloe  Ibe  preaideni  or  any 
of  the  direeters  of  said  company,  and  flU  up  the  yacanciets 
thus  created^  in  the  same  way  and  to  the  same  extent  that 
they  could  do  at  their  stated  annual  meetings. 

$  523.  Every  president  aiid  directs  of  said  company, 
before  he  acts  as  such,  ifthall  swear  or  affirm,  as  the  case 
maybe,  before  some  person  authorized  to  adndnister  an 
oath,  that  he  will  wierll  and  truly  discharge  the  duties  of 
his  said  offloe  to  tii6  best  of  his  skill  and  judgment.  - 

§  24.  That  if  any  of  the  stock  created  by  this  act  shaH 
remain  unsubscribed  until  after  the  election  of  the  presi- 
dent and  directors^  as  provided  for  in  the  seventh  section

at  Smithland  with  all  other  railroad  landings,  crossings, 
and  termini,  and  other  landings  and  points  between  the 
mouth  of  ^e  Cumberland  river  and  that  of  the  Ohio  river, 
to  its  confluence  with  the  Mississippi  river,  with  the  right 
and  power  of  tranuporting  all  such  freight  and  passengers 
thereon  at  reasonable .  rate^  for  the  sam^ :  Provided^  lluit 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  interfere  with  any  ferry 
rights  or  privileges  at  Paducah  or  elsewhere.

At  their  first  regular  meeting,  the  board  of 
directors  shall  class  themslves,  by  lot,  into  tbree  classes  of 
an  equal  number  each,  the  terms  of  whose  services  shall 
expire  as  follows  :  The  first  class  in  one  year ;  the  second 
class  in  two  ylears ;  and  the  third  elass  in  three  years. 
Special  meetkigs  of  the  company  may  be  called  by  order 
of  the  directors,  or  whenever  one-tenth  part  of  the  proper- 
ty insured  in  stUd  oompany  shall  apply  to  the  diiectors, 
setting  forth  in  writing  the  purposes  for  which  a  meeting  is 
desired. 
§  4«  The  b#iard  of  directors  shall  superintend  the  con« 
Tiw  ftinua,  by  ceTOs  of  said  company,  and  shall  have  the  managemeitf  of 
wimn  omtroii.   ^q  fuuds  and  propei^  thereof,  and  of  all  oiatteni  and 

thjngs  thereunto  rcwiing,  not  otherwise  provided  for  by 
said  oompany ;  they  shall  have  pow^r  from  time  to  time  to 
appoint  a  secretary,  treasurer,  and  such  oth«r  offieeni, 
agents,  and  assistants,  as  to  them  may .  seem  neeessaiy, 
and  presoribe  their  duties^  fix  their  compensation,  and  take 
Bttoh  seeority  as  thcgr  may  deem  neoessary  for  the  faithful 
perfomiaaoe  of  their  respective  dnties  ;  they  shall  deter- 
mme  the  rates  of  insuranee,  the  sam  to  be  insured  on  any 
bi^lding,  not  exceeding  two  ttiirds  of  its  value,  nor  one- 
half  the  valoa  of  peiMmal  pfop^yt  aad  the  sam  to  be  ds- 
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poiited  for  the  kuiuranoe  thereof;  they  shall  order  and  di-  1854. 
rect  the  making  and  iaeuing  of  all  policies  of  insaraace, 
the  providing  of  books,  stationery,  and  other  things  needful 
for  the  office  of  said  company,  and  for  carrying  on  the  af- 
fairs thereof)  and  draw  upon  the  treasurer  for  payment  of 
all  losses  which  may  have  happened,  and  for  expenses  in* 
curred  in  transacting  the  concerns  of  said  company.  They  ^^  fjent  ^"and 
shall  elect  one  of  their  own  members  to  act  as  president,  Times ofmeeiing 
and  may  hold  their  meetings  monthly,  und  ofteher  if  neces- 
sary, for  transacting  the  business  of  the  company,  and 
shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings ;  and  any  director 
disagreeing  with  a  mcyority  of  the  board  at  any  meeting, 
may  enter  his  dissent,  with  his  reasons  therefor,  on  reowd. 

4  5.  The  directors  may  extend  the  insurances  of  said 
company  to  any  or  every  part  of  this  state,  on  all  dwelling 
houses  within  the  same,  except  houses  within  cities  and 
large  towns,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars 
in  any  one  risk,  at  such  rate  or  rates  a»  said  directors  may, 
in  view  of  the  equity  of  the  case  and  the  interest  of  the 
company,  determine.  Insurances  shall  be  made  in  all 
oases  upon  the  representation  of  the  assured,  contained  in 
his  application  therefor,  and  signed  by  him  or  his  attorney, 
which  representation  shall  in  fairness  and  good  faith  state 
all  &e  material  circumstances  within  his  knowledge  which 
may  affect  the  risk  :  Provided,  That  in  case  of  any  loss  or 
damage  by  fire,  the  valuation  of  the  property  at  the  time 
of  such  loss  or  damage,  shall  be  determined  by  the  award 
of  impartial  men,  as  hereinafter  provided  for. 

§  6.  Books  of  accounts,  written  securities,  o»  evidences 
of  debti  title  deeds,  manuscripts,  or  Mrritings^of  any  de- 
scription, money  or  bullion,  shall  not  be  deemed  or  taken 
to  be  objects  of  insurance  in  said  company.  Curiosities, 
jewels,  medals,  musical  instruments,  plate,  paintings, 
sculpture,  statuary,  watches,  gold  and  silver  ware  of  any 
kind)  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  included  in  any  policy  of 
insurance,  unless  tho^e  articles  are  particularly  specified  in 
the  policy. 

§  7.  Every  person  who. shall  become  a  member  of  said 
company,  by  effecting  insurance  therein,  shall,  before  he 
receives  his  policy,  deposit  his  prorajlssory  note  for  such 
sum  or  sums  of  money  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  di- 
rectors, a  part,  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent.,  of  which  note 
shall  be  immediately  paid,  for  the  purpose  of  discharging 
incidental  expenses  of  the  institution,  and  the  remainder 
of  said  deposit  note  shall  be  payable  in  part  or  in  the 
whole,  at  any  time  when  the  directors  shall  deem  the  same 
requisite  for  the  payment  of  losses  or  other  expenses ;  and 
^  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  insurance,  the  said  note  or 
such  part  of  the  same  as  shall  remain  unpaid,  after  de- 
dueling  all  losses  and  expenses  occurring  during  said  term, 
shall  hb  relinqiiished  and  given  up  to  the  signer  thereof. 
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§  8.  Every  member  of  said  company  shall  be  and  hereby 
ia  bound  to  pay  his  proportion  of  all  losses  and  expenses 
of  the  company  happening  and  occuring  in  said  company ; 
togedier  with  the  right,  title,  and  interest  of  the  assured'  to 
the  lands  on  which  they  stand,  shall  be  pledged  to  said 
company,  and  the  s^d  company  shall  have  a  lien  thereon 
against  the  assured  during  the  continuance  of  his,  her,  or 
their  policies. 

§  9.  In  case  of  anfy  loss  or  damage  by  fire  happening  to 
any  member,  upon  property  insured  in  and  with  said  com- 
pany, the  said  member  shall  give  notice  thereof,  in  writing, 
to  the  directors  or  some  of  them,  or  to  the  secretary  of  said 
company,  within  thirty  days  from  the  time  such  loss  or 
damage  may  have  happened,  and  the  directors,  upon  a 
view  of  the  same,  or  in  such  other  way  as  they  may  deem 
proper,  shall  ascertain  and  determine  the  amount  of  such 
loss  or  damage,  and  if  the  party  suffering  is  not  satislfied 
with  the  determination  of  the  directors,  the  question  may 
be  submitted  to  reterees,  or  the  said  party  may  bring  an 
action  against  said  company  for  said  loss  or  damage,  at 
the  next  codrt  to  be  holden  in  and  for  the  circuit  of  Henry 
or  Shelby  and  not  afterwards,  unless  said  court  shall  be 
holden  within  siicty  days  after  said  determination ;  but  if 
holden  within  th^t  time,  then  at  the  next  court  holden  in 
said  counties  thereafter ;  and  if,  upon  the  trial  of  said  ac- 
tion, a  greater  sum  shall  be  recovered  than  the  amount  de- 
termined upon  by  said  directors,  the  party  suffering  shall 
have  judgment  therefor  against  said  company,  with  interest 
thereon  frem  the  time  such  loss  or  damages  happened;  and 
cost  of  suit ;  but  If  no  more  shall  be  recovered  than  the 
amount  aforesaid,  the  said  party  shall  become  nonsuit, 
and  the  said  company  shall  recover  cost :  Provided  how- 
ever, that  the  judgment  last  mentioned  shall  in  no  wise 
affect  the  claims  of  said  suffering  party  to  the  amount  of 
loss  or  damage  as  determined  by  the  directors  aforesaid: 
And,  provided  also,  that  execution  shall  not  issue  on  any 
judgment  against  said  company  until  after  the  expiration 
of  three  monUis  from  the  rendition  thereof. 

§  10.  The  directors  shall,  after  receiving  notice  of  any 
loss  or  damage  by  fire  sustained  by  any  member,  and  as- 
certaining the  same,  or  after  the  rendition  of  any  judg- 
ment as  aforesaid,  against  said  compsiny  for  such  loss  or 
damage,  settle  and  determine  the  sums  to  be  paid  by  the 
several  members  thereof,  as  their  respective  proportions  of 
such  loss,  and  publish  the  same  in  such  manner  as  they 
shall  see  fit,  or  as  the  by-laws  may  have  prescribed  ;  and 
the  sum  to  be  paid  by  each  member  shall  always  be  in 
proportion  to  the  original  amount  of  his  premium  note  or 
notes,  and  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  within  thirty  days 
next  after  the  publiqation  of  said  notice ;  and  if  any  mem- 
b^r  shall  for  the  space  of  thirty  days  after -such  notioe, 
neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  the  sum  assessed  upon  him,  her,  or 
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them^as  his,,  her,  or  their  .proportion  of  9Uiy,IoaB  as  afore- 
said»  in  sachcase  the  directors  may  sue.  for  and  recover  the 
whole  amount  of  his,  her,  or  their  deposit  note  or  notes, 
with  cost  of  suit ;  and  the  money  thus  collected  shall  re- 
main in  the  treasury  of  said  company,  subject  to  the  pay- 
ment of  any  such  losses  and  expenses  as  have  or  may 
thereafter  accrue^,  and  the  balance,  if  any  remain,  shall 
return  to  the  party  from  whom  it^was  collected,  on  demand, 
after  thirty  days  from  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which 
insurance  was  made, 

§  11.  If  it  shall  ever  so  happen  that  the  whole  cmiount 
of  deposit  notes  should  be  insufficient  to  pay  the  loss  oc- 
casioned by  any  one  fire,  in  such  case  the  sufferers  insured 
by  said  company  shall  receive,  towards  mining  good  their 
respective. losses,  a  proportionate  dividend  of  the  whole 
amount  of  said  notes,  according  to  the  sums  by  them  re- 
spectively insured,  and  in  addition  thereto  a  sum  to  be  as- 
sessed on  all  the  members  of  said  company,  not  exceeding 
fifty  cents  on  every  hundred  dollars  by  them  respectively 
insured,  and  no  member  shall  aver  be  required  to  pay  for 
any  loss  occasioned  by  fire  at  any  one  time  more  than  fifty 
cents  on  each  hundred  dollars  insured  iii  said  company,  in 
addition  to  the, amount  of  his  deposit  note,  nor  more  than 
the  amount  of  any  such  loss,  after  his.  said  note  shall  have 
'been  paid  in  and  expended ;  but  any  member,  upon  the 
payment  of  the  whole  of  his  deposit  note,  and  surrender- 
ing his  policy,  before  any  subsequent  loss  or  expense  has 
occurred,  may  be  discharged  from  said  company. 

§  12.  Said  company  may  make  insurance  for  any  term 
not  exceeding  ten  years»  and  any  policy  of  insurance  issued 
by.  said  company,  signed  by  the  president  and  countersign* 
ed  by  the  secretary,  shall  be  deemed  valid  and  binding  on 
said  company,  in  .all  cases  where  the  insured  has  a  title  in 
fee  simple,  unincumbered,  to  the  buildings  insured,  and  to 
the  land  covered  by  the  same ;  but  if  the  insured  have  a 
less  estate  therein,  or  if  the  premises  be  incumbered,  the 
policy  shall  be  void,  unless  the*  true  title  of  the  assured, 
and  the  incumbrances  on  the  premises,  be  expressed 
therein. 

§  13.  The  directors  shall  settle  and  pay  all  losses  within 
three  months  after  Uiey  shall  have  been  notified  as  afore- 
said, unless  they  shall  judge  it  proper  within  that  time  to 
rebuild  the  house  or  houses  destroyed,  or  repair  the  dam- 
ages sustained)  which  they  are  empowered  tc  do  in  con- 
venient time :  Provid^^  they  do  not  lay  out  and  expend  in 
such  building  or  buildings  more  than  the  sum  insured  on 
the  premises ;  but  no  allowance  ia  to  be  made  in  .estimat- 
ing damages  in  any  case,  for  gilding,  historical  or  land- 
scape paintings^  etuc^  or  carved  work,  nor  are  the  same  to 
be  replaced  if  destroyed  by  fire. 

§  14..  When  any  house  or  othej^  buildings  shall  be  alien* 
ated  by  sale  or  othervrise,  the  policy  thereupon  iihall  be 
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void,  and  be  surrendered  to  the  directors  of  said  company » 
to  be  cancelled)  and  upon  such  sarrender  the  assured  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  his,  her,  or  their  deposit  note,  upon 
the  payment  of  his,  her,  or  their  proportion  of  all  losses 
and  expenses  that  have  occurred  prior  to  such  surrender ; 
Pjwided  however^  that  the  grantee  or  alienee,  having  the 
policy  assigned  to  him,  may  have  the  same  ratified  and 
confirmed  to  him,  her,  or  them,  for  his,  her,  or  their  own 
proper  use  and  benefit,  upon  application  to  the  directors, 
and  with  their  consent  within  thirty  days  next  after  such 
alienation,  on  giving  proper  secmrtty  to  the  satisfaction  of 
said  directors,  for  such  proportion  ot  the  deposit  or  pre- 
mium note  as  shall  remain  unpaid  ;  and  by  such  ratifica- 
tion and  confirmation,  the  party  causing  the  same  shall  be 
entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges,  and  subject  to  all 
the  liabilities  to  which  the  original  party  insured  was  en- 
titled and  subjected,  under  this  act. 

$15.  If  any  alteration  should  be  made  in  any  houses  or 
buildings  by  the  proprietor  thereof  after  insurance  has  been 
made  thereon  with  said  company,  whereby  it  may  be  ex- 
posed to  greater  risk  or  hazanl  frdm  fire  than  it  was  at  the 
time  it  was  insured,  then  and  in  every  such  case  the  insur- 
ance made  upon  such  house  or  building' shall  be  void,  un- 
less an  additional  premium  and  deposit  after  such  altera- 
tion be  settled  with  and  paid  to  the  directors ;  but  no  alter- 
ations or  repairs  in  buildings,  not  increasing  such  risk  or 
hazard,  shall,  in  any  wise,  aflfect  the  insurance  previously 
made  thereon. 

§  16.  In  case  any  building  or  buildings  situate  upon  leas- 
ed lands,  and  insured  by  said  company^  be  destroyed  by 
fire,  and  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  prefer  to  receive  the 
amount  of  such  loss  in  money,  in  such  case  the  directors 
may  retain  the  amount  of  the  premium  note  given  for  the 
insurance  thereof,  until  the  time  for  which  insurance  was 
made  shall  have  expired;  and  at  the  expiration  thereof 
the  assured  shall  have  the  right  to  demand  and  receive  sueh 
part  of  said  retained  sum  or  sums  as  have  not  been  ex- 
pended in  losses  and  assessments. 

§  17.  If  insurance  on  any  house  or  building  shall  be  or 
subedst  in  said  company,  and  in  any  other  office  or  from 
and  by  any  other  person  or  persons,  at  the  same  time,  the 
insurance  made  in  and  by  said  company  shall  be  deenMd 
and  become  void,  unless  such  double  insurance  subsist  by 
and  with  the  consent  of  the  directors,  signified  by  indorse- 
ment on  the  back  of  the  policy,  signed  by  the  president 
and  secretary. 

4  Ip.  The  company  hereby  created  shall  not  be  conom- 
ed  in  any  trade  or  other  biirinees  except  Ae  insurance  of 
property  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire  or  unavmdable  ac- 
cidents ;  nor  shall  said  company,  by  any  possible  construc- 
tion of  the  power  granted  in  this  act,  exercise  any  bank** 
ing  privileges  whatever. 
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$  19.  Each  and  every  member  of  said  company  shall  be         1654. 
entitled  to  an  examination  of  the  books,  papers,  and  gen- "    Acconnte  may 
eral  transactions  of  said  company,  upon  application  there-    be  examined  in 
for  to  the  secretary. 

§  20.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  directors  to  make  an 
annual  report  of  the  condition,  progrsss,  and  affairs  of  said 
company,  a  copy  of  which  report  shall  be  famished  to  ttie 
general  assembly. 

§  21.  The  individuals  named  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  board  of  di- 
rectors for  said  company,  to  serve,  as  such  until  the  first 
annual  election  of  directors  therein  provided  for;  and  all 
vacancies  which  may  occur  in  said  board  by  death,  resig- 
nation, removal,  or  refusal  to  serve,  may  be  filled  by  the 
remaining  members  of  said  board,  and  a  majority  of  their 
numbers  at  any  time  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business.  They  may  call  the  firet  meeting 
of  the  members  of  this  company,  at  any  suitable  time  and 
place  in  the  town  of  Eminence,  by  advertisement,  giving 
at  least  ten  days  notice  of  the  place,  time,  and  design  of 
the  meeting.  They  may  make  and  establish  by-laws  for 
the  government  of  the  company^  until  the  first  annual 
meeting  thereof,  and  may  transact  any  business  necessary 
and  proper  to  carry  into  «fiect  the  provisions  and  inten- 
tions of  this  act :  Provided  however ,  that  no  policy  shall  be 
issued  by  said  company  until  his  excellency,  the  governor 
of  the  state,  shall  have  made  proclamation  that  applica- 
tion has  been  made  for  insurance  in  said  company,  on  fifty 
thousand  dollars  at  least,  of  which  notice  shaH  be  g^ven 
him  by  the  directors. 

§  22.  The  directors  may  allow  to  the  president,  secreta- 
ry, and  agents  of  said  company  reasonable  salaries  and 
compensation*  for  their  services. 

§  23.  That  when  the  title  of  any  property  insured  by 
said  (Jompany  shall  turn  out  to  be  defective,  or  when  the 
security  on  any  premium  note  shall  turn  out  to  be  insol- 
vent, or  when  any  call  on  a  premium  note  shall  not  be 
paid,  when  legally  called  for  b^  the  company,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  president  and  directors  to  give  written  no- 
tice of  the  defect  of  title,  or  written  notice  of  the  insolven- 
cy of  security,  or  written  notice  of  the  non-payment  of  the 
call;  and  if  the  defbct  of  title  is  not  Remedied  by  the  pro* 
duction  of  a  good  title,  or  of  a  note  for  the  amount  of  the 
premium,  with  ^mple  personal  security,  or  the  call  paid 
within  ten  days  after  the  notice  given,  the  president  and 
directors  may  and  they  are  hereby  vested  with  full  power 
and  authority  to  declare  the  policy  void,  by  an  entry  to 
that  efiect  on  their  records,  and  thenceforth  all  such  poli- 
cies  shall  be  null  and  void.

AN  ACT  to.  establish  an  additional  Hagistiratea'  District  aud  Eleotioa  Pre- 
cinct in  the  county  of  Grant. 

§  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  t/ie  General  Assembly  of  Uie  Common- 
wealt/iof  Kentucky y  That  an  additional  justices'  district  and 
election  precinct,  to  be  known  as  district  No.  6,  is  hereby 
established  in  Grant  county,  with  the  following  boundary: 
Beginning  at  the  mouth  of  Little  Ten  Mile  creek  ;  thence 
up  Big  Ten  Mile .  creek,  with  its  meanders,  to  the  north 
fork ;  thence  up  the  north  fork  to  the  Gallatin  county  line ; 
thence  east  with  the  Gallatin  county  line  to  the  Boone 
county  line ;  thence  with  the  Boone  line  to  the  Bullock 
pen  branch;  thence  down  said  branch  to  Big  Ten  Mile 
creek,  to  a  branch  at  the  north  corner  of  the  land  of 
William  Poynts ;  thence  up  said  branch  to  the  Conrad 
road ;  thence .  with  said  road  to  Arnold's  creek ;  thence 
4ow/i  said  creek  to  the  Downingsville  toad ;  thence  with 
said,  road  to  the  Warsaw  road;  jthence  with  said  road 
to  Jackson  Delph's.  saw  mill  road,  excluding  the  residence 
of  John  Beagle;  thenc^  with  said  road  to  said  Delph^s 
mill,  and  thence  a  straight  line  to  the  beginning. 

§  2.  That  an  election  for  two  justices  of  the  peace  and 
one  coitstable  shall  be  held  In  said  district,  at  the  Mount 
Zion  school  house,  on  the  third  Monday  in  April  next ;  and 
the  Grant  county  cpurt  at  its  next  March  or  April  term 
ahall  appoint  the  proper  and  necessary,  officers  to  hold  and 
conduct  said  election;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  ^f  the  sheriff 
of  said  county  to  attend  and  .superintend  the  same,  and  in 
all  respects  said  election  shall  be  held  and  conducted  as 
other  elections  are  required  by  law  to  be  conducted. 

§  3.  That  the  district  hereby  established  shall  be  a  voting 

Srecinct  at  all  elections  hereafter  held  in  said  county;  and 
[ount  2iion  schpol  house  shall  be  the  voting  place  herein, 
and  elections  in  said  district  shall  in  all  respects  b^  con* 
ducted,  as  in  other  election  precincts  and  places  of  voting 
in  said  county. 

§  4.  That  after  the  election  to  be  held  in  April  next,  the 
comparison  of  the  polls  and  returns  to  the  secretary  of 
state,  shall  be  made  as  now  required  by  law,  and  the  jus- 
tices elected  shall  be  commissioned,  and  they  and  the  con- 
stable elected  shall  hold  their  offices,  respectively,  until  the 
next  general  election  of  magistrates  and  constables,  and 
until  their  successors  are  duly  qualified.

AN  AOT  in  relation  to  the  regular  Baptist,  Church  ti  Providence  in  Hop- 
kins county. 

Whereas,  it  is  represented  that  in  the  year  1824,  Sam- 
uel &  John  Whiteside^  conveyed  by  deed  to  John  Mont- 
gomery, Alexander  M.  Henry,  and  Eleazer  Givens,  as  tras- 
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tees  of  the  regular  Baptiet  church  At  Providence  in  Hop-  1654. 
kins  county,  a  lot  of  land  in  said  county  supposed  to  be  '^  ^ 
one  and  a  half  acres ;  and  whereas,  John  Montgomeiy, 
James  Jennings  and  Joel  Blackwelli  as  trustees  of  said 
church,  conveyed  by  deed  to  Daniel  Head  a  part  of  said 
lot,  supposed  to  be  one  fourth  thereof,  Hxe  metes  and  bounds 
of  which  is  described  and  set  forth  in  the  said  deed;  and 
it  now  being  the  interest  of  said  ehurch  to  sell  the  balance 
of  said  lot,  and  having  requested  Jatnes  Jennings,  Robert 
B.  Christian,  and  Armstead  R.  Doris,  the  present  trustees 
of  said  church,  to  sell  the  same  to  Joseph  Hunter.  There- 
fore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky^  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  Jennings, 
Christian,  and  Doris,  trustees  as  aforesaid,  or  toy  two 
of  them,  or  their  successors,  to  sell  and  convey  the  same 
to  Joseph  Hunter,  or'  they  may  exchange  the  same  with 
said  Hunter  for  other  lands  and  improvements,  upon 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  parties  may  agree  upon, 
and  may  receive  a  deed  of  conveyance  from  said  Hunter 
for  such  land.  It  is  the  design  of  this  act  when  the  deeds 
referred  to  shall  be  made  and  recol-ded  in  the  clerk^s  office 
of  the  Hopkins  county  court,  as  also  the  deed  made  by  the 
original  trustees  to  Daniel  Head,  if  it  has  been  or  may 
hereafter  be  recorded,  as  those  authorized  by  this  act  to 
be  made,  to  vest  the  title  full  and  complete  in  the  respec- 
tive parties  to  whom  deeds  are  made.  •

Whereas,  it  is  represented  that  a  number  of  worthy  cit< 
izenis  in  and  about  the  town  of  Dover,  Mason  county, 
have  erected  a  commodious  building  for  educational  pur- 
poses, and  desire  an  act  of  incorporation.    Therefore, 

^\.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gtnereu  Assembly  of  the  Common^ 
wealth  of  Kentucky^  That  Arthur  Fox,  sr.,  John  T.  McKoy, 
Langhorne  Tabb,  S.  L.  Sroufe,  John  French,  P.  S.  Ander* 
son,  and  C.  F.  Mitchell  be  and  they  are  iierefoy  constituted 
a  body  politic  and  corporate,  to^  be  known  by  the  name  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Dover  Seminary;  and  by  that  name  Kiyio  of  iucor 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  a  common  seal,  with  i'^^*^^^"- 
power  to  change  or  abolish  the  same  at  pleasure,  may  sue 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  any  court  of  law 
or  equity,  and  shall  be  capable  in  law  of  purchasing,  acr 
quiring,  and  holding,  to  them  and  Uieir  successors,  any 
lands^  tenements,  goods  and  chattels  of  any  kind,  and  mo- 
ney which  shall  befrafdiased,  giren,  granted,  or  devised 
for  the  use  of  said  s^nilQary,  ox  which  they  may  now  have; 
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1854.  and  they  may  sell,  dispose  of,  and  convey  tlie  same  ac- 
cording  to  the  by-laws  which  may  be  hereafter  established 
by  a  mjyority  of  the  stockholders :  Provided^  that  they 
shall  not  at  any  time  hold  real  estate  of  greater  value  than 
fifty  thousand  dollars. 

§  2.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  to 

Poweraoftrus-  establish  such  by-laws,  rules,  and  ordinances,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  state,  as  they 
shall  deem  necessary  for  the  government  of  the  said  sem- 
inary, and  the  management  pf  its  funds  ;and  property.  A 
Officers  to  be  majority  of  all  the  trustees  shall  concur  in  the  election  of 
a  president,  treasurer,  and  clerk,  and  of  professors  and  tu-

^ock  held  by  them,  and  may  vote  in  peraau  or  by  proxy. 
The  stock  may  be  negotiated  and  assigned  upon  the  books 
of  the.  trustees,. and  the  assignees  be  entitled  to  all  the  pri- 
vileges of  stockholders. 

§  4.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  confer  upon  the 
pupils  of  said,  seminary  any  or  sdi  the  diplomas  or  degrees 
conferred  by  the  best  colleges  in  this  state. .  And  the  pri- 
vate seal  or  scroll  of  the  president  may  stand  in  lieu  of  a 
corporate  seal,  and  until  one  is  adopted  and  procured.

Provided^  that  a  school  shall  be  kept  therein  at  least  three 
months  in  the  year  by  a  qualified  teacheri  and  at  which

six  and  eighteen  years  has  had  the  privilege  of  attending, 
whether  contributing  towards  defraying  hs  expenses  or 
not :  And  provided,  that  all  reports  required  of  and  all  du- 
ties imposed  upon  trustees  of  common  school  districts  by 
law,  shall  be  tnade  and  performed  by  tlie  trustees  of  said 
seminary :  And  provided^  no  other  common  school  is  estab- 
lished in  said  district.

to  exist  as  a  company;  and  the  purchaser  or  purchasers 
shall  be  fully  invested  with  all  the  chartered  privileges  now 
possessed  by  the  Shelby  railroad  company  under  and  by 
virtue  oif  this  and  all  previous  acts  of  incorporation. 
.  §  2.  That  the  fifth,  sixth,  sevehth  and  eighth  sections  of 
an  act,  entitled,  an  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Louis-

^  I,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  'General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wmtth  of  Kentucky f  That  tlie  present  members  of  Solomon's 
lodge,  No.  5,  of  free  and  accepted  masons,  at  Shelby ville, 
in  Shelby  county,  and  their  successors  be  and  they  arc 
hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  Solomon's  Lodge,  No.  5,  of  Free  and  Accept- 
ed Masons,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion, and  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with, 
of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  receiving,  purchasing,  and 
holding  all  such  real  and  personal  estate  as  may  be  re- 
quired for  the  use  and  accommodation  of  said  lodge  ;  to 
receive  all  necessary  conveyances;  to  sell,  convey,  and  dis- 
pose of  all  such  real  and  personal  estate  as  they  may  now 
have  or  hereafter  acquire :  Provided^  the  amount  vested  in 
real  estate,  exclusive  of  buildings  thereon,  shall  at  no  time 
exceed  fifteen  thousand  dollars.

«  lisle  shall  have  power  to  compel  the  owners  of  town  lots 
in  said  town  to  grade  and  pave  a  foot  walk  in  front  of 
their  lots,  not  exceeding  twelve  feet  wide,  with  good  brick 
or  rock  according  to  the  direction  of  said  trustees,  when  in 
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the  opinion  of  6aid  trustees  it  is  necessary,  and  to  repair        1854. 
the  pavements  already  mad^  when  necessary.    And  if  the    ~ 
owner  of  any  lot  shall  fail  or  refuse,  after  reasonable  no- 
tice is  given  to  hiin  by  said  trustees,  to  make  a  pavement 
or  foot  walk  in  front  of  his  lot,  or  to*  repair  the  same  if 
made,  when  necessary,  the  trusteei^  maty  cadse  the  same  to 
be  done,  and  recover  the  expenses,  by  suit,  from  the  ow- 
ner of  the  lot,  and  shall  have  a  lien  upon  the  lot  for  the 
amount  expended  in  making  or  repairing  the  pavement  or 
foot  walk.    If  the  owner  of  any  lot  before  wmch  the  tras-

Usle  shall  sot  be  compelled  to  work  on  roads  outside  of  the 
corporate  limits  of  Carlisle. 

§  4.  That  the  ^lies  aiid  forfeitures  recovered  for  any 
breach  of  an  ordinance  of  said  town,  and  for  misdemeanors 
committed  in  said  town,  shall  b^  paid  over  to  tiie  treasurer 
of  said  .town  for  tKe  benefit  of  the  town.

and  they  are  hereby  constituted  and  appointed  trustees  of 
the  town  of  Grundy,  in  Pulaski  county,  who  shall  continue 
in  office  for  one  year  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  April, 
1854,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

§  2.  That  the  aforesaid  trustees  are  hereby  created  a 
body  politic,  in  law  and  in  fact,  with  perpetual  succession, 
by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Trustees  of  Grundy,  and  by 
that  name  and  style  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  and  as  such  shall  have  and  eiyoy  all  the  pri- 
vileges, immunities,  and  franchises  of  a  body  corporate.

of  Marr  street  on  said  chart;  thence  eastwardly  with  the 
south  boundary  line  of  said  Marr  street  two  thousand  two 
hundred  and  forty-eight  feet  six  inches,  to  a  point  where 
said  south  boundary  line  of  Marr  street  intersects  the  west 
boundary  line  of  the  extension   and  projection  of  Obion 
street ;  thence  north  with  the  w«st  boundary  line  of  said 
extension  of  Obion  street  to  the  beginning ;  also,  com* 
mencing  at  a  point  where  the  south  boundary  line  of  Moul- 
ton  street,  in  the  present  corporation  of  the  town  of  Hick- 
man, intersects  the  east  boundary  line  of  AUeghan}*'  street, 
in  said  town  of  Hickman ;  thence  running  eastwardly  with 
the  south  boundary  line  of  Moscow  avenue,  as  it  appears 
by  a  plan  or  chart  of  East  Hickman  made  by  R.  C.  Phillips, 
civil  engineer,  October  19, 1853,  to  the  west  boundaiy  line 
of  Second  street  of  said  chart ;  thence  south  with  said 
west  boundary  line  of  Second  street  to  the  southern  boun- 
dary line  of  Ivy  street  of  said  chart ;  thence  with  said 
south  boundary  line  of  Ivy  street  to  the  east  boundary  line 
of  Fourth  street ;  thence  north  with  said  east  boundary 
line  of  Fourth  street  to  the  Mississippi  river;  thence  down 
said  river  to  the  east  boundary  lipe  of  Alleghany  street ; 
thence  south  with  said  east  boundary  line  to  the  beginning, 
shall  hereafter  constitute  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  of 
Hickman  ;  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  hereby  created 
a  body  politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession, 
by  the  name  and  style  of  the  city  of  Hickman,  and  in  that 
name  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be 
sued  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  and  may  have 
and  use  a  corporate  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  and  renew 
at  pleasure ;  and  the  said  corporation  shall  have  concur- 
rent jurisdiction  with  the  commonwealth  of  Kentucky  and 
the  county  of  Fulton  over  the  waters  of  the  Mississippi 
river  opposite  thereto :  Provided^  however ^  that  the  second 
addition  above  described,  or  part  of  West  Hickman  annex- 
ed, shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing first  Monday  in  January,  1855 :  Andf  provided  alsoj  that 
the  third  addition  above  described,  or  part  of  East  Hick- 
man annexed,  shall  be  exempt  from  all  the  present  con- 
tracts and  liabilities  of  the  town  of  Hickman,  and  also  be   . 
exempt  from  tscxation  for  the  fiscal  year  endiQg  first  Mon- 
day in  January,  185§.

^  2.  The  said  city  shall  have  and  is  hereby  vested  with 
all  the  rights,  titles,  interests,  privileges,  power  and  au- 
thority  which  were  vested  in,  possessed  and  held  by  the 
original  trustees  of  Hickman  and  their  saccessors,  but  the 
said  rights  shall  be  held  for  the  purpose  and  subject  to  the 
same  trusts  as  heretofore ;  that  all  the  streets,  roads,  lanes^ 
alleys,    commons,    market-spaces,    public    squares    and 
grounds,  and  public   landings   in  said  town  be   and  the 
same  are  hereby  vested  in  the  city — and  where  the  owner 
of  any  land  in  the  said  corporation,  shall  lay  out,  or  shall 
have   heretofore   laid  out  any  street,  lane,  alley,  or  any 
ground  for  public  uses,  and  so  dedicate  the  same,  it  shall 
immediately   vest  in  the  city,  and  the  authorities  thereof 
shall  have  exclusive  control  over  the  same  for  the  public 
use  and  good. 

§  3.  The  officers  of  said  corporation  shall  be  as  follows^ 
to-wit:  a  mayor,  six  couneilmen,  a  city  judge,  and  a  mar- 
shal, all  of*  whom  shall  be  elected  at  the  charter  election 
of  said  city  by  the  qualified  voters  residing  therein ;  and! 
shall  also  consist  of  a  city  clerk,  assessor,  treasurer,  city 
attorney,  and  such  other  officers  as  the  council  shall  fronn 
time  to  time  create  or  establish,  which  last  offices  shall  be 
filled  by  the  city  council. 

§  4.  The  charter  election  of  said  city  shall  be  held  the 
first  Monday  in  January,  in  each  year.  At  the  first  elec- 
tion after  the  passage  of  this  act  all  the  elective  officers 
shall  be  elected,  and  the  free  white  male  citizens  of  the 
state,  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  or  upwards,  who 
shall  have  resided  in  the  corporation  of  said  city  one  year, 
and  is  sane,  and  not  a  pauper,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote. 
The  officers  shall  hold  their  offices  as  iollows :  city  judge 
two  years  ;  mayor,  councilmen,  marshal,  assessor,  treas- 
urer, city  clerk,  and  city  attorney  each  one  year.  No  per- 
son shall  be  eligible  to  a  seat  as  a  member  of  the  city 
council  until  he  shall  have  arrived  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
five  years,  be  a  citizen  of  the  state  and  shall  have  resided 
in  the  said  city  for  one  year. 

§  5.  If  froni  amy  cause  the  charter  election  shall  not  be 
Held  the  first  Monday  in  January,  the  corporation  shall 
not  thereby  be  dissolved,  but  the  council  in  office  shall  or* 
der  an  election  to  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  they 
may  deem  proper  as  soon  after  the  regular  day  as  circum- 
stances will  permit.  The  council  shall  prescribe  the  hours, 
between  which  it  shall  be  holden  and  the  place  where;  it 
shall  appoint  two  or  more  inspectors  to  superintend  the 
elections,  who  shall' be  qualified  voters  of  the  city,  and  the 
city  clerk  shall  »ict  as  clerk  of  said  election.  The  inspec* 
tors  shall  make  their  returns  under  oath  to  the  city  clerk, 
who  shall  lay  the  same  before  the  city  council,  and  shall 
carefully  preserve  said  returns  in  the  records  of  his  office. 
The  coaocil  shall  be  the  exclusive  judges  of  the  eligibility 
of  all  the  officers  and  candidates,  and  of  the  returns  of  the 
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inspectors,  and  if  from  any  caupe  the  officers  returned 
elected  shall  not  be  deemed  eligible  or  elected,  or  an  elec- 
tion shall  fail  of  any  particular  officer,  thecouncil  shall  order 
anew  one  to  fill  the  vacancy,  as  >  provided  in  section  second, 
article  second.  All  elections  shall  be  determined  by  a 
plurality  of  votes,  and  any  officer  elected  or  appointed 
shall  reside  in  the  city,  and  a  removal  from  it,  or  three 
months  absence,  shall  vacate  their  office.  If  there  should 
be  a. failure  of  officers  to  call  said  election,  qualified  voters 
may  appoint  said  clerk  and  inspectors,  if  wanting,  and 
cause  said  election  to  be  had  as  aforesaid. 

§  6.  The  city  shall  have  power  to  purchase,  hold,  sell  and 
convey  real  estate  within  or  without  the  corporate  limits 
such  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  for  city  purposes — also 
personal  property  and  stock  in  corporate  companies,  and 
to  take  original  subscriptions  of  stock  in  corporate  compa- 
nies, and  may  receive  conveyances  of  ground  for  the  pur- 
pose of  opening,  widening  or  extending  any  street,  lane, 
alley,  common,  space,  square,  wharf  or  landing,  or  for  any 
other  purpose,  and  donations  and  subscriptions  in  money 
or  property  to  be  applied  to  such  purposes. 

§  7.  Said  corporation  may  borrow  money  on  the  credit 
thereof,  and  pledge  any  revenue  for  the  payment  of  the  in- 
terest, and  any  and  all  public  property,  rights,  and  credits  for 
the  redemption  of  the  loan,  and  may  issue  certificates  of 
stock  or  bonds  therefor;  no  loans  shall  be  made  till  a  majority 
of  all  the  voters  of  the  city  shall  have  consented  thereto  by 
voting  on  the  question:  And  provided  further^  that  the  in- 
terest shall  not  exceed  six  per  centum  per  annum,  nor  the 
indebtedness  of  the  city  at  any  one  time  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars. 

ARTICLE    11. 

Of  the  Council, 

§  1.  The  legislative  power  and  authority  of  said  corpor- 
ation, together  with  the  municipal  and  fiscal  concerns  there- 
of, shall  be  vested  in  the  president  and  members  of  the 
council,  who  shall  meet  together  and  form  one  board  un- 
der the  name  and  style  of  the  City  Council,  and  their  pro- 
ceedings shall  be  distinguished  as  those  of  The  City  Coun- 
cil of  Hickman;"  a  majority  of  all  the  members,  including 
the  president,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business,  and 
in  the  election  or  appointment  of  officers,  passing  ordinan- 
ces, removing  officers  and  appropriating  money,  a  majori- 
ty of  the  whole  board  shall  concur.  They  shall  hold  their 
regular  meetings  once  in  two  weeks  or  at  such  other  times 
the  president  or  in  his  absence  or  disability,  any  four  mem- 
bers may  call  or  to  which  they  may  have  adjourned,  in 
some  public  place  provided  for  the  purpose,  and  their  de 
liberations  shall  be  public. 

§  2.  The  council  shall  keep  a  journal  of  their  proceed- 
ings, de,termine  their  own  rules,  compel  the  attendance  of 
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1854.  members,  may  punish  them  for  disorderly  conduct,  and 
expel  a  member  or  remove  any  officer  by  a  two-third  vote 
of  all  the  members  elect — after  five  days  notice  specifying 
the  charge  and  allowing  him  an  opportnoity  of  being  heard 
in  hirt  defense.  The  council  shall  have  power  to  till  the 
vacancies  which  may  occur  in  any  of  the  offices  over  which 
they  have  the  power  of  removal :  Provided,  that  a  vacancy 
in  the  council  may  be  filled  by  appointmentof  the  council, 
or  by  election  before  the  people  as  the  council  may  deem 
proper. 

§3.  The  council  shall  enter  into  office  and  begin  the 
discharge  of  their  duties^  on  the  second  Monday  in  January, 
in  the  year  in  which  they  shall  be  elected,  or  as  soon  there- 
after as  practicable,  and  shall  before  they  commence  the 
duties  of  their  office  be  sworn  to  support  the  constitution 
of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  state  of  Kentucky,  and 
the  charter  of  the  city  of  Hickman,  and  that  they  will  well 
and  truly  discharge  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  as 
members  of  the  city  council,  which  oath  may  be  adminis- 
tered by  the  mayor  of  skid  city  or  by  any  other  person 
having  lawful  authority  by  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth 
to  administer  oath,,  and  a  record  shall  be  made  upon  the 
records  of  the  council  that  it  has  been  duly  administered. 

§  4.  The  council  shall  have  the  power  to  pass  all  need- 
ful by-laws  and  ordinances  for  the  due  and  efiectual  ad- 
ministration ot  right  and  justice  in  said  city,  and  for  the 
better  government  thereof,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
city  court.  They  may  le^slate  upon  all  subjects  which 
the  good  government  of  said  city  may  require,  unless  re- 
strained by  the  terms  of  the  charter  or  the  constitution  of 
the  state  or  contrary  to  the  laws  of  the  state,  notwithstand* 
ing  the  legislature  may  have  enacted  laws  relating  to  the 
same;  they  may  affix  such  penalties  for  a  violation  of  such 
ordinances,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  as  they  may 
deem  the  good  order  and  well  being  of  the  city  shall  re- 
quire. All  ordinances  passed  by  the  council  and  all  their 
proceedings  in  council  shall  be  published  in  a  newspaper  in 
said  city  or  otherwise,  and  circulated. 

§  5.  The  council  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to 
Apporiioii  the  causc  and  procure  the  side-walks  in  said  city  to  be  graded, 
pJ^cmentsl&lc'.  curbcd  and  paved  with  brick,  stone  or  wood,  and  to  appor- 
tion the  cost  and  expenses  upon  the  owners  of  the  lots 
fronting  or  binding  thereon  ;  and  a  lien  is  hereby  given  on 
the  said  lots  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  costs  and  expen- 
ses to  attach  from  the  time  the  work,  is  ordered  to  be  put 
under  contract,  provided  the  owners  of  the  lots  do  not  have 
the  work  done  within  the  time  and  in  the  manner  prescribed. 
The  council  shall  apportion  the  expense  of  soch  improve- 
ment equally  upon  the  lot  owners  in  proportion  to  the  feet 
front,  and  a  lien  is  hereby  given  on  the  lots  or  parts  of  lots 
for  the  same,  which  costs  and  expenses  may  be  listed  and 
collected  as  other  taxes  are  by  the  city  collector  or  any 
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special  colleotor,  who  shall  have  the  power  and  author* 
ity  to  sell  and  c6n vey  the  lots  or  partu  of  lots  for  the  same 
according  •  to  such  by-laws  and  regulations  as  shall  be 
adopted  by  the  council :  Provided  however y  that  the  owner 
of  any  lots  or  parts  of  lots  sold  for  the  payment  of  the 
costs  and  expense  of  such  grading  and  paving  as  aforesaid 
vrho  has  consented  in  writing  for  that  purpose,  shall  be 
allowed  three  years  to  redeetn  the  same  by  paying  to  the 
purchaser  of  said  lots  or  parts  of  lots  so  sold  as  aforesaid 
the  purchase  money  with  twenty  per  centum  interest  per 
annum,  aiid  ten  per  centum  interest  per  annum  on  all  the 
taxes  and  levies  that  may  have  subsequently  accrued,  and 
those  who  have  consented  in  writing  may  redeem  at  any 
time  within  one  year,  on  payment  of  the  like  interest : 
Provided y  that  iniBXitSy  femes  covert y  and  persons  of  unsound 
mind  shall  have  two  years  to  redeem  on  like  terms  after 
their  respective  disabilities  shall  have  been  removed. 

§  6.  Whenever  at  any  time  the  side-walks  of  the  said 
city  shall  be  out  of  repair  the  said  council  shall  have  pow- 
er to  order  and  direct  the  same  to  be  repaired  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  owners  of  lots  opposite  the  places  where  the 
repairs  shall  be  necessary,  and  the  same  lien  shall  attach  ; 
the  costs  and  expenses  thereof  shall  be  collected  in  like 
manner  as  is  provided  in  the  foregoing  section. 

$  7.  The  council  shall  have  power  to  prescribe  by  ordi- 
nance the  duties  of  the  officers  appointed  by  them,  requir- 
ing bond  and  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
duties  from  such  of  them  as  they  think  proper;  and  all  offi- 
cers of  their  appointment  shall  be  removeable  at  their 
pleasure  for  good  cause. 

^  8.  The  council  shall  have  power  to  pass  such  ordinan- 
ces as  may  be  necessary  to  protect  the  city  from  malignant 
and  contagious  diseases,  and  may  for  that  purpose  appoint 
a  board  of  health  and  confer  on  it  all  necessary  power 
whenever  in  their  judgment  the  interest  and  safety  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  city  may  make  it  necessary  and  proper ; 
and  they  may  in  their  discretion  appoint  a  health  officer 
for  the  city  and  define  his  powers  and  duties  by  ordinance, 
and  they  may  have  a  pest-house  in  which  they  may  place 
persons  who  are  infected  with  said  contagious  and  malig- 
nant diseases,  subject  to  such  regulations  as  they  may  pre- 
scribe. 

§  0.  The  Council  shall  also  have  power  to  organize  a  fire 
department  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  that  may  occur 
in  the  city  ;  to  provide  engines  and  other  apparatus  for  that 
purpose,  and  suitable  buildings  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the 
same,  to  organise  and  appoint  fire  companies  of  able- 
bodied  and  efficient  men  not  exceeding  one  hundred  men 
in  each  company  or  association,  who  shall  be  exempt  from 
serving  on  juries  and  from  doing  military  service  in  time 
of  peace  during  the  period  they  are  attached  to  said  com- 
panies or  association ;  and  to  pass  such  by-laws  and  ordi- 
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nances  aa  may  be  necessary  for  the  government  and  regu- 
lation of  the  same  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  the 
said  council  shall  have  power  to  invest  the  officers,  mem- 
bers, or  any  portion  of  said  fire  companies  with  police  pow- 
ers to  be  exercised  during  fires,  alarms  of  fires,  or  going  to 
and  returning  therefrom :  Provided^  the  council  shall  have 
power  to  disband  any  such  companies  and  deprive  them  of 
their  engines,  apparatus,  buildings,  or  other  property,  for 
proper  cause.    The  council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a 
chief  engineer  for  said  fire  companies,  for  such  time  as 
they  may  think  expedient  and  discharge  him  at  pleasure, 
and  may  prescribe  his  powers  and  duties.    They  may  also 
pass  all  ordinances  for  preservation  of  the  peace  and  safe- 
ty ofthe  city,  to  punish  all  persons  for  disorderly <,  riotous,  or 
improper  conduct  during  times  of  fire,  and  to  impose  finen 
on  such  men  as  refuse  when  called  upon  by  the  proper  offi- 
cers of  the  two  companies  or  associations,  to  render  assist- 
ance in  the  management  of  fires :  Provided^  that  when  a 
fireman  shall  have  served  faithfully  as  such  for  twelve 
years,  and  shall  receive  a  certificate  of  faithful  service  or- 
dered by  the  company,  they  shall  be  exempted  from  serv- 
ing on  juries  and  from  militia  duty  in  time  of  peace  for- 
ever. 

§  10.  The  council  shall  also  have  poiverto  erect  or  pro- 
cure a  suitable  building  or  buildings,  for  a  poor-house,  work- 
house, watch-house,  a  house  of  correction  and  a  house  of 
refuge,  to  be  regulated  and  managed  by  suitable  persons 
to  be  appointed  by  the  council  fbr  that  purpose,  and  in 
apartments  distinct  from  those  for  the  infirm  and  indigent 
provision  shall  be  made  for  confining  common  beggars, 
vagabonds,  and  such  others  as  shall  be  sentenced  for  short 
confinement  by  justices  of  the  peace  within  the  city  or  by 
the  city  court  for  breach  of  the  peace  or  other  petty  offen- 
ses, where  they  shall  be  employed  on  such  labor  and  made 
to  perform  such  tasks  as  shall  be  directed  by  ordinances  of 
the  council  in  such  cases  made  and  provided,  and  which 
ordinances  they  shall  have  power  to  pass.  Persons  commit- 
ted to  the  work-house  shall  be  sent  there  and  received  by 
virtue  of  warrants  from  the  city  court  or  justice,  as  the 
case  may  be,  and  discharged  by  the  overseers  of  the  work- 
house at  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  which  they  were 
sentenced  >  Provided^  that  the  length  of  titne  of  confine- 
ment shall  be  specified  in  the  warrant  of  commitment. 
Special  overseers  of  the  poor  may  be  appointed  by  the 
council,  (and  in  default  of  their  appointment  by  a  commit- 
tee of  the  council,)  who  shall  place  the  poor  persons  in  the 
poor-house  at  their  discretion,  but  the  whole  establishment 
for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  shall  be  under  the  immediate 
care  and  control  of  and  subject  to  frequent  visitation  by 
the  council. 

§  11.  The  council  shall  also  have  power  whenever  in 
their  judgment  the  public  convenience  and  oomfort  may 
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require  it  to  prohibit  horses,  cattle,  hogs  and  other  animals 
from  running  at  large  in  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  com- 
mons or  other  public  places  in  said  city,  and  to  require  and 
compel  the  abatement  of  all  nuisances  in  the  city  under 
such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

§  12.  The  council  shall  have  power  to  provide  by  ordi- 
nance for  the  suppression  of  tippling  houses,  bawdy-hous- 
es and  those  of  ill  fame,  gamt)Ung-houses  and  such  other 
houses  as  are  the  resort  of  idle  and  dissolute  or  disorderly 
pei;sons — to  prohibit  the  retailing  spirituous  liquors  with' 
out  license,  by  imposing  adequate  penalties  upon  thos^ 
who  shall  retail  such  liquors  without  license,  and  to  punish 
by  imposing  similar  penalties  upon  all  riots,  disorders  and 
clamors  in  the  streets  or  other  public  places,  breaches  of 
the  peace  and  disturbances  of  the  public  tranquility  and 
indecent,  improper,  and  licentious  conduct. 

§  13.  The  council  shall  have  power  to  erect  one  or  more 
suitable  buildings  for  powder  magazines,  to  provide  suit- 
able carriages  for  the  conveyance  of  gunpowder  and  to 
pass  ordinances  to  prohibit  the  introduction  of  gunpowder 
or  other  explosive  compounds  into  the  city,  and  the  keep- 
ing and  sale  thereof  without  license  :  Provided^  the  coun- 
cil shall  have  power  to  license,  tax  and  regulate  the  sale 
and  keeping  thereof,  and  they  shall  have  power  to  impose 
fines  upon  persons  who  shall  sell  gunpowder  or  other  ex- 
plosive compounds  to  children  under  the  age  of  sixteen 
years  and  negroes. 

§  14.  The  council  shall  have  the  power  to  construct  and 
contract  and  bargain  for  the  construction  of  gas  and  water 
works  within  said  city,  and  pass  all  necessary  ordinances 
to  regulate  the  same,  and  provide  for  lightning  the  city 
with  oil  or  gas  or  otherwise,  and  furnishing  it  with  water. 

§  15.  The  council  shall  have  the  exclusive  power  to  es-* 
tablish  and  regulate  markets  and  market  spaces,  wharves 
and  fix  the  rates  of  wharfage  and  other  fees  for  the  use 
thereof;  they  shall  also  have  the  power  to  establish  and 
regulate  the  grades  of  all  wharves  and  landings ;  all  banks 
of  the  Mississippi  river  within  the  corporate  limits  and  all 
side-walks,  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  spaces,  and  commons  of 
the  city.  They  shall  have  also  the  exclusive  control  of  all 
the  streets,  side-walks,  lanes,  alleys,  spaces  and  commons, 
market  spaces  or  other  public  grounds  within  the  corporate 
limits,  and  shall  cause  the  same  to  kept  clean  and  in  re- 
pair. 
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Of  the  City  Marshal  and  other  Officeis  of  the  City,   . 

§  1 .  The  city  marshal  shall  by  himself  or  deputies  attend 
all  the  sessions  of  the  council,  together  with  those  of  the 
city  court,  and  preserve  and  enforce  order  under  their  and 
his  direction.  He  shall  by  himself  or  deputies  execute  all 
process  emanating  from  the  city  court ;  he  shall  have  the 
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1854.        power  of  sheriffs  ia  levying  executions  and  executing  and 
"  retut'ning  process  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  city  court ; 

he  shall  collect  the  fees  of  the  city  judgie  and  city  clerk  if  re- 
quired by  them ;  he  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace 
of  said  city ;  he  may  be  chosen  city  collector ;  he  shall 
give  bond  and  sufficient  security  before  the  council  to  the 
commonwealth  of  Kentucky  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  the  duties  of  his  office,  which  bond  shall  not  be  deemed 
void  until  all  demands  arising  from  a  violation  of  its  pro- 
visions shall  have  been  satisfied.  He  shall  he  entitled  to 
charge  and  receive  the  same  fees  for  the  like  services  which 
sheriffs  and  constables  are  by  law  entitled  to  receive,  and 
shall  have  the  same  powers  which  sheriffs  and  constables 
have  to  collect  the  same.  He  and  his  sureties  shall  be 
liable  to  judgment  by  motion  in  the  city  court  in  favor  of 
any  person  entitled  to  moneys  collected  by  him  in  the  same 
manner  and  subject  to  the  same  costs  and  damages  that 
sheriffs  are  liable  for  by  existing  laws^  and  when  he  shall 
receive  and  collect  moneys  as  city  collector  he  and  his  su- 
reties in  his  bond  as  collector  shall  be  liable  to  judgment 
by  motion  in  the  city  court  for  failing  to  pay  over  to  the 
city  of  Hickman  or  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto  all  mon- 
eys entrusted  to  him  to  be  collected,  and  actually  received 
and  collected  by  him  as  collector,  with  ten  per  centum 
damages  and  costs  of  the  motion.  Five  days  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  making  such  motions  shall  be  suffi- 
cient, and  there  shall  be  no  replevin  or  valuation  of  prop 
erty  on  executions  issuing  on  such  judgment. 

§  2.  There  shall  be  a  city  treasurer  appointed  by  the  city 
council,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year.  Before  en- 
tering upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office  he 
shall  give  bond  in  such  form  and  with  such  securities  as 
the  city  council  may  direct  and  approve,  which  bond  shall 
be  filed  with  the  city  clerk.  He  shall  have  charge  of  the 
treasury  and  fiscal  concerns  of  the  city.  It  shall  be  his 
duty  to  receive  all  moneys  of  the  city,' but  he  shall  not  pay 
out  or  expend  the  same  in  anywise  except  upon  the  order 
of  the  council,  which  order  shall  specify  for  what  purpose 
the  same  is  to  be  paid.  He  shall  at  all  times  have  and 
keep  a  careful  and  correct  account  of  all  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures of  thetreasury  as  the  council  may  direct,  which 
accounts  shall  always  be  opened  to  the  inspection  of  the 
conucil  or  its  proper  committee,  and  shall  report  the  amount 
of  money  in  the  treasury  to  the  council  at  the  first  meet- 
ing in  each  month;  and  he  shall  exhibit  to  the  council  by 
the  15th  day  of  December  in  each  year  a  full  statement  of 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  city  since  his  last  an- 
nual report,  and  of  the  state  and  condition  for  the  time  be- 
ing of  the  treasury  and  fiscal  concerns  of  the  city.  He 
shall  perform  all  such  other  duties  appertaining  to  his  of- 
fice as  the  cauncil  may  ordain,  and  for  his  services  shall 
receive  such  a  compensation  or  salarj'  as  may  be  provid- 
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ed  for  by  ordinance.  He  may  be  removed  from  office  for 
good  cause  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  whole  number 
of  the  council,  and  the  council  shall  have  the  power  to 
supply  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  his  removal  from  of- 
fice, death,  resignation,  absence  from  the  state  or  other 
cause. 

§  3.  There  shall  be  one  or  more  commissioners  of  the 
streets  as  the  council  may  ordain.  It  shall  be  their  duty, 
subject  to  the  direction  of  the  council,  and  in  conformity 
with  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  to  enforce  all  ordinances 
and  regulations  relating  to  the  cleaning  and  lighting  of 
the  streets,  and  generally  to  perform  all  such  duties  and 
exercise  all  such  powers  as  the  council  may  ordain,  and 
for  their  services  shall  receive  a  compensation  to  be  fixed 
and  regulated  by  the  council. 

§  4.  There  may  be  a  market  master  with  one  or  more 
assistants  as  the  council  may  ordain.  It  shall  be  their 
duty  to  enforce  all  ordinances  and  regulations  of  the  coun- 
cil in  relation  to  the  market  bouses  and  places  of  the  city, 
and  generally  to  perform  such  other  duties  not  inconsistent 
therewith  as  the  council  may  order,  and  for  their  services 
they  shall  receive  a  oompensation  to  be  fixed  and  regula- 
ted by  the  council.  The  said  market  master  shall  hold 
his  office  during  such  time  as  the  council  shall  ordain. 

§  5.  There  shall  be  a  wharf  master  and  if  necessary  one 
or  more  assistants  as  the  council  may  ordain.  It  shall  be 
their  duty  to  enforce  all  ordinances  and  regulations  rela- 
ting to  the  warves  and  landing  places  within  the  city  and 
generally  to  perform  all  such  other  duties  not  inconsistent 
therewith  as  the  council  may  direct,  and  for  their  services 
he  shall  receive  a  compensation  to  be  fixed  and  regulated 
by  the  council.  The  said  wharf  master  shall  hold  his  of- 
fice during  such  time  as  the  council  shall  ordain. 

§  6.  There  may  be  appointed  one  or  more  inspectors  of 
beef,  pork,  lard,  butter,  fish,  salt,  fiour,  meal  biscuits,  feath- 
ers, tobacco,  leather  and  other  products,  one  or  more  in- 
spectors and  guagers  of  foreign  and  domestic  spirits,  malt 
liquors,  molasses,  linseed  and  other  oils,  and  one  or  more 
weights  or  measures  of  wood,  coal,  lime,  hay,  cotton  and 
the  like — who  shall  have  the  sole  and  exclusive  right  to 
exercise  the  functions  of  their  respective  offices  within  the 
limits  of  the  city.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their 
offices  they  shall  each  of  them  give  bond  to  the  city  of 
Hickman,  in  such  form  and  with  such  securities  as  the 
council  shall  require,  which  bond  shall  be  filed  with  the 
city  clerk.  The  said  officers  when  appointed  and  quali- 
fied shall  perform  their  duties  respectively  in  said  city  in 
the  same  manner  and  subject  to  the  same  regulations  and 

f>enalties  as  are  or  may  be  requir€!d  and  provided  for  the 
ike  officers  by  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth  or  as  in  the 
absence  or  for  the  want  of  such  laws,  may  be  ordained  by 
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the  city  council  of  said  city»    Their  fees  shall  be  regulated 
'  by  the  council. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Of  the  Police. 

§  1.  The  mayor  shall  be  the  chief  of  the  police,  and  there 

Mayor    chief  shall  be  in  said  city  such  policemen  an*d   watchmen,  be- 

offlcer.  g^jg  ^jiQ  Q{l>y  niarshal,  as  the  council  may  from  time  to 

time  ordain.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  n^arshal  and 
said  policemen  and  watchmen,  under  the  direction  of  the 
mayor  and  in  conformity  with  the  ordinances  of  the  city 
council,  to  suppress  all  riots,  routs,  unlawful  assemblies,  dis- 
turbances and  breaches  of  the  peace.     It  shall  also  be  their 
duty  and  they  shall  have  the  power  to  apprehend  all  fel- 
ons, common  gamblers,  rioters,  breakers  or  disturbers  of 
th^  peace,  night-walkers,  vagrants,  persons  of  evil  fame 
and  those  guilty  of  disorderly  or  riotous  conduct;  and  all 
such  persons  may  be  apprehended  without  warrant  by  the 
said  police  officer  or  any  of  them,  and  may  be  taken  with 
such  evidence  as  they  possess  before  the  city  court  or  some 
justice  of  the  peace  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  law;  and 
if  such  apprehension  shall  be  in  the  night  then  to  the  watch 
house  for  safe  keeping  until  morning.    They  shall  also 
have  the  power  and  perform  the  duties  of  patrol.     And  to 
apprehend    without   warrant  any    and    all    persons    in 
the  act  of  committing  any  offense  against  the  laws  of  the 
state  or  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  and   forthwith  bring 
such  person  or  persons  before  the  proper  authority  for  ex- 
amination, and  at  all  times  diligently  and  faithfully  to  en- 
force all  such  laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  for  the  pre- 
servation of  peace,  good  order  and  welfare  of  the  city  as 
the  council  niay  ordain,  and  for  such  purpose  they  shall 
have  all  the  power  of  constables;  they  shall  be  paid  for 
«»K    their  services  such  compensation  as  the  council  may  from 
time  to  time  ordain. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Of  Taxation, 

§  1.  The  council  shall  have  power  to  assess  and  collect 
taxes  on  such  real  and  personal  estate  in  said  city  as  they 
may  designate,  not  exceeding  seventy-five  cents  on  each 
one  hundred  dollars  valuation  for  revenue  purposes,  and 
one  dollar  for  each  tithe ;  but  such  taxes  shall  be  uniform 
on  every  description  of  property  assessed  by  them  :  Pro- 
vided, that  buildings  for  churches,  public  school  houses, 
colleges  and  the  grounds  attached  and  dedicated  solely  for 
the  use  thereof,  cemeteries,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation. 
They  shall  take  in  and  make  a  li^t  of  all  taxable  inhabi- 
tants ^ithin  said  city,  and  affix  against  the  name  of  each 
inhabitant  the  amount  of  his,  her,  or  their  real  estate  in 
aaid  city,  with  a  proper  description  by  number  or  situation, 
and  also  tt^o  tru*  and  just  value  of  such  real  estate,  to- 
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gether  with  the  personal  estate  of  each  of  said  inhabitants,         1854. 

whether  it  shall  consist  of  goods,  stocks,  manufactures,  or 

other  property,  which  list  may  be  required  to  be  made  by 

the  party,  verified  by  his  or  her  oath,  or  if  the  party  refuse 

to  give  in  a  list  and  swear  to  the  same,  the  value  shall  be 

assessed  by  the  assessor  from  the  best  information  he  may 

obtain.     The  compensation  of  the  assessor  shall  be  fixed 

by  the  council  so  that  it  shall  not  exceed  eight  cents  pet 

list. 

§  2.  The  books  of  assessment  for  the  revenue  taxes  of 
said  city  shall  hereafter  be  returned  to  the  city  council  by 
the  assessor,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  March  in 
each  year,  and  immediately  after  the  said  assessment  shall 
be  received  and  approved  by  the  council,  the  city  clerk  shall 
make  out  a  true  and  perfect  copy  of  the  assessor's  book, 
and  shall  place  the  same  in  the  hands  of  the  collector. 
Upon  the  reception  of  said  books  the  collector  shall  forth- 
with proceed  to  the   collection  of  the  taxes  therein  speci- 
fied, from  the  person  or  persons  owing  the  same,  and  for 
that  purpose  he  shall  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  distrain 
upon  all  personal  property  which  he  may  find  in  said  city 
belonging  to  delinquents,  or  so  much  as  may  be  necessary 
to  pay  the  amount  of  the  taxes  due,  the  per  centum  and 
the  costs,  and  dispose  of  the  same  in  the  same   manner 
that  sherifis  are  authorized  to  do  in  collecting  the  county 
levy;  and  no  personal  property  shall  be  exempt  from  said 
distress.     In  case  no  personal  property  can  be  found  by  the 
collector,  he  shall  then  proceed  to  advertise  and  sell  the 
real  estate  of  the  delinquent  in  the  manner  sherifis  are 
authorized  to  do,  in  advertising  and  selling  real  estate  by 
virtue  of  an  execution,  except  that  there  shall  be  no  valu- 
ation, and  within  six  days  thereafter  the  collector  shall 
make  a  full  return  of  said  sale  specifying  therein  a  proper 
description  of  the  property,  the  names  of  the  owners  when 
known,  and  purchasers,  the  amount  sold  and  the  time 
when  sold,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  advertisement,  to 
the  city  clerk,  who  shall  record  the  same  in  a  book  kept 
for  that  purpose  and  file  away  and  carefully  preserve  the 
said  proceedings  among  the  papers  of  his  office.     The  own- 
ers shall  have  a  right  to  redeem  the  real  estate  which  may 
be  then  sold  by  the  collector  at  any  time  within  three  years 
by  paying  or  tendering  to  the  purchstser  the  amount  of  his 
purchase  money,  together  with  all  taxes  and  levies  which 
have  been  subsequently  levied  thereon,  and  twenty  per 
centum,  and  after  the  first  year  fifty  per  centum  per  an- 
num; and  when  the  purchaser  shall  ifot  be  a  resident  of 
the  city  or  cannot  be  found,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  city 
treasurer  to  receive  the  money  for  which  thrr  estate  pro- 

f)08ed  to  be  redeemed  was  sold,  adding  the  subsequent 
evies  and  the  per  cent,  assessed  thereon,  which  shall  be  as 
effectual  in  redeeming  the  property  as  if  it  had  been  paid 
to  the  purchaser;  upon  the  prodaction  df  the  ^lertfficate  of 
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1854.        sale,  by  t^u  purchaser  or  his  assigns,  the  treasurer  shall 
''        pay  over  the  said  money  to  him  or  them,  taking  a  receipt 
for  the  same  upon  the  back  of  the  certificate  of  sale,  which 
shall  be  handed  over  to  the  city  clerk  to  be  recorded  in  the 
same  book  in  which  the  sales  are  recorded.     The  collector 
or  his  successor  shall  make  the  deed  to  the  purchaser  of 
any  real  estate  sold  for  taxes,  which  shall  pass  the  title, 
unless  the  same  shall  have. been  redeemed;  for  such  deed 
he  shall  be  allowed  two  dollars  to  be  paid  by  the  purchas- 
er.    For  the  collection  of  taxes   the  collector  shall  be  al- 
lowed seven  per  centum  to  be  paid  by  the  city,  and  twenty- 
five  cents  for  each  levy  on  personal  property  and  twenty- 
five  cents  for  each  certificate  of  sale  of  real  estate;  both 
fees  to  be  taxed  as  costs  and  added  to  the  tax  bills.     For 
insuring  the  payment  of  the  taxes  of  said  city,  a  lien  shall 
exist  and  is  hereby  given  upon  all  property  assessed,  real 
and  personal,  from  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year, 
until  payment  thereof;  which  shall  not  be  invalidated  or 
afi^ected  by  subsequent  incumbrances,  transfers  or  sales. 
§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  cojlector  to  pay  over  the 
Dutyofcoiiec    taxes  as  fast  as  collected  to  the  treasurer,  and  to  make  a 
^^^-  full  return  of  said  taxes  to  and  settlement  thereof  with 

the  council  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  September  in 
each  year.  He  shall  make  out  a  list  of  such  persons  and 
property  as  he  finds  after  due  eflTorta  to  collect  the  taxes, 
they  caunot  be  collected  from  and  return  the  same  upon 
oath  to  the  council,  which  shall  exempt  him  from  all  lia- 
bility for  failing  to  collect  the  same  :  Provided^  that  said 
delinquent  list  shall  be  made  out  by  him  and  returned  after 
the  15th  day  of  August  and  before  the  said  first  Monday 
in  September. 

§  4.  If  the  collector  shall  fail  to  make  returns  and  settle- 
ment as  aforesaid,  of  all  taxes  which  are  in  his  bands,  on 
or  befdre  the  said  first  Monday  in  September,  he  and  his 
sureties  shall  be  liable  jointly  and  severally,  to  judgment 
upon  motion  in  the  city  court  of  said  city  for  the  amount 
of  taxes  in  said  bill  contained,  which  shall  not  have  been 
paid  over  to  the  treasurer,  nor  accounted  for  to  the  council, 
'  together  with  five  per  centum  damages  thereon ;  and  with- 

in ten  days  after  the  rendition  of  said  judgment,  if  the 
same  shall  not  be  sooner  paid,  tlie  city  judge  shall  issue 
execution  against  the  estate  of  the  collector  and  his  sure- 
ties, or  those  of  them  against  whom  the  judgment  may 
have  been  rendered,  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  Fulton  or 
any  other  county,  who  shall  proceed  thereon  in  the  same 
manner  and  be  liable  to  the  same  penalties  as  if  the  exe- 
cution had  been  issued  from  the  clerk's  ofiice  of  the  circuit 
court.  The  said  execution  shall  be  indorsed  ^*no  security 
of  any  kind  to  be  taken,''  and  the  sheriff  shall  be  governed 
accordihgly.  There  shall  be  no  valuation  of  property  lev- 
ied upon  by  said  execution  such  as  is  now  provided  by  law 
in  other,  oases,    l^iwe  days  notice  of  said  motion  shall  be 
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given  to  the  collector  and  his  sureties  to  authorize  judg-         185A. 

nient;  and  if  the  notice  be  returned  not  found  as  to  the  " 

collector,  or  any  of  his  sureties,  the  same  may  abate  as 

to  him,  or  it  may  be  continued  to  any  particular  day  for 

service;  and  so  from  time  to  time;  and  when  fully  served, 

then  the  suit  shall  proceed  against  all.     But  if  at  any  stage 

of  the  proceedings,  it  shall  be?  deemed  advisable,  the  suit 

may  abate  as  to  any  one  or  more  of  the  parties  not  served 

with  notice,  and  the  case  may  proceed  against  those  upon 

whom  the  notice  has  been  served.     An  abatenient  as'  to 

any  of  the  parties  shall  not '  operate  to  discharge  them  or 

any  of  them  from  their  liability.     The  right  to  appeal  or 

prosecute  a  writ  of  error  from  said  judgment  is  hereby 

allowed  to  the  parties,  to  the  Fulton  circuit  court  as  in 

other  cases  from  the  city  court,  and  the  aggrieved  party 

may  also  prosecute  an  appeal  or  writ  of  error  to  the  court 

of  appeals  in  the  same  manner,  and  subject  to  the  same 

damages  and  costs,  as  is  provided  by  law  in  other  cases. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  council  to  place  the  delin- 
quent lists  or  tax  bills  from  time  to  time  in  the  hands  of 
the  collector,  until  they  shall  be  collected,  and  the  right  of 
distress  shall  remain,  if  the  same  lists  or  tax  bills  are  sent 
out  at  least  once  in  each  year ;  and  the  collector  shall  be 
liable  for  failing  to  collect  or  account  for  delinquent  lists 
or  bills,  in  like  manner  as  for  original  tax  bills  placed  in 
his  hands.  Deputy  collectors  shall  have  the  same  powers 
to  act  in  any  case,  or  to  perform  any  duty  appertaining  to 
their  office,  as  their  principal ;  the  principal  collector  be- 
ing liable  for  the  acts  and  doings  of  his  deputies,  in  the 
same  manner  and  subject  to  the  same  action  as  though  he 
had  himself  acted  in  person. 

§  6.  If  the  collector  shall  fail  to  pay  over  to  the  city 
treasurer  any  money  in  his  hands  belonging  to  the  said  city, 
whether  received  for  taxes,  fines,  forfeitures,  dues,  debts, 
or  any  other  account,  for  the  space  of  ten  days  after  re- 
ceiving the  same,  he  and  his  sureties,  or  any  or  either  of 
them,  may  be  proceeded  against  for  the  amount,  by  mo- 
tion in  the  city  court,  in  like  manner  as  is  provided  in  sec- 
tion four. 

§  7.  If  the  assessor,  clerk,  or  treasurer  shall  fail  to  do 
the  duty  herein  assigned  to  them,  at  the  respective  times 
directed,  without  good  cause  shown,  they  shall  severally 
forfeit  and  pay  five  dollars  for  each  day  they  shall  remain 
delinquent,  to  be  recovered  by  suit  in  the  city  court  for  the 
use  of  the  city. 

§8.  The  council  shall  also  have*  the  power  to  provide 
for  the  taxing  of  any  store,  grocery,  or  any  retail  estab- 
lishment which  may  be  commenced  or  opened  at.any  time 
subsequent  to  the  day  fixed  for  the  annual  assessment,  or 
which  may  have  been  omitted  in  such  annual  assessment; 
as  also  all  peddlers — except  peddlers  of  bread.  They 
shall  also  have  power  to  tax  auctioneers  in  said'  city,  (in 
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1854.        addition  to  the  taxes  imposed  by  law,)  not  exceeding  one 

*  fourth  of  one  per  centum  upon  all  public  sales  of  goods, 

wares,  and  merchandize,  not  the  produce  or  manufacture 
of  Kentucky,  and  to  require  them  to  take  out  license,  with 
such  requisitions  and  restrictions  as  may  be  necessary  to 
enforce  said  tax ;  but  no  tax  shall  be  required  upon  sales 
of  estates  of  decedents,  or  of  property  sold  under  execu- 
tions or  decrees. 

$  9.  The  council  shall  also  have  the  power  to  tax  and 
the  exclusive  power  to  license  all  taverns,  houses  of  pri- 
vate entertainment,  coffee-houses,  retailers  of  ardent  spir- 
its, and  ten  pin  alleys,  houses  of  ill  fame  and  for  gambling 
exQcpted. 

§  10.  The  council  shall  have  the  power  to  license  and 
tax  all  exchanges,  loan,  and  brokers'  offices,  agencies  of 
insurance  offices,  pawnbrokers,  and  hucksters;  also  to  li- 
cense, tax,  and  regulate  all  carts,  wagons,  drays,  hack- 
ney coaches,  carriages,  and  other  vehicles  kept  and  used 
for  hire  in  said  city,  and  the  sales  of  horses,  cattle,  and 
other  animals  at  auction.  They  shall  also  have  the  power 
to  tax  dogs,  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  five  dollars  each. 

§  11.  They  shall  also  have  the  exclusive  power  to  tax 
and  license  all  shows,  exhibitions,  theatrical  performances, 
lectures,  concerts,  and  all  places  of  public  amusement, 
where  money  is  charged  for  admission  to  the  same :  Provi- 
ded, that  lectures  of  resident  professors  shall  not  be  taxed. 

§  12.  The  council  shall  have  the  power  to  establish 
wharves,  and  a  general  system  of  wharfage,  in  said  city, 
on  the  Mississippi  river ;  to  pass  ordinances  regulating  said 
wharve8,and  defining  and  prescribing  the  duties  of  wharf 
masters,  i^nd  the  mode  of  collecting  wharfage ;  the  rates 
of  which  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  establish,  and  from 
time  to  titne  to  regulate  and  adjust. 

ARTICLE  v». 

Judicial  Department, 

§  1.  The  city  judge  of  said  city  shall  hold  a  court  there- 
in, in  such  place  as  the  council  may  proVide,  which  shall 
be  styled  and  called  the  City  Coutt  of  Hickman, and  is  here- 
by declared  to  be  a  court  of  record  ;  and  shall  be  provided 
with  and  have  a  seal ;  and  copies  or  transsripts  from  the 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  said  court,  signed  and  sealed 
by  the  judge,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  and  places 
whatsoever. 

§  2.  The  said  court  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  of 
Judicial  de-  all  causcs  arising  from  violations  and  breaches  of  the  or- 
ere?2c."*'  P**^  dinances  and  laws  of  said  city;  and  concurrent  jurisdic- 
tion with  the  circuit  courts  in  all  criminal  cases  accruing 
in  said  city  except  felonies,  and  in  civil  cases  where  the 
amount  in  controversy  shall  not  exceed  fifty  dollars,  and 
the  same  jurisdiction  as  justices  of  the  peace ;  and  the 
power  and  authority  of  two  justices  of  the  peace  in  hold- 
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ing  exAmining  courts,  inquiring  into  charges  of  felonies,     ^  1854. 
and  cooimitting  and  recogntzing  offenders   under    said   '~^''~"'    " 
charged,  and  in  granting  and  hearing  and  receiving  returns 
of  writs   of  injunction,  attachments,  and  fiabeas  carpus. 
The  Jurisdiction  of  said  court  shall  extend  oxrer  the  cor- 
porate limits. of  said  city. 

§  3.  The  said  court  may  award  all  process,  <M*iginai, 
lOftRse  and  final*  as  may  be  deen^ed  n^essary  and  prop- 
er for  the  due  and  efficient  administration  of  justice  in  said 
jurisdiotion;  all  original  proceiss  shcdl  be  directed  to  and 
exeoDted  by  the  city  marshal  or  some  of  his  deputies,  or 
any  sheriff  or  cpnstabla  in  any  part  of  this  oommonwealtfa  ' 
widiDut  the  oorporation,  which  officers  shall  receive  and 
execute  the  said  writs,  and  make  returns  under  the  same 
rules  and  liabilities  they  are  required  to  do  of  lil^e  process 
from  the  circuit  court  and  juatiees  of  the  peace.  • 

§  4.  The  said  court  shall  always  be  open  for  the  trial  of 
causes  and  hearing  complaints,  ^nd  may  set  causes  for 
any  particular  day,  and  mi^  process  returnable  to  any

^  5.  Fines,  for  disturbing  religious .  worship,  riots,  routs, 
unlawful  assemblies  and  breaches  of  the  peace  ,may  be 
assessed  by  a  jury  in  said  court,  tp  one  hundred  dollars ; 
^nd  all'  fines  assessed  in  said  court  and  by  justices  of  the 
peace  in  the  city,  shall  be  for  the  use  of  said  city  >  as  also 
all  forfeitures  and  penalties  recovered  on  recognizances, 
and  penal  bonds-  taken  in  the  city  court.  .

ARTICI^  VIT. 

Pr^^sidefit  of  the  Council. 

§  1 .  The  mayor  shall,  ex  officio,  be  the  president  of  the 
city  council,  and  the  chief  executive  of 'the  city ;  and  it 
shall  be  his  duty  to  see  that  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of

During  the  absence  or  inability  of 
the  president  the  council  shall  appoint  one  of  their  own 
body  president  pro  tempore,  who  shidl  perform  the  duties 
of  president  untu  the  president  shall  resume  his  office. 

ARTICLE   vm.  ' 

Common  SchooU. 

$  1 .  That  ihe  president  and  common  council  of  the  city, 
shall  have  power  to  establish  one  or  more  common  sdiools 
in  the  city ;  and  for  the  support  thereof,  and  the  purchase 
of  ground)  and  erection  of  necessary  buildings  or  the  pay- 
ment of  rent  for  the  use  of  buildings  necessary  for  school 
purposes,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  impose  a  special  tax  upon

commonwealth,  which  said  i^tty  would  be  entitled  to  oat 
'  of  the  share  of  Fulton  county,  in  propoiiipn  as  the  child-

§  1.  If  the  president  or  any  member  of  the  councilsbaU  Hqwer  oi  pre* 
become  interested  directly  or  indirectly  in  any ,  cpnttftct 
with  the  city,  his  or  their  seat  sbs^l  be  thereby  vacated^ 
and  shall  be  $o  declared  by  the  council  and.  entered  on

this  power  shall  extend  to  the  remission-  only  of  such  .

three-fourths  of  the  members  of  the  council  vote  therefor. 

§  3.  A  reasonable  compensation  may  be  allowed  to  the 
members  of  the  city  council,  which  shall  be  equal,  excep.t 
to  the  president,  and  payable  quarterly  out  of  the  city 
treasury :  Provided j  no  board  shall  fix  their  own  salary, 
who  are  in  office  when  the  ordinance  allowing  the  san^e 
shall  pass.

§  10.  The  city  council  shall  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  October  next  cause  the  boundaries  of  said  city  herein 
e&^tablished  to  be  marked  out,  and  permanent  stone  monu- 
ments planted  at  the  corners  of  said  boundaries,  and  shall 
also  cause  to  be  established  a  grade  of  all  the  streets,  al- 
leys, and  wharves  thei'ein. 

§  11.  All  ordinances  of  the  town  of  Hickman  now  in 
force  and  not  in  conflict  with  this  charter  shall  continue  in 
force  until  repealed*  by  the  council ;  and' all  the  books,  pa- 
pers, &c.,  belohging  to  the  police  coilrt  of  said  town  of 
Hickman  shall  be  transferred  to  the  city  cotirt  of  the  city 
of  Hickman  :  Provided^  thfcit  the  officers  now  acting  under 
the  town  charter  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  el<Jction 
and  qualificatibii  of  the  officers  mentioned  in  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act. 

§  12.  All  acts  heretofore  passed  chartering  the  town  of 
Hickman,  and  all  amendments  to  the  same,  shall  be  and 
are  hereby  repealed.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and 
after  its  passage ;  and  the  legislature  hereby  reserves  the 
right  to  amend,  alter,  ot*  repeal  this  charter.

Whsrbas,  divers  persons  of  the  county  of  Mason  und 
other  parts  of  this  commonweal^  have  organized  an  as- 
sociation under  the  name  and  style  of  the  North  Keniacky 
Agricultural  and  Mechanical  AseociAtion,  for  the  purpose 
of  promoting  improvements  in  all  the  various  departments 
of  agriculture^  including  not  only  the  great  staples  of  in- 
dustry and  trade,  but  also  fruits,  vegetables*  and  ornamen- 
tal gardening,  the  promotion  of  the  mechanic  arts  in  all 
their  branches,  the  improvemeift  of  the  race  of  all  useful 
and  domestic  animals,  the'  general  advancement  of  rural 
economy  and  household.  manuftfcturcB,  and  the  dissemina- 
tion of  useful  knowledge' upon  these  subjectcr,  and  for  that 
purpose  have  adopted  a  constitution  And  by-laws  and  cho- 
sen a  pfesident  and  directors  to  cototrol  and  manage  the 
affairs  thereof,  and  desire  an  act  of  incorporation.  There- 
fore, *  » 
{I.  Beit  enactedby  the  Qenerai  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky,  That  said  association  be  and  it  is  hereby  cre- 
ated a  body  politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succes- 
sion, under  the  name  and  style  of  the  North  Kentucky  Ag- 
ricultural and  Mechanical  Association,  and  by  that  name 
may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded  in  all  courts,  and  shall  be  capable 
of  acquiring,  by  purchase  or  any  otherwise,  any  quantity 
of  land,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty  acres,  and 
may  improve  the  same  oi;  any  part  thereof  at  pleasure; 
and  may  acquire,  hold,  and  dispone  of  such  personal  es- 
tate its  the  president  and  directors  of  said  association  may 
deem  necessai^  and  proper.

AN  ACT  to  facilitate  the  erection  of  Water  Works  in  the  city  of  LonisTlHe. 

^  }.  Be  it  enacted  In/  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky^  That  if  a  majorUy  of  the  votes  cast  up* 
on  the  ordinance  establishing  water  works  in  the  city  of 
Louisville  shall  be  in  favor  thereof,  the  said  city  may  issue 
her  bonds  for  a  sufficient  amount  to  cover  the  cost  of  such 
works,  and  the  said  works  shall  stand  pledged  to  secure  the 
payment  of  the  bonds,  and  the  net  proceeds  of  the  water 
rents  shall  constitute  a  fund  to  pay  the  principal  and  the 
interest  thereof,  and  shall  be  devoted  to  that  purpose,  and 
shall  be  deemed  a  suffipient  provision  for  said  payment ; 
and  the  general  council  may  also  pake  the  interest  a  charge 
upon  the  sinking  fund. 

§  2.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  ei^pense  of  conduct- 
ing and  managing  the  water  works,  and  paying  fpr  the 
water  used  for  public  purposes,  the  wHter  boartl  may  as- 
sess and  collect  from  time  to  time  a  water  rent  of  suffi- 
cient amount,  in  such  manner  a^  they  may  deem  most

§  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  th^  Common' 
loealth  of  Kentucky,  That  Braxton  Small,  of  the  city  of  Pa- 
ducah,  by  Itnd  with  the  advice  atid  consent  of  Wm.  F.  Nor- 
ton, be  and  he  is  hereby  authorised  to  kt\\  said  church  and 
lot  of  ground  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  by  said  Norton 
assented  to ;  to  take  bond  payable  to  himself  as  commis- 
sioner for  the  sale  money ^.upon  which  he  may  bring  sui(  if 
necessary.  And  upon  final  payment  tq  convey  by  deed 
the  title  to  said  lot  9f  ground   and  improvements,  to  the 
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1854.  pQijDhaser  of  his  or  her  amigns)  specially  warrattting  the 
title  against  said  Baptist  Society,  in  whom  the  title  now  is, 
and  all  persons  claiming  under,  by,  or  through  them  or  any 
of  them. 

§  2.  That  said  Small  shall  pay  over  to  Wm-  F..  Norton 
or  any  other  person  belonging  to  said  commuQion,  who

AtSt  ACT  for  the  beneat  of.  the  Louisville  aiul  Sluabetht^n  Turnpike 

Road.. 

^  I:  Be  it  eTiacted  bu  the  Gheneral  Assembly  of  the  Camnum- 
wealth  of  Kentucky^.  That  the  Eiizabetbtoytrn  and  Salt  river 
end  of  the  Loukviile  and  Elizabethtown-. turnpike  road 
company  may  and,  they  are  hereby  invested  with  the  pow- 
er and  authority  to  expend  of  the  moneys  received  upon 
said  EUzabethtown  and  Salt  river  road,  a  sum  sv^fficient  to 
grade,  and  pave  or  macadamize  t&e  bank  on  the  West  Point 
side  of  Salt  river,  and  finish  that  part  of  said  road  now 
unfinished  to  the  waters  edge :  Provided^  the  grade,  if  the 
ground  will  allow  the  same,  shall  not  exceed  four  and  one 
half  degrees  of  elevation. 

§  2.  That  the  Louisville  and  Salt  river  end  of  the  Louis- 
ville and  EUzabethtown  tcirnpil^  road  company  may  and

§  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oenercd  AsserrAfy  of  thi  Common- 
wealth  ^  KerUucky,  That  J.  E.  Thompson,  6.  D.  Bradley, 
R.  D.  oaker,  A.  H.  Poston,  and  A.  Baker,  and  their  suc- 
cessors aiid  associates,  shall  be  a  body  corporate,  known 
as  the  'Litlle  River  Navigation  Company^  and  said  compa- 
ny be  and  they  are  hereby  a  body  corporate  and  politic, 
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and  shall  in  law  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  {dead-        1854> 
ing  and  being  impleaded,  and  doing  such  other  things  as  ^'^ 

may  be  usual  and  lawful  for  such  corporations  to  do. 

§  2.  They  shall  have  full  power  to  erect  dams  across 
Little  river,  for  the  purpose  of  the  more  permanent  navi- 
gation of  said  Little  river ;  and  that  said  company  shall 
have  power  to  sell  or  lease  all  water  power  at  the  dams 
which  may  be  hereafter  erected  across  said  stream. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  ex- 
ceed two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  the  shares  of  said 
company  shall  be  one  hundred  dollars  each.  Said  com- 
pany shall  have  full  power  to  make  a  constitution  and 
such  by-laws  for  their  government  as  they  may  deem 
proper,  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitutionof  the  United 
States  or  the  state  of  Kentucky.

^  1,  Be  it  enacted  by  tfie  General  Assembly  of  tlie  Common^ 
toealth  of  Kentucky,  That  William  Moore,  of  Madison  coun- 
ty, Mordica  MuIIins,  of  Rockcastle  county,  and  H.  H. 
Scoole,  of  Laurel  county,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appoint- 
ed commissioners  of  the  Madison  fork  of  the  Wilderness 
turnpike  road,  to  superintend  the  same,  with  full  power  to 
appropriate  the  money  which  may  be  received  and  collect- 
ed at  the  gate  on  said  road.  They  shall  appoint  overseers 
on  said  road,  and  the  money  arising  from  the  gate  shall  be 
applied  on  said  road  in  each  county  in  proportion  to  the 
distance ;  said  commissioners  shall  sell  said  gate"at  pub- 
lic auction,  after  having  advertised  the  same  in  each  coun> 
ty  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the  day  of  sale :  Provided, 
the  same  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  twelve  hundred  dol- 
lars :  Provided,  if  said  gate  cannot  be  sold  as  herein  pro- 
vided, the  comniissioners  shall  select  a  site  for  the  same, 
and  appoint  a  gate  keeper  as  heretofore. 

§  2.  That  shall  said  commissioners,  or  either  of  them, 
refuse  to  qualify,  or  a  vacancy  occur  in  any  way  whatever, 
the  county  court  in  which  said  vacancy  occurs  shall  fill  the 
same;  and  that  John  Blevin,  of  the  county  of  Laurel,  and 
Thomas  Hale  of  the  county  of  Knox,  be  and  are  hereby 
appointed  coipmissioners  of  the  Raccoon  fork  of  said  road. 

§  3.  That  said  commissioners  before  they  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  said  office,  shall  enter  into  bond  for  the  perform- 
ance of  their  duty,  in  the  Laurel  county  court,  in  such  pen- 
alty as  the  court  may  require;  and  that  said  commission- 
ers shall  settle  with  the  Laurel  county  court  once  in  every 
year.

No.  245,  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  at  MitcbelPs  Mills, 
in  Nicholas  county,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body 
politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  Carrell  Lodge,  No.  245, 
with  perpetual  succession,  and  by  that  name  shall  be  ca- 
pable of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  siiing 
and  being  sued,  of  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  of  pur- 
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1854.  chasing  and  holding  all  such  real-  and  personal  property 
as  may  be  required  for  the  use  of  said  lodge ;  to  receive 
all  necessary  conveyances;  to  sell,  dispose  of,  and  convej' 
air  such  real  and  personal  estate  as  they  may  now  have 
or  may  hereafter  acquire :  Provided,  the  amount  vested  in 
real  estate,  exclusive  of  buildings  thereon,  shall  at  no  time 
exceed  ten  thousand  dollars. 

§  2.  That  the  management  of  the  concerns  of  said  cor- 
poration ehall  be  and  is  hereby  confided  to  John  G.  Bar- 
riss,  M.  Ball,  B.  F.  Mulligan,  J.  Asberry,  and  J.  S.  Ball, 
and  their  successors  in  office,  as  trustees  thereof,  who  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  make  all  contracts 
pertaining  to  the  real  or  personal  estate  of  said  lodge,  and 
service  of  process  or  notice'  on  any  of  said  trustees  shall 
be  sufficient  notice  to  said  corporation. 

§  3.  That  the  trustees  named  in  the  second  section  of  this 
act  shall  hold  their  office  until  the  24th  of  June,  1854,  atid 
until  their  successors  be  duly  elected,  when  the  members 
of  said  lodge  shall  elect  five  trustees,  and  on  the  same  day 
in  every  year  thereafter  the  members  of  said  lodge  may 
elect  five  trustees :  Providedy  said  trustees  shall  have  pow- 
er to  fill  vacancies  in  their  body  and  pass  such  by-laws, 
rules,  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitu- 
tions or  laws  of  this  state  or  the  United  States,  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  management  and  safe  keeping  of  the 
property  and  other  interests  of  the  lo(^e,  and  may  have 
and  use  a  common  seal,  and  change  the  same  at  pleasure. 
In  conveying  real  estate  it  shall  be  necessary  for  all  the 
trustees  to  join  in  the  conveyance. 

§4.  The  legislature,  hereby  reserves  the  right  to  alter, 
amend,  or  repeal  this  charter  at  pleasure,  but  a  repeal  of 
this  act  shall  not  divest  the  members  of  said  lodge  of  their 
property  held  under  it.

§  1 .  Be  U  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wailth  of  Kentucky,  That  the  town  of  Boston  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  established  and  incorporated,  in  the  county 
of  Whitley,  embracing  a  territory  of  not  more  than  fifty 
acres,  with  the  necessary  streets  and  alleys. 

§  2.  That  James  Atkins,  Frank  Faulkner,  William  Wells, 
David  Atkins,  and  Washington  Witt  be  and  they  are  here- 
by  appointed  trustees  of  said  town,  who  shall  have  power 
to  sell  and  convey  lots,  and  be  clothed  with  the  same  pow- 
ers and  authority  which  the  trustees  of  other  towns  in  this 
commonwealth  possess  under  the  general  laws  regulating 
towns. 
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§  3.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  free  while  male  citiaens 
of  said  town,  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  who  are  legal 
voters  of  said  county,  annually  to  elect  five  trustees  for 
the  government  of  said  town,  the  election  to  b^  held  on 
the  first  Saturday  in  April,  1855,  and  on  the  same  day  in 
each  year  thereadfter,  unti)  which  time  the  trustees  herein 
appointed  shall  remain  in  office,  and  until  their  successors 
shall  be  duly  qualified.  . 

§  4.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacan- 
cies which  may  occur  in  their  body  until  their  regular  elec* 
tion ;  they  may  make  such  by-laws  as  they  may  deem  ne- 
cessary for  the  good  government  of  said  town,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  state,  and 
they  shall  keep  a  fair  record  of  their  proceedings  as  trus- 
tees— any  three  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  and  be 
fully  empowered  to  act  in  the  absence  of  the  others ;  and 
before  they  enter  upon  their  duties  as  trustees  they  shall 
take  an  oath  before  some  justice  of  the  peace  of  said 
county  to  discharge  faithfully  the  duties  of  their  offices 
aforesaid.    This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  its  passage.

§  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth  of  Kentucky^  That  Walter  W.  Stapp,  E. .  Randolph 
Smith,  and  G.  H.  Monsarrat,  their  associates,  supcessors, 
and  assigns,  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  body 
corporate  and  politic,  by  the  style  and  title  of  the  Stapp 
Coal  and  Iron  Mining  Company,  with  perpetual  succes- 
sion,  and  with  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
to  sue  and  be  sued  in  that  name  in  all  courts  and  places ; 
to  have  a  common  seal ;  to  engage  in  the  mining  of  coal, 
iron,  and  all  other  minerals  upon  lands  now  owned  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  owned  by  them,  on  or  near  the 
Ohio  river,  between  the  mouth  of  Clover  creek  and  the 
mouth  of  Grion's  creek,  and  in  the  manufacture  of  any  other 
articles  or  commodities  whatsoever,  and  in  the  transpor- 
tation 'of  the  same  or  any  portion  thereof  to  home  or  for- 
eign markets ;  to  hold  their  meetings  within  the  state ;  a^Dd 
to  exercise  all  authority  and  have  all  powers  which  they 
may  deem  needful  for  the  successful  prpsecation  of  their 
business,  and  for  the  execution  of  powers  herein  granted. 

^  2,  That  said,  corporators  may  organize  said  company, 
by  the  appointment  of  a  president  and  such  other  officers 
or  managers  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  at  such  time 
and  place  as  they  may  designate  by  notice  previously  giv- 
en ;  and  when  organized  said  company  shall  have  power 
to  make  such  by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations  asy^they  may 
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deem  necessary  from  time  to  time,  fiH*  the  govern  nieiit, 
tnanagement,  and  prosecution  of  tke  business  of  said 
company,  and  to  enforce  the  same. 

$  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  four 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  with  power  to  increase  the  same 
from  time  to  time,  as  the  interests  of  the  company  nniy 
require. 

§  4.  Said  company  may  build,  buy,  and  own  boats  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  on  their  business,  and  may  dis- 
pose of  their  property  or  any  portion  of  it,  by  sale  or  oth- 
erwise ;  they  may  receive  real  estate  in  payment  of  such 
part  of  the  subscription  as  they  may  deem  advisable,  and 
shall  have  the  power  to  hold,  either  by  purchase  or  other- 
wise, such  real  estate,  mining  rights,  and  rights  of  way,  as 
may  be  thought  expedient  by  them  for  the  successful  pros- 
ecution of  their  business,  and  the  same  or  any  part  thereof 
to  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  as  the  interests  of  the  com- 
pany tnay  require. 

§  5.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  mana- 
gers of  said  company,  from  time  to  time  and  at  all  times, 
to  borrow  or  obtain  on  loans  such  sums  of  money  and  on 
such  terms  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  for  the  use  of 
said  company,  and  to  pledge  or  mortgage  all  or  any  part 
of  the  estate,  improvements,  privileges,  effects,  and  assets, 
whatsoever  of  the  said  company  for  the  re-payment  of  said 
sums  of  money  so  borrowed,  at  such  times  as  may  be 
agreed  upon. 

§  6.  That  said  company  shall  possess  and  enjoy  ail 
powers,  rights,  privileges,  and  immunities  which  are  right, 
necessary  and  proper  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  this  asso- 
ciation. 

§  7.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage. 

§  8.  The  legislature  reserves  the  right,  after  thirty  years, 
to  alter  or  repeal  this  charter,  but  not  thereby  to  injure  or 
destroy  the  rights  of  individuals  or  corporators.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AisemHy  of  the  CommonwealUi 
of  Kentucky^  That  the  auditor  of  public  accounts  be  and  he 
is  hereby  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  upon  .the  treasurer 
in  favor  of  El^ah  Rutledge,  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
seven  dollars  and.  £fty  cents,  his  mileage  to  New  Orleans 
and  back,  three  thousand  miles,  at  the  rate  of  six  and  one 
quarter  cents  per  mile,  in  search  of  said  fugitive,  upon  the 
requisitipi^  aforesaid,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated.

treasury   forty  dollars ;  and  on  the  same  day  a  patent  is-

Jones,  deceased,  for  the  sum 
of  ninety-six  dollars  seventy-two  cents;  in  favor  of  said

The  duties  of  said 
commissioners  shall  be  the  same  as  thope  imposed  by  the 
act  entitled,  ''An  act  to  amend  the  law  in  relation  to  open- 
ing and  repairing  public  roads  in  certain  counties,  approv- 
ed January  29,  183Q,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof.'' 

§  2.  That  the  said  commissioners  shall,  before^  entering 
on  the  duties  of  the  office,  give  a  covenant  to  the  common- 
wealth for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties,  in  §uch 
penalty  as  the  county  court  of  said  connty  may  prescribe, 
and  shall  take  an  oath  for  the  faithful  and  due  execution 
of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

§  3.  That  the  surveyors  of  roads  which  have  been  or 
may  hereafter  be  appointed,  are  authorized  to  call  out  the 
hands  in  their  respective  districts  to  work  the  roads  at 
such  times  as  to  said  surveyors  may  seem  best  for  the  pub- 
lic good :  Provided^  that  said  hands  shall  not  be  called  out 
to  work  said  roads  more  than  three  days  in  each  year,  in 
addition  to  the  tax  imposed  by  law,  except  it  be  to  remove 
obstructions  or.  open  new  rpads. 

§  4.  That  the  justices  of  the  peace  in  said  county  be  and 
are  hereby  authorized  to  render  judgment  out  of  said  jus- 
tice's regular  term  time  against  any  hand  or  hands  that 
shall  hereafter  fail  to  work  S9,id  roads  as  required  by  law, 
upon  due  proof  being  made  before  any  or  either  of  said 
justices  of  such  faiure.  The  penalty  for  failing  to  work 
said  roads  shall  be  the  same  as  imposed  by  the  Revised 
Statutes,  and  capias  prafine  may  issue  upon  all  such  judg- 
ments until  the  same  are  satisfied. 

§  5.  The  tax  for  road  purposes  shall  be  applied  to  roads 
in  the  district  where  the  property  taxed  may  He :  Provided^ 
no  tax  shall  be  collected  upon  negroes  or  land  not  being 
and  lying  in  Greenup  county. 

§  6.  The  surveyors  shall  be  sworn  before  entering  upon 
their  duties,  and  the  county  court  shall  make  them  proper 
compensation  Ux  their  services  as  surveyor. 
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§  7.  Each  gorveyor  shall,  annually,  at  the  court  of  claims,        1854. 

make  a  settlement  of  his  accounts,  showing  the  receipts 

by  him  obtained  from  tax  and  fines,  and  his  expenditures, 

and  a  full  report  of  bis  acts,  which  report  shall  be  passed 

upon  by  said  court.'

Be  it  enacted  hu  the  General  AssemUy  af  the  Common- 
tuealth  of  Kentucky^  That  the  citizens  o^  the  town  of  Bar- 
bourville,  in  Knox  county,  shall  and  they  are  hereby  an- 
thorized  to  elect  a  police  judge  in  said  totvn,  on  the  first 
Monday  in  August,  1854,  and  on  the  same  day  of  every 
fourth  year  thereafter,  all  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town 
being  entitled  to  vote  at  said  election ;  which  judge,  before 
he  enters  on  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  take  an  oath 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace  to  discharge  the  duties  of  said 
office  faithfully  and  impartially,  to  the  best  of  his  ability, 
and  sucb oaths  as  public  officers  are  usually  required'  to 
take.    Said  judge  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  misdemean- 
ors and  of^all  causes  civil,  criminal,  or  penal  in  whieh 
justices  of  l^e  peace  have  jurisdiction  within  the  county 
of  Knox ;  and  in  criminal  or  penal  casea  he  shall  have  the 
jurisdiction  conferred  by  law  upon  two  justices  of  the 
peace,  and  shall  proceed  in  the  same  manner  that  justioes 
of  the  peace  are  required  to  proceed  in  Mch  cases ;  he 
shall  have  full  authority  to  require  bail,  and  receive  the 
acknowledgment  and  execution  of  recognizances  of  bail, 
in  all  cases  originating  before  him,  in  which  bail  is  or  may 
by  law  be  hereafter  required ;  and  such  recognizance  shall 
be  taken  in  such  form,  and  be  returned  in  such  manner  as 
is  or  may  be  hereafter  presoiibed  by  the  several  laws  re- 
quiring  or  authorizing  bail.    He  shall  be  a  conservator  of 
the  peace,  and  have  jurisdiction  over  affrays,  assaults^and 
batteries,  riots,  routs,  breaches  of  the  peace,  and  unlawful 
assemblies ;  all  cases  of  indecent  or  inunoral  behavior  or 
conduct  calculated  to  disturb  the  peace  and  dignity  of  said 
town;  of  all  cases   of  drunlcenness,  profane   swearing, 
running  horses^  firing  guns,  pistols,  making  reports  by 
burning  powder  or  crackers,  bl6wing  horns,  ringing  bells, 
crying  aloud  by  day  or  by  night,  and  all  other  riotous  or 
illegal  and  improper  conduct  whatever  committed  within 
the  bounds  of  said  county ;  all  of  which  are  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  misdemeanors.     He  shall  have  jurisdiction  of 
all  ofienses  or  causes  arising  out  of  the  by-laws  and  ordi- 
nances passed  by  the  board  of  trustees  for  the  enforcement 
of  the  powers  granted  to  them  by  law.     He  shall  have 
power  to  order  the  marshal  to  summon  a  jury  in  any  case 
cognizable  before  him,  when  a  jury  shall  be  required  before 
the  circuit  court  or  a  justice  of  the  peace ;  and  in  all  cases 
where  the  amount  of  fine  i»  over  f  16  66f ,  and  is  not  fixed 
by  law,  the  sum  shall  be  ascertained  by  the  verdict  of  a 
jury.     He  shall  have  power  to  issue  summons  for  witness- 
es in  cas^s  pjending  before  him,  and  upon  their  failure  to 
attend  may  award  compulsory  process  to  compel  their  at- 
tendance.   He  shall  have  power  without  the  intervention 
of  a  jury,  to  fine  or  imprison  for  contempts :  Prcmded^  the 
fine  does  not  exceed  ten  dollars  nor  the  in^irisonment 
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twelve  honrs.  He  shall  have  the  same  authority  to  take 
depositions  that  justices  of  the  peace  now  have  in  this 
commonwealth.  He  shall  have  fbll  power  to  grant  injuhc- 
tionsy  restraining  orders,  and  writs  of  ftabeas  corpus  ;  and 
administer  oaths  in  all  cases  wherein  by  existing  laws 
justices  of  the  peace  are  required  or  authoWzed  so  to  do. 
He  shall  keep  a  record  of  his  proceedings,  a  certified  copy 
of  which  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  of  justice,  and 
have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  records  of  a  justice  of 
the  peace.  He  shall  in  all  other  matters  not  herein  men- 
tioned have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  justices  of  the 
peace,  and  be  governed  by  the  same  laws  and  regulations. 
All  trials  before  said  police  judge  shall  be  had  and  held  in 
the  town  of  Barbourville, 

§  2.  The  police  judge  shall  issue  process  in  the  name  of 
the  commonwealth,  as  other  warrants,  except  otherwise 
provided  for  in  this  act,  and  make  them  returnable  before 
himself,  as  police  judge  of  Barbourville ;  the  same  shall 
be  directed  to  the  marshal^  sheriff,  or  any  constable  of 
Knox  county,  and  shall  be  executed  and  returned  by  the 
officer  in  whose  hands  the  same  is  placed,  under  the  'same 
penalties  as  other  process  fVom  justices  of  the  peace : 
Provided  hoivevery  that  when  any  prosecution  is  instituted 
and  carried  on  at  the  instance  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
the  warrant  shall  state  thatj^  is  so  issued  at  their  instance, 
in  which  case  they  shall  l^^kntitled  to  the  fine  or  penalty 
recovered ;  and  in  case  th^refendant  or  defendants  are 
acquitted,  said  trustees  shall  be  liable  for  costs.  The 
police  judge  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fee  of  one  dollar  for  a 
peace  warrant,  or  a  warrant  for  a  riot,  rout,  or  breach  of 
the  peace,  unlawful  assembly,  affray  or  misdemeanor  or 
any  breach  of  the  laws  in  relation  to  the  town  of  Barbour- 
ville, or  any  by-laWs  or  ordinances  of  the  board  of  trustees; 
he  shall  be  allowed  fifty  cents  for  all  injunctions,  restrain- 
ing orders  against  absent  defendants,  and  writs  of  habeas 
corpus  respectively ;  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fee  of  twenty- 
five  cents  for  all  orders  of  sale;  twelv6  and  a  half  cents 
for  a  subpoena,  and  fifteen  cents  for  a  certificate  ;  and  in 
all  other  cases  his  .fees  shall  be  the  same  as  those  of  a  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  for  like  services. 

§  3.   That  any  justice   of  the   peace   in  the  town  of     inbutbaence, 
Barbourville,  or  district  in  which  the  town  is   situated,    *'''^^^*^*- 
tedy  holding  his  office  in  said  district,  shall  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  discbarge  any  of  the  duties  imposed 
by  this  act  upon  the  police  judge,  in  the  absenoe  of  said     ' 
judge  or  inability  to  attend  to  the  same,  and  the  justice  so 
acting  shall  be  allowed  the  same  fees  as  the  police  judge 
of  said  town*. 

§  4.  There  shall  be  a  marshal  elected  by  the  qualified 
voters  of  said  town,  at  the  same  time  and  place  the  police 
judge  is  elected,  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations,  and 
shall  hold  his  office  the  same  length  of  time  that  the  police 
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jodge  ifl  entitled  to  holdliis  office  ander  thia  act ;  before  he 
enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  he  shall  tske  an  oath 
faithfally  and  impartially  to  discharge  the  duties  of  said 
office,  and  shall  giv^e  bond  with  good  security,  in  a  sum 
not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  faithfully 
to  discharge  the  duties  of  said  office,  and  rnay  contain  any 
condition  that  the  board  of  trustees  for  said  town  may 
think  right  or  proper  to  require ;  he  shall  have  full  power 
within  the  county  of  Knox  to  serve  aH  process  and  pre- 
cepts directed  to  him  by  the  police  judge,  and  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  sheriiS*,  all  process  and  precepts  directed  to 
him  by  any  officer  of  the  commonwealth,  and  and  make 
due  return  thereof:  He  shall  be  entitled  tO|the  same  fees 
and  per  cent,  for  collecting  the  tar  of  said  town,  penalties 
and  forfeitures,  as  sheriffs  and  constables  are  in  like  cases. 
He  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fee  of  one  dollar  for  serving  a 
peace  warrant,  a  warrant  for  riot,  rout,  affray,  or  breach 
of  the  peace,  and  for  all  warrants  when  fines  are  to  be 
assessed  by  a  jury  before  the  police  judge  ;  and  one  dol- 
lar and  fifty  cents  for  summoning  a  jury,  which  may  be 
mpanneled  before  the  police  judge;  and  to  a  fee  of  twenty- 
five  cents  for  all  other  penaUies,  forfeitures,  and  debts,  tried 
before  the  police  judge  without  a  jury;  to  a  fee  of  twelve  and 
a  half  cents  for  shmmoning  a  witness,  ancf  to  the  same  fees 
from  the  state,  to  be  paid  out  df  the  treasury  and  county 
levy,  for  serving  warrants  f(^||felonies,and  warrants  against 
slaves  for  misdemeanor)^,  tlM^onstables  and  sheriffs  are 
entitled  to  for  like  services.  He  shall  collect  all  executions 
and  final  process  placed  in  his  hands  for  collection,  in  the 
same  manner  constables  are  required  by  law'  ^o  do ;  he 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  proceedings,  and  liable  to  the 
eame  penalties  that  sheriffs  and  constables  are  in  like 
cases,  for  the  non-performance  of  any  duty  imposed  by 
this  act. 

§  5.  That  whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office 
of  police  judge  pr  marshal  by  death  or  otherwise,  the 
qualified  voters  of  said  town  shall  elect  a  police  judge  or 
marshal  for  the  residue ot  the  term  thus  made  vacant; 
the  time  and  place  of  said  election  to  be  fixed  by  the  trus- 
tees and  advertised  ten  days  previously  thereto,  by  notice 
placed  upon  the  court  house  door. 

§  6.  The  general  assembly  reserves  the  right  to  repeal 
or  change  this  act  at  pleasure.

§  9.  That  all  the  ^provisions  contained  in  sections  eight, 
nine,  ten,  eleven,  twelve,  thirteen,  fourteen,  fifteen,  sixteen, 
and  seventeen  of  an  act  passed  byihe  general  assembly  of 
this  commonwealth,  and  approved  January  9, 1853,  enti- 
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tied,  an  act  to  amend  an  act  to  charter  the  Louisville  and 
Nashville  Railroad,  and  the  act  amending  the  same,  ap- 
proved March  20,  1851,  shall  be  made  and  the  same  are 
hereby  declared  to  apply  to  the  Louisville  and  Covington 
Railroad  Company,  and  the  duties,  powers,  privileges,  and

^  \.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealUi  of  Kentucky^  That  there  is  her^eby  established  an  ad- 
ditional magistrates'  district  and  voting  place  in  Mercer 
county,  the  boundaries  of  which  are  as  follows,  to-wit : 
beginning  at  the  mouth  of  Shawnee  run,  on  the  Kentucky 
river ;  and  thence  down  said  river,  on  the  county  lin^,  to 
Cummins'  ferry  on  said  river ;  thence  with  the  Cummins' 
ferry  road  until  it  interrsects  the  Old  Warwick  road,  until  it 
intersects  the  Trunell  mill  road ;  thence  with  said  mill  road 
to  Salt  river,  at  Lambart  D.  Brewer's  still-house ;  thence  a 
due  west  course  to  the  top  of  the  dividing  ridge  between 
Salt  river  and  Chaplin  river ;  thence  on  the  top  of  said 
ridge,  with  its  meanderings,  so  as  to  include  James  Irvin, 
William  and  James  Rynearson,  and  D.  Wright,  to  Silas 
Gibson's,  including  him  and  Thomas  Snyder ;  thence  east- 
wadly  1^  straight  line  until  it  intersects  the  McAfee  mill 
road,  at  the  northeast  corner  of  James  C.  McAfees  farm ; 
thence  with  said  mill  road  across  this  turnpike  road  until  it 
intersects  the  Shawnee  run  road ;  tbence  east  a  straight 
line  to  the  Shawnee  run  braneh  ;  thence  down  said  branch 
to  the  beginning.  The  voting  place  in  the  above  mention- 
ed district  shall  be  at  M.  Crockett  and  McAfees  house,  in 
a  village  in  said  distriit  called  MoAfee,  until  changed ; 
which  district  shall  be  No.  7,  in  said  cowty.  •  ^ 
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§  t.  That  the  jnri^diction  of  magistralecri^nd  constables 
in  district  No.  4  and  5,  now  in  siAd  county,  shall  remain 
in  every  respect  as  though  this  act  had  not  passed,  until 
the  regular  election  of  magistrates  is  held  in  said  county, 
as  now  provided  for  by  law,  at  which  time  there  shall  be 
elected  two  magistrates  and  one  constable  in  the  seventh 
district  hereby  established ;  and  the  county  judge  of  Mercer 
shall  appoint  the  necessary  officers  to  hold  elections  in  the 
seventh  magistrates'  district,  at  the  same  time  he  appoints 
officers  of  election  in  other  districts  in  said  county,  who 
shall  be  governed  by  the  same  law  as  other  officer?  of 
elections.

Layne,  and  William  J.  Mayo,  of  the  County  of  Floyd ; 
William  Weddington,  Thomas  Price,  William  Cecil,  Col- 
bert C.  Cecil,  John  Dills,  Martin  Lesly,  John  Bavins,  Wil- 
liam Ratliff,  sr.,  Frederick.  Handman,  Harrison  Ratliff,  and 
George  N.  Brown,  of  the  county  of  Pike,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  appointed  commissioners,  under  the  direction  of  Their  powers 
any  two  of  whom  subscriptions  may  be  received  to  the 
capital  stock  of  the  Big  Sandy  Valley  railroad  company, 
hereby  incorporated^  and  they  may  cause  books  to  be  open- 
ed at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  direct,  for  that 
purpose,  after  haying  given  such  notice  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, and  continue  the  same  open  as  long  as  may  be  deem- 
ed expedient.

§  3.  That  at  every  subscription  of  stock  there  shall  be 
paid  to  the  commissioners  the  sum  of  one  dollar  on  every 
share  subscribed,  and  the  residue  thereof  shall  be  paid  in 
such  amounts  and  at  such  times  as  may  be  required  by  the 
board  of  directors  of  said  company:  Provided^  no  payment 
shall  be  demanded  until  at  least  thirty  days  previous  notice 
of  such  demand  has  been  made  by  pubUcatton  in  one  or 
more  of  the  newspapers  published  in  Kentucky;  nor  shall 
more  than  fifty  per  cent,  of  such  stock  be  required  of  any 
subscribers  in  the  same  year.  That  should  said  president 
and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a  mcgority  of  them, 
deem  it  necessary  for  the  success  of  said  road,  they  shall 
have  the  power  at  any  time  to  borrow,  on  the  credit  of  said

AN  ACT  to  establish  the  Woodford  Academy. 

§  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Coiamon- 
wealth  of  Kentucky ^  That  the  trustees  of  the  Woodford 
academy,  tb  be  elected  and  chosen  as  hereinafter  directed, 
be  and  they  are  hereby  created  and  constituted  a  body  cor- 
porate and  politic,  by  that  name  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  &c. 

§  2.  That  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  shall  con- 
stitute the  capital  stock  of  said  Woodford  academy,  in 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  John  Neet,  Lewis  A.  Berry,  Randolph  Railey, 
Henry  Moss,  and  John  K.  Goodloe,  be  and  they  are  here- 
by appointed  to  receive  subscriptions  of  stock  in  said  acad- 
emy. 

§  4.  That  when  the  amount  Of  ten  thousand  dollars 
shall  be  subscribed,  the  shareholders  shhll  hold  a  meeting 
on  some  day  to  be  appointed  by  a  majority  of  the  persons 
named  in  the  third  section,  and  shetll  then  elect  six  trustees 
of  said  academy. 

§  5.  That  when  five  thousand  dollars  of  the  amount  of 
said  subscription  shall  be  paid  or  so  secured  as  to  be  made 
available  in  the  payment  of  contracts,  the  said  trustees 
shall  have  power  to  contract,  either  privately  or  publicly, 
for  the  construction,  of  suitable  and  necessary  buildings  for 
the  use  of  said  academy,  and  a  house  or  houses  for  the  oc- 
cupation of  teachers,  &:c. 

§  6.  That  the  whole  of  the  first  ten  thousand  dollars,  may 
he  invested  in  buildings,  and  books  and  apparatus  for  said 
academy,  and  the  next  ten  thousand  shall  be  invested  in 
profitable  stocks  or  otherwise,  and  the  interests  or  proeeedn 
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alon^  expended  in  paying  the  ezpensen  of  carrying  on  said 
academy,  unless  the  trustees  shall  determine,  by  the  con- 
sent of  a  majority  of  the  stockholders,  to  establish  a  fe- 
male school  or  academy,  for  which  purpose  they  may  ap- 
propriate the  other  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  control  and 
conduct  the  same  as  the  academy  first  mentioned. 

§  7.  That  the  trustees  of  the  present  Woodford  academy 
may  convey  to  said  trustees,  when  elected,  any  real  or 
other  estate  which  they  now  hold  for  the  purposes  of  said 
academy,  which  shall  be  valued  by  two  or  more  disinterest- 
ed persons,  to  be  appointed  by  the  county  court  of  Wood- 
ford, and  said  property,  at  such  valuation,  shall  constitute 
a  portion  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  Woodford  academy, 
and  may  be  used  for  the  purposes  of  the  academy,  or  sold 
and  other  property  purchased  for  that  purpose ;  and  the 
whole  capital  stock  shall  be  used  for  the  purposes  of  edu- 
cation and  for  no  other,  but  any  profits  arising  from  the 
academy  over  and  above  the  expenses  of  the  institution 
shall  be  divided  amongst  the  shareholders. 

§  8.  The  powers  granted  the  trustees  shall  in  all  cases 
be  exercised  by  a  majority,  and  four  shbdl  constitute  a  quo- 
rum for  doing  busihess;  they  shall  appoint  a  chairman  out 
of  their  own  body,  to  serve  until  their  successors  are  elect- 
ed and  qualified.  The  trustees  shall  be  elected  annually 
on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  the  first  board. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  and  be  in  fotce  fi'om  and 
after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  972. 

AN  ACT  to  iDcorpor^te  the  Henderson  and  EvansvUle  Telegraph  Com- 
pany. 

^i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonioealik 
cocporrtora*  of  KcTUucky^  That  James  E.  Rankin,  Robert  G.  Beverley, 
reter  Semorien,  William  B.  Vansant,  A.  J.  Anderson,  and 
their  associates,  may  acquire  from  S.  F.  B.  Morse  the  right 
to  construct  and  carry  on  the  electro-magnetic  telegraph 
by  him,  the  said  S.  F.  B.  Morse,  invented  and  patented, 
through  this  state  on  the  route  leading  from  Henderson, 
Kentucky,  to  Evansville,  Indiana,  are  hereby  created  a 
corporation  and  body  politic,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting 
and  maintaining  a  line  .of  said  telegraph  oq  the  route 
aforesaid,  and  transmitting  intelligence  by  means  thereof, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Henderson  and  Evansville 
Telegraph  Company. 

§  2,  That  the  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist  of 
shares  of  twenty -five  dollars  each,  to  be  issued  to  those 
who  have  heretofore  or  may.  hereafter  furnish  funds  for  the 
construetion  and  improvement  of  said  liae  of  telegraph, 
putting  the  same  in  operation,  and  from  time  to  time  ad- 
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diBg  to  and  improving  it,  shall  be  only  eafficient  for  these 
pnrposes^  and  shall  not  be  invested  or  employed  for  any 
other  purpose  whatever. 

^  3.  That  the  corporators  aforesaid,  or  any  one  or  more 
of  them  acting  under  the  direction  of  said  corporation, 
shall  be  and  are  hereby  empowered  to  take  such  steps  as 
they  may  deem  expedient  to  procure'  subscriptions  for  the 
completion  of  said  line  according  to  existing  contracts,  or 
such  as  may  be  made,  to  collect  the  money  subscribed, 
and  disburse  it  for  purposes  of  construction,  and  perform 
all  other  acts  necessary  to  expedite  the  procurement  and 
proper  application  of  the  funds  aforesaid. 

^  4.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  the  power  to  ex- 
tend said  line  to  Hopkinsville,  Kentucky,  after  having  ac- 
quired the  right  to  do  so  from  the  owners  of  Morse's  pat- 
ent, and  may  enlarge  their  capital  stock  for  that  purpose. 

§  5.  That  annual  meetings  of  said  corporation  shall  be 
held  at  such  times  and  such  places  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  stockholders  at  their  first  meeting,  and  at  any  sub- 
sequent annual  meeting,  and  special  meetings  shall  be 
called  by  the  president  and  directors  whenever  in  their 
opinion  the  interest  of  the  company  may  require  it,  or  when 
it  may  be  required  or  demanded  by  persons  holding  one- 
third  of  the  stock.  Such  reasonable  notice  shall  be  given 
of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meetings  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation.  In  case  of  the 
death  or  resignation  of  any  dirtsctor,  a  majority  of  the 
board  shall  have  the  power  to  elect  another  to  fill  his 
place. 

§  6.  That  the  president,  directors,  secretary,  and  treasur- 
er shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors shall  be  elected,  and  shall  exercise  powers  pertain- 
ing to  the  building  and  management  of  said  telegraph  not 
incompatible  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  state 
and  of  the  United  States,  as  may  bo  authorized  by  the  by- 
laws of  said  corporation. 

§  7.  That  at  any  election  each  share  shall  entitle  its 
holder  to  one  vote,  and  absent  stockholders  may  vote  by 
agents  or  proxies  producing  written  anthority.  In  case  of 
a  tie  the  election  shall  be  decided  by  lot. 

§  8.  That  the  telegraph  company  hereby  incorporated, 
shall  have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  complain  and  defend 
in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  having  competent  jurisdic- 
tion, to  purchase  and  hold  such  real  and  personal  estate, 
as  the  lawful  purposesof  the  corporation  may  require,  and 
the  same  to  sell  and  convey,  when  no  longer  so  required ; 
to  appoint  such  officers  and  agents  as  may  be  necessary  to 
manage  the  business  of  the  corporation,  and  allow  them 
a  suitable  compensation,  and  to  make  by-laws,  not  incon- 
sistent with  any  existing  law,  for  the  management  of  its 
J  Property,  the  regulation  of  its  affairs,  and  issue  and  trans- 
er  of  its  stock. 
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§  9.  That  the  corporation  hereby  created,  shall  have 
power,  by  contracts  with  other  persons  or  bodies  politic, 
to  connect  their  line  of  telegraph  with  lines  out  of  this 
state. 

§  10.  That  the  said  telegraph  company  shall  have  pow- 
er to  set  up  their  iixtares  along  and  across  any  of  the  roads, 
streets,  or  waters  of  this  state,  without  its  being  deemed  a 
public  nuisance  or  subject  to  be  abated  by  any  private 
person,  the  said  fixtures  to  be  so  placed  so  as  not  to  inter-, 
fere  with  the  comm4>n  use  of  such  roads,  streets,  or  wa- 
ters, or  with  the  convenience  of  any  land-owner  more  than 
is  unavoidable;  but  the  said  corporation  shall  be  responsi- 
ble  for  any  damage  which  any  person  or  corporation  may 
sustain  b}*^  the  erection,  continuance,  and  use  of  said  fix- 
tures; and  in  every  ^action  brought  for  the  recovery  thereof 
by  the  owner  or  possessor  of  any  land^  the  damage  to  be 
awarded  may,  at  the  election  of  soch  corporatiion,  include 
the  damages  of  .allowing  the  said  fixtures  permanentiy  to 
continue;  on  payment  of  which  damages,  the  right  of  the 
corporation  to  continue  such  fixtures  shall  be  ooiiifirmed  as 
if  granted  by  the  parties  to  the  suit :  Proiridedy  no  person 
or  body  politic  shall  be  entitled  to  sue  for  or  receive  dam- 
ages as  aforesaid  until  the  said  corporation,  after  due  no- 
tice^ shall  have  failed  or  refused  to  remove  in  reasonable 
tinie  the  fixtures  complained  of;  and  every  person  who 
shall  destroy  or  commit  a  trespass  upon  the  fixtures  of  said 
corporation  erected  in  pursuance  o(  the  authority  hereby 
given,  actually  interrupting  or  with  intent  to  interrupt  the 
operations  of  the  telegraph,  shall  pay  the  said  corporation 
one  hundred  dollars  for  each  ofi*ense,  and  shall  be  further 
liable  for  all  damages  which  the*  said  corporation  may  suf- 
fer in  repairing  the  injury,  and  in  the  interruption  of 
their  business,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  trespass. 

§11.  That  dividends  of  so  much  of  the  profits  of  the 
company  as  shall  be  deemed  expedient  be  declared  semi^ 
annually  in  the  month  of  January  and  July  in  each  year : 
Provided^  that,  no  dividei^d  shall  be  declared  which  shall 
impair  the  capital  stock  of  said  company.

er  banking  institntion  in  this  st^te,  shall  be  put  on  the  foot- 
ing of  foreign  bills  of  exchange.  The  directors  ^all  an- 
nually or  semi-annually  declare  diridelids  of  the  profits 
arising  from  the  business  of  the  bank.

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and  BO,  on  the  first  Monday  in  May  in  each  year,  the  stock- 
holders  of  said  company  shall  meet  at  their  office  in  Lou- 
isville,  or  at  some  place  to  be  designated  by  the  president, 
and  then  proceed  to  elect  a  president  and  six  directors, 
who  shall  be  shareholders  and  residents  of  the  states  of 
Kentucky  and  Indiana,  wUo  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one 
year,  and  until  their  successors  ave  elected.  Public  notice 
of  such  elections  and  meetings  shall  be  given  by  the  derk 
or  secretary  of  the  company,  in  some  newspaper  published 
in  Louisville,  JefTersonville,  or  New  Albany,  at  least  ten 
days  previous  thereto.  At  the  annual  meetings  a  state- 
ment of  the  affairs  of  the  company  shall  be  made  oat  by 
the  president  and  directors,  and  presented  to  such  meet- 
ings, and  such  dixddends  of  the  profits  declared  as  shall  be 
deemed  advisable. 

§  6.  That  the  concerns  of  said  corporation  shall  be  un- 
der the  control  of  said  president  and  directors,  and  the 
president  and  three  directors  shall  oonstitate  a  quorum  to 
transact  business^  or  in  the  absence  of  the  president,  any 
four  of  the  directors,  one  of  whom  shallact  as  president 
pro  tempore.

Whbeeas,  a  body  corporate  was  created  by  the  state  of 
Virginia  by  an  act  which  passed  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  March, 
1853,  by  the  name  of  the  Tug  ForlL  Navigation  Company, 
for  the  purpose  and  with  authority  to  said  company  to 
open  and  improve  the  navigation  of  the  Tug  fork  from  its 
junction  witn  Looisii  fork  of  Sandy  river  to  the  Upper 
Burning  Spring  .creek,  in  the  county  of  Logan,  in  said 
state ;  and  the  said  Tug  fork  being  the  boundary  between 
this  commonwealth  and  the  state  of  Virginia,  whereby  it 
will  be  necessary  for  said  company  in  executing  the  pur- 
pose of  their  incorporation,  to  act  to  some  extent  within 
the  limits  of  this  commonwealth.    Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genef'ol  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  ^ 

of  Kentucky,  That  the  Tog  Fork  Navigation  Company  shall 
be  authorized  to  open  and  improve  the  navigation  of  the

§  2.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  have  power 
to  borrow  seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  like  sum  which  by  the  fifty-fourth  section  of 
the  existing  charter  they  are  now  authorized  to  borrow, 
which  is  to  be  made  at  an  interest  not  exceeding  seven  per 
cent,  per  annum.  The  president  and  directors  may  pledge 
or  mortgage  the  road  and  property  for  the,  redemption  of 
same. 

§  3.  That  the -president  and  directors  of  said  company 
may  by  themselves,  or  their  agents  appointed  by  them  to 
solicit  subscriptions  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  railroad 
company,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  receive  in 
paymetit  for  such  stock,  land  and  real  estate,  at  such  val- 
uation as  may  be  agreed  on  by  the  parties,  viz  :  the  per- 
son so  subscribing,  and  the  president  and  directors  of  the 
company,  or  their  agent.  And  the  said  president  and  di- 
rectors shall  take  to  the  said  company  a  deed  for  such  real 
estate,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  recorded,  and  shall  hold 
the  same  in  fee  simple.  The  said  president  and  directors 
may  sell  and  convey  the  said  real  estate,  or  hypothecate 
or  mortgage  the  same  for  money,  and  shall  use  the  same 
or  its  proceeds  in  constructing  and  stocking  said  road,  or 
for  any  other  purpose  beneficial  to  said  road  :  Provided^ 
that  the  president  and  directors  shall  allow  the  person  or 
persons  so  subscribing  in  real  estate,  to  redeem  the  same, 
by  such  person  or  persons  notifying  said  president  and  di- 
rectors in  vmting,  within  twelve  months  from  the  date  of 
subscription,  that  him,  her  or  they  will  redeem  such  real 
estate  in  money,  in  five  equal  annual  payments,  with  in- 
terest'from  date  &(  such  notice.  And  the  president  shall 
convey  the  said  real  estate  by  deed  to  the  person  or  per- 
sons so  redeeming  it. 

§  4.  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  said  Henderson  and 
Nashville  railroad  company  shall  be  two  million  of  dol-- 
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1854.        hereby  appointed  judges  of  the  election;  Geo.  W.  ^parke, 
"  ■  clerk.    The  marshal  of  said  toWn  shall  have  the  same 

power  and  authority,  be  st^bject  to  same  penalties,  and  re- 
ceive same  fees  as  constables  are  entitled  to.  He  shall 
execute  and  return  all  writs  to  him  directed  by  the  police 
judge  of  paid  town.  He  shall  execute  a  bond  and  good 
surety,  in  the  Owen  county  court.  His  bond  shall  be  fil- 
ed in  the  county  court  clerk's  office.  Before  entering  up- 
on the  duties  of  his  office  he  shall  take  the  same  oath  that 
is  administered  to  constables ;  the  police  judge  take  the 
same  required  by  law  for  justices  of  the  peace.

^  1.  Beit  enacted  iy  the  General  AssenMy  of  the  Common- 
wealth  of  Kentucky y  That  the  mayor  and  councilmen,  or  tras- 
tees  of  any  city,  or  the  trustees  of  any  town,  and  the 
judges  of  any  county  court  of  any  counties  through  or  near 
which  the  Henderson  and  Nashville  railroad  may  pass,  a 
mflyority  of  all  the  members  of  the  board  of  oouncilmen 
or  trustees  of  such  city,  or  trustees  of  such  town,  and  judges 
of  such  county  courts  concurring,'  be  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  subscribe  for  and  on  behalf  of  such  city, 
towns  and  counties  respectively,  as  many  shares  of  the 
capital  stock  of  said  railroad  as  may  be  determined  on  by 
them:  Provided,  that  before  so  subscribing,  the  mayor  and 
councilmen,  or  trustees  of  such  cities,  the  trustees  of  such 
towns,  and  the  judges  of  such  county  courts,  the  better  to 
ascertain  the  public  sentiment  of  such  cities,  towns  and 
counties  in  reference  to  the  propriety  of  such  subscription 
of  stock,  are  hereby  authorized,  in  such  manner  as  they 
may  direct  and  prescribe,  to  submit  the  same  to  the  vote 
of  the*  qualified  voters  of  such  cities,  towns  and  counties 
respectively,  and  if  a  majority  of  those  voting  at  such 
election  vote  in  favor  of  such  subscription,  then  the  above 
named  parties  shall  subscribe  the  amount  determined  up- 
on at  such  election:  Provided y  that  such  vote  be  taken  at  a 
general  election,  but  if  at  any  other  time  it  shall  require  a 
majority  of  all  the  qualified  voters  of  such  county,  town 
or  city:  And  provided  further,  thtit  at  such  election  a  ma- 
jority of  such  voters  may  determine  whether  the  sum  to 
be  subscribed  shall  be  liquidated  by  a  levy  on  the  tax- 
able property  of  such '  cities,  towns  and  counties,  or  to 
pay  said  sums  lo  the  bonds  ef  sudi  city,  town  or  county, 
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signed  by  the  mayor  or  chairman,  and  sealed  with  the  seal  1854. 
of  such  city,  or  by  the  chairman  or  president  of  the  board  '^ 
of  trustees  of  such  town,  or  by  the  judge  of  the  county 
court  of  such  county,  and  attested  or  countersigned  by  the 
clerk  or  other  recording  officer  of  such  city,  town  or  oopn- 
ty,  which  bonds  shall  be  made  payable  to  the  Henderson 
and  NashvUle  railroad  company,  and  shall  be  assignable 
or  transferrable  by  the  president  of  said  company  in  writ- 
ing, countersigned  by  the  secretary,  or  by  any  agent  or 
agents  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  president  and  di- 
rectors, or  a  miyority  of  them,  and  may,  at  their  option, 
be  either  sold  or  hypothecated  for  the  benefit  and  advance- 
ment of  the  said  railroad;  the  bonds  to  be  made  redeem- 
able at  any  such  time  within  thirty  years  as  may  be  spe- 
cified on  their  face,  and  to  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  six 
per  cent,  per  annum,  which  is  to  be  paid  annually  on  the 
first  day  of  January  in  each  year. 

§  2.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  have  power 
to  borrow  seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  like  sum  which  by  the  fifty-fourth  section  of 
the  existing  charter  they  are  now  authorized  to  borrow, 
which  is  to  be  made  at  an  interest  not  exceeding  seven  per 
cent,  per  annum.  The  president  and  directors  may  pledge 
or  mortgage  the  road  and  property  for  the,  redemption  of 
same. 

§  3.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  §aid  company 
may  by  themselves,  or  their  agents  appointed  by  them  to 
solicit  subscriptions  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  railroad 
company,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  receive  in 
paymetit  for  such  stock,  land  and  real  estate,  at  such  val- 
uation as  may  be  agreed  on  by  the  parties,  viz :  the  per- 
son so  subscribing,  and  the  president  and  directors  of  the 
company,  or  their  agent.  And  the  said  president  and  di- 
rectors shall  take  to  the  said  company  a  deed  for  such  real 
estate,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  recorded,  and  shall  hold 
the  same  in  fee  simple.  The  said  president  and  directors 
may  sell  and  convey  the  said  real  estate,  or  hypothecate 
or  mortgage  the  same  for  money,  and  shall  use  the  same 
or  its  proceeds  in  constructing  and  stocking  said  road,  or 
for  any  other  purpose  beneficial  to  said  road  :  Providedy 
that  the  president  and  directors  shall  allow  the  person  or 
persons  so  subscribing  in  real  estate,  to  redeem  the  same, 
by  such  person  or  persons  notifying  said  president  and  di- 
rectors in  writing,  within  twelve  ntionths  from  the  date  of 
subscription,  that  him,  her  or  they  will  redeem  such  real 
estate  in  money,  in  five  equal  annual  payments,  with  in- 
terest*from  date  of  such  notice.  And  the  president  shall 
convey  the  said  real  estate  by  deed  to  the  person  or  per- 
sons so  redeeming  it. 

§  4.  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  said  Henderson  and 
Nashville  railroad  company  shall  be  two  million  of  dol- 
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1854.  lars,  divided  into  twenty  thousand  shares,  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each. 

§  5.  That  the  twenty-seventh  seetion  of  said  charter  of 
the  Henderson  and  Nashville  railroad  company,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth  of  Kentucky,  That  the  Sharpsbarg  district,  No.  1,  in 
the  county  of  Bath,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  divided  im 
the  following  manner:  Beginning  at  the  line  dividing  the 
counties  of  Bath  and  Nicholas,  on  the  road  leading  from 
Dr.  West's  to  Morefield;  thence  with  said  road  to  the 
Maysville  and  Mountsterling  turnpike;  thence  on  a  straight 
line,  to  the  Bald  Eagle  school  house;  thence  down  Bald 
Eagle  to  Flat  creek;  thence  down  Flat  creek  to  Licking 
river ;  thence  down  Licking  river  to  the  dividing  line  be- 
tween the  counties  of  Hath  and  Nicholas ;  thence  along 
said  line  to  the  beginning. 

§  2.  The  district  thus  lopped  off  shall  be  known  as  the 
Bethel  district,  No.  7,  and  the  voting  place  shall  be  at  the 
town  of  Bethel. 

§  3.  The  said  district,  so  stricken  off,  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  same  officers  that  other  districts  are  entitled  to  in  said 
county,  and  the  election  for  the  first  officers  in  said  district 
shall  take  place  on  the  first  Monday  of  August  next.

^l.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky^  That  Henry  R.  Reede'r,  Hiram  T.  Pearce,  Ro- 
bert A.  Cochran,  James  Barbour,  John  B.  Poyntz,  and 
Stanislaus  Mitchell  are  hereby  declared  a  body  corporate, 
they  and  their  successors, to  be  styled  the  Maysville  Water 
Works  Company ;  and  by  such  name  and  style  to  have 
perpetual  succession,  to  sue  and  be  sued  in  any  court  of 
law  or  equity  in  this '  commonwealth ;  and  they  shall  keep 
a  common  seal,  which  they  may  alter  or  change  at  pleas- 
ure. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  increased  by  ^aid  company,  as 
they  may  think  best  for  the  purposes/of  this  act,  and  the 
stock  shfeill  be  divided  into  snares  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each.

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CHAPTER  997. 
AN  AOT  to  eetablkh  a  Hotel  Company  iu  Veraaillea. 

^  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth  bf  Kentucky ^  That  there  shall  be  and  is  hereby  estab- 
lished in  the  town  of  Versailles,  a  companv^with  a  capital 
stock  of  twenty  five  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares 
of  fifty  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  and  paid  for  by  indi- 
viduals, companies,  or  corporations,  in  the  manner  hereinaf- 
ter specified;  which  subscribers  and  stockholders,  their 
successors  and  assigns,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  cre- 
ated a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style 
of  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Versailles  Hotel  Com- 
pany, and  shall  so  continue  until  the  year  1953,  and  by 
that  name  shall  be  competent  to  contract  and  be  contract- 
ed with,  to  have,  possess,  ei^joy,  and  retain  such  lands,

Be  it  enacted  ^  tike  General  AesinMy  cf  the  Ccmmon- 
wealth  of  Kentucky  y  That  a  company  is  hereby  created  a 
body  politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
the  Perry ville  and  Steam  Mill  Turnpike  Road  Company,  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  or  artificial  road 
between  Perryvillei  Boyle  county,  and  Purdom's  and  May's 
steam  mill  in  said  county,  or  to  some  point  near  to  said  mill, 
so  as  to  intersect  the  turnpike  road  known  ^  the  Clarices 
run  and  Salt  river  turnpike. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  ssdd  company  shall  be  fifteen 
thousand  dollars — which  may  be  increased  to  a  sum  suf- 
ficient to  complete  said  road  by  the  board  of  directors  of 
said  company — ^to  bo  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
each.

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CHAPTER  1002. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  in  relation  to  the  Ferry  across  the  MiftsUsippi 

river  at  Columbus,  in  Hickman  county. 

§  I.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  tfie  Common' 
wiiilth  of  Kentucky,  That  the  fifth  section  of  an  act,  enti- 
tled, an  act  to  authorize  the  citizens  of  the  town  of  Colum- 
bus, in  Hickman  county,  to  elect  their  trustees,  and  for 
other  purposes,  approved  February  9,,  1837,  be  so  amend- 
ed as  to  authorize  the  trustees  of  said  town  to  let  out  or 
rent  the  ferry  across  the  Mississippi  river  opposite  said 
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1S54.  town  for  any  length  of  time  not  exceeding  Sxe  years,  in 
the  discretion  of  said  trustees.  The  said  trustees  shall 
give  at  least  sixty  days  notice  of  said  renting,  in  a  news- 
paper pnbltshed  in  Colambns,  and  in  sach  other  newspA* 
pers  as  they  may  think  proper,  of  the  hour  and  day  of  rent- 
ing ;  and, if  no  paper  is  published  in  Oohunbas,  then  satd 
trnstees  shall  post  printed  notices  of  the  renting  in  two  or 
more  conspicuous  places  in  said  town  for  thirty  days  pre- 
ceding the  renting. 

§2.  The  lessee  or  renter  shall  execute  bond  with  ap- 
proved seoority,  payable  to  said  trustees  for  the  amount 
bid,  to  be  paid  in  semi-annual  instalments;  also,  for  the 
fkithfulperformance  of  his  duty  as  ferryman. 

§  3.  The  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  rescind  the 
contract  of  renting  if  the  renter  shall  fail  to  pay  his  rent, 
as  stipulated,  on  the  day  it  falls  due. 

^  4.  That  in  the  event  said  contract  should  be  rescinded, 
as  authorized  in  section  third  of  this  act,  the  said  trustee 
may  take  possession  of,  and  have  the  use  of  any  ferryboat 
belongiog  to  said  renter,  necessary  for  the  use  of  said  fer- 
ry, until  the  ferry  is  again  rented,  which  the  said  trnstees 
sliall  do  iomiediately,  by  giving  thirty  days  notice  aa  be- 
fore requured. 

§  5.  That  in  addition  to  the  bond  herein  required  to  be 
given  the  renter  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars,  conditioned  that  he  will  promply  pay  the  rent 
as  stipulated;  and  on  bis  failure  to  do  so  said  bond  may 
be  declared  forfeited,  and  said  trustees  may  sue  and  recov- 
er thereon  in  any  couit  having  jurisdiction  of  the  parties 
or  subject  matter. 

§  6.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  require  the 
sheriff  of  Hickman  to  summon  and  impannel  a  jory  to 
inquire  into  and  ascertain  the  facts,  as  to  whether  said 
renter  has  failed  to  discharge  his  duties  as  ferryman 
promptly;  and  if  said  jury  shall  return  a  verdict  that  said 
renter  has  failed  to  perform  his  duties  as  ferryman  prompt- 
ly, then  said  trustees  may  remove  said  renter  inunedi- 
ately.

CHAPTER  1003. 
AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Atehofeum  Literary  Society  of  Center  College. 

^  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  Vie  Genei-al  Assembly  (f  Uie  Com- 
monweatih  of  Kentucky  yThdX  J.  F.  Philips,  J.  G.  Hall,  F.  T. 
Pox,  jr.,  J.  K.  Sumrall,  and  their  successors  in  office,  be 
and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  cor^rate, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Athenseum  Litdrary  So- 
ciety of  Center  College ;  who  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded;  and  by  such  name  shall  have  perpetual 
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suc<s698ion,  6hall  hate  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  fiAall        i§M> 
have  power  to  alter  or  change  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  That  the  above  named  corporators,  and  their  sitc^ 
ces'sors  in  office,  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  acquire 
and  hold  all  such  real  and  personal  estate,  goods,  and  mon- 
ey as  may  be  necessary,  convenient,  or  proper  for  said  so- 
ciety; and  they  may,  from  time  to  time,  sell  and  dispose  of 
the  same  as  they  may  think  proper. 

§8.  That  the  said  corporators,  and  their  successors  in 
officcj  may  choose  a  president,  nnd  such  other  officers  as 
the  society  may  from  time  to  time  create,  whose  term  of 
office  shall  be  for  such  time  as  said  society  may  deter- 
mine. 

§  4.  That  said  society  shall  have  power  to  pass  all  by^ 
laws,  rules,  and  regulations,  net  contrary  to  the  laws  nor 
constitution  of  this  commonwealth,  nor  the  United  States,. 
and  may  modify,  change,  or  repeal  the  same  at  pleasure  ; 
and  enact  such  others  as  the  interests  of  said  society  may 
require. 

§  5.  The  legislature  reserves  the  right  to  change,  alter, or 
amend  this  charter  at  pleasure. 

§  6.  No  banking  privileges  are  conferred  by  this  char- 
ter.

CHAPTER  1004. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benetit  of  the  Mechanics  and  Laboi'tire  of  Grant,  Jes- 
Bamioe,  Meroer,  Anderson,  Lyon,  Green,  and  Shelby  counties. 

§  1 .  B(7  it  enacted  hy  the  General-  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentuckj/j  That  the  carpenters,  joiners,  briclc  ma- 
sons, stone  masons,  plasterers,  tinners,  painters,  brick  maim- 
ers, lumber  merchants,  and  journeymen  laborers  employed, 
and  sub-contractors,  and  all  others  performing  labor  and  fur- 
nishing materials  for  the  construction  or  repair  of  any  build- 
ing whatever,  in  the  counties  of  Grant,  Jessamine,  Mercer, 
Anderson,  Lyon,  Green,  and  Shelby,  shall  have  a  lien,  to 
the  extent  of  their  respective  interests,  upon  the  building 
they  may  construct  or  repair,  or  towards  the  construction 
or  repairing  of  which  they  may  have  furnished  materi^, 
and  also  upon  the  lot  or  tract  of  land  upon  which  sUch 
house  or  building  may  have  been  erected  and  situated ; 
which  lien  shall  extend  to  the  interest  of  the  employer  ot 
employers  in  and  to  such  house  or  land. 

§  2.  That  if  such  employer  or  employers  hold  or  claim 
by  executory  contract,  and  for  any  cause  whatever  such 
executory  contract  shall  be  set  aside  or  rescinded,  the  lien 
herein  given  shall  continue  so  far  as  the  person  or  persons 
to  whom  the  estate  shall  come,  or  with  whom  it  shall  re- 
main, by  reason  of  sUch  rescission  or  setting  aside,  shall  be 
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1654.-       made  richer  by  such  building,  repairing,  or  materials  far* 
""  nished. 

§  3.  That  when  the  employer  or  employers  shall,  by 
judgment  at  law  or  decree  in  equity,  be  evicted  from  the 
premises,  and  shall4>y  the  rules  of  lanr  or  equity  be  enti- 
tled to  compensation  from  the  successful  claimant  for  iia- 
provements  made  on  the  premises,  the  person  or  persoaa 
who,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  have  liens  as  against 
such  employer  or  employers,  shall,  to  the  extent  of  their 
liens  respectively,  be  substituted  for  th^e  person  or  persons 
evicted,  and  recover  compensation  from  the  successful 
claimant,  so  far  as  by  law  or  in  equity  such  claimant  is 
bound  to  make  compensation  to  the  person  or  persons 
entitled. 

§  4.  That  the  lien  herein  declared  shall  exist  against 
private  corporations,  societies,  and  trustees  holding  estates 
for  chairitable  purposes,  whether  the  building,  repairing, 
or  furnishing  materials  shall  be  done  at  the  request  of 
such  corporations,  trustees,  or  societies,  or  by  their  ser- 
vants, or  agents,  authorized  by  parol  or  otherwise. 

^  5.  That  every  person  or  persons  claiming  a  lien  in  vir- 
tue of  this  act,  in  six  months  after  the  completion  of  the 
building,  repairing,  or  furnishing  materials,  shall  be  done, 
or  within  six  months  after  the  completion  of  the  work 
thereon  by  the  order  of  the  employer  or  employers,  shall 
file  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  court  of  the  respec- 
tive counties  herein  named  his  or  her  accounts,  specifying 
the  lien  claimed  by  him,  her,  or  them,  which  shall  operate 
as  notice  to  the  world  of  such  lien ;  and  that  no  lien  shall 
exist  in  favor  of  any  one  in  virtue  of  this  act  who  shall 
not  have  filed  such  account  within  the  time  specified,  or 
proceed  by  suit  to  enforce  such  lien ;  in  the  latter  case 
the  lis  pendens  shall  be  construed  to  commence  from  the 
filing  of  such  bill. 

§  6.  That  the  rules  of  equity  for  the  time  being,  for  the 
enforcement  of  liens,  and  the  settling  of  priorities,  shall 
govern  in  all  cases  arising  under  this  act,  both  as  to  per- 
sons claiming  liens  in  virtue  of  this  act,  and  other  claim- 
ants. 

§  7.  That  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  extend  to  jour- 
n^men,  laborers,  sub-contractors,  and  all  persons  whatev- 
er in  the  service  and  employ  of  carpenters,  joiners,  brick 
masons,  plasterers,  tinners,  painters,  stone  masons,  and 
lumber  merchants.

CHAPTER  1005. 

AN  AOT  to  ineorporate  the  Ck>?infl;ton  and  DeOourcej  Creek  Tampika 

Road  OompADy. 

§  1.  Beii  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
loeaUh  of  Kentucky,^  Tbi^t  a  company  may  be  formed,  and 
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crei^ted  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  '1854. 
style  of  the  Covington  and  DeCourcey's  Creek  Turn- 
pike Company,  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  turnpike 
road  from  the  city  of  Covington  by  way  of  the  valley  of 
the  Licking  river,  to  the  valley  of  DeCourcey's  creek ; 
thence  up  the  valley  of  said  creek  to  Thomas  Stephens : 
Provided^  that  said  turnpike  shall  not  cross  the  Covington 
and  Taylor's  mill  road  turnpike  in  such  manner  as  to  in- 
juriously affect  the  interest  of  the  same,  without  a  mutual 
agreement  between  the  parties. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  thirty 
thousand  dollars,  (to  be  increased  if  necessary   to  carry 
out  the  objects  for  which  said  company  is  created,)  which      i 
stock  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  filty  dollars  each. 

§  3.  Books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  may  be  opened 
at  any  time  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  under  thd«direc- 
tion  of  Wm.  L.  Grant  and  C.  W.  Clayton,  of  Covington; 
Alfred  Frazer,  Robert  Taylor,  Wm.  H.  Pye,  George  White, 
and  Joseph  Stephens,  of  DeCourcey's  creek ;  Wm.  Threlk- 
eld,  R.  B.  Holliday,  and  Wm.  6.  Roberts  of  Steep  creek, 
as  commissioners,  any  two  or  more  of  whom  may  proceed 
to  solicit  and  obtain  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company,  untii  at  least  five  thousand  dollars  shall 
have  been  subscribed.  They  shall  then,  by  three  or  more 
public  -advertisements,  notify  the  stockholders  to  meet  at 
white's  school  house,  ten  days  after  date  of  said  adver- 
tisements, to-  elect  a  president  and  six  directors,  at  which 
time  and  place  one  or  more  of  the  commissioners  shall 
attend  as  judges  of  the  election.  No  person  shall  be  eli- 
gible to  office  unless  he  be  a  stockholder.  The  commis- 
sioners shall  then  proceed  to  take  the  votes  of  the  stock- 
holders, which  may  be  given  in  person  or  by  proxy,  allow- 
ing one  vote  for  each  share  subscribed.  In  thb,  and  all 
subsequent  elections,  a  ^iiyority  of  the  shares  voted  shall 
determine  the  choice. 

§  4.  The  president  and  directors  shall  continue  in  office 
for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  shall  be  duly  appoint- 
ed and  qualified :  Provided,  that  at  any  general  meeting 
of  the  stockholders  a  minority  (in  value)  of  all  the  stock- 
holders in  said  company  may  remove  from  office  the  pres- 
ident, or  any  of  the  directors  of  said  compan5^,  and  fill  np 
vacancies  thus  created  in  the  same  way,  and  to  the  same 
extent,  that  they  could  do  at  their  stated  annual  meet- 
ings. 

§  5.  Every  president  and  director  of  said  company,  be- 
fore he  acts  as  such,  shall  swear  or  affirm,  (as  the  case 
may  be,)  before  some  person  authorissed  to  administer 
oatlis,  that  he  will  well  and  truly  discharge  the  duties  of 
his  said  office  to  the  best  of  his  skill  and  judgment  without 
favor  or  affection. 

(  6.  As  soon  as  said  company  is  organized  by  the  election 
of  officers,  the  president  and  directors  shall  be  a  body  poli- 
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1854.  tic  and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  law,  tinder  the  name  and 
style  of  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Covington  and 
DeCourcey  Creek  Turnpike  Company,  and  by  that  name 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  the  privileges  and 
franchises  incident  to  a  corporation ;  shall  be  capable  of 
holding  their  capital  stock  and  the  increase  and  profits 
thereof,  and  of  taking  and  holding  by  purchase' or  gift,  all 
such  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  real  ^nd  per- 
sonal property  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  prosecution  of 
their  work,  or  the  objects  of  the  corporation.  They  shall 
have  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answier- 
ed,  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity,  or  elsewhere;  also,  to 
have  and  use  a  common  seal,  ana  generally  to  do  all  or 
any  act,  matter,  or  thing  wbich  a  corporation  ma;^  lawful- 
ly do,  fo  effect  the  objects  for  which  this  corporation  was 
created. 

§  7.  The  president  and  directors  shall  fix  and  regulate 
the  elevation  and  grade  of  said  road,  so  that  said  elevation 
shall  not  exceed  four  degrees ;  the  Width  of  the  part  there- 
of to  be  covered  with  stone ;  shall  designate  the  places  for 
the  erection  of  gates ;  may  fix  the  rates  of  toll,  regulate

said  intended  road  may  be  thought  proper  to'  pass,  to  ex- 
amine and  survey  the  ground  most  proper  for  that  purpose, 
to  examine  quarries,  beds  of  stone,  and  gravel  and  other 
materials  necessary  for  the  completion  of  said  road ;  and 
having  due  regard  to  distance,  grade,  subscription,  and  the 
prospective  interests  of  the  company  and  country  through 
which  said  road  tnay  pass,  they  shall  locate  on  the  most 
practicable  and  advantageous  route,  and  cause  a  plat  of 
the  same  to  be  made  out  and  deposited  with  the  treasurer 
of  the  company. 

§  0.  The  said  corpbration  shall  have  power'  to  locate 
and  constrtfot  branch  rbads,  from  the  main  roiite,  to  stteh 
towns  and  places  and  to  intersect  silch  roads  as  the  inter- 
ests of  the  company  and  country  may  seem  to  rfetjuire, 
not  however  to  destroy  the  vested  righto  of  otker  co^pcnra^ 
tions^  ' 
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$  10«  k  shall  be  lawful  for  the  presiddDt  and  directors,   1854. 

\nt\k  their  superintendeats,  engineers,  woriusien  a«d  labor* 
erS)  with  their  tools  and  instraments,  oarts,  wagons  and 
other  carriages,  and  their  beasts  of  draught  or  burthen,  to 
enter  upon  the  land  in  and  over,  contiguous  and  near  to 
which  said  road  is  intended  to  pass,  having  first  given 
notiee  of  their  intention  to  the  owners  and  occapaats  there- 
of, or  *tfaeir  agents :  Provided^  that  if  the  president  and 
directors  shall .  not  agree  with  the  ownen  of  the  land 
through  which,  si&id  road  isKptroposed  to  pass,  as  to  dama- 
ges whidi  said  owners  may  saatain  by  said  road  passing 
through  their  lands,  the  president  and  directors  shall  apply 
to  the  Kenton  couaty  court,  or  other  proper  oourt  of  said

The  president  and  directors  shall  appoint  a  treas- 
urer, and  such  other  ofiicers  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
who  shall  hold  their  ofiice  for  'one  year,  and  until  their 
successors  are  appointed.  The  treasurer  shall,  before  en- 
tering on  the  duties  of  his  office,  give  bond  with  two  or 
more-  good  securities,  in  the  penalty  of  ten  thousand  dol'^ 
lars,  payable  to  the  president  and  directors  of  said  com- 
pany, conditioned  that  he  will  faithfully  discharge  the  du- 
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ties  of  treasurer  of  said  company ;  and  that  he  will,  when 
called  upon,  pay  the  amount  of  money  in  his  hands  to  the 
order  of  the  president  and  directors,  and  that  he  will  per- 
form- the  duties  required  of  him  by  the  by-laws  of  sAid 
company.

AN*  ACT  to  incorparate  the  Parker's  Mill  Turnpike  Road  Company. 

§  1.  Be  ix  enacted  by  Vie  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
ivealt/i  of  Kentucky,  That  a  company  shall  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  created  and  established,  under  the  name  and 
style  of  the  Parker's  Mill  Turnpike  Road  Company,  forthe 
purpose  of  constructing  ^.n  artificial  toB,d  on  the  macadams 
plan,  from  a  point  on  the  Lexington  and  Versailles  turn- 
pike road,  where  the  present  Parker's  road  intersects, 
thence  with  or  near  said  road  by  Parker's  Mill,  on  the  most 
practicable  route  to  or  near  Garnett's  school  house  in 
Woodford  county. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  increased  or  diminished  as  the 
board  of  directors  may  determine,  to  be  divided  into  shares 
of  one  hundred  dollars  each. 

§  3.  A  book  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said  compa- 
ny shall  be  opended,  at  any  time  after  the  passage  of  uua 
act,  at  such  place  as  may  be  most  convenient,  under  the 
direction  of  James  W.  Sullivan,  Wm.  Bryan,  John  Parker, 
John  James,  and  Warner  Scott.  That  said  commissioners, 
or  any  one  or  more  of  them,  appointed  by  this  act  to  open  a 
book  for  the  subscription  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  compa- 
ny, shall  procure  a  book,  and  the  subscribers  to  the  stock  of 
said  company  shall  enter  into  the  following  obligation  in  said 
book,  to-wit:  ^'  We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed] 
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do  respecftvely  promiee  to  pay  to  the  president,  direotora, 
and  company  of  the  Parker's  Mill  Tampike  Road  Compa- 
ny, the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  share 
of  stock  in  said  company  set  opposite  to  our  names,  In  such 
manner  and  proportions,  and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  re- 
quired by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company." 
Which  amount  shall  be  collectable  in  the  proper  courts. 

$  4.  The  book  of  subscription  of  said  stock  shall  remain 
open  until  the  whole  of  the  capital  stock  shall  have  been 
taken,  or  enough  to  complete  the  road;  and  persons  may 
subscribe  at  any  time  until  the  book  is  closed. 

§  5.  So  soon  as  one  hundred  and  twenty  shares  in  said 
company  be  subscribed,  It  shalfbe  the  duty  of  said  com- 
missioners, or  some  one  of  them,  to  give  notice  of  a  meet- 
ing of  the  stockholders  of  said  Company,  to  meet  in  the 
city  of  Lexington  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  officers,  said 
notices  to  be  put  up  at  three  of  the  most  public  places  on 
the  contemplated  road  ten  days  previous  to  said  meeting; 
at  which  election  at  least  two  of  said  commissioners  shall 
be  present,  who  shall  proceed  to  take  the  votes,  by  ballot, 
in  person  or  by  proxy,  of  said  stopkholders,  each  Stockholm 
der  having  one  vote  for  every  share  so  held,  for  a  president 
and  five  directors,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year, 
and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified. 
The  time  and  places  for  all  elections,  after  the  first,  shall 
be  fixed  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  for 
the  time  being.

The  president  and 
directors  shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their . 
offices,  take  an  oath  before  some  justice  of  the  peace,  that 
they  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices  without  favor  or  affection  according  to.  the  best  of 
their  judgment.  After  being  qualified  they  shall  appoint 
a  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  nec- 
essary, who  shall  hold  his  or  their  offices  for  one  year,  and 
until  others  are  appointed,  but  removable  at  the  discretion 
of  the  president  and  directors.  The  treasurer  of  said  com- 
pany shall,  before  entering  into  the  duties  of  his  office, 
give  such  bond  and  security  and  penalty  as  the  president 
and  directors  may  desire — and  the  obligation  to  b^  made 
payable  to  them — conditioned  that  he  will  faithfully  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  treasurer  of  said  company,  and  that  he 
will,  when  called  on,  pay  the  amount  of  money  in  his  ^nds 
to  the  order  of  the  president  and  directors,  and  that  he  will 
perform  the  duties  required  of  him  by  the  by-laws  of  said 
company. 

§  6.  The  president  and  directors,  when  elected  and  quali- 
fied as  aforesaid,  shall  be  a  body  corporate  and  politic  in 
fact  and  in  law,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Parker's  mill 
turnpike  road  company,  and  by  the  same  name  shall  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  all  the  privileges  and  franchises  in- 
cident to  a  corporation;  and  shsdl  be  capable  of  taking  and 
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holding  their  said  capital  stock,  and  the  increase  and  prof> 
its  thereof,  and  of  purchasing,  taking,  and  holding  to  them 
and  their  successors  and  assigns,  and  of  selling,  transfer- 
ing,  and  conveying  in  fee  simple,  all  such  lands,  tenements, 
hereditaments,  and  estate,  real  and  personal,  as  shall  be 
necessary  to  them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  work;  and  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  de- 
fend and  be  defended  in  courts  of  record,  or  any  other  place 
whatever;  and  also  to  have  a  common  seal,  and  to  do  all 
and  every  other  matter  or  thing  which  a  body  politic  or 
corporate  may  lawfully  do. 

§  7.  The  said  president  and  directors,  upon  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  their  offices,  may  call  upon  the  stockholdem 
for  the  payment  of  such  sums  on  each  share  and  at  such 
times  as  they  in  their  discretion  may  deem  expedient. 

§  6.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  hold  any  office  in  this 
company  who  is  not  a  stockholder  at  the  time  of  election; 
and  if,  after  an  election,  any  officer  of  said  company  shall 
cease  to  hold  stock,  his  office  shall  be  considered  vacant, 
and  the  remaining  portion  of  the  board  shall,  by  appoint- 
ment, fill  such  vacancy  until  the  regular  annual  election. 
A  miyority  of  votes  cast  shall  elect. 

^  9.  The  president  and  directors  first  chosen  shall  de- 
liver a  certificate,  signed  by  the  president,  and  countersign- 
ed by  the  treasurer,  and*  sealed  with  the  seat  of  the  corpo- 
ration, to  each  shareholder  for  each  share  by  him  or  her 
subscribed  and  held,  which  certificate  shall  be  transferable 
on  the  books  of  said  company  in  person  or  by  attorney; 
but  no  share  shall  be  transferred  until  all  arrearages  are 
paid  thereon. 

§  10.  The  president  may  call  meetings  of  the  directory 
at  such  times  and  places  as  he  may  think  proper;  a  ma- 
jority of  all  the  directors  shall  be  necessary^for  the  trans- 
action of  business.  They  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  their 
proceedings,  to  be  entered  in  a  book  provided  for  that 
purpose,  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  president,  and  in 
case  of  his  absence  the  directors  shall  elect  one  of  their 
own  number  jDro  tempore;  and  they  may  adjourn  from  time 
to  time  as  they  think  proper. 

$  11.  The  president  and  directors  have  the  right,  and  are 
hereby  authorized  to  take  the  consent,  in  writing,  of  any 
and  all  persons  who  may  be  disposed  to  grant  the  right  of 
way  for  said  turnpike,  the  use  of  rock  and  timber  for  build- 
ing .the  same,  without  charge;  which  being  so  given  shall  be 
binding  to  all  intents  and  purposes.  They  may  agree  vnth 
and  appoint  surveyors,  engineers,  superintendents,  artists, 
and  officers,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  carry  on  the 
work,  and  to  fix  their  salaries  and  wages;  and  to  do  all  such 
other  matters  and  things  as  by  this  charter  and  the  by-laws 
of  the  corporation  they  are  or  shall  be  required  to  do. 

§  12.  The  president  and  directors  are  hereby  authorized, 
together  with  the  surveyors  and  engineers,  &o.,  to  enter  in

and  opoQ  the  lands  and  inclosares,  public  roads  and  high-  1854. 
vraysjin,  through,  and  over  which  said  intended  road  may 
be  thought  proper  to  pass,  and  examine  and  survey  the 
ground  for  the  purposes  here  intended,  and  to  examine  the 
quarries,  beds  of  stone  and  gravel,  and  other  materials 
necessary  for  the  construction  of  the  said  road. 

§  13.  If  any  stockholder  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  cuuonatock; 
his  proportion  of  the  stock,  for  thirty  days  after  the  time  *«ii««»n«n«»«- 
set  for  the  payment  thereof,  every  such  stockholder,  in  ad- 
dition, shall  pay  at  die  rate  of  one  percent,  per  month  on 
the  installments  so  called  from  the  time  the  call  was  made 
for  every  delay  of  such  payment;  and  if  such  payment 
ahall  be  delayed  six  months  after  the  time  set  for  payment, 
such  delinquent  shall  forfeit  such  share  or  shares  to  the 
corporation,  together  with  all  that  may  have  been  paid 
thereon;  and  the  president,  by  order  of  the  directors, 
shall  sell  the  ^aid  share  or  shares  at  public  auction,  having 
given  ten  days  notice:  Frovidedy  the  same  will  bring  the 
balance  due  on  said  share  or  shares:  And  provided,  that 
no  stockholder  shall  vote  at  any  election,  or  be  entitled  to 
any  of  the  rights  of  a  member  of  said  corporation,  unless 
the  whole  amount  due  and  paj'ble  as  aforesaid,  on  the  share 
or  shares  by  him  or  her  held,  shall  have  been  paid  agreea- 
bly to  the  requisitions  of  the  president  and  directors. 

§  14.  When  the  right  of  way  or  for  materials  cannot  be    Materitu. 
obtained  by  contract,  the  same  may  be  condemned  under 
the  provisions  of  sections  29,30.31,  and  32,  of  chapter 
103  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  entitled,  '^turnpike  and  plank 
roads," 

§  15.  When  five  miles  of  said  road  shall  be  completed,  Gtte  to  be  o. 
the  said  company  may  construct  and  erect  a  turnpike  gate,  ^"^' 
and  for  each  mile  of  road  made  thereaflef^they  may  charge 
toH  proportionably;  and  they  may  have  gates  at  each  five 
miles,  or  charge  tolls  for  each  five  miles  their  road  may  be 
traveled,  should  they  find  it  necessary  to  locate  gates  at 
shorter  distance  than  five  miles,  or  a  less  number  than  one 
each  five  miles. 

$  16.  The  width  of  grade,  and  rock  to  be  put  on  said      De^inptioii  o( 
road,  shall  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  president  and    ■'<^*<'' 
directors;  also,  the  elevation  of  said  proposed  road. 

§  17.  That  if  any  person,  with  intent  to  defraud  the  com-  pemity  ror 
pany  aforesaid,  pass  through  any  private  gate  or  bars,  d«'>^»ding. 
or  along  or  over  any  grounds  or  lands  near  to  or  adjoining 
the  said  road,  so  as  purposely  to  avoid  paying  toll,  or  shall 
practice  any  device  to  defraud  the  just  payment  of  the  toll, 
by  entering  or  traveling  upon  said  road  with  any  animal, 
or  burthen  wagon,  or  other  vehicle,  and  avoiding  the  toll 
gate  or  gates,  by  turning  out  in  by-paths  and  private  ways, 
so  as  to  defraud  said  company  thereby,  such  person  or  per- 
sons BO  ofiending,  shall,  for  every  such  ofiense,  forfeit  and 
pay  to  the  president  and  directors  the  sum  of  five  doUai^, 
reooverable  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  in  like  manner 
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1854*        as  other  debts  of  equal  amount,  in  the  jiame  of  the  presi- 
"■"""   dent  and  directors. 

§  IS.  The  president  and  directors  shall  keep  a  fair   and 

AcGouBtstoiM   correct  account  of  all  moneys  which  shall  he  received  by 

^*P^'  them  from  the  subscribers  of  said  company;  also  of  all 

moneys  expended  by  them  in  the  prosecution  of  said  work; 
and  all  costs,  charges,  and  expenses  of  said  road  shall  be 
paid  and  discharged,  and  the  sum  total,  when  ascertained, 
shall  be  entered  on  the  books  of  the  treasurer.    The  afore- 
said officers  shall,  at  the  end  of  every  six  months  after  the 
first  portion  of  said  road  shall  be  completed  and  every  six 
months  thereafter,  make  out  a  balance  sheet  for  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  stockholders,  and  make  dividends  of  the  clear 
profits,  if  any,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  stockholders.  The 
said  president  and  directors  shall  cause  printed  bills  of  the 
rates  of  toll  to  be  posted  up  on  or  near  the  toll  gates  on 
said  road. 
§  19.  The  president  and  directors  shall  take  bond  with 
Bonds  to  be   good  security  from  the  toll  gate  keepers,  and  other  persons 
{ttokM^ud    employed  by  them,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties 
othere.  iq  them  'respectively  committed  or  assigned,  which  bonds 

they  may  cause  to  be  renewed  whenever  they  may  deem 

necessary,  and  shall  be  payable  to  the  president  and  direc* 

tors,  and  company,  as  aforesaid 

§  20.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  direc- 

May  ptfi  vy-    tors  of  the  aforcsaid  company,  for  the  more  perfect  good 

**^f  government  of  the  same,  to  make  any  set  of  by-laws  not 

inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  the  consti- 
tution and  laws  of  the  state  of  Kentucky.    The  rate^  of 
toll  shall  be  the  same  as  charged  by  the  Lexington,  Ver- 
sailles, and  Frankfort  turnpike  road  company,  or  as  regu- 
lated by  provisions  of  the  general  turnpike  road  laws.

CHAPTER  1007. 

AN  ACT  to  ineorporate  the  Springdale  and  Tolletboro'  Turnpike  Oois- 

pany. 

§  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Creneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky^  That  a  company  is  hereby  incorporated  to 
construct  a  turnpike  road,  on  the  macadams  plan,  from  the 
angle  of  the  road  at  Glasscock  and  Eversoles's  8tore»  in 
the  town  of  Springdale,  Mason  county,  to  the  town  of 
Tollesboro',  in  Lcswis  county,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Springdale  and  T'oUesboro'  turnpike  road  company,  which, 
by  that  name  and  style,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  all  the 
conrts  of  this  con  iponwealth,  and  have  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  alter  or  amend  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  ten 
thousand  doUavi,,  to  be  divided  into  shares  pf  fifty  dollars 
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each,  and  each  share  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one  vote  in        1854, 

all  the  meetings  of  tjie  stockholders.  '      "       ^^■ 

§  3.  That  Hezekiah  Jenkins,  William  Tully,  Thomas 
Glasscock,  in  and  near  Springdale,  Mark  Wallingford, 
David  Teaga  and  James  Boyd,  in  and  near  Tollesbbro') 
are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  open  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  at  such  times 
and  places  as  they,  or  any  four  of  them,  may  deem  expe- 
dient; and  so  soon  as  four  thousand  dollars  of  stock  is  * 
subscribed  by  individuals,  companies,  and  corporations, 
the  said  commissioners,  or  any  four  of  them,  shall  give 
ten  days  proper  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  meet- 
ing of  the  stockholders  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  presi- 
dent and  six  directors  for  said  company,  a  majority  of 
whom,  and  their  successors  in  office,  shall  be  competent  to 
do  all  acts  necessary  to  the  operation  of  this  act  under  the 
authority  hereby  given  to  said  president  and  directors. 
The  management  of  the  fiscal  and  prudential  concerns  of 
the  company  shall  belong  to  the  president  and  directors, 
and  their  successors,  who  shall  be  chosen  annually,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  the  president  and  directors  may  appoint, 
and  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  shall  be 
appointed. 

§  4.  That  no  person  shall  be  eligible  as  president  or  di- 
rector of  said  company,  who  is  not  the  owner,  in  his  own 
right,  of  at  least  one  share  of  stock;  and  any  president  or 
director  ceasing  to  be  the  owner  of  stock  to  that  amount, 
shall  cease  to  be  a  president  or  director ;  and  the  board  of 
directors  shall  from  time  to  time  fill  all  vacancies  occur- 
ring in  their  body,  composed  of  the  president  and  six  di- 
rectors. 

§  5.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  appoint  all  officers 
necessary  to  the  proper  completion,  operation,  and  man- 
agement of  said  road,  to  prescribe  their  duties,  to  remove 
them  at  pleasure,  and  they  may  take  security  of  all  their 
officers  and  agents  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  doty,  upon 
such  conditions  and  terms,  and  in  such  manner,  as  they 
may  choose. 

$  6.  The  said  commissioners  shall  procure  a  suitable 
book  or  books,  and  the  subscribers  to  the  stock  of  said  com- 
pany shall  enter  into  the  following  obligation  therein  : 
*'We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  do  promise  to 
pay  to  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Springdale  and 
Tollesboro'  turnpike  road  company  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars 
for  each  share  of  stock  set  opposfte  to  or  in  conjunction 
with  our  names,  in  such  manner  and  proportion,  and  at 
such  times  as  shall  be  required  by  the  said  president  and 
directors,  and  in  accordance  with  the  act  of  the  general 
assembly  incorporating  said  company.  Witness  our  bands 
this day  of ." 

§  7.  The  said  road  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty  feet  wide» 
and  the  macadamized  part  thereof  shall  not  be  less  than 
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1854.        sixteen  feet  wide;  and  the  road  shall  b^  graded  at  an 
:  elevation  not  to  exceed  four  degrees  in  any  part  of  it. 

§  8.  Whenever  two  and  a  half  miles  of  said  road,  con- 
tinuouely,  are  completed,  the  president  and  directors  may 
erect  a  toll  gate  thereon  at  which  they  may  collect  half  the 
toll  to  which  they  are  entitled  at  each  gate  according  to 
the  following  section  of  this  act. 

§  9.  Whenever  five  miles  of  the  road  are  completed, 
they  may  erect  a  toll  gate  and  collect  toll  thereon  accord- 
ing to  the  rate  of  toll  now  collectable  for  that  distanoSt 
on  the  turnpike  road  from  Maysville  to  Lexington.  And 
when  the  whole  road  is  completed  the  rates  of  toll  and 
rules,  and  laws  with  regard  to  tolls,  and  location  of  gates, 
shall  be  the  same  as  now  exist  by  law  on  the  said  road 
from  Maysville  to  Lexington  :  Provided  however,  that  the 
gate  nearest  the  end  of  the  road  terminating  at  the  Ohio 
river  may  be  placed  within  one-half  mile  of  that  end. 

§  10.  That  said  board,  by  their  name  and  style,  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  with  all  the  privileges  and  fran- 
chises incident  to  such  corporations,  and  shall  be  capable 
of  taking  and  holding  their  capital  stock  and  its  profits, 
and  of  purchasing,  receiving,  and  holding  to  them' and  their 
successors  and  assigns  all  such  lands,  tenements,  heredita- 
ments, and  estate  of  every  kind,  as  shall  be  necesnary  to 
them  in  the  making  and  management  of  their  road,  and  of 
selling,  transferring,  or  in  any  manner  disposing  of  the 
same. 

§  11.  If  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  the  above  anoiount  of 
capital  stock  is  not  sufiicient,  the  board  may  increase  the 
same  to  such  amount  as  shall  be  required  for  the  comple- 
tion of  thtt  road. 

§  12.  The  board  shall  give  a  certificate,  signed  by  the 
president  and  countersigned  by  the  treasurer,  and  sealed 
by  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  to  each  person  for  every 
share  by  him  subscribed  and  held,  which  certificate  shall 
be  transferable  on  the  books  of  said  corporation  in  person 
or  by  attorney,  but  no  share  shall  be  transferred  until  all 
calls  and  arrearages  are  paid  thereon.  The  original  cer- 
tificate of  the  share  or  shares  transferred  shall  be  surrend- 
ered and  a  new  certificate  issued  to  the  purchaser,  who 
shall  become  a^member  of  said  corporation  and  be  entitled 
to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  original  owner. 

§  13.  The  president  may  call  meetings  of  the  board  at 
such  times  and  places  as  he  may  think  proper,  but  a  ma- 
jority of  all  the  members  of  the  board  shall  be  necessary 
for  the  transaction  of  business.  A  record  of  all  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  board  shall  be  kept  in  a  suitable  book,  and 
they  shall  be  signed  by  the  president.  In  the  absence 
from  a  meeting  of  the  directors,  of  the  regular  president, 
they  may  choose  a  president  pro  tempore  and  transact  bas- 
iness  jost  as  if  he  were  present. 

§  14.  That  the  powers  and  privileges,  rules  and  regola* 
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tiona  given  to  th^  Monntaterling  and  Maysville  turnpike  1854. 
road  company,  in  the  twelfth,  thirteenth,  fourteenth,  fif- 
teenth,  sixteenth,  and  twenty-second  section  of  the  act  by 
which  that  company  was  incorporated,  approved  January 
29th,  1836,  are  hereby  given  and  allowed  to  this  company: 
Provided^  that  all  such  rights  and  privileges  in  the  case  of 
this  company,  shall  be  exercised  and  enforced  according  to 
the  rules  and  modes  of  law  now  in  force  in  such  cases  in 
this  commonwealth. 

^15.  If  at  any  time  the  road  shall  be  out  of  repair  for 
ten  days,  any  person  may  require  a  justice  of  the  peace 
of  the  county,  through  which  the  portion  of  the  road  un- 
repaired may  run,  to  inspect  such  portion ;  and  upon  in- 
specting the  same  and  receiving  proof  that  it  has  been  out 
of  repair  for  ten  days,  the  justice  shall  by  written  order  to 
the  treasurer  or  president,  direct  that  no  toll  shall  be  re- 
ceived on  that  part  of  said  road,  at  either  gate  nearest  to 
it,  until  it  is  properly  repaired;  if  any  toll  is  taken  or  de- 
manded at  either  of  said  gates,  afler  the  delivery  of  such 
order  until  therepair  is  made,  the  company  shall  pay  the 
sum  of  jQve  dollars  for  every  such  taking  or  demand,  re- 
coverable by  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  person  making  the 
application  to  the  justice,  and  in  such  manner  as  other 
debts  of  like  amount  are :  Provided^  that  sufficient  time 
has  elapsed  after  the  delivery  of  the  order,  for  the  toll  gate 
keepers  to  be  informed  of  such  delivery.  And  the  justice 
shall  be  allowed  one  dollar  for  such  inspection,  for 
which  the  person  shall  be  liable  who  may  require  the  in- 
spection. 

^  16.  The  commissioners  appointed  to  open  books  for  the 
taking  of  stock,  or  any  of  them,  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  take  releases  of  titles,  and  the  right  of 
way  from  all  persons  through  whose  lands  or  grounds  said 
road  may  pass,  and  also  a  grant  or  gift  of  all  such  mater- 
ials and  tUngs  as  may  be  necessary  to  construct  or  repair 
said  road,  or  as  may  be  necessary  to  it  in  any  manner. 

$  17.  This  act  shall  go  into  effect  immediately  after  its 
approval.

AN  ACT  to  inoorporate  the  Bardstovn  Railroad  Companj. 

§  1.  Be  it  enactedby  the  Oenend  Assembly  of  the  Common' 
w&dth  of  Kentucky y  That  Charles  Nourse,  J.  Wood  Wilson,  niiMionen.'tnd 
Dvi  A.  Matttngly,  J.  M.  Doom,  Jo.  Hart,  E.  B.  Smith,  Frank  ^n  bookn.^^  ^ 
Queen,  C.  A.  Wickliffe,  R.  L.  Wickliffe,G.  W.  Hite,Thos. 
Linthicum,  and  L.  McKay,  be  and  they  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed commissionera,  under  the  direction  of  whom,  or 
any  three  of  them,  subscriptionB  may  be  reeeived  to  the 
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capital  stock  of  the  Bardstown  Railroad  Company,  which 
is  hereby  incorporated ;  and  they  may  cause  books  to  be 
opened  at  sach  times  and  places  as  they  may  direct,  for 
the  parpose  of  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock 
of  said  company,  after  having  given  such  notice  of  die 
times  and  places  of  opening  the  same  as  they  may  deem 
proper ;  and  if  such  a  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company  as  is  necessary  to  its  incorporation  shall  not 
have  been  obtained,  said  commissioners,  or  a  migority  of 
them,  may  cause  the  said  books  to  be  opened,  and  kept 
open  from  time  to  time,  and  at  such  places  as  may  aeem 
expedient,  until  the  sum  necessary  for  the  incorporation 
shall  be  suscribed :  Provided^  that  any  subscription,  tend- 
ered at  any  time  or  place  other  than  that  advertised  by 
the  commissioners,  if  accepted  by  them,  shall  be  as  valid 
against  the  party  subscribing,  as  if  received  at  the  time  or 
place  advertised ;  and  if  any  of  said  commissioners  shall 
die,  resign,  or  refuse  to  act  during  the  continaance  of  the 
duties  devolved  upon  them  by  this  act,  another  may  be 
appointed  in  his  stead  by  the  remaining  commissioners,  or 
a  majority  of  them. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  Bardstown  Railroad 
Company  shall  be  three  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars 
in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  which  may  be  sob- 
scribed  by  any  individual  or  corporation;  and  as  soon  as 
five  hundred  shares  of  said  capital  stock  shall  be  subscrib- 
ed, the  subscribers  of  said  stock,  their  successors  and  as- 
signs, shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be  incor- 
porated into  a  company,  b}"  the  name  of  the  Bards- 
town and  Louisville  Railroad  Company,  and  by  that 
name  shall  be  capable  of  purchasing,  holding,  selling, 
leasing,  and  conveying,  real  estate,  not  exceeding  five 
thousand  acres,  and  personal  and  mixed  estate,  so  far  as 
the  same  may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  the  corpora- 
tion, and  no  farther ;  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession ; 
and  by  said  corporate  name  shall  sue  and  be  sued,  and 
may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  shall  have 
power  to  alter  or  renew  at  pleasure,  and  shall  have  and 
enjoy  all  of  the  rights  and  privileges  which  other  corpor- 
ate bodies  may  lawfully  do. 

§  3.  That  at  every  subscription  of  stock  there  shall  be 
paid,  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  to  said  commbsioners,  or 
their  agents  appointed  to  receive  such  subscriptions,  either 
in  money  or  a  note  negotiable  or  payable  at  some  bank  in 
this  state,  as  said  commissioners  may  elect,  at  sixty  days 
or  longer  at  the  option  of  the  commissioners  or  their  agents, 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  on  every  share  subscribed ;  and  the 
residue  thereof  shall  be  paid  in  such  installments,  and  at 
such  time,  as  may  be  required  by  the  board  of  directors  of 
said  company :  Providedy  no  payment  shall  be  demanded 
until  at  least  thirty  days  public  notice  of  such  demand 
shall  have  been  given  by  said  board  of  directors,  by  a  pub- 
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lication  in  one  or  more  or  the  newspkpers  published  in  the         1854. 
city  of  Louisville  and  in  Bardstown;  nor  shall  more  than    ' 
fifl^  per  cent,  of  each  share  of  stock  be  called  for  in  one 
year;  but  if  the  exigencies  of  the  company  should  require 
the  payments  of  the  stock  to  be  made  more  rapidly  than 
is  provided  ior^  herein,  or  should  the  board  of  directors,  or 
a  m^ority  of  the  whole  number  elected  consider  it  expedi- 
ent, it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  borrow,  on  the  credit  of 
said  conipany,  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars; 
and  if  any  subscriber  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  pay  any  install- 
ment or  part  of  said  subscription,  demanded  according  to 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  the  same  may  be  recovered 
by  an  action  in  the  name  of  said  corporation,  against  such 
defaultingsubscriber, before  any  tribunalhaving  jurisdiction; 
of  such  cases  and  in  all  such  actions,  publications  as  directed 
in  this  section  shall  be  the  only  demand  necessary  to  ]}e 
proved ;  or,  in  case  such  failure  or  neglect  to  pay  any  in- 
stallment or  part  of  said  subscription,  demanded  according 
to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  continue  for   the 
space  of  sixty  days  next  after  the  time  the  same  shall  be 
due  and  payable,  the  board  of  directors  may,  in  their  dis- 
cretion, order  the  same  be  forfeited  to  the  company;  and 
they  may,  also,  sell  it  for  the  benefit  of  the   company, 
if  they  think  proper ;  but  the  said  board  of  directors,  by  a 
majority  of  the  whole,  may  *  remit  any  such  forfeiture,  on 
such  terms  a&they  may  think  proper :  And  provided  father  ^ 
that  it  shall  be  lawful  to  receive  subscriptions  to  ttie  capi- 
t€d  stock  of  this  company,  payable  in  contracts,  well  se- 
cured, to  build  such  parts  of  the  road,  or  to  perform  such 
work  in  the  construction  thereof,  as  may  be  accepted  by 
the  company. 

§  4.  That  at  the  Expiration  of  the  period  for  which  the  ,  orgauuiiiou  ^ 
books  are  first  opened,  if  five  hundred  shares  to  the  capital  "^^  ^^  company. 
stock  shall  have  been  subscribed,  or,  if  not,  as  soon  there- 
after as  the  same  shall  be  subscribed,  said  commissioners, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of  the 
subacribers,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  appoint, 
and  shall  give  at  least  twenty  days  public  notice  thereof 
in  some  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  published  in  the 
city  of  Louisville  and  in  Bardstown  ;  and  at  such  meetings, 
said  commissioners  shall  lay  the  subscription  books  before 
the  subscribers  then  and  there  present;  and  thereupon, 
said  subscribers  or  a  majority  of  them  then  present,  shall 
have  the  power  to  elect,  from  among  the  stockholders, 
seven  directors,  by  ballot,  to  manage  the  afiairs  of  said 
company ;  and  these  seven  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
shall  have  power  to  elect  a  president  of  said  company, 
either  from  among  the  directors  or  any  other  stockholder, 
and  of  allowing  such  compensation  for  his  services  as  they 
may  thipk  proper ;  and  in  such  elections,  and  on  all  other 
occasions  wherein  a  vote  of  the  stockholders  of  said  corn- 
is  to  be  taken,  each  stockholder  shall  be  allowed  one  vote 
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1854.  for  every  share  owned  by  it,  him,  or  her;  and  every  stock- 
holder  may,  in  writing,  depute  any  other  person  to  vote 
and  act  as  its,  his,  or  her  proxy ;  and  the  said  commui- 
sioners  aforesaid,  or  any  three  or  more  of  them,  shall  be 
the  judges  of  said  first  election  of  directors.

Hin^^  »*   al  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said  company,  exhibit  a 

clear  and  distinct  account  of  the  afiairs  of  said  company ; 
that  at  any  called  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  a  majority, 
in  value,  of  the  holders  of  th6  stock  subscribed  beng  pres- 
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ent,  may  demand  and  require  eimilar  statemenU  from  the 
president  and  directors,  wkose  duty  it  shall  be  to  furnish 
them  when  thus  required ;  and  that  at  all  general  meetings 
of  the  stockholders  in  said  company,  a  majority  of  them, 
in  value,  may  remove  from  office  the  president,  or  any  of 
the  directors,  and  fill  up  the  vacancy  thus  made,  in  the 
same  manner  that  they  could  do  at  their  annual  meet- 
ings.

late in  what  manner,  and  by  what  evidence,  stock  in  said 
company  may  be  transferred;  and  to  pass  all  by-laws 
which  they  may  dcenfi  necessary  or  proper  for  exercising 
the  powers  hereby  vested  in  said  company,  and  for  carry

§11.  That  if  the  capital  stock  of  said  company   shall

as  hereinbefore  prescribed. 
§  12.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company

same ;  and  if  they  cannpt  agree,  and  if  the  owner  or  own- 
ers or  any  of  them  be  a  feme  covert,  under  age,  non  compos 
mentis,  or  oyt  of  the  county  in  which  the  property  wanted 
may  lie,  where  such  lapd  or  materials  wanted  may  lie, 
Damages  may  application  may  be  made  to  any  justice  of  the  peace 
beiasaeeaed.        ^f  ^^^^  couuty,  who   shall  thcreupou   issuc  his  warrant, 

under  his  hand,  directed  to  the  sheriff  or  any  consta- 
ble of  such  county,  requiring  .him  to  summon  a  jury  of 
twenty  inhabitants,  not  related  nor  in  anywise  interested, 
to  meet  on  the  land,  or  near  the  property  or  materials  to 
be  valued,  on  a  day  named  in  said  warrant,  not  less  than 
ten  nor  more  than  twenty  days  after  the  issuing  of  the 
same ;  and  if,  at  the  time  and  place,  any  of  said  jurors  do 
not  attend,  said  sheriff  or  constable  shall  forthwith  sum- 
mon as  many  jurors  as  may  be  necessary,  with  the  jurors 
in  attendance  ;  find  from  them  each  party,  or,  if  not  pres-

where  said  owners,  &c.,  do  not  reside  in  the  county  afore- 
said, shall  entitle  said  company  to  the  estate,  and  interest 
in  the  same,  thus  valued,  as  fully  as  if  it  had  been  convey- 
ed to  it  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  same ;  and  the 
valuation  of  the  same,  if  not  received  when  tendered, 
may,  at  apy  time  thereafter,  within  ope  year,  be  received 
from  the  company  without  costs  or  interest,  by  the  owner 
or  owners,  his,  her,  their,  or  its  legal  representatives  or 
heirs. 

§  14.  That  whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said  com- 
pany to  have,  use,  or  occupy  any  lands,  materials,  or  other 
property,  in  order  to  the  construction  or  repairing  of  said 
road,  or  their  necessary  works  or  buildings,  the  president 
and  directors  of  said  company,  or  their  agents,  or  those 
contracting  with  them  for  constructing  or  repairing  the 
same,  may  immediately  take  and. use  the  same,  they  hav- 
ing first  caused  the  property  wanted  to  be  viewed  by  a  jury 
formed  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  prescribed ;  and  it  shall 
not  be  necessary,  after  such  view,  in  oxd^r  to  the  use  and 
occupation  of  tae  same,  to  wa^t  the.  issue  of  the  proceed- 
ings upon  such  view;  and  the  ia^uest  of  the  jury  after 
the  payment  or  tender  of  such  valuation  shall  be  a  bar  to 
all  actions  for  taking  and  using  mich  property,  whether 
began  before  or  after  such  confirmation,  or  we  payment  of 
said  valuation. 
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§  15.  That  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth  in  relation 
to  the  injury  or  obstraction  to  similar  roads,  and  to  the 
prosecution  of  those  injuring  such  road,  be  in  full  force 
with  regard  to  this ;  and  any  one  injuring  said  road  may 
be  subjected  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars, 
and  subject  also  to  indictment  by  the  grand  jury  o^  said 
county  wherever  said  offense  may  be  committed ;  and  the 
person  or  persons,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  confined 
in  the  penitentiary  not  less  than  six  months  nor  more  than 
four  years,  at  the  discretion  of  the  jury.

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CHAPTER  1009. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  county  of  Ballard  to  subscribe  to  the  eapital 
stock  of  the  Mobile  and  Ohio  Railroad  Compaoy. 

^  i.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commotio 
wealth  of  Kentitcky,  That  the  county  of  Ballard  be  and  is 
hereby  authorized  to  take  and  hold  stock  in  the  Mobile 
and  Ohio  railroad  company  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars :  Provided,  said  company  shall 
agree,  in  writing,  to  run,  contract,  and  complete  the  whole 
of  said  railroad  from  Mobile  so  as  to  make  the  terminus 
of  the  same  on  the  Mississippi  river  in  said  county,  and 
above  the  mouth  of  the  MayHeld  creek,  and  at  or  below 
the  mouth  of  the  Ohio  river:  And  provided  further,  thai 
the  amount  of  stock  subscribed  shall  be  expefided  upon 
said  railroad  in  said  county — said  county  to  pay  for  said 
stock  subscribed  under  this  act  in  the  bonds  of  said  county 
of  Ballard^  pa^'able  at  thirty  years  after  date,  with  interest 
at  eix  per  cent,  per  annum  thereon,  payable  semi-annually. 
The  said  subscription  shall  be  on  such  terms  and  condi- 
tions as  said  county  and  said  railroad  cbmpany,  in  writing, 
ma}'  agree  upon.     And  the  said  stock  so  subscribed,  and 
dividends  on  the  same  arising  from  said  road,  shall  stand 
pledged  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of 
said  bonds,  so  to  be  issued  as  aforesaid;  and  the  interest 
shall  be  applied  from  time  to  time  in  the  purchase  and 
withdrawal  of  said  bonds  in  such  manner  and  under  such 
regulations  as  said  parties  may  agree,  in  writing. 

§  2.  That  no  subscription  shall  be  made  under  the  first 
section  of  this  act  until  after  the  county  court  of  Ballard 
county  shall  have  passed  or  made  an  order  authorizing  the 
same  to  be  made,  and  prescribing  the  terms  and  condi 
tions  upon  which  it  is  proposed  such  subscription  and  pay- 
ment is  to  be  made  ^erefor;  and  if  it  is  proposed  to  pro- 
vide for  the  paymeVit  by  taxation,  such  order  shall  specify 
the  description  of  property  upon  which  the  tax  shall  be 
assessed  and  the  rate  per  cent,  of  said  tax ;  which  tax  shall 
be  levied  oneuch  property  as  may  be  subject  to  state  taxa- 
tion ;  nor  until  after  such  order  ahall  have  been  published 
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at  least  thirty  days  in  at  least  one  of  the  weekly  public 
newspapers'printed  in  Padacah,^nd  also  notice,  in  writing, 
is  given  by  the  shedff  of  said  county  at  each  election  pre- 
cinct or  place  of  voting  in  the  same  for  the  same  length  of 
time,  and  after  such  notice  and  publication,  provided  foi^ 
as  above,  the  question  as  to  such  subscription  by  said 
county  shall  be  submitted,  in  such  form  and  under  such 
regulations  as  may  be  provided  by  said  county,  to  a  vote 
of  the  voters  of  said  county  of  Ballard,  qualified  at  the 
time  of  such  voting  to  vote  for  members  of  the  general  as- 
sembly, at  the  usual  places  of  voting  in  said  county,  on 
the  fourth  Monday  in  May  next;  and  upon  such  submis- 
sion to  the  voters  aforesaid,  if  a  mi\jority  of  all  the  legal 
votes  in  said  county  shalh  be  cast  for  it,  then  the  county 
court  shall  make  such  subscription  on  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions set  forth  in  the  order  authorizing  the  same,  provid- 
ed s^id  railroad  company  shall  agree,  in  writing,  with  se- 
curity, to  expend  the  amount  subscribed  by  Raid  county 
upon  said  road  in  said  county,  and  not  otherwise. 

§  3.  That  should  any  part  of  the  principal  of  the  bonds 
of  the  county  of  Ballard,  given  in  payment  of  any  stock 
authorized  to  be  subscribed  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  be  paid  for  by  taxation  on  the  property  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  said  county,  or  those  having  property  therein, 
whether  residents  or  non-residents  of  said  county,  such 
tax  payers  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  a  cer- 
tificate of  stock  from  said  company  for  the  amount  of  tax 
90  paid  so  soon  as  he  or  she  shall  have  power,  for  a  full,  a 
half,  or  a  quarter  share,  or  shall  produce  transfers  from 
those  who  may  have  paid  portions  so  as  to  entitle  him  or 
them  to  a  full,  a  half,  oi:  a  quarter  share. 

§  4.  The  county  court  of  Ballard  county  shall  have  the 
right  to  have  an  annual  assessment  of  the  real  and  per- 
sonal estate  of  the  county  made  for  the  purpose  of  this  tax, 
and  to  appoint  assessors  and  collectors  of  the  same ;  and 
shall  make  the  collector  give  bond  with  approved  security 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty,  which  shall  re- 
quire them  to  pay  the  same,  as  collected,  upon  the  inter- 
est or  principal  pf  said  bonds  as  the  same  may  be  neces- 
sary. 

^  5.  In  making  the  assessment  for  said  railroad  tax,  the 
real  estate  and  slaves  shall  be  assessed,  and  each  person 
shall  give  in  oh  oath  the  amount  he  or  she  is  worth  over 
and  above  his  real  estate  and  slaves  after  the  payment  of 
his  debts;  and  if  any  person  shall  refuse  to' give  a  state- 
ment on  oath,  as  above  required,  the  assessor  shall  make 
a  just  estimate  and  return  the  same  atcordfng  to  the  best 
information  he  can  obtain. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  coudty  judge  atthe  court 
next  preceding  the  fourth  Monday  in  the  month  of  May, 
1854,  to  appoint  officers  to  hold  attd  conduct  said  election ; 
and  said  officers,  in  holding  said  election,  shallbe  govern- 
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ed  by  the  same  laws  and  be  responsible  for  the  same 
the  law  directs  as  in  cases  of  elections  of  members  of  tlie 
general  assembly  of  this  state,  both  in  holding  said  el 
tion  and  returning  the  poll  books  of  the  same.

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CHAPTER  1010.    . 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  oitj  of  Hiekman  to  ftubMriba  stock  ia  th«  Hick- 
man Marine  Bailway  Company,  and  in  the  Hickman  and  Obion  Railxoftd 
Company. 

§  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky^  That  the  mayor  and  council  of  the  city 
of  Hickman  shall  be  and  are  hereby  vested  with  power  and 
authority  to  subscribe  fifteen  thousand  dollars  to  the  stock 
of  the  Hickman  marine  railway  and  dock  company,  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars  to  the  Hickman  and  Obion  railroad 
company,  and  pay  for  said  stock  in  the  bonds  of  the  city 
of  Hickman — tne  first  fifteen  thousand  dollars  payable  to 
the  Hickman  marine  railway  and  dock  company  at  ten 
years  after  date,  and  the  last  fifty  thousand  dollars  paya- 
ble to  the  Hickman  and  Obion  railroad  company  at  thUty 
years  after  date.     All  of  said  bonds  to  bear  six  per  cent. 
per  annum  thereon,  payable  half  yearly;  the  said  subscrip- 
tion to  be  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  city  and  re- 
spective companies,  in  writing,  may  agree  upon ;  and  the 
stock  and  dividends  in  the  respective  companies  shall  stand 
pledged  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  and  principal  of 
the  bonds  issued  to  such  company,  and  the  surplus  of  divi- 
dends on  such  stock,  after  paying  the  interest,  shall  be  ap- 
plied from  time  to  time  in  the  purchase  and  withdrawal  of 
said  bonds  in  such  manner  and  under  such  regulations  and 
directions  as  the  respective  companies   may  in  such  writ- 
ing agree;  and  said  writing  shall  also  stipulate  how  the  in- 
terest on  said  bonds  shall  be  raised,  until  the  dividends  on 
the  stock  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest. 

^  2.  That  no  subscription  shall  be  made  under  this  act 
until  after  the  mayor  and  council  of  the  city  of  Hickman 
shall  have  passed  an  ordinance  authorizing  the  same  to  be 
made,  and  prescribing  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which 
it  is  proposed  to  make  such  subscriptions  and  payment 
therefor;  and  if  it  is  proposed  to  provide  for  the  payment, 
in  the  event  that  the  dividends  do  not  pay,  by  taxation,  such 
ordinance  shall  specify  the  descriptions  of  property  upon 
which  the  tax  shall  be  assessed,  and  the  rate  per  cent,  of 
said  tax ;  which  tax  shall  be  levied  on  such  property  as 
may  be  subject  to  state  taxation;  nor  until  such  ordinance 
shall  have  been  published  at  least  fifteen  d^ys  by  posting

and  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  provided  by  said 
mayor  and  council,  to  a  vote  of  all  the  qnaliiied  voters  of 
said  city,  and  all  qualified  voters  resident  in  the  county  6f    . 
Fnlton,  and  owning  real  estate  in  said  city,  shall  be  per- 
mitted  to  vote  on  the  above  proposition;  and  if  after  a

qualified  voters  hereby  authorized  ^o  vote  shall  vote  for  it, 
then  the  mayor  and  council  of  said  city  shall  make  such 
subscription  on  the  terms  and  conditions  set  forth  ia  the 
ordinanceauthorizing  the  same ;  otherwise,  they  shall  not.

.  §  3.  That  should  any,  part  of  the  principal  or  interest  of     wban  cmm- 
the  bonds  of  the- city  of  Hickman,  given  in  payment  of  «^*^«»*y^»>»'i- 
any  stock  authorized  to  be  subscribed  under  the.  provisions 
of  this  act,  and  paid  for  by  taxation  on  the  property  of  the . 
inhabitants  of  said  city,  or  those  having  property  therein^ 
then,  in  all  such  cases,  all  the  stock  obtained  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  interest  and  of  the  principal  shall  be  divided 
pro  rata  amongst  those  paying  the  tax,  and  such  tax  pay- 
ers shall  be!  entitled  to  demand  ai^d  receive  a  certificate  so 
soon  as  he  shall  have  paid  for  a  full,  half,  or  a,  quarter  share 
of  said  stock,  or  shall  produce  transfers'  from  those  who 
have  paid  portions,  so  as  to  entitle  him  to  a.  full,  half,  or  a 
quarter  share.

§  5.  In  making  assessment  for  the  railroad  tax,  all  prop-      wutt  prMr- 
erty  tailed  iihall  be  given  in  under  the  same  rules  and  peg-    ISSl^*^^* 
ulations  required  in  giving  in  taxable  property  for*  state 
revenue,  and  the  assessor  is  vested  with  ^the  same  power, 
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rights,  and  under  the  same  responsibilitiaa  as  the  oountjr 
assessor  in  said  connty;  and  the.- collector  appointed  by  the 
»aid  council  shall  be  vested  with  the  same  power,  rights* 
and  authority  to  collect  the  said  tax  as  the  sheriff  of  tke 
county  is  vested  with  in  the  collection  of  state  revenae, 
and  shall  be  under  the  same  liabilities  and  subject  to  the 
same  penalties  or  damages  for  a  failure  or  neglect  of  his 
duty  as  the  sheriff  of  said  county  is  under  for  ftuling  to 
collect  and  account  for  the  state  revenue. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately  after  its  pas- 
sage.

and  their  residence  if  known,  and  whether  they  are  adults 
or  infants;  and  it  ahal^  be  the  doty  of  the  clerk  of  such 
county  court  to  issue  a  snmnaons  against  all  such  owners, 
to  show  cause  why  the  grant  of  the  right  of  way,  or  use  oi 
such  lands  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  shall  not  be  made  on 
the  payment  of  the  balance,  if  any,  of  the  value  of  the 
land  so  reported;  and  upon  the  service  of  such  summons 
upon  the  owner,  if  in  the  county,  and  if  not,  upon  the 
agent  in  the  county,  if  such  owner  have  any,  ten  days,  the 
county  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  on  said  report  to  order 
the  balance,  if  any,  of  the  assessed  value  of  the  l&ndto  be 
paid*  and  a  grant  of  the  right  of  way  or  use  of  the  land 
for  the  purpbses  aforesaid  to  be  executed  to  the  company 
by  a  commissioner  to  be  appointed  by  the  court  for  that 
purpose :  Provided^  that  if  the  owner  is  out  of  the  county,  ^ 
and  have  no  known  agent  in  the  same,  it  shnll  be  laVirful 
to  send  the  summons  to  any  county  in  the  state,  where  the 
owner  or  his  authorized  agent  may  be ;  but  if  said  owner 
be  not  a  resident  of  this  state,  and  hdve  np  known  agent 
in  it,  the  court  shall  make  an  order  of  appearance  by  a 
day  named,  not  less  than  four  weeks,  and  appoint  an  at- 
torney to  correspond  with  the  owner  and  defend  for  him  ;

proprietcNT — ^first  deducting  therefrom  the  amount  of  esti- 
mated advantage  so  asiftessed — ^to  be  paid  upon  the  taking 
of  the  same  by  said  company;  and  the  court  shall  have  the 
right  to  grant  to  either  party  a  new  trial  for  the  same  caus- 
es for  which  new  trials  are  ordinarily  granted  at  law : 
and  either  patty  may  appeal  or  take  a  writ  of  error;  but 
no  appeal  or  writ  •f' error  shall  prevent  the  company  from

Provided,  that  if  the  president  and  directors  of  said  com- 
pany, aftf  r  having:  selected  a  route  for  said  railway  or  iti» 
bi^^anches,  find  any  obstacle  to  continuing  said  looatioa, 
either  by  the  difficulty  of  construction  or  procuring  rigfat  of 
way  at  reasonable  cost,  or  whenever  a  cheaper '  or  better 
route  can  be  had,  they  shall  have  power  to  vary  the  roate. 
and  change  the  location. 

§  13.  That  so  soon  as  the  company  shall  have  complet- 
ed five  miles  of  said  road  at  any  one  point  continuooaly, 
they  may   commence  and    prosecute  their   business    as 
though. the  whole  work  were  completed;  and  they  shall 
have  the  right  and  power  to  charge  and  collect  for  toll,  and 
the  transportation  of  persons  and  property  of  any  kind 
along  said  railway  or  its  branches,  any  sum  or  rates  which 
the  president  and  directors  may  from  time  to  time  estab- 
lish; Provided^  the  rates  do^  not  exceed  the  following,  to-wit: 
On  all  goods,  merchandise,  qt  property  of  any  description, 
transported  by  them,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  and  a  half 
cents  per  mile  for  toll;  five- cents  per  ton  per  mile  for  trans- 
portation, and  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  not 
exceeding  four  cents  per  mile  for  aach  passenger. 

§  14.  That  the  said  president  and  directors  shall  annu- 
ally, or  semi-annually,  declare  and  make  such  dividend  as 
they  may  deem  proper,  of  the  net  profits  arising  from  the 
resources  of  said  company,  after  deducting  expenses,  to  be 
divided  among  the  stockholders  in  proportion  to  their  re- 
spective shares.

ty days  public  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the 
same,  which  shall  be  at  the  place  where  the  principal  of- 
fice of  said  company  is  kept,  named  in  such  advertise^ 
meats;  and  when  any  such  meetings  are  called. by  stock- 
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hoideni,  Uie  advertisdments  shall  specify  the  objects  of  the

county.

§  1.  Jkit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common' 
wealth  of  KetUucky^  That  a  company  under  the  name  and 
style  of  the  Canton  and  Oak  Ridge  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany be  formed,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  or  main- 
taining an  artificial  road  from  the  town  of  Canton,  in  Ken 
ton  county,  to  be  united  or  connected  with  the  Taylor  Mill 
Turnpike  Road  at  Thomas  Stephens',  provided  said^com- 

}>any  hereby  created  can  make  satisfactory  arrangements 
br  uniting  their  road  with  the  snid  Taylor  Mill  Road.  The 
authority  and  power  to  do  which  is  hereby  given  and  dele- 
gated to  both  of  said  companies. 

$  2.  The  capital  stock  of  ^aid  company  shall  be  thirty 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
each,  to  be  increased  if  the  necessities  of  the  company  re- 
quire it  by  the  president  and  directors. 

§  8.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  may  be 
opened  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  charter,  un- 
der the  direction  of  Thoniae  Stephens,  W.  M.  Coleman, 
Wm.  Boss,  T«  T.  Mann,  W.  P.  Reddtck,  and  A.  Caldwell, 
or  any  three  of  them,  at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be 
desigtiated  hj  them,  era  mi^fority  of  them,  by  first  giving 
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1854>        at  least  thirty,  days  notice  thereof  in  the  newapapers  of 
Kenton  county. 

§  4.  That  so  soon  as  sixty  shares  of  stock  are  aubscrib* 
ed,  it  shall  be  the  daty  of  the  commissioners,  or  snch  of 
them  as  may  ac%to  call  a  meeting  of  the  stoclchoiders  in 
the  town  of  Canton,  at  such  time  as  they  may  think  prop- 
er, fifteen  days  notice  thereof  being  first  gi^'en,  by  posting 
up  a  notice  to  that  eflTect  in  three  of  the  most  suitable 
places  for  giving  publicity  to  the  «ame,  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  a  president  and  six  directors ;  and  other  necessary 
officers  of  said  company  shall.be  appointed  by  the  direct- 
ors when  elected. 

§  5.  That  said  road  shall  not  exceed  forty  feet  in  width. 
The  artificial  part  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty  feet  in 
width,  and  its  greatest  elevation  shall  not  exceed  five  de- 
grees, and  the  part  covered  witb  stone  shall  not  exceed 
fifteen  feet,  and  the  stone  shall  be  full  nine  inches  in 
depth. 

§  6.  That  the  president  and  directors  ot  said  company 
shall  fix  the  location  ot  said  road  on  the  route  they,  in  their 
judgment,  may  deem  most  advisable  and  condueiye  to  the 
interest  of  said  company ;  and  the  officers  of  said  compa- 
ny shall  have  all  the  power  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
ends  and  objects  of  this  charter  to  condemn  real  estate  for 
the  purposes  of  the  road.

five  miles  of  each  other.  The  number  of  vote^  to  which 
each  stockholder  may  be  entitled  shall  be  according  to  the 
number  of  shares  he  shall  hold;  and  after  the  first  election 
for  president  and  directors  and  other  officers,  the  annual 
election  for  said  officers  shall  take  place  annually  at  the 
town  of  Canton  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May. 

§  9.  That  sections  7,  8,  0,  10,  13, 14,  15,  16,  17,  18,  19, 
20,  21,*  22,  23,  24,  23,  26,  27,  28,  30,  31,  32,  33,  34,  of  the 
charter  of  the  Covington  and  Taylor  Mill  Road  Turnpike 
Company  be  and  they  are  hereby  made  applicable  to  and 
a  part  of  the  charter  of  the  Canton  and  Oak  Ridge  Tom- 
pike  Road  Company,  herein  adopted,  as  fully  as  if  hermn 
inserted.

§  1.  Be  it  enacted  bg  the  General  AseemUjfef  the  Gnpwmk- 
wMlth  of  Kentucky i  Thtat  a  company  shall  be  and  the  same 
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is  hereby  created  and  eatabliflbed,  under  the  name,  and 
style  of  the  Coacord,  Cabin  Creek,  and  Tolle^oro'  Tarn- 
pike  Road  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  an  arti- 
ficial road  from  Concord  to  ToUesboro',  in  the  county  of 
Lewis. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
twenty«five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  increased  or  diminished 
as  the  board  of  directors  may  think  best,  to  be  divided  into 
shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each.

^\,  Be  it  enacted  by  ifie  General  Assembly  of  Use  Common'- 
wealth  of  Kentucky ^  That  the  county  court  of  Hancock  conn- 
ty  shall  appoint  a  commissioner  to.  audita  and  settle  the 
accounts*  of  the  Hancock  Pond  Draining;  Company,  and 
make  a  final  settlement  of  the  company  accounts  with  the 
president  and  directors  thereof;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  president  and  directors  of  the  company^  on  applicatioo 
of  said  commissioner,  to  present  to  him  their  accounts, 
clearly  and  succinctly  setting  forth  the  amount  of  money 
received  by  them,  and  in  what  manner  the  same  had  been 
expended;  and,  if  necessary  or  desired  by  the  commission- 
er, a  full  report  of  the  transactions  of  the  company  from 
the  time  of  its  organization  up  to  the  date  of  settlement 
Said  commissioner  shall  adjust  and  balance  the  aoconnts 
of  the  oflicers  of  the  company,  and  make  a  full  report  of 
his  proceedings  to  the  county  court;  and  the  court  shall 
cause  the  same  to  be  noted  on  the  order  book,  and  file  the 
papers  in  the  clerk's  oflice  for  public  inspection  by  order  of 
the  court;  and  the  court  shall  make  an  allowance  to  tlie 
commissioner  for  his  services,  to  be  paid  by  the  president 
and  directors,  of  the  company  out  of  any  fuuds  in  their 
hands  or  under  their  control.

convenient  districts,  and  shall  appoint  an  overseer  of  the 
drains  in  each  flistrict. 

$  3.  The  overseers  of  drains  shall  from  time  to  time  in- 
spect the  company  drains  in  their  respective  districts.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owners,  occupants,  or  tenants  or 
agents  of  each  and  every  tract  of  land  within  the  bounds 
of 'said  company  to  keep  in  good  order  and  repair  and  free 
of  obstructions  all  company  drains  upon  their  respective 
tracts  of  land;  and  if  the  owner,  agent,  tenant,  or  occu- 
pant should  fail  or  reAise  to  keep  all  of  the  company  drains 
on  and  upon  their  respective  lands  in  good  order  and  re- 
pair and  free  from  obstructions,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
overseers  to  report  all  such  delinquents  to  the  county  court, 
and  the  court  shaH  appoint  some  person  to  put  all  ?uch 
drains  in  good  order  and  repair  and  remove  all  obstructions 
and  make  a  proper  allowance  for  such  services;  and  the 
amount  so  allowed  shall  be  a  tax  upon  the  lands.  The 
allowance,  including  costs,  shall  be  certified  to  the  sheriff

g^and  jury  for  any  failure  to  discharge  the  duties  imposed 
oh  them  by  this  act;  and  they,  and  also  the  overseers,  for 
any  failure,  refusal,  or  neglect  of  duty,  shall  be  subject  to 
the  same  fines  and  penalties,  upon  presentment  by  the 
grand  jury,  as  are  imposed  by  law  upon  the  overseers  of 
public  roads  within  this  state.

places,  nor  to  be  inconsistent  with  the  design  hereof.     The 
ground  so  dedicated  for  a  cemetery,  and  laid  off  for  such 
purpose,  shall  not  be  subject  to  taxation,  nor  to  any  debt, 
judgment,  or  decree,  but  shall  forever  be  used  for  cemetery 
purposes  and  nonie  other.  •  The  company  may  enlarge  the 
ground  when  necessary  by  purchase  or  by  donation,  and 
may  receive  donations  and  bequests  for  the  use  of  the 
cemetery,  in  enlarging,  improving,  and  embelishing  the 
same,  but  shall  not  use  the  means  and  funds  thus  bestow- 
ed for. any  other  use  whatever,  except  the  corporation  may 
revoke  temporarv  investment  of  surplus  bonds. 

§  2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  the  purchase  of  the 
ground  for  the  cemetery,  the  corporation  may  receive  sub- 
scriptions and  give  certificates  of  stock  for  every  twenty- 
five  dollars  subscribed  an^d  paid,  which  shall  be  a  share, 
and  each  shareholder  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote  in  the 
election  of  trustees.  The  corporators,  ot  any'  five,  may 
receive  subscription,  call  and  superintend  the  joint  elec- 
tion of  trustees.  Seven  trustees  shall  be  elected  among 
the  shareholders,  who  will  hold  their  office  until  the  sue- 
ceeding  election.

^  I,  Be  it  enacted bj^  Uie  Geiteral  Assembly  of  the  Ccmmon- 
w&dth  of  Kentucky^  That  L.  W.  Powell,  Grant  Creen,  Joel 
Lambert,  A.  B.  Barrett,  F.  H.  Dallam,  and  C.  W.  Hatch- 
en,  of  the  town  of  Henderson,  L.  S.  Trimble,  L.  M.  Flour- 
noy,  Wm.  F.  Norton,  David  Watts,  Jas.  Campbell,  Wm. 
Smedley,  A.  Rankin,  Wm.  Nolln,  and  Wilson  Thompson, 
of  the  city  of  Paducah;  Wiilis  Hughes  and  Jeff.  Brown, 
of  the  county  of  Union,  with  such  other  i>ersons  as  shall 
associate  with  them  for  that  purpose,  are  constituted  a 
body  politic  aqd  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Paducah 
and  Henderson  Railroad  Company ;  by  that  name  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  any  court  of  this 
state ;  to  make  and  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same 
break,  alter,  and  renew  at  pleasure;  and  this  company  is 
hereby  vested  wit^i  all  powers,  privileges,  and  immunities 
which  are  or  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the 
purposes  and  objects  of  this  act,  hereinafter  set  forth;  and 
said  company  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  lo- 
cate, construct,  and  finally .  complete  a  railroad  or  way, 
with  as  many  sets  of  tracks  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
from  some  suitable  point  at  the  town  of  Paducah  to  some 
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point  at  or  near  tbe  town  of  Henderson,  Kentucky,  on  auch  1854. 
r  onte  as  shall  be  deemed  best  and  most  expedient ;  and 
transport,  take,  and  carry  property  and  persons  4»pon 
said  railroad  or  way,  by  the  power  and  force  of  steam,  of 
animals,  of  any  meohanical  or  other  power  or  oombination 
of  them  wiftich  said  company  may  choose  to  apply;  and  for 
the  purpose  of  ooaslrocting  said  raibroad  or  way,  the  s*aid 
company  is  hereby  authorized  to  lay  out  the  road,  not  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  feet  wide,  through  the  whole  length ; 
and  for  the  purpose  of  depots,  cuttings,  and  embankmeuts, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  necessary  turn-outs,  and  for  obtaining 
stone  and  gravel  may  take  as  much  more  land,  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  construction  and  security  of  said  road, 
with  permission  totnake  any  lawfiil  contract  with  any  other 
railroad  corporation  in  relation  to  the  business  of  said 
company,  and  also  to  make  Joint  stock  with  any  other 
railroad  corporation :  Prcmied^  that  all  damages  that  may 
be  occasioned  to  any  person  or  corporation  by  taking  of 
any  such  land  or  materials  aforesaid,  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid,  shall  be  paid  for  by  said  company  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  provided. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not 
exceed  one  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be 
divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  which  shai^s  shall 
be  deemed  personal  property,  and  may  be  transferred  in 
such  manner  and  at  such  places  as  the  by-laws  of  said

may  appoint,  for  the  choice  of  directors  of  said  cooipany ; 
and  in  all  meetings  of  the  stockholders  of  said  company, 
each  share  shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  one  vole,  whidi 
vote .  may  be  given  by  said  stockholder  in  person,  or  by 
lawful  proxy ;  and  the  annual  meetings  of  the  stockhold- 
ers of  said  company,  for  the  choice  of  directors,  shall  be 
holden  at  such  time  and  place  and  upon  such  notice  as  the 
said  company,  in  their  by-laws,  may  provide. 

§  6.  That  in  case  it  shall  so  happen  that  an  election  of 
directors  shall  not  be  made  on  any  day  appointed  by  the 
by-laws  of  said  company,  said  company  snail  not  for  that 
cause  be  deemed  to  be  dissolved,  but  such  election  may  be 
holden  on  any  day  which  shall  be  appointed  by  the  direct- 
ors of  said  company ;  and  said  directors  shall  have  power 
to  fill  any  vacancy  which  may  occur  by  death,  resigna- 
tion, or  otherwise. 

§  7.  That  the  directors  shall  have  full  power  to  make 
and  prescribe  such  by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations  as  they 
shall  deem  needful  and  proper,  touching  the  disposition 
and  management  of  the  stock,  property,  estate,  and  effects 
of  said  company,  not  contrary  to  this  charter  or  the  laws 
of  this  state  or  of  the  United  States ;  the  transfer  of  shares, 
the  duties  and  conduct  of  their  officers  and  servants,  touch- 
ing the  election  of  and  meeting  of  the  directors,  and  all 
matters  whatsoever  which  may  appertain  to  the  concerns 
of  said  company ;  said  company  is  also  hereby  authoriied 
to  purchase,  receive,  and  hold  such  estate  as  may  be  ne- 
cessary and  convenient  in  accomplishing  the  otgect  for 
which  this  incorporation  is  granted;  and  may,  by  their 
agents,  surveyors,  engineers,  and  servants,  enter  upon  all 
lands  and  tenements,  through  which  they  may  deem  it  ne- 
cessary to  make  said  road,  and  to  survey,  lay  oat,  and  con* 
struct  the  same ;  and  to  agree  and  contract  for  the  land  or 
right  of  way,  with  owners,  through  which  diey  may  intend 
to  make  said  road. 

§  8.  That  if  the  said  company  cunot  agree  with  the 
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owner  of  the  land  thfough  which  they  may  desire  the  road        1854. 
to  past,  or  if  the  land  be  held  by  an  execator,  guardian,  or  " 

trustee,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawfol  for  the  clerk  of  the  cfr- 
cnit  court  of  the  county  in  which  said  land  lies,  on  appli- 
cation of  said  company,  or  its  agents,  and  he  is  required 
to  issae  a  writ  of  ocT  quod  damnum^  commanding  the  sher-  , 

iff  that  without  delay  he  cause  a  jury  of  six  good  and 
lawful  men  to  be  upon  such  land,  on  a  day  to  be  by  said 
said  sheriff  fixed  and  appointed,  and  whereof  it  shall  be 
his  doty  to  give  notice  to  the  owner,  executor,  administra- 
tor, guardian,  or  trustee,  at  least  five  days  before  such  day, 
if  they  be  within  his  county,  or  if  not,  or  it  the  owner  or 
owners  be  unknown,  then  notice  shall  be  given  by  adver- 
tisement, to  be  by  said  sheriff  posted  and  fixed  on  the 
dwelling^'honse,  if  such  there  be,  or  in  a  public  or  conspic- 
uous place  at  least  five  days  before  such  appointed  day, 
and  also  by  advertising  the  isame  in  some  newspaper  pub- 
lished nearest  the  land,  at  least  three  weeks,  by  weekly 
insertions,  prior  to  said  day,  and  then  cause  said  jury,  after 
being  duly  sworn  by  said  sheriff,  or  justice  of  the  peace  to 
make  true  inquest  of  the  value  of  the  land  taken  and  the 
damage  that  will  be  sustained  by  such  owner  or  estate,  by 
reason  of  making  such  road  through  such  land.    If  any  ^ 

8Uoh  juror  shall  fail  to  appear,  or,  by  reason  of  challenge 
for  cause  or  otherwise,  fail  to  sit  on  such  inquest,  the  said 
sheriff  shall  fill  said  jury  from  the  by-standers ;  and  if  they 
fail  to  render  a  verdict  the  said  sheriff  shall  again,  on  the 
same  or  a  subsequent  day,  impannel  a  new  jury  or  jurors, 
until  a  verdict  be  had;  such  verdict  and  inquest,  regularly 
certified  by  such  sheriff,  shall  be  returned  to  the  ofllce  of 
the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  in  which  said 
land  may  be,  and  there  remain  among  the  records;  and 
suoh  veidict  shall  vest  in  said  company  the  right  to  occupy 
and  use  sifch  land  for  the  purposes  of  said  railroad,  on  the 
payment  or  tender  of  payment  of  the  damages  thereon 
assessed  against  said  company;  and  in  case  of  persons 
absent  or  unknown,  as  aforesaid,  the  placing  of  the  amount 
of  damages  to  the  credit  of  the  oWher,  in  the  hands  of  the 
clerk  of  the  county  court  for  the  county  in  which  such  lands 
may  lie,  shouk)  be  deemed  and  ta:ken  as  payment ;  and 
such  clerks  shall  be  liable  on  their  bonds  to  make  due  pay- 
ment of  said  moner  on  demand. 

§  0.  That  should  the  president  and  directors,  or  a  ma- 
jofity  of  the  whole  number  elected,  considers  it  expedient, 
for  the-  purpose  of  aiding  the  stockholders,  or  hasten  the 
completion  of  the  contemplated  road,  it  shall  he  lawful  for 
them  to  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  said  company,  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  at  any  one  time, 
at  any  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  seven  per  cent,  per 
annum;'and  the  said  company  may*  issue  such  evidences 
of  soeh  indebtedness  as  may  be  deemed  proper,  and  se* 
euro  the  same  by  ^ving  a  lien  upon  the  property  and  as* 
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1854.  seta  of  the  company;  and  the  said  company  may  sell  said 
bonds  or  evidences  of  debt,  at  such  rate  of  discoont  mod 
ut  sQch  pUcea  as  to  them  may  seem  advisable;  and  the 
said  company  shall  alto  have  power  to  indorse  and  guar- 
anty the  payment  of  bonds  is^sued  for  the  parchase  of  stock 
in  said  road,  by  any  city,  county,  or  town. 

§  10.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  to  appcNiit 
and  hold  said  inquest  within  ten  days  after  the  receipt  of 
said  writ  of  ad  aiuxl  damnum^  except  in  crises  of  ab»eoce 
aforqsaid,  in  which  case  thirty  days  shall  be  allowed  him, 
and  five  days  in  addition  are  allowed  him  for  every  addi- 
tional jury  which  he  may  have  under  said  writ;  and  for 
every  default  therein,  the  said  sheriff  shall  be  fined  by  the 
circuit  court  at  the  instance  of  either  party,  not  less  than 
twenty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars;  and  every  ja- 
ror  and  witness  j^ummoned  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  ten 
dollars  for  non-attendance;  of  all  such  fines,  as  well  as  costs, 
the  circuit  court  of  the  county  shall,  have  jurisdiction. 
There  shall  be  allowed  the  following  fees  to  the  clerk  of 
the  circuit  court:  for  every  wiit  of  ad  quod  damnum^  seven- 
ty-five cents;  for  receiving  and  filing  inquest,  eeveoty*five 
cents;  to  the  sherifi*  for  giving  notice,  seventy-five  e^nts, 
beside  printers  fees,  not  exceeding  two  dollars  in  each  case; 
for  holding  inquest,  five  dollars;  and  for  summoning  wit- 
nesses, twenty-five  cents  each ;  to  jurors,  seventy-five 
cents  per  diem  each,  which  fees  are  not  allowed  until  a 
verdict  be  returned  and  filed,  and  shall  be  taxed  in  the  bill 
of  costs,  and  paid  by  the  company:  Provide  however ^  that 
before  the  application  for  said  writ,  the  said  company  may 
make  a^tender  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  such  laad, 
a  sum  of  money  by  them  deemed  equivalent  to  the  dam- 
age to  be  sustained  ;  and  upon  refusal  to  accept  the  sum 
tendered,  and  a  verdict  for  the  same  amount  or  a  less  sum, 
the  costs  shall  be  taxed  to  and  paid  by  the  .owners  of  the 
land  Aipon  which  inquest  is  held. 

§  11.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  of  the 
counties  through  which,  said  road  may  pass,  and  they  are 
hereby  permitted  to  subscribe  and  hold  stock  in  said  com- 
pany upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions,  and  subject  to 
the  same  restrictions  with  other  stockholders :  Promded 
however  J  that  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  in  such  coun- 
ty who  shall  cast  their  votes  as  herein  provided  for,  shall 
be  in  favor  of  the  subscription  of  such  stock,  and  that  no 
pne  county  shall  subscribe  stock  in  said  company  to  a 
*  larger  amount  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  del- 
lars. 

§  12.  That  whenever  the  company   aforesaid  shall  re- 
quest the  county  court  of  any  cotvity  through  which  said 
road  will  pass,  to  subscribe  the  bonds  of  said  county  for 
\^  any  portion  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  not  ex- 

ceeding the  amount  hereby  authorized,  the  county  court 
shall,  v^ithin  sixty  days  thereafter,  on  a  day  to  be  by  it  de- 
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signated,  cause  the  vot6  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the  coon-  1854. 
ty,  at  the  several  election  precincts  and  places  of  voting  in 
said  county,  to  be  taken  upon  the  question,  whether  or  not 
the  court  shall  subscribe  the  stock  as  proposed;  and  in  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  taking  of  said  vote,  the  subscrib*  • 
ing  for  said  stocky  the  issuing  and  execution  of  said  bonds, 
the  levying  and  collecting  a  tax  to  pay  the  interest  there- 
on, and  the  appropriation  and  disbursement  of  the  funds 
arising  therefrom,  the  county  court  shall  be  governed  and 
regulated,  except  so  far  as  is  provided  tor  in  this  act,  by  the 
provisions  of  an  act  of  the  general  assembly  of  Kentucky, 
entitled,  an  act  to  authorize  the  county  of  Graves  to  hold 
railroad  stock,  approved  January  3d,  1852. 

§  18.  That  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  regulate 
the  time  and  manner  in  which  goods  and  passengers  shall 
be  transported,  taken,  and  carried  on  said  road;  and  shall 
have  power  to  erect  and  maintain  toll  houses  and  other 
buildings  for  the  accommodation  of  their  concerns,  as  they 
may  deem  suitable  fbr  their  interest;  and  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  the  company  from  time  to  time  to  fix,  regulate,  and 
receive  the  toll  and  charges  by  them  to  be  received  for 
transportation  of  persons  or  property  on  their  said  road  or 
way  aforesaid,  hereby  authorized  to  be  constructed,  erect- 
ed, built,  or  used,  or  any  part  thereof. 

§  14.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  will  or  shall  will- 
fully do,  or  cause  to  be  done,  any  act  or  acts  whatsoever 
whereby  any  building,  construction,  or  works  of  said  com- 
pany, oratiy  engine,  machinery,  or  structure,  or  any  mat- 
ter or  thing  appertaining  to  the  same,  shall  be  stopped, 
obstructed,  impaired,  weakened,  injured,  or  destroyed,  the 
person  or  persons  so  offending,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  said  company 
doable  the  amount  of  damages  sustained  by  reason  of 
such  offenses  or  injury,  to  be  recovered  in  the  name  of  said 
corporation,  with  costs  of  suit  by  action  of  debt. 

§  15.  That  the  directors  of  said  company  may  require 
the  payment  of  the  sum  or  sums  subscribed  to  the  capital 
stocK  of  said  company,  at  such  times,  and  in  such  propor- 
tions, and  upon  such  conditions  as  they  may  deem  fit ;  and 
in  case  any  stockholder  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  make 
payment  pursuant  to  the  requisition  of  the  board  of  direc- 
tors, the  stock  of  such  stockholder  may  be  sold  by  the  di- 
rectors of  said  corporation,  at  public  auction,  after  the 
lapse  of  ninety  days  from  the  time  when  the  payment  be- 
came due,  and  the  surplus  money,  the  avails  of  such  sale, 
after  deducting  the  payments  due  and  interest  thereupon, 
and  the  necessary  expenses  of  sale  shall  be  paid  ovei'  to 
such  delinquent  stocknolder. 

§  16.  That  the  property  owned  by  said  company  shall 
at  all  times  be  subject  to  taxation  in  the  same  manner  and 
to  the  same  extent  as  similar  property  owned  by  other  rail- 
road companies.
